AN ACT 

To further provide for taxation relating to the sale of alcoholic beverages; to levy 
an additional state sales tax on the sale of alcoholic beverages sold at retail in Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board stores; to provide that the revenues produced from the addi¬ 
tional tax shall be collected by the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board and paid to the 
Department of Revenue for distribution; to allow the Department of Revenue to retain 
a reasonable sum for the cost of collection and redistribution of the net proceeds; 
to prescribe that all net proceeds generated by this act shall be distributed to the 
counties and municipalities in which the taxes are collected; to provide that the tax 
proceeds distributed to counties shall be used by those counties for law enforcement 
purposes unless otherwise provided by load act; and to prohibit any county or munic¬ 
ipality which receives proceeds pursuant to the provisions of this act from levying 
any additional taxes on the sale of alcoholic beverages which would be collected by 
the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board or its stores. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . In addition to all other taxes levied and collected on 
the sale of any alcoholic beverage, there is hereby levied an additional 
state sales tax in the amount of two percent of the retail price, 
excluding taxes, on the sales of alcoholic beverages sold at retail by 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board stores. Such tax shall be in addition 
to any and all other taxes collected on sales. 

Section 2. (a) The Alcoholic Beverage Control Board shall 
collect the revenues generated by this Act in the same manner as 
other taxes and fees collected by it. The sales taxes as collected by the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board on retail sales shall be paid to the 
Department of Revenue. The Department of Revenue shall redistrib¬ 
ute the proceeds therefrom in the following manner unless distribu¬ 
tion if otherwise provided by local act: 

(1) The Department shall withhold any reasonable charges in¬ 
curred by the Department in handling such taxes which charges shall 
be prorated on the basis of the sum collected; provided, however, such 
charges shall not exceed a sum equal to five percent (5%) of the 
amount collected; 

(2) An amount equal to twenty-five percent (25%) of the tax 
proceeds shall be distributed to the respective counties in which the 
taxes are collected, less costs as provided in subsection (1) above; and 

(3) An amount equal to seventy-five percent (75%) of the tax 
proceeds shall be distributed to the respective municipalities in which 
the taxes are collected, less costs as provided in subsection (1) above. 

(b) The Department of Revenue shall prepare and distribute 
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such reports, forms and other information as may be necessary for the 
collection and distribution of the said taxes. 

Section 3. The tax proceeds distributed to counties under the 
provisions of this Act shall be used by those counties exclusively 
for law enforcement purposes unless otherwise provided by local act. 

Section 4. The Commissioner of the Department of Revenue 
is authorized to promulgate all reasonable rules and regulations neces¬ 
sary to implement the provisions of this Act. 

Section 5, Any county or municipality receiving any addition¬ 
al taxes pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be prohibited from 
levying any additional taxes or fees on the sale of alcoholic beverages 
which would be collected by the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Board or its stores. 

Section 6. The provisions of this Act are cumulative and shall 
not be construed to repeal or supersede any laws not directly in 
conflict herewith. 

Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. The taxes to be collected by the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board under this Act shall begin with the next regular price 
change by the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board which occurs at least 
60 days after this Act becomes law.

AN ACT 

To provide that any justice or judge of the supreme court or a court of appeals 
or any circuit court judge who was holding office with such court on or before June 
1, 1976, and who had time of service as a full-time state prosecutor or assistant prose¬ 
cutor, or who had time of service as an attorney for the state milk control board, may 
have such service credited as time in a judicial position with the Judicial Retirement 
System; to provide that such credit shall be limited to 5 years; to provide that any 
such justice or judge must pay into the Judicial Retirement Fund a sum equal to 6% 
of his then annual salary for each year of such credit desired; and to further provide 
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a one-year period in which such election and purchase shall be completed. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Any justice of the supreme court or judge of one of 
the courts of appeals or any circuit court judge holding office on or 
before June 1, 1976, who has time of service as a full-time state prose¬ 
cutor or assistant state prosecutor in any circuit of the state, or who 
had time of service as an attorney for the state milk control board, 
shall be entitled to have such time of service, regardless of whether 
or not such time of service was continuous, treated as time of service 
in the judicial position he holds on or before June 1, 1976, with the 
Judicial Retirement System; provided, however, that such time of ser¬ 
vice does not exceed five (5) years; provided also that such justice or 
judge shall pay into the Judicial Retirement Fund of Alabama a sum 
equal to six percent (6%) of his then annual salary for each year of 
such service that he elects to count toward judicial retirement; pro¬ 
vided further that such election and payment shall be made to the 
Secretary Treasurer of the Employees’ Retirement Systems of Ala¬ 
bama within one (1) year from June 1, 1981. Should the records of 
the Employees’ Retirement Systems of Alabama fail to reflect the 
position held thereunder and for which credit is sought under the 
provisions of this Act, affidavit from one (1) disinterested person that 
such position was that of a full-time prosecutor or assistant prosecutor 
of any circuit in this state, or as an attorney for the state milk control 
boards, shall suffice as proof thereof. 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend further section 36-25-1, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the code of 
ethics for public officials and employees, so as to exempt certain firemen from the 
provisions of such code of ethics. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 36-25-1, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended further to read as follows: 
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“§ 36-25-1. Whenever used in this chapter, the following words 
and terms shall have the following respective meanings unless the 
context clearly indicates otherwise: 

“(1) BUSINESS. Any corporation, partnership, proprietor¬ 
ship, firm, enterprise, franchise, association, organization, self- 
employed individual and any other legal entity. 

“(2) BUSINESS WITH WHICH HE IS ASSOCIATED. Any 
business of which the person or a member of his family is an officer, 
owner, partner, employee or holder of more than 10 percent of the 
fair market value of such business. 

“(3) CANDIDATE FOR PUBLIC OFFICE. Any person who 
has filed a declaration of candidacy or a petition to appear on the 
ballot for election as a public official, and any person who has been 
nominated for appointment to serve as a public official. 

“(4) COMMISSION. The state ethics commission. 

“(5) LEGISLATIVE EMPLOYEE. Any person employed by 
the legislature or by any of its committees and any person employed 
by a legislator from funds provided by the state, who receives compen¬ 
sation of $12,000.00 or more per year. 

“(6) LOBBYING. The practice of promoting or opposing the 
introduction or enactment of legislation before the legislature or the 
legislative committees or the members thereof, and shall also include 
the practice of promoting or opposing executive approval of legislation. 

“(7) LOBBYIST. All persons who seek to encourage the pas¬ 
sage, defeat or modification of any legislation, except members of the 
Alabama legislature or any person who, on an isolated basis and 
without the intent to continue beyond a single day during a session 
of the Alabama legislature, merely appears before a committee or 
committees of the legislature in his individual capacity, or on behalf 
of a corporation, partnership, association or other business entity, with 
which such person is regularly associated as an employee, officer, 
member or partner without receiving additional salary or compensa¬ 
tion other than reasonable and ordinary travel expenses, to express 
support of or opposition to any legislation, and who shall so declare 
to a member, members or committee of the legislature with whom he 
discusses any proposed legislation. 

“(8) REPORTING YEAR. The reporting official’s or employ¬ 
ee’s fiscal tax year as it applies to his United States income tax 
return(s). 

“(9) PUBLIC EMPLOYEE. Any employee of state, county or 
municipal governments who has administrative and discretionary 
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authority for the receipt or expenditures of public funds or who earns 
in excess of $15,000.00 annually, but shall not include those persons 
who are primarily engaged in teaching duties in all schools, colleges 
and universities in the state and firemen as defined by section 
36-30-l(a) (3). 

“(10) PUBLIC EMPLOYEE’S FAMILY. The employee’s 
spouse and dependents. 

“(11) PUBLIC OFFICIAL. Any elected official at the state, 
county or municipal level of government and any person appointed 
under state, county or municipal law to an office where in the conduct 
of such office such person has administrative and discretionary autho¬ 
rity for the receipt or expenditure of public funds. This term shall 
also include members of state boards, commissions, committees, coun¬ 
cils and authorities, however selected, presidents, vice-presidents, chief 
purchasing officials and chief financial officials of all schools, colleges 
and universities of the state, members of city and county industrial 
boards, planning and zoning boards, school boards, boards of adjust¬ 
ment, utility boards, housing boards, public hospital boards and any 
boards, commissions, committees, authorities or councils having juris¬ 
diction with respect thereto, in all cities whose population is more 
than 15,000 according to the last decennial census. This term excludes 
state soil and water conservation district supervisors and members of 
all other boards not named including but not limited to those commis¬ 
sions, committees, councils, boards or authorities, functioning solely 
for cultural or historical purposes and advisory board members and 
members of boards of trustees of institutions of higher learning of the 
state of Alabama and firemen as defined by section 36-30-1 (a) (3). 

“(12) PUBLIC OFFICIAL’S FAMILY. The official’s spouse 
and dependents.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To define certain terms; to provide that possessing, obtaining, receiving, selling 
or using a short-barreled rifle or short-barreled shotgun, except by a peace officer 
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acting in the course of or in connection with his official duties, is a Class C felony; 
to provide that changing, altering, removing, or obliterating the name of the maker, 
model, manufacturer’s number or other mark or identification of any firearm, or pos¬ 
sessing such a firearm, is a Class C felony; to provide that violation of this act in 
the course of or in connection with the commission of another felony shall be punished 
as a Class B felony; to provide that this act is supplemental to any other law and its 
penalties are in addition to those otherwise provided by law; to repeal § 13A-11-82; 
to provide that the provisions of this act are severable; and to provide that this act 
shall become effective immediately. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The following definitions apply to this act: 

(a) FIREARM. Is defined as provided in § 13A-8-l(4). 

(b) RIFLE. Any weapon designed or redesigned, made or re¬ 
made, and intended to be fired from the shoulder and designed or 
redesigned and made or remade to use the energy of the explosive 
in a fixed metallic cartridge to fire only a single projectile through 
a rifled bore for each pull of the trigger. 

(c) SHOTGUN. A weapon designed or redesigned, made or 
remade, and intended to be fired from the shoulder and designed or 
redesigned and made or remade to use the energy of the explosive 
in a fixed shotgun shell to fire through a smooth bore either a number 
of ball shot or a single projectile for each single pull of the trigger. 

(d) SHORT-BARRELED RIFLE. A rifle having one or more 
barrels less than sixteen inches in length and any weapon made from 
a rifle (whether by alteration, modification, or otherwise) if such 
weapon, as modified, has an overall length of less than twenty-six 
inches. 

(e) SHORT-BARRELED SHOTGUN. A shotgun having one 
or more barrels less than eighteen inches in length and any weapon 
made from a shotgun (whether by alteration, modification, or other¬ 
wise) if such weapon as modified has an overall length of less than 
twenty-six inches. 

Section 2. (a) A person who possesses, obtains, receives, sells, 

or uses a short-barreled rifle or a short-barreled shotgun is guilty of 
a Class C felony. 

(b) This section does not apply to a peace officer who possesses, 
obtains, receives, sells, or uses a short-barreled rifle or a short-barreled 
shotgun in the course of or in connection with his official duties. 

Section 3. A person who either: 

(a) changes, alters, removes, or obliterates the name of the 
maker, model, manufacturer's number or other mark or identification 
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of any firearm, or 

(b) possesses, obtains, receives, sells, or uses a firearm after the 
maker, model, manufacturer’s number or other mark or identification 
has been changed, altered, removed, or obliterated, is guilty of a Class 
C felony. 

Section 4. Violation of Section 2(a) or Section 3 in the course 
of, or in connection with the commission of any other felony shall be 
a Class B felony, and the punishment imposed therefor shall be in 
addition to the punishment imposed for the other felony. 

Section 5. This act is supplemental to any other law and the 
penalties provided herein are in addition to any other penalties pro¬ 
vided by law. This act shall not be construed to limit or in any way 
reduce the minimum and maximum penalties provided in any other 
law. 

Section 6. Code of Alabama 1975, § 13A-11-82 is hereby re¬ 
pealed. 

Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8, This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming law.

to allow the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries to approve out-of-state travel 
requests of persons representing the State Department of Agriculture and Industries. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 36-7-21, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“ § 36-7-21. Allowances of persons traveling outside state; autho¬ 
rization of out-of-state travel; provisions inapplicable to examination 
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of insurance corporations. 

Persons traveling in the service of the state or any of its depart¬ 
ments, institutions, boards, bureaus, commissions, councils, commit¬ 
tees or other like agencies, except such institutions of higher learning 
as are under the control of a board of trustees and Alabama State 
University, outside the state of Alabama shall be allowed all of their 
actual and necessary expenses in addition to the actual expenses 
for transportation; provided that such travel shall have first been 
fully authorized in writing by the governor; provided further, that 
with respect to the legislative department, members of the legislature, 
subordinate officers and employees of the legislature and the directors 
and employees of the legislature and the directors and employees 
of the legislative departments (legislative reference service, legislative 
fiscal office and examiners of public accounts), such travel shall be 
authorized in writing by the lieutenant governor for the lieutenant 
governor and members of the senate, by the speaker of the house, 
for the speaker of the house and members of the house of representa¬ 
tives, by the secretary of the senate or the clerk of the house for 
subordinate officers and employees of the legislature and by the direc¬ 
tors for the directors and employees of the legislative departments; 
and with respect to the judicial department, the officers and employ¬ 
ees thereof, such travel shall be authorized in writing by the chief 
justice. Persons representing the excepted institutions of higher learn¬ 
ing shall receive authority for out-of-state travel from the presidents 
of said institution. Persons representing the State Department of 
Agriculture and Industries shall receive authorization for out-of-State 
travel from the Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries. 

The provisions of this section shall not apply to examiners or 
other persons designated by the commissioner of insurance to examine 
or cause to be examined insurance corporations qualified or attempt¬ 
ing to qualify in this state when the expense incurred by such examiner 
shall be paid by or collected or received from such insurers or persons 
examined under the provisions of section 27-2-25. 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming law.

Section 11-54-95 of the Code of Alabama 1975 shall 
be and hereby is amended to read as follows: 

§ 11-54-95. The certificate of incorporation of the industrial de¬ 
velopment board, any deeds or other documents whereby properties 
are conveyed to the board, any mortgages or deeds of trust executed 
by the board, any leases or agreements or contracts of sale made by 
the board, any deeds or other documents whereby properties are con¬ 
veyed by the board to another pursuant to a contractual obligation 
of the board or as a result of the exercise of an option theretofore 
granted by the board and the certificate of dissolution of the board 
may all be filed for record in the office of the judge of probate of 
the county in which the board is organized or any county in which 
any property involved is located without the payment of any tax or 
fees other than such fees as may be authorized by law for the recording 
of such instruments.

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Section 1 . Notwithstanding any revenue department or any 
other state agency rule or regulation to the contrary, any person or 
business entity may sell diesel fuel for the use in the operation of any 
motor vehicle upon the highways of this state and diesel fuel for off- 
highway purposes from the same tank and the same pump, provided 
said fuel sales are separately metered and proper records may be main¬ 
tained and provided to account for said sales. This Act in no way 
shall affect the tax rate of said fuels. 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Establishing the criminal offense of pharmacy robbery as a separate class of 
robbery under the criminal code of this state and prescribing certain penalties therefor.

Section 1 . This Act shall be known and cited as “The Phar¬ 
macy Robbery Act of 1982.” 

Section 2. When used in this Act, the following words and 
phrases shall have the following meanings, respectively, unless the 
context clearly indicates otherwise: 

(1) Pharmacy. Any building, warehouse, physician's office, 
hospital, pharmaceutical house or other structure used in whole or in 
part for the sale, storage and/or dispensing of any controlled sub¬ 
stance as defined in Section 20-2-2 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended. 

(2) Pharmacy Robbery. A person commits the offense of 
“pharmacy robbery” under this Act if in the course of committing 
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a theft of any controlled substance as defined in Section 20-2-2 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, such person violates Section 
13A-8-41 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 

Section 3. (a) Upon conviction of the criminal offense of 

“pharmacy robbery” as defined in this Act, the offender shall be 
imprisoned at hard labor for not less than 10 years nor more than 99 
years and shall be ineligible for consideration for parole, probation or 
suspension of sentence. 

(b) On a second or subsequent conviction under this Act, the 
offender shall be imprisoned for the remainder of his natural life and 
shall be ineligible for consideration for parole, probation or suspension 
of sentence. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 

Section 6. This Act shall become effective on the first day of 
the second month next following its passage and approval by the 
Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

for at least 85 days by September 30, 1985, for at least 115 days by September 30, 1986, 
for at least 120 days by September 30, 1987 and thereafter, after the close of the month 
in which said taxes have been collected or such funds distributed as net profits are 
realized; to provide that any funds now accumulated as a working capital fund or 
reserve shall be distributed to the several beneficiaries on the same basis as withheld; 
to provide that all laws or parts of laws in conflict or inconsistent herewith are repealed; 
to provide an effective date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . There shall be no distribution of any taxes collected 
on alcoholic beverages sold by the Alabama alcoholic beverage control 
board or of any funds distributed as net profits by said board for at 
least 25 days beginning October 1,1983, for at least 55 days by Septem¬ 
ber 30, 1984, for at least 85 days by September 30, 1985, for at least 
115 days by September 30,1986, for at least 120 days by September 30, 
1987, and thereafter, from the close of the month in which the said 
taxes or said funds are realized. The monies so realized are intended 
for use by said board for inventory purposes. 

Section 2. Any funds accumulated as working capital under 
Section 28-3-74(d), Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, shall be dis¬ 
tributed to the several beneficiaries on the same basis as withheld on 
the next distribution of profits to such beneficiaries by the Alabama 
alcoholic beverage control board after October 1, 1984. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict or which 
are inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. Without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing, Section 28-3-74(d), Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended, is specifically repealed. 
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Section 4. This Act shall become effective at midnight on Sep¬ 
tember 30, 1983, upon its passage and approval by the Governor or 
upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Section 1 . Section 34-24-230, Code of Alabama, 1975, is amend¬ 
ed as follows: 

§ 34-24-230. Definition. 

For purposes of this article, the following terms shall have the re¬ 
spective meanings ascribed by this section. 

(1) PODIATRY. The diagnosis and treatment of disorders of 
the human foot, as described herein. 

(2) PRACTICE OF PODIATRY. The diagnosis and medical 
or surgical or mechanical or manipulative or electrical treatment of 
any ailment of the human foot except such definition does not include 
the amputation of the foot or the administering of an anesthetic 
other than local. 

(3) DIAGNOSIS. The process of ascertaining a disease or ail¬ 
ment by its general symptoms. 

(4) MEDICAL TREATMENT. The application to or pre¬ 
scription for the foot of pads, adhesives, felt, plaster or any medicinal 
agency for both external and internal use in connection with treat¬ 
ment of local ailments of the human foot, except such definition 
does not include the medical treatment of any systemic disease, but 
does allow treating the local manifestations of those systemic diseases 
in the foot. 

(5) SURGICAL TREATMENT. The use of any cutting in¬ 
strument to treat a disease, ailment or condition of the human foot 
as defined herein, except that a podiatrist shall not be authorized 
to amputate the human foot, or perform any surgery on the human 
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body at or above the ankle joint, or administer anesthetics other than 
local anesthetics. 

(6) MECHANICAL TREATMENT. The application of any 
mechanical appliance made of steel, leather, felt or any material to 
the foot or in the shoe for the purpose of treating any disease, defor¬ 
mity or ailment. 

(7) MANIPULATIVE TREATMENT. The use of the hand 
or machinery in the operation or working upon the foot and its 
articulations. 

(8) ELECTRICAL TREATMENT. Any treatment by means 
and methods supplied by electric current. 

(9) HUMAN FOOT. The terminal appendage of the lower 
extremity. It contains twenty-six bones and is divided into three parts - 
the forefoot, the midfoot, and the hindfoot. The forefoot consists of 
fourteen phalanges and five metatarsals. The midfoot consists of five 
tarsal bones and their articulations. The hindfoot consists of two 
tarsal bones, the calcaneus and the talus. The foot is defined as in¬ 
cluding all twenty-six complete boney structures below the ankle 
joint, which ankle joint consists of the distal tibia and fibula and their 
articulations with the talus. The distal aspect of the tibia and fibula, 
the achilles tendon, and all structures above the dome of the talus 
reside within the leg. 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed.

To create mine rescue stations within the State of Alabama as a part of the Division 
of Safety and Inspection of the Department of Industrial Relations; to provide for 
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the location, training, compensation, benefits, qualifications and employment status 
of said station members; and to provide requirements of recovery work. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Chief of the Division of Safety and Inspection 
of the Department of Industrial Relations shall establish and main¬ 
tain within the State of Alabama and within said division such mine 
rescue stations as he may determine necessary to carry out rescue and 
recovery operations of mine disasters and to comply with federal 
requirements. The mine rescue stations shall be located as near the 
center of the mining industry as is practical. The station shall have 
sufficient room to handle equipment and personnel for at least two 
teams. 

Section 2. Said chief is hereby authorized to have trained and 
employed at the rescue stations operated by said division within 
the state, rescue crews as he may determine necessary. Each member 
of such crews shall devote at least four hours each month, or eight 
hours bi-monthly, for training purposes and shall be available at all 
times to assist in rescue work. Regular crew members shall receive 
for such services the highest prevailing hourly wage rate in the indus¬ 
try and shall receive the same per diem and expenses as provided to 
state employees. Workmen's Compensation Benefits as prescribed by 
Alabama Workmen's Compensation Laws shall be provided for all 
employees engaged in carrying out the mandates of this section and 
Coal Mining Laws of the State of Alabama. Sufficient funds shall be 
appropriated to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty and responsibility of the chief 
to see that all crews be properly trained by qualified instructors 
who have a certificate of training from the Mine Safety and Health 
Administration. The chief may remove any crew member at any time. 

Section 4. Members of said crews shall have one year under¬ 
ground experience, be less than fifty years of age and pass a physical 
examination by a licensed physician annually. A record that such 
examination was taken shall be kept on file by the operator who em¬ 
ploys the crew members and a copy shall be furnished to the chief. 

Section 5. All rescue or recovery work performed by these 
crews shall be under the jurisdiction of the chief. The division shall 
consult with company officials, representatives of the Mine Safety 
and Health Administration and representatives of the miners, and all 
should be in agreement as far as possible on the proper procedure for 
rescue and recovery. In all instances, procedures shall be guided by 
the mine rescue apparatus and auxiliary equipment manuals. 

Section 6. When engaged in rescue or recovery work during an 
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emergency at a mine, all crew members assigned to the work shall be 
considered during the period of their work, employees of the mine 
where the emergency exists and shall be compensated by the operator 
at the rate established in the area for such work. In no event shall 
this rate be less than the prevailing wage rate in the industry for the 
most skilled class of inside mine labor. During the period of their 
emergency employment, all crew members shall be protected by the 
Workmen s Compensation Benefits of such emergency employer. 

Section 7. A. During recovery work and prior to entering any 
mine, all recovery crews shall be properly informed of existing condi¬ 
tions. 

B. Mine rescue and recovery work shall be carried out under 
provisions of the applicable federal regulations. 

C. The chief may assign rescue and recovery work to inspectors, 
instructors or other qualified employees of said division as the chief 
may determine desirable. 

Section 8. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 9. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed.

(2) Retirement allowances, pensions and annuities or optional 
allowances, approved by the board of control of the employees’ retire¬ 
ment system of Alabama, which exempt status is set out in Section 
36-27-28; 

(3) The first $8,000.00 of any Retirement or compensation, re¬ 
tirement allowances, pensions and annuities, or optional allowances, 
received by any eligible peace officer as defined in Section 36-21-60(10) 
Code of Alabama 1975, from any police retirement system established 
in the State of Alabama, but only if such retirement or compensation, 
retirement allowances, pensions and annuities, or optional allowances 
are awarded as the result of police services rendered. 

(4) Income received as annuities under the Unitied States re¬ 
tirement system from the United States government civil service 
retirement and disability fund; 

(5) Net income realized by individuals and partnerships from 
time to time in the business of conducting a financial business em¬ 
ploying moneyed capital coming into competition with the business 
of national banks, but only if such individuals and partnerships, are 
subject to an excise tax imposed by this state on or with respect 
to such income; 

(6) In the case of a single person or a married person not living 
with husband or wife, a personal exemption of $1,500.00 or, in the case 
of a head of a family or a married person living with husband or wife, 
a personal exemption of $3,000.00, but a husband and wife living 
together shall receive only one exemption of $3,000.00 against their 
aggregate income, and in case they make separate returns the personal 
exemption of $3,000.00 may be taken by either or divided between 
them; and 

(7) Three hundred dollars for each person, other than husband 
or wife, dependent upon the taxpayer, and over half of whose support, 
for the calendar year in which the taxable year for the taxpayer begins, 
was received from the taxpayer. For the purposes of this section, 

dependent shall mean: a son or daughter of the taxpayer or a 
descendant of either; a stepson or stepdaughter of the taxpayer; a 
brother, sister, stepbrother or stepsister of the taxpayer; the father or 
mother of the taxpayer or an ancestor of either; a stepfather or 
stepmother of the taxpayer; a son or daughter of a brother or sister 
of the taxpayer; a brother or sister of the father or mother of the tax- 
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payer; a son-in-law, daughter-in-law, father-in-law, mother-in-law, 
brother-in-law or sister-in-law of the taxpayer. As used in this para¬ 
graph the terms “brother” and “sister” include a brother or sister by 
the half blood. For the purposes of determining whether any of the 
foregoing relationships exist, a legally adopted child of a person shall 
be considered a child of such a person by blood.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Highway Director to administer programs relative to public 
transportation in rural and urban areas, to perform public transportation planning, to 
provide technical assistance to local entities for formulating public transportation 
projects, to assure that public transportation projects are in accordance with the 
comprehensive transportation planning process, to expend State funds apportioned by 
the legislature from time to time for public transportation, to develop and promulgate 
rules and regulations pertaining to public transportation, and to administer public 
transportation programs enacted by the Legislature of Alabama with such flexibility 
as is found to be in the public interest. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The following terms, whenever used or referred to 
in this Act, shall have the following meanings, except in those in¬ 
stances where the context clearly indicates a different meaning: 

(1) “Director” — Shall mean the Director of the State of Ala¬ 
bama Highway Department. 

(2) “Public Transportation” — Transportation which is appro¬ 
priate to transport people by bus, rail or other conveyance, serving 
the general public. The terms “mass transportation”, “mass transit”, 
“public transit”, “ridesharing”, “carpooling”, “vanpooling”, and “bus¬ 
pooling” are included within this definition and shall be considered 
synonymous with “public transportation”. 

(3) “Municipality” — Any city, town, or like governing body. 

(4) “County” — Any county in the State of Alabama. 

(5) “Transit Authority” — Any transit authority organized 
within the State or authority organized to serve a metropolitan or 
urbanized area which borders on the State boundary. 

(6) “Local Entities” — Municipalities, cities, towns, counties, 
transit authorities, planning bodies, or similar organizations or con¬ 
solidations thereof, including those bordering on the State boundary. 

(7) “Planning Body” — Any planning organization duly con- 
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stituted under State law, whether a City, County, or Regional 
Planning Commission, or a Metropolitan Planning Organization. 

(8) “Comprehensive Transportation Planning Process” — A con¬ 
tinuing planning process carried on cooperatively between the State 
and local entities for the purpose of transportation planning. 

Section 2. The Director, acting alone or through, and in co¬ 
operation with local entities, is hereby delegated the authority to: 

(1) Administer any program or programs, whether rural or 
urban, relative to public transportation resulting from Federal trans¬ 
portation legislation. This shall include but not be limited to applying 
for, accepting, and expending Federal Public Transportation Funds 
in accordance with applicable Federal laws and regulations. 

(2) Enter into agreements with the United States for Federal 
assistance for public transportation. 

(3) Enter into agreements with local entities to perform and/or 
cooperate in the performance of transportation planning for public 
transportation improvements. However, the Director shall not per¬ 
form such planning until such time as the local entities affected 
enter into agreement with the Director to carry out a planning 
process. 

(4) Provide any available technical assistance to local entities 
for formulating a program of public transportation projects to assure 
that said projects are in accordance with the comprehensive trans¬ 
portation planning process where such process is established and is a 
prerequisite for Federal assistance. 

(5) Administer any State funds authorized from time to time by 
the legislature for the purpose of public transportation. 

(6) Develop and promulgate such rules and regulations as are 
determined necessary to insure compliance with Federal law and 
regulations. 

Section 3. The Director is authorized to administer any public 
transportation program with such flexibility as to permit full co¬ 
operation between Federal, State, and local entities, so as to result 
in effective and economical programs which are responsive to needs 
and found to be in the public interest. 

Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the parts which remain. 

Section 5. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 
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Section 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

To amend further Sections 11-46-20,11-46-21, 11-46-22,11-46-25, 11-46-27, 11-46-28, 
11-46-36, 11-46-38, 11-46-41 and 11-46-55, Code of Alabama 1975, which Sections relate 
to election procedures in cities and towns of this state, in all municipalities except 
Class 1 municipalities, and except cities and towns organized under a commission form 
of government, so as to improve and clarify such election procedures. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 11-46-20, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
is further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-20. Cities and towns governed by article; costs of 
elections; standard of time applicable; effect of legal holidays or 
closing days. 

“(a) General and special elections in cities and towns of this 
state, in all municipalities except Class 1 municipalities and except 
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cities and towns organized under a commission form of government, 
shall be held and conducted at the times and in the manner pre¬ 
scribed in this article, and the expenses and costs incident to the 
conduct of all such elections shall be paid out of the treasury of 
the city or town holding the election. 

“(b) Whenever in this article an hour of the day is prescribed 
for the doing of any act, the time used shall be that of the official 
time established by the law of the state of Alabama then in effect. 

(c) Whenever the last day on which an act may be done 
pursuant to this article falls on a legal holiday, as defined in section 
1-3-8, or on a day on which the office in which the act must be done 
is authorized by law to be closed, such act may be done on the next 
succeeding secular or working day.” 

Section 2. Section 11-46-21, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, is further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-21. Time of holding regular, special and runoff elec¬ 
tions; assumption of duties by officers elected. 

“(a) The regular municipal elections in cities and towns shall 
be held on the second Tuesday in July 1980, and quadrennially 
thereafter; and, when necessary as provided in subsection (d) of 
section 11-46-55, a second or runoff election shall be held on the third 
Tuesday next thereafter following said regular election. 

“(b) Special elections shall be held on the second or fourth 
Tuesday of any month when ordered by the municipal governing 
body; provided, that notice of such election shall be published in the 
manner prescribed in section 11-46-22 on or before the corresponding 
Tuesday of the second month preceding the month in which the 
special election is to be held. 

“(c) Municipal officers elected at regular elections shall assume 
the duties of their respective offices on the first Monday in October 
following their election unless otherwise provided in this article and 
shall serve until their successors are elected and qualified.” 

Section 3. Section 11-46-22, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, is further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-22. Notice of elections. 

(a) It shall be the duty of the mayor to give notice of all 
municipal elections by publishing notice thereof in a newspaper 
published in the city or town, and, if no newspaper is published in 
such city or town, then by posting notices thereof in three public 
places in the city or town. When the notice is of a regular election, 
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such notice shall be published no earlier than the second Tuesday 
and no later than the third Tuesday in May preceding the election. 
When the notice is of a special election to be held on the second 
Tuesday in a month, such notice shall be published on or before 
the second Tuesday of the second month preceding the month in 
which the election will be held, except where otherwise provided 
by law. When the notice is of a special election to be held on the 
fourth Tuesday of a month, such notice shall be published on or before 
the fourth Tuesday of the second month preceding the month in 
which the election will be held, except where otherwise provided by 
law. Whenever and wherever two or more municipal offices of the 
same name (constituting a group) are to be filled at the regular 
election, prior to the first day of March preceding the election, the 
municipal governing body shall by ordinance designate each of such 
offices by number. When such offices have been so designated by 
number, the notice of the election shall clearly indicate that such 
offices have been so numbered and each candidate for any such 
offices, in the announcement of his candidacy, shall designate the 
number of the office for which he is a candidate. 

“(b) The notice of an election for municipal officers shall be 
substantially in the following form: 

‘Notice of Election of Municipal Officers. 

‘Notice is hereby given on (day of week), (date — month, day 
and year) an election for the purpose of electing a mayor (or other 
chief executive) and board of aldermen (town or city council or other 
municipal governing body, or, if the positions on such governing board 
have been designated by number, the position numbers to be filled 
at such election) and such other officers as pursuant to duly enacted 
law or ordinance, or any or all of such officers, are to be elected at 


such election for the city (or town) of., Alabama, will 

be held, and that all registered and qualified electors of the state, 
who reside within the corporate limits of., Alabama, 


and have resided therein for 30 days or more immediately preceding 
the date of such election, and who are qualified to vote in the county 
precinct which embraces and covers that part of the corporate limits 
of said city (or town) in which the elector resides, will be authorized 
to participate in said election. 

‘The Polls will be opened at (here list the places of voting which 
have been designated pursuant to section 11-46-24).’” 

Section 4. Section 11-46-25, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, is further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-25. Ballots; statements of candidacy. 





“(a) In all municipal elections on any subject which may be 
submitted by law to a vote of the people of the municipality and for 
any municipal officers, if paper ballots are used, the voting shall be 
by official ballot printed and distributed as provided in subsections 
(c) and (d) of this section, and no ballot shall be received or counted 
in any election unless it is provided as prescribed by law. 

“(b) There shall be but one form of ballot for all the candidates 
for municipal office and every ballot provided for use at any polling 
place in a municipal election shall contain the names of all candidates 
who have properly qualified and have not withdrawn, as provided in 
subsection (g) of this section, together with the title of the office 
for which they are candidates. 

“(c) All ballots shall be printed in black ink on clear book 
paper. At the bottom of each ballot and at a point an equal distance 
from the sides thereof there shall be printed a one-inch square in 
which the number of the ballot shall be placed by the inspector 
when the ballot is cast. The arrangement of the ballot shall in general 
conform substantially to the plan given in subsection (f) of this 
section. 

“(d) Ballots shall be fastened together in convenient numbers 
in books or blocks in such manner that each ballot may be detached 
and removed separately, and each ballot shall have attached to it a 
stub of sufficient size to enable one of the inspectors to write or 
stamp his name or initials thereon and so attached to the ballot 
that when the same is folded the stub can be detached therefrom 
without injury to the ballot or exposing the contents thereof. 

“(e) Absentee ballots shall be in the form prescribed for absentee 
ballots by Title 17 of this Code. 

“(f) The ballot shall be arranged in substantially the following 
form:

“(g) the mayor shall cause to be printed on the ballots the name 
of any qualified elector who has, by 5:00 P.M. on the first Tuesday 
in June preceding the date set for the election, filed a statement of 
candidacy, accompanied by an affidavit taken and certified by an 
officer authorized to take acknowledgements in this state that such 
person is duly qualified to hold the office for which he desires to 
become a candidate. Such statement shall be substantially in the 
following form: 

‘State of Alabama,.County. I, the undersigned, 

being first duly sworn, depose and say that I am a citizen of the city 

(or town) of ., in said county, and reside at 

., in said city (or town); that I have been or 

will have been on the date of the municipal election a resident of 
said city (or town) for a period of not less than 90 days; that I desire 
to become a candidate for the office of in said city 

(or town) for the term of. years at the election for such 

office to be held on the.day of., 19 ; that 

I am duly qualified or will be so qualified to hold said office if 
elected thereto and I hereby request that my name be printed upon 
the official ballot at said election. 

‘(Signed). 

‘Subscribed and sworn to before me by said.on 

this . day of., 19. 

‘(Style of Officer). 

“(h) No names shall be printed upon the ballot as candidates 
for election except the names of such persons as become candidates 
in the manner prescribed in subsection (g) of this section nor may 
any person be a candidate or be permitted to file his declaration 
for more than one place or position in a group of offices of the 
same name when such offices have been designated by number as 
authorized in section 11-46-22. 

“(i) All statements of candidacy filed with the mayor within 
the time prescribed in subsection (g) of this section shall be preserved 
for six months after the election for which such statements of can¬ 
didacy were filed. 
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(j) Any candidate may withdraw as a candidate by giving 
written notice to the mayor, at any time, prior to the date of the 
election. If a candidate withdraws, as herein provided, the election 
officials shall, if paper ballots are used in the election, draw a line 
in ink through the name of such candidate; the election officials 
shall, if voting machines are used in the election, paste or otherwise 
secure a strip of white paper over the name of such candidate. 

All written notices of withdrawal filed with the mayor shall 
be preserved for six months after the election.” 

Section 5. Section 11 -46-27, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
is further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-27. Appointment, compensation, etc., of election of¬ 
ficers. 

“(a) The municipal governing body or a majority of them must, 
not less than 15 days before the holding of any municipal election, 
appoint from the qualified electors of the respective wards or voting 
districts officers to hold the election as follows: where paper ballots 
are used, one returning officer for each ward and three inspectors 
and two clerks for each box at each voting place and, where voting 
machines are used, an inspector, a chief clerk and a first and second 
assistant clerk for each voting machine; except, that in the event 
voting centers are established, then the requirements of section 
11-46-24 shall control the number of election officials. In every city 
having, according to the last or any subsequent federal decennial 
census, 10,000 or more inhabitants, the municipal governing body 
shall also appoint from the qualified electors of the city three in¬ 
spectors, two clerks and a returning officer, who shall meet on the 
day of the election at such place and hour as the municipal governing 
body may designate for the purpose of receiving, counting and re¬ 
turning the absentee ballots cast at such election, and four days 
before the election, the municipal governing body shall ascertain 
the number of absentee ballots which have been cast at the election 
and, if more than 600 absentee ballots have been cast, then such 
governing body shall appoint three more inspectors and two more 
clerks for each 600 absentee ballots or fraction thereof cast at such 
election. No officer or employee of the municipality shall be eligible 
to serve as an election official. No kindred of any candidate or his 
or her spouse to the fourth degree, according to the civil law, shall 
be eligible to serve as an election official. 

“(b) In the event a person appointed as an election official is 
excused from serving or otherwise disqualifies himself prior to election 
day, the vacancy created thereby shall be filled by the municipal 
governing body or a majority of them in the same manner that 
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original appointments are made; provided, however, that if the 
vacancy is among the officers appointed to serve at a polling place 
where voting machines will be used, after the school of instruction 
for election officials has been held as prescribed in subsection (a) 
of section 11-46-30, a person who has received a certificate from a 
previous school of instruction shall, if possible, be appointed to fill 
the vacancy. 

“(c) The mayor or other chief executive officer of the munici¬ 
pality shall publish a list of the election officers so appointed, either 
by posting a list thereof showing the voting places and the election 
officers appointed for each such voting place at three public places 
in the city or town or by publishing such a list in a newspaper 
published in the city or town at least 10 days prior to the election. 

“(d) The mayor or other chief executive officer of the munici¬ 
pality shall notify the inspectors, clerks and returning officers of their 
appointment. 

“(e) The returning officers, the inspectors and the clerks at 
polling places where voting is solely by paper ballots shall be entitled 
to such compensation as the municipal governing body establishes 
but which in no event shall be less than $8.00 per day, and each 
election officer at a polling place where elections are conducted in 
whole or in part by voting machines shall be entitled to such com¬ 
pensation as the municipal governing body establishes but which 
in no event shall be less than $8.00 per day. The compensation 
of the election officials shall be paid as preferred claims out of the 
general fund of the municipality holding the election on proper proof 
of service rendered.” 

Section 6. Section 11-46-28, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
is amended further to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-28. Attendance at and opening of polls by election 
officers; oath of officers; selection and duties of challengers; deletion 
of voters by absentee ballot from lists of qualified voters. 

“(a) Prior to the date when the mayor gives notice of the elec¬ 
tion, the municipal governing body shall, by ordinance, determine 
and establish the hours which the polls will be open for voting; 
the municipal governing body shall set the time for opening the polls 
no earlier than 7:00 A.M. and not later than 8:00 A.M. and set the 
time for closing the polls no earlier than 6:00 P.M. and not later 
than 7:00 P.M. In the event the governing body fails or neglects 
to establish the hours which the polls will be open for voting, the 
polls shall be open from 8:00 A.M. until 6:00 P.M. 

“The election officers at voting places shall meet at the respec¬ 
tive places of holding elections for which they have been appointed 
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30 minutes before the hour established by the municipal governing 
body to open the polls and shall at the designated hour open the 
several polling places as designated and keep them open without 
adjournment or recess until the hour established by the municipal 
governing body to close the polls and no longer. 

“(b) Any qualified elector entitled to vote at such polling place 
who has identified himself with the election officials at such polling 
place by closing time shall be permitted to cast his ballot. 

“(c) Before entering upon their duties, the election officers must 
take an oath to perform their duties at the election according to law, 
and such oath may be administered either by any person authorized 
by law to administer oaths or by an election inspector. 

“(d) When paper ballots are used, the inspectors shall select one 
of their number, on opening the polls, to act as challenger, and the 
challenger shall ascertain if each person presenting himself to vote 
has registered, such finding to be from an examination of the official 
list of the voters furnished by the mayor or other chief executive 
officer. 

“(e) Upon receipt of the list showing the names of every person 
whose name appears on the official list of qualified electors for that 
particular polling place who have voted absentee ballots in the 
election, the election officials shall strike from the list of qualified 
electors kept at the polling place the name of every person who 
has voted an absentee ballot, and no person who has voted an absentee 
ballot shall vote again. 

“(f) Before the election officials commence receiving ballots, the 
election inspectors must cause it to be proclaimed aloud at the places 
of voting that the election is opened. 

“(g) After the polls have been opened, no adjournment or recess 
shall be taken until the certificate of the result of the election is 
signed. 

“(h) When voting machines are used, the election officials shall 
also comply with the provisions of section 11-46-47, and upon com¬ 
pleting the duties thereby imposed shall formally declare the polls 
opened. 

“(i) The marshal, chief of police or other chief law enforcement 
officer of the city or town shall preserve good order at all municipal 
elections held in the city or town, but not more than one officer 
shall at the same time be allowed to enter the polling place. Except 
as electors are admitted to vote and persons to assist them as provided 
in this article and except the above-mentioned law enforcement 
officers, the election officials and the watchers, no person shall be 
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permitted within 30 feet of the polling place.” 

Section 7. Section 11-46-36, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
is further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-36. Preparation, certification, filing and publication of 
lists of qualified regular and absentee voters. 

“(a) The mayor or other chief executive officer of the city or 
town shall cause to be made a list of the qualified voters who reside 
within the corporate limits of such city or town and who are 
registered to vote regular ballots, dividing the same into separate 
alphabetical lists of the qualified voters of each ward where such city 
or town has been divided into wards and all qualified voters thereof 
vote at one box or voting machine, or dividing such list into separate 
alphabetical lists of voters authorized to vote at each respective box 
or voting machine if the list of qualified voters has been divided 
alphabetically and each alphabetical group assigned a box or machine 
at which to vote. He shall have such lists compared with the official 
list of electors qualified to vote during the current year on file in 
the probate office of the county in which the municipality is situated 
and shall certify on each list prepared pursuant to this section that 
it is a correct list of the voters who are qualified to vote regular 
ballots in the municipality, ward, ballot box or voting machine to 
which it appertains. He shall have full access to all registration lists 
of the county for this purpose. A copy of each list so prepared shall 
be filed with the municipal clerk, who shall file and retain each such 
list as a public record in his office, on or before the first Tuesday 
in June before a regular municipal election. The clerk shall prepare 
a copy of the list of qualified voters authorized to vote at each of 
the respective polling places in the municipality, and, prior to the 
opening of the polls on election day, he shall furnish to the inspectors, 
or one of them, of each ballot box or voting machine at each polling 
place a copy of the list of qualified voters authorized to vote at the 
box or voting machine for which he was appointed an inspector. 
The clerk shall also publish the list of qualified voters authorized to 
vote at the ensuing election at least five days prior to the election 
by posting copies thereof in at least three public places in the munici¬ 
pality. 

Section 8. Section 11-46-38, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
is further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-38. Electors to vote in wards of residence, etc.; qualifi¬ 
cations for voting; challenges of voters generally. 

“(a) At all municipal elections the elector must vote only in 
the ward or precinct of his residence where he is registered to vote 
and at the box or voting machine to which he has been assigned. 
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“(b) No person may vote at any such election unless he is a 
registered and qualified elector of the state of Alabama, who has 
resided in the county 30 days and in the ward 30 days prior to the 
election and who has registered not less than 10 days prior to the 
date of the election at which he offers to vote; provided, however, 
that any elector who, within 30 days next preceding the date of the 
election at which he offers to vote, has removed from one ward to 
another ward in the same city or town shall have the right to vote 
in the ward from which he has removed, if he would have been 
entitled to vote in such ward but for such removal. If any elector 
attempts to vote in any ward other than that of his residence, except 
as hereinabove authorized, his vote must be rejected. 

“(c) Any qualified elector of a ward who knows or suspects 
that a person proposes to vote or will offer to vote in such ward 
who is not entitled or duly qualified to vote in such ward may 
challenge such person. The challenge shall be communicated to the 
inspector before the challenged person is permitted to vote by the 
person in charge of admissions to the polling place. The person so 
challenged shall not be permitted to vote until he takes and subscribes 
the oath prescribed by subsection (c) of section 11-46-41 and identifies 
himself in the manner therein prescribed.” 

Section 9. Section 11-46-41, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
is further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-41. Forms of oaths to be taken by and for challenged 
voters; penalty for false oath; refusal to take oath. 

“(a) Before any person who has been challenged by an inspector 
or a qualified elector as authorized by subsection (c) of section 11-46-38 
shall be allowed to vote, he shall take and subscribe to an oath in 
the form prescribed in subsection (c) of this section and in addition 
prove his identify and residence in the state, county, municipality 
and ward in which he offers to vote by the oath of some elector 
personally known to one of the inspectors to be a qualified elector 
and a freeholder and householder. 

“(b) Before administering the oath prescribed, one of the in¬ 
spectors shall inform the challenged person that if he takes the 
oath willfully and falsely he is guilty of perjury and, on conviction, 
may be imprisoned in the penitentiary for not less than one nor 
more than five years. One of the inspectors shall also inform any 
person making the affidavit of identity that if he makes such oath 
willfully and falsely he may be punished, upon conviction, at hard 
labor for the county for not more than 12 months or by a fine of 
not less than $500.00 nor more than $2,000.00 or by both fine and 
sentence to hard labor. 
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“(c) The oath required by subsection (a) of this section of the 
challenged elector shall be tendered, read and administered to him 
by one of the inspectors, shall be executed in duplicate, and shall 
be in the following form: 

‘State of Alabama, county of. I do solemnly 

swear (or affirm): 1. That I am a duly qualified elector under the 
Constitution and laws of the state of Alabama. 2. That I have resided 
in the state of Alabama 30 days next preceding this day. 3. That I 
have resided 30 days in this county next preceding this day. 4. That 
I have actually resided 30 days in this ward next preceding this day, 
or within 30 days next preceding this day have removed from this 
ward to another ward in this incorporated town or city, and would 
have been entitled to vote but for such removal; I am registered to 
vote in this ward (county precinct). 5. That I am 18 years of age or 
upwards. 6. That I have not been convicted of any crime which 
disfranchises me. 7. That I have been duly registered. 8.1 know of no 
reason why I am not entitled to vote. 9. I am generally known by the 

name under which I now desire to vote, which is.10.1 

have not voted and will not vote in any other ward (or if the ward 
has been divided into districts, in any other voting district) in this 
election. 11. My occupation is., the name of my em¬ 
ployer is.12. My residence is. 

(if in a city or town, give street number). 13. During the last 30 days

“(d) The oath to establish identity of a challenged applicant 
to vote shall be executed in duplicate and shall be in the following 
form:

insert the name of the person offering to vote) for the last 30 days 
next preceding this election, and that he has been a resident of this 
state for said time, 30 days in this county, and he has actually resided 
in this ward for the last 30 days preceding this election, (or within 
30 days next preceding the date of this election, he removed from this 
ward to another ward in this incorporated town or city, and would 
have been entitled to vote but for such removal), all immediately 
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preceding this election. I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am a 
qualified elector of this ward; that I have been a freeholder and house¬ 
holder in this ward for 30 days next preceding this election; that my

“(e) After the oaths required by subsection (a) of this section 
have been duly taken and subscribed, the ballot of the person offering 
to vote must be received and deposited in the ballot box as the ballots 
of qualified electors. 

“(f) Should a person be challenged after he has received a ballot 
and refuse to take oath or fail to prove his identity and residence 
by the oath of a freeholder or householder as required by subsection 
(a) of this section, his vote shall be rejected and his ballot marked 
with his name shall be laid aside by the inspectors. 

Section 10. Section 11-46-55, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, is further amended to read as follows: 

“ § 11-46-55. Canvassing of returns, declaration of election result 
and issuance of certificate of election by governing body; determi¬ 
nation of majority vote; runoff elections. 

“(a) Not later than 12:00 noon on Wednesday after the election 
as required in this article the municipal governing body shall proceed 
to open the envelopes addressed to such governing body which have 
been delivered by the several returning officers to the municipal clerk, 
canvass the returns and ascertain and determine the number of votes 
received by each candidate and for and against each proposition sub¬ 
mitted at such election. If it appears that any candidate or any 
proposition in such election has received a majority of the votes 
cast for that office or on that question, the municipal governing body 
shall declare said candidate elected to such office or said question 
carried, and a certificate of election shall be given to such persons 
by the municipal governing body or a majority of them, which shall 
entitle the persons so certified to the possession of their respective 
offices immediately upon the expiration of the terms of their predeces¬ 
sors as provided by law. 

“(b) If a single office is to be filled at the election and there is 
more than one candidate therefor, then the majority of the votes 
cast for said office in such election shall be ascertained by dividing 
the total votes cast for all candidates for said office by two, and any 
number of votes in excess of one half of such total votes cast for all 
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candidates for such office shall be a majority within the meaning 
of subsection (a) of this section. 

“(c) If two or more offices constituting a group are to be filled 
and there are more candidates for election than there are such offices, 
then the majority of the votes cast for said office in such election 
shall be ascertained by dividing the total vote cast for all candidates 
for such offices by the number of positions to be filled and then 
dividing the result by two. Any number of votes in excess of the 
number ascertained by such last division shall be the majority pre¬ 
scribed in subsection (a) of this section as necessary for election. If in 
ascertaining the result in this way it appears that more candidates 
have obtained this majority than there are positions to be filled, 
then those having the highest vote, if beyond the majority just defined 
shall be declared elected to fill such positions. 

“(d) If no candidate receives a majority of all the votes cast in 
such election for any one office or offices for the election to which 
there were more than two candidates, then the municipal governing 
body shall order a second or ‘runoff election to be held on the third 
Tuesday next thereafter following said regular election, at which 
election the two candidates having received the most and the second 
most votes, respectively, shall be candidates, and the person receiving 
the highest number of votes for that office in the runoff election 
shall be declared elected. If only two candidates are standing for 
election for any one office or offices and neither candidate receives a 
majority, then the municipal governing body shall order a second 
or ‘runoff election to be held on the third Tuesday next thereafter 
following said regular election, at which election the said two candi¬ 
dates shall be candidates, and the person receiving the highest number 
of votes for that office in the runoff election shall be declared elected. 
In the event one of the candidates for a particular office in the runoff 
election withdraws, then there need not be a second election to fill 
such office nor shall the name of either the party so withdrawing 
or the remaining candidate be printed on the ballot of any second 
election held under the provisions of this article. This second election 
shall be held by the same election officers who held the first election 
and at the same places the first election was held. If there should 
be a tie vote cast at any such runoff election, then in such event 
the tie shall be decided by the municipal governing body. A vote for 
a particular candidate by a majority of those members eligible to vote 
of the governing body shall be necessary to decide the election in 
his favor. The municipal clerk shall file a copy of each certificate of 
election in the office of the judge of probate of the county in which 
the city or town is situated, and the judge shall file such certificate 
in the same manner that he files the declaration of the result of 
elections to county offlces. ,, 
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Section 11. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 


To amend further Sections 11-46-90, 11-46-92, 11-46-93,11-46-96, 11-46-98, 11-46-99, 
11-46-107,11-46-109, 11-46-112 and 11-46-126, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, which 
Sections relate to cities and towns, in all municipalities except Class 1 municipalities, 
and which are organized under a commission form of government, so as to improve and 
clarify such election procedures. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 11-46-90, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-90. Applicability of article; costs of elections. 

“Elections in cities and towns of this state in all municipalities 
except Class 1 municipalities and which are organized under a commis¬ 
sion form of government shall be held and conducted at the times and 
in the manner prescribed in this article, and the expenses of and costs 
incident to the conduct of all such elections shall be paid out of the 
treasury of the city or town holding the election.” 

Section 2. Section 11-46-92, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
is further amended to read as follows: 

“ § 11-46-92. Time of holding regular, special or runoff elections; 
assumption of duties by officers elected. 

“(a) The regular municipal elections in such cities and towns 
shall be held on the second Tuesday in July of each year in which the 
term of office of a commissioner shall expire, and when necessary as 
provided in subsection (b) of section 11-46-126 a second or runoff elec¬ 
tion shall be held on the third Tuesday next thereafter following 
said regular election. 

“(b) Special elections shall be held on the second or fourth 
Tuesday of any month when ordered by the municipal governing body; 
provided, that notice of any such election was published in the manner 
prescribed in section 11-46-93, on or before the corresponding Tuesday 
of the second month preceding the month in which the election is held. 

“(c) Commissioners elected at regular elections shall assume the 
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duties of their offices on the first Monday in October following their 
election unless otherwise provided in this article and shall serve until 
their successors are elected and qualified.” 

Section 3. Section 11-46-93, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
is amended further to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-93. Notice of elections. 

(a) It shall be the duty of the mayor or other chief executive 
officer of the city or town to give notice of all municipal elections by 
publishing notice thereof in a newspaper published in the city or town, 
and if no newspaper is published in the city or town then by posting 
notices thereof in three public places within the municipality. When 
the notice is of a regular election, such notice shall be published no 
earlier than the second Tuesday and no later than the third Tuesday 
in May preceding the election. When the notice is of a special election 
to be held on the second Tuesday in a month, such notice shall be 
published on or before the second Tuesday of the second month pre¬ 
ceding the month in which the election will be held except where other¬ 
wise provided by law. When the notice of a special election to be held 
on the fourth Tuesday of a month, such notice shall be published on or 
before the fourth Tuesday of the second month preceding the month 
in which the election will be held except where otherwise provided by 
law. Whenever and wherever two or more commissioners are to be 
elected, the notice of the election shall clearly indicate which positions 
are to be filled and each candidate, in the announcement of his can¬ 
didacy, shall designate the number of the position for which he is a 
candidate. 

“(b) The notice of an election for commissioners shall be sub¬ 
stantially in the following form: 

‘Notice of Election of Commissioner (or Commissioners) of the 
City (or Town) of., Alabama. 

‘Notice is hereby given that on Tuesday,.(date- 

month, day and year) an election for the purpose of electing a com¬ 
missioner for position number.(one, two or three) or com¬ 
missioners for positions number.(one, two or three, as the 

case may be) on the Board of Commissioners of the city (or town) of 

; > Alabama, will be held, and that all registered and 

qualified electors of the state, who reside within the corporate limits 
> Alabama, and have resided therein for 30 days or 
more immediately preceding the day of such election, and who are 
qualified to vote in the county precinct which embraces and covers 
that part of the corporate limits of said city (or town) in which the 
elector resides, will be authorized to participate in said election. 

The polls will be opened at (here list the places of voting which 
have been designated pursuant to section 11-46-95).’” 
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Section 4. Section 11-46-96, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
is further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-96. Ballots; statements of candidacy. 

“(a) In all municipal elections on any subject which may be 
submitted by law to a vote of the people of the municipality and for 
commissioners, if paper ballots are used the voting shall be by official 
ballot printed and distributed as provided in subsections (c) and (d) 
and no ballot shall be received or counted in any election unless it 
is provided as prescribed by law. 

“(b) There shall be but one form of ballot for all the candidates 
for the board of commissioners, and every ballot provided for use at 
any polling place in a municipal election shall contain the names of 
all candidates for any position to be filled at such election who have 
properly qualified and have not withdrawn, as provided in subsection 
(g) of this section, together with the number of the position for which 
they are candidates. 

“(c) All ballots shall be printed in black ink on clear book paper. 
At the bottom of each ballot and at a point an equal distance from 
the sides thereof there shall be printed a one-inch square in which the 
number of the ballot shall be placed by the inspector when the ballot 
is cast. The arrangement of the ballot shall in general conform sub¬ 
stantially to the plan given in subsection (f) of this section. 

“(d) Ballots shall be fastened together in convenient numbers 
in books or blocks in such manner that each ballot may be detached 
and removed separately and each ballot shall have attached to it a 
stub of sufficient size to enable one of the inspectors to write or stamp 
his name or initials thereon and so attached to the ballot that when 
the same is folded the stub can be detached therefrom without injury 
to the ballot or exposing the contents thereof. 

“(e) Absentee ballots shall be in the form prescribed for absentee 
ballots by Title 17 of this Code. 

“(f) The ballot shall be arranged in substantially the following 
form:

“(g) The mayor or other chief executive officer of the munici¬ 
pality shall cause to be printed on the ballots the name of any quali¬ 
fied elector who has, by 5:00 P.M. on the first Tuesday in June pre¬ 
ceding the date set for the election, filed a statement of candidacy 
accompanied by an affidavit taken and certified by an officer autho¬ 
rized to take acknowledgments in this state that such person is duly 
qualified to hold the office for which he desires to become a candidate. 
Such statement shall be substantially in the following form: ‘State of

“(h) No name shall be printed upon the ballot as a candidate 
for election except the names of such persons as become candidates 
in the manner prescribed in subsection (g) of this section nor may 
any person be a candidate or be permitted to file his declaration for 
more than one place or position on the board of commissioners. 

“(i) All statements of candidacy filed with the mayor or other 
chief executive officer of the city or town within the time prescribed 
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in subsection (g) of this section shall be preserved for six months 
after the election for which such statements of candidacy were filed. 

“(j) Any candidate may withdraw as a candidate by giving 
written notice to the mayor, at any time, prior to the date of the 
election. If a candidate withdraws, as herein provided, the election 
officials shall, if paper ballots are used in the election, draw a line 
in ink through the name of such candidate; the election officials shall, 
if voting machines are used in the election, paste or otherwise secure 
a strip of white paper over the name of such candidate. 

“All written notices of withdrawal filed with the mayor shall be 
preserved for six months after the election.” 

Section 5. Section 11-46-98, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended 
is further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-98. Appointment, compensation, etc., of election offi¬ 
cers. 


“(a) The board of commissioners must, not less than 15 days 
before the holding of any municipal election, appoint from the quali¬ 
fied electors of the respective wards or voting districts officers to hold 
the election as follows: where paper ballots are used, one returning 
officer for each ward and three inspectors and two clerks for each box 
at each voting place and where voting machines are used, an inspector, 
a chief clerk and a first and second assistant clerk for each voting 
machine; except, that in the event voting centers are established, then 
the requirements of section 11-46-95 shall control the number of elec¬ 
tion officials. In every city having, according to the most recent 
federal decennial census, 10,000 or more inhabitants, the board of 
commissioners shall also appoint from the qualified electors of the city 
three inspectors, two clerks and a returning officer, who shall meet on 
the day of the election at such place and hour as the board of com¬ 
missioners may designate for the purpose of receiving, counting and 
returning the absentee ballots cast at such election, and four days 
before the election the municipal governing body shall ascertain the 
number of absentee ballots which have been cast at the election and 
if more than 600 absentee ballots have been cast the board of com¬ 
missioners may appoint three more inspectors and two more clerks 
for each 600 absentee ballots or fraction thereof cast at such election. 
No officer or employee of the municipality shall be eligible to serve 
as an election official. No kindred of any candidate or his or her spouse 
to the fourth degree, according to the civil law, shall be eligible to 
serve as an election official. 

“(b) In the event a person appointed as an election official is 
excused from serving or otherwise disqualifies himself prior to election 
day, the vacancy created thereby shall be filled by the municipal 
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governing body in the same manner that original appointments are 
made; provided, however, that if the vacancy is among the officers 
appointed to serve at a polling place where voting machines will be 
used after the school of instructions for election officials has been 
held as prescribed in subsection (a) of section 11-46-101, a person who 
has received a certificate from a previous school of instruction shall, 
if possible, be appointed to fill the vacancy. 

“(c) The mayor or other chief executive officer of the munici¬ 
pality shall publish a list of the election officers so appointed, either 
by posting a list thereof showing the voting places and the election 
officers appointed for each such voting place at three public places 
in the city or town or by publishing such a list in a newspaper pub¬ 
lished in the city or town at least 10 days prior to the election. 

“(d) The mayor or other chief executive officer of the munici¬ 
pality shall notify the inspectors, clerks and returning officers of their 
appointment. 

“(e) The returning officers, the inspectors and the clerks at 
polling places where voting is solely by paper ballots shall be entitled 
to such compensation as the municipal governing body establishes 
but which in no event shall be less than $8.00 per day, and each elec¬ 
tion officer at a polling place where elections are conducted, in whole 
or in part, by voting machines shall be entitled to such compensation 
as the municipal governing body establishes but which in no event 
shall be less than $8.00 per day. The compensation of the election 
officials shall be paid as preferred claims out of the general fund of the 
municipality holding the election on proper proof of service rendered.” 


Section 6. Section 11-46-99, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
is further amended to read as follows: 

§ 11-46-99. Attendance at and opening of polls by election 
officers, oath of officers; selection and duties of challengers; deletion 
of voters by absentee ballot from lists of qualified electors; preserva¬ 
tion of order. 


(a) Prior to the date when the mayor gives notice of the elec¬ 
tion, the municipal governing body shall, by ordinance, determine and 
establish the hours which the polls will be open for voting; the muni- 
cipal governing body shall set the time for opening the polls no earlier 
than 7:00 A.M. and not later than 8:00 A.M. and set the time for 
closing the polls no earlier than 6:00 P.M. and not later than 7:00 
P*M* In the event th e governing body fails or neglects to establish 
the hours which the polls will be open for voting, the polls shall be 
open from 8:00 A.M. until 6:00 P.M. 
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“The election officers at voting places shall meet at the respective 
places of holding elections for which they have been appointed 30 
minutes before the hour established by the municipal governing body 
to open the polls and shall at the designated hour open the several 
polling places as designated and keep them open without adjournment 
or recess until the hour established by the municipal governing body 
to close the polls and no longer. 

“(b) Any qualified elector entitled to vote at such polling place 
who has identified himself with the election officials at such polling 
place by such closing time shall be permitted to cast his ballot. 

“(c) Before entering upon their duties the election officers must 
take an oath to perform their duties at the election according to laws, 
and such oath may be administered either by any person authorized 
by law to administer oaths or by an election inspector. 

“(d) When paper ballots are used, the inspectors shall select 
one of their number, on opening the polls, to act as challenger, and the 
challenger shall ascertain if each person presenting himself to vote has 
registered, such finding to be from an examination of the official list 
of the voters furnished by the mayor or other chief executive officer. 

“(e) Upon receipt of the list showing the names and addresses 
of every person whose name appears on the official list of qualified 
electors for that particular polling place who have voted absentee 
ballots in the election, the election officials shall strike from the list 
of qualified electors kept at that polling place the name of every person 
who has voted an absentee ballot, and no person who has voted an 
absentee ballot shall vote again. 

“(f) Before the election officials commence receiving ballots, the 
election inspectors must cause it to be proclaimed aloud at the places 
of voting that the election is open. 

“(g) After the polls have been opened, no adjournment or recess 
shall be taken until the certificate of the result of the election is 
signed. 

“(h) Where voting machines are used the election officials shall 
also comply with the provisions of section 11-46-118 and upon com¬ 
pleting the duties thereby imposed shall formally declare the polls 
opened. 

(i) The marshal, chief of police or other chief law enforcement 
officer of the city or town shall preserve good order at all municipal 
elections held in the city or town, but not more than one officer shall 
at the same time be allowed to enter the polling place. Except as 
electors are admitted to vote and persons to assist them, as provided 
in this article and except the above-mentioned law enforcement offi- 
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cers, the election officials and the watchers, no person shall be permit¬ 
ted within 30 feet of the polling place.” 

Section 7. Section 11-46-107, Code of Alabama 1975, as amend¬ 
ed, is further amended to read as follows: 

“ § 11-46-107. Preparation, certification, filing and publication of 
lists of qualified regular and absentee voters. 

“(a) The mayor other chief executive officer of the city or town 
shall cause to be made a list of the qualified voters who reside within 
the corporate limits of such city or town and who are registered to 
vote regular ballots, dividing the same into separate alphabetical 
lists of the qualified voters of each ward where such city or town has 
been divided into wards and all qualified voters thereof vote at one 
box or voting machine or dividing such list into separate alphabetical 
lists of voters authorized to vote at each respective box or voting 
machine if the list of qualified voters has been divided alphabetically 
and each alphabetical group assigned a box or machine at which 
to vote. He shall have such lists compared with the official list of elec¬ 
tors qualified to vote during the current year on file in the probate 
office of the county in which the municipality is situated, and shall 
certify on each list prepared pursuant to this section that it is a correct 
list of voters who are qualified to vote regular ballots in the munic¬ 
ipality, ward, ballot box or voting machine to which it appertains. 
He shall have full access to all registration lists of the county for this 
purpose. A copy of each list so prepared shall be filed with the munici¬ 
pal clerk, who shall file and retain each such list as a public record in 
his office, on or before the first Tuesday in June preceding a regular 
municipal election. The clerk shall prepare a copy of the list of qual¬ 
ified voters authorized to vote at each of the respective polling places 
in the municipality and, prior to the opening of the polls on election 
day, he shall furnish to the inspectors, or one of them, of each ballot 
box or voting machine at each polling place a copy of the list of 
qualified voters authorized to vote at the box or voting machine for 
which he was appointed an inspector. The clerk shall also publish the 
list of qualified voters authorized to vote at the ensuing election at 
least five days prior to the election, either by publication in a news¬ 
paper of general circulation in the municipality or by posting copies 
thereof in at least three public places in the municipality, as directed 
by the municipal governing body. 

Section 8. Section 11-46-109, Code of Alabama 1975, as amend¬ 
ed, is further amended to read as follows: 

“ § 11-46-109. Electors to vote in ward of residence, etc.; qualifi¬ 
cations for voting; challenges of voters generally. 
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“(a) At all municipal elections the elector must vote only in the 
ward or precinct of his residence where he is registered to vote and at 
the box or voting machine to which he has been assigned. 

“(b) No person may vote at any such election unless he is a 
registered and qualified elector of the state of Alabama who has re¬ 
sided in the county 30 days and in the ward 30 days prior to the 
election, and has registered not less than 10 days prior to the date 
of the election at which he offers to vote; provided, however, that any 
elector who, within 30 days next preceding the date of the election 
at which he offers to vote, has removed from one ward to another ward 
in the same city or town shall have the right to vote in the ward 
from which he has removed if he would have been entitled to vote at 
such ward but for such removal. If any elector attempts to vote in 
any ward other than that of his residence, except as hereinabove 
authorized, his vote must be rejected. 

“(c) Any qualified elector of a ward who knows or suspects that 
a person proposes to vote or will offer to vote in such ward who is 
not entitled or duly qualified to vote in such ward may challenge such 
person. The challenge shall be communicated to the inspector before 
the challenged person is permitted to vote by the person in charge of 
admissions to the polling place. The person so challenged shall not be 
permitted to vote until he takes and subscribes the oath prescribed 
by subsection (c) of section 11-46-112 and identifies himself in the 
manner therein prescribed. 

Section 9. Section 11-46-112, Code of Alabama 1975, as amend¬ 
ed, is further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-112. Forms of oaths to be taken by challenged voters; 
penalty for false oath; refusal to take oath. 

“(a) Before any person who has been challenged by an inspector 
or a qualified elector as authorized by subsection (c) of section 11-46- 
109 shall be allowed to vote, he shall take and subscribe to an oath, 
in the form prescribed in subsection (c) of this section and in addition 
prove his identity and residence in the state, county, municipality and 
ward in which he offers to vote by the oath of some elector personally 
known to one of the inspectors to be a qualified elector and a freeholder 
and householder. 

“(b) Before administering the oath prescribed, one of the inspec¬ 
tors shall inform the challenged person that if he takes the oath will¬ 
fully and falsely, he is guilty of perjury and, on conviction, may be 
imprisoned in the penitentiary for not less than one nor more than 
five years. One of the inspectors shall also* inform any person making 
the affidavit of identity that if he makes such oath willfully and 
falsely, he may be punished, upon conviction, by confinement at hard 
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labor for the county for not more than 12 months or by a fine of 
not less than $500.00 nor more than $2,000.00 or by both fine and sen¬ 
tence to hard labor. 

“(c) The oath required by subsection (a) of this section of the 
challenged elector shall be tendered, read and administered to him by 
one of the inspectors, shall be executed in duplicate and shall be in 
the following form:

(or affirm): 1. That I am a duly qualified elector under the Constitu¬ 
tion and laws of the state of Alabama. 2. That I have resided in the 
state of Alabama 30 days next preceding this day. 3. That I have 
resided 30 days in this county next preceding this day. 4. That I have 
actually resided 30 days in this ward next preceding this day, or within 
30 days next preceding this day have removed from this ward to 
another ward in this incorporated town or city, and would have 
been entitled to vote but for such removal; I am registered to vote 
in this ward (county precinct). 5. That I am 18 years of age or upwards. 
6. That I have not been convicted of any crime which disfranchises 
me. 7. That I have been duly registered. 8. I know of no reason why 
I am not entitled to vote. 9. I am generally known by the name under 

which I desire to vote, which is.10. I have not voted 

and will not vote in any other ward, (or if the ward has been divided 
into districts, in any other voting district) in this election. 11. My

“(d) The oath to establish identity of a challenged applicant 
to vote shall be executed in duplicate and shall be in the following 
form:

next preceding this election, and that he has been a resident of this 
state for said time, 30 days in this county, and he has actually resided

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30 days next preceding the date of this election, he removed from this 
ward to another ward in this incorporated town or city and would have 
been entitled to vote but for such removal), all immediately preceding 
this election; I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am a qualified

“(e) After the oaths required by subsection (a) of this section 
have been duly taken and subscribed, the ballot of the person offering 
to vote must be received and deposited in the ballot box as the ballots 
of qualified electors. 

“(f) Should a person be challenged after he has received a ballot 
and refuse to take the oath or fail to prove his identity and residence 
by the oath of a freeholder or householder as required by subsection 
(a) of this section, his vote shall be rejected and his ballot marked 
with his name shall be laid aside by the inspectors. 

Section 10. Section 11-46-126, Code of Alabama 1975, as a- 
mended, is further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-46-126. Canvassing of returns, declaration of election re¬ 
sult and issuance of certificate of election by board of commissioners; 
runoff elections. 

“(a) Not latfer than 12:00 noon on Wednesday after the election 
as required in this article the board of commissioners shall proceed 
to open the envelopes addressed to such governing body which have 
been delivered by the several returning officers to the municipal clerk, 
canvass the returns and ascertain and determine the number of votes 
received by each candidate and for and against each proposition 
submitted at such election. If it appears that any candidate or any 
proposition in such election has received a majority of the votes cast 
for that office or on that question the board of commissioners shall 
declare said candidate elected to such office or said question carried 
and a certificate of election shall be given to such persons by the board 
of commissioners or a majority of them, which shall entitle the persons 
so certified to the possession of their respective offices immediately 
upon the expiration of the terms of their predecessors as provided by 
law. 

“(b) If no candidate receives a majority of all the votes cast in 
such election for an office for election to which there were more than 
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two candidates, then the board of commissioners shall order a second 
or ‘runoff election to be held not later than the third Tuesday next 
thereafter following said regular election, at which election the two 
candidates having received the most and the second most votes, 
respectively, shall be candidates and the person receiving the highest 
number of votes for that office in the runoff election shall be declared 
elected. If only two candidates are standing for election for any one 
office or offices and neither candidate receives a majority, then the 
municipal governing body shall order a second or ‘runoff election to 
be held on the third Tuesday next thereafter following said regular 
election, at which election the said two candidates shall be candidates, 
and the person receiving the highest number of votes for that office 
in the runoff election shall be declared elected. In the event one of the 
candidates for a particular office in the runoff election withdraws, then 
there need not be a second election to fill such office nor shall the 
name of the party so withdrawing be printed on the ballot of any 
second election held under the provisions of this article. The second 
election shall be held by the same election officers who held the first 
election and at the same places the first election was held. If there 
should be a tie vote cast at any such runoff election then in such 
event the tie shall be decided by the board of commissioners. A vote 
for a particular candidate by a majority of those members eligible to 
vote of the board of commissioners shall be necessary to decide the 
election in his favor. The municipal clerk shall file a copy of each 
certificate of election in the office of the judge of probate of the county 
in which the city or town is situated and the judge shall file such 
certificate in the same manner that he files the declaration of the 
result of elections to county officers.” 

Section 11. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To create the Alabama board of optometric scholarship awards and to make an 
appropriation from the Alabama special educational trust fund to such board for the 
financing and administering of scholarship loans. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1 . There is hereby created and established the board 
of optometric scholarship awards which shall be authorized and re¬ 
quired to establish scholarships to provide for and further optometric 
training in pursuance of an optometric degree, of qualified applicants 
for admission to the University of Alabama school of optometry. The 
board shall be composed of one optometrist from six components of 
the component societies of the Alabama optometric association whose 
terms of office shall be staggered, (A) two (2) optometrists being 
elected for a term of two (2) years; (B) two (2) optometrists being 
elected for a term of three (3) years; (C) two (2) optometrists being 
elected for a term of four (4) years, with each successor to the afore¬ 
said optometrists to be elected for a term of four (4) years; (D) the 
secretary of the Alabama optometric association or his appointee who 
shall serve as chairman of the board; (E) the dean of the University 
of Alabama school of optometry or his designee; (F) the chairman of 
the University of Alabama school of optometry admissions committee; 
and (G) and (H) two (2) community representatives to be appointed 
by the governor of the State of Alabama. 

Section 2. The sum of $125,000.00 is hereby appropriated con¬ 
ditionally from the Alabama special educational trust fund to the 
Alabama board of scholarship awards for the purpose of financing and 
administering scholarship loans and any other purposes provided for 
by this act. 

Section 3. Powers and Duties of the Board. The board of 
optometric scholarship awards shall have power and authority to 
make reasonable rules and regulations not inconsistent with the laws 
of this state, as may be necessary for the regulation of its proceedings 
and for the discharge of the duties imposed upon it. Said board shall 
receive and review all applications for scholarship loans and awards; 
shall make a careful and thorough investigation of the ability and 
character and qualifications of each applicant; and shall be responsi¬ 
ble for the further administration of the scholarship program subject 
to the provisions of this act. 

Section 4. Types of Scholarships. — The board shall establish 
two (2) types of scholarships as follows: 

(a) A number of loans equal to twenty percent (20%) of the 
number of students enrolled in the University of Alabama school 
of optometry based on the economic need and scholastic ability of the 
applicant, in an amount not to exceed three thousand dollars 
($3,000.00) per annum or twelve thousand dollars ($12,000.00) over a 
four (4) year period, shall be available to any bona fide resident of 
Alabama of good character who has been accepted for matriculation 
by the University of Alabama school of optometry. This section shall 
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also apply to graduate students in physiological optics, at the discre¬ 
tion of the board. 

(b) A number of non-refundable merit scholarship awards equal 
m number to five percent (5%) of the number of students enrolled 
in the University of Alabama school of optometry in an amount not 
to exceed three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) per annum each, or twelve 
thousand dollars ($12,000.00) over a four (4) year period, shall be 
available to outstanding students, one-fourth (1/4) of which shall be 
awarded each year to members of the entering class at the University 
of Alabama school of optometry, who, in the judgement of the board, 
have the highest scholastic achievement in undergraduate studies, 
sufficient aptitude, excellence of character, and other pertinent qual¬ 
ifications. 

Section 5. Repayment of Loans; Service Contracts. — Scholar¬ 
ships extended under Section 4(a) of this act shall be repaid following 
graduation, either in cash as is provided under sub-section (a) of this 
section or under terms of a contract to serve in a needy area in 
Alabama for a term to be specified by the board as provided in sub¬ 
section (b) of this section. Any monies received from recipients in 
repayment of a scholarship loan under subsection (a) and (b) of this 
section shall upon receipt thereof be remitted by the board of optome- 
tnc scholarship awards to the treasurer of the State of Alabama for 
credit to the special educational trust fund. 

(a) Scholarship loans to be repaid under this subsection shall be 
repaid to the board of optometric scholarship awards in full at an 
interest rate of six percent (6%) per annum from the date of graduation 
from optometry school, and payments are to be made annually, the 
first of which is due one (1) year after the recipient enters the prac¬ 
tice of optometry or one (1) year after completion of residency training, 
whichever occurs first. Repayment in full must be completed with 
eight (8) years from initiation of repayment. Any recipient who fails 
for any reason to continue his optometric education shall repay all 
loan amounts in accordance with terms and conditions established 
by the board of optometric scholarship awards, provided that interest 
rate on such unpaid loan amounts shall be fixed at six percent (6%) 
per annum from the date of his/her departure from optometry school. 

(b) Scholarship loans to be repaid under this subsection shall 
be repaid by service in one of the following ways, subject to approval 
by the board of optometric scholarship awards, and considering the 
U. S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare designated opto¬ 
metric manpower shortage areas as one means of determination. 

(i) Practice for a four-year period in a community of less than 
5,000 population which has been deemed to be critically in need of 
additional optometric practitioners. 
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(ii) Practice for a five-year period in a community of more than 
5,000 population and less than 15,000 population which has been 
deemed to be critically in need of additional optometric practitioners. 

(iii) Practice for a five-year period in a community of more than 
15,000 but less than 100,000 population and repayment of one-half 
(1/2) the loan plus 6% simple interest annually in five (5) annual 
payments, beginning at the end of the first year of practice. 

(iv) Practice for four years in a position in Alabama in public 
health or as an optometrist in any state institution approved by the 
board of optometric scholarship awards. 

(v) For loans of less than four (4) years of study, service repay¬ 
ment may be prorated on the basis of one-fourth (1/4) of the above 
requirements for each $3,000.00 loan. 

Section 6. Contractual Agreement of Recipients; Penalties for 
Breach. — Each recipient of a scholarship loan under the provisions 
of this act shall enter into a contract with the board of optometric 
scholarship awards whereby he/she agrees to repay the scholarship 
loan in a manner prescribed by the board not inconsistent with any 
provisions of this act. Breach of contract by the recipient shall make 
him/her immediately liable for the unpaid balance of the loan and 
shall constitute a ground for the revocation of his/her certificate 
or license to practice optometry in the State of Alabama. In the 
event of death or total and permanent disability of the recipient to 
engage in the practice of optometry, repayment of the loan may be 
excused by the board. The attorney general of Alabama, upon request 
of the board of optometric scholarship awards, shall institute proceed¬ 
ings in the name of the state for the purpose of recovering any amount 
due the state under the provisions of this act. The proceedings to have 
such optometrists’ certificate or license revoked shall be commenced 
upon the written complaint of the board of optometric scholarship 
awards to the state board of optometric examiners. The proceedings 
shall be in accordance with the provisions of the Alabama law per¬ 
taining to the revocation of licenses to practice optometry. 

Section 7. Localities in need of optometrists. Any incorporated 
or unincorporated municipality or locality in the state having a pop¬ 
ulation of less than 100,000 desiring additional optometrists and wish¬ 
ing to be designated as a locality needing additional optometrists, 
may apply to the board of optometric scholarship awards to be placed 
on a list of localities in need of additional optometrists, which list 
shall be maintained by the board. Such application may be made 
either by the municipal governing body or by a petition signed by at 
least one-twentieth (1/20) of the qualified electors of the municipality 
or locality. If the board of optometric scholarship awards determines 
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that such locality is in need of optometrists, it shall place the locality 
on the list of localities in need of optometrists from which recipients 
of scholarship awards may upon graduation select an area in which 
to practice. In compiling and maintaining the list, the board may 
place any locality thereon which in its opinion needs additional op¬ 
tometrists. 

Section 8. If any part of this act is declared invalid or uncon¬ 
stitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

AN ACT 

To prohibit the training or possession of dogs used to fight other dogs; to prohibit 
the exhibition of fighting dogs; to prohibit attendance at exhibitions of fighting dogs; 
and to provide penalties for violations. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . It shall be a Class C felony for any person: 

(a) To own, possess, keep or train any dog with the intent that 
such dog shall be engaged in an exhibition of fighting with another 
dog; 

(b) For amusement or gain, to cause any dog to fight with 
another dog, or cause any dogs to injure each other; 

(c) To permit any act in violation of subsections (a) and (b) of 
this Act. 

Section 2. It shall be a Class C felony for any person to be 
knowingly present, as a spectator, at any place, building, or tenement 
where preparations are being made for an exhibition of the fighting 
of dogs, with the intent to be present at such preparations, or to be 
knowingly present at such exhibition or to knowingly aid or abet 
another in such exhibition. 

Any dog used to fight other dogs in violation of Section 1 of 
this Act, shall be confiscated as contraband by the sheriff or other 
la^ enforcement officers and shall not be returned to the owner, 
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trainer or possessor of said dog. The court shall award the animals 
to the humane society or other agency handling stray animals. At its 
discretion, the humane society or other agency handling stray animals 
shall humanely dispatch or dispose of any confiscated dog. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To authorize the Alabama Court of Criminal Appeals to hire two staff attorneys 
and one secretary and to pay the necessary salaries and expenses thereof, in addition 
to the staff presently employed by said Court; to make an appropriation out of the 
state general fund to cover said salaries and expenses. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Alabama Court of Criminal Appeals is hereby 
authorized to hire two additional staff attorneys to assist that Court 
in legal research and analysis, including the preparation of staff 
memoranda, and to perform such other duties as directed by the 
Court. The staff attorneys shall be licensed to practice law in the 
State of Alabama and shall be appointed by and serve at the pleasure 
of the Court. The salaries of all staff attorneys shall be fixed within 
the range of the proper classification of Attorneys under the Merit 
System as may be determined by the Court. Said staff attorneys 
shall be subject to the Merit System Act only as to the pay plan 
selected for them by the Court of Criminal Appeals. The Court is 
hereby authorized to employ one additional secretary to serve at the 
pleasure of the Court to be classified as a confidential assistant to the 
Court, subject to the Merit System Act only as to pay plan. 

Section 2. There is hereby appropriated from the state general 
fund to the Alabama Court of Criminal Appeals for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1982, the amount of $42,800 for salaries, equip¬ 
ment purchases, and other expenses, including rent and utilities. 
There is hereby appropriated from the state general fund to the 
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Alabama Court of Criminal Appeals for the fiscal year ending Septem¬ 
ber 30, 1983, the amount of $75,000 for salaries, equipment purchases, 
and other expenses including rent and utilities. 

Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming the law.

AN ACT 

To establish the “Alabama Dental Services Corporation Act”; to authorize the 
organization and operation of dental services corporations and to provide exceptions; to 
prescribe public regulation of such corporations; to prescribe certain bond and security 
deposits, working capital, contract and certificate forms; to prescribe procedures for 
subscription rates, requirements of charters, articles of incorporation and bylaws and 
amendments thereto; to require certain operational and financial reports; to make 
certain insurance and criminal laws applicable to such corporations, including- Title 27 
Chapters 1, 2, 4, 6, 8, 12 and 32, Title 13-A, Chapter 8, of the Code of Alabama 1975; 
to provide for requirements and eligibility of applicants and contracting sales agents, 
reporting and accounting of funds received, business and fiscal accountability and 
disclosures; to provide certain grounds and procedures for compulsory and discretionary 
revocation, suspension or refusal for registration for such agents; to authorize the 
assessment and collection of administrative fines in certain instances; to grant the 
commissioner of insurance and department of insurance certain powers, duties and 
responsibilities with respect to the supervision and regulation of such dental services 
corporations; to authorize .the commissioner to formulate, issue and implement rea¬ 
sonable rules and regulations to carry out the provisions of the Act; to prescribe a time 
frame for certain actions to be made by the commissioner and department; to establish 
licensing requirements, fee requirements and the payment and disposition of such fees; 
to prescribe the mode of reviewing and mediating complaints; to authorize the depart¬ 
ment of insurance to make certain audits and examinations of such corporations; to 
prohibit any non-licensed or unauthorized persons, or persons who are not in compliance 
with the provisions of this Act, from using the phrase or functioning in dental services 
plans or otherwise hold themselves out as so authorized; to provide for such corporations 
existing prior to the passage of the provisions of this Act; to prescribe criminal penalties 
and punishment for violations of the provisions of this Act; and to provide an effective 
date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . This Act shall be known and cited as the “Alabama 
Dental Services Corporation Act.” 

Section 2 . The following terms shall have the meanings respec¬ 
tively ascribed by this section unless the context clearly indicates 
otherwise. 
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(a) “Commissioner” means the commissioner of insurance of 
this state. 

(b) “Dental service plan” or “plan” means any plan or other 
arrangement whereby dental services are provided in whole or in part 
through a dental service corporation by dentists participating in the 
plan to provide dental services to those members of the public who 
become subscribers to the plan under a contract with such cor¬ 
poration. The terms “dental service plan” or “plan” do not include 
an insurer authorized by the Insurance Department to transact in¬ 
surance in this state or to a non-profit health insurance plan organized 
pursuant to Section 10-4-100, Code of Alabama, 1975, or to any 
policy of insurance or contract which includes dental benefits issued 
by such insurer or non-profit health insurance plan. 

(c) “Department” means the department of insurance. 

(d) “License” means the certificate of authority issued by the 
department of insurance to dental service plan corporations autho¬ 
rizing such corporations to issue contracts to subscribers or groups 
for dental services, pursuant to dental service plans as provided in 
this law, or the license issued to employees or representatives of such 
corporations authorizing such persons to carry on the business of such 
corporations as provided in this law, whichever is appropriate. 

(e) “Subscriber” means a member of the public or group who 
has contracted with a dental service plan corporation for the provision 
of dental services. 

Section 3. (a) Any dental service plan corporation shall be 

incorporated under the provisions of the laws of Alabama, except 
to the extent that the provisions thereof are in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act. Every charter or certificate of incorporation of 
such corporation shall have endorsed thereon or affixed thereto the 
consent of the commissioner of insurance. 

(b) The affairs of any dental service plan corporation shall be 
managed by a board of directors composed of not fewer than five 
members, all of whom shall be residents of this state. 

Section 4. (a) The incorporators shall file with the commis¬ 
sioner an application for a certificate of authority to do business 
upon a form to be furnished by the department, which shall include 
or have attached the following: 

1. The names, and for the preceding 10 years, all addresses and 
all occupations of all incorporators and proposed directors and 
officers; 

2. A certified copy of the corporate articles and bylaws and all 
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amendments thereto, a list of the names, addresses, and occupations 
of all directors and principal officers and, if previously incorporated, 
for the three most recent years, the corporation annual statements 
and reports; 

3. All agreements relating to the corporation to which any 
incorporator or proposed director or officer is a party; 

4. A statement of the amount and sources of the funds available 
for organization expenses and the proposed arrangements for re¬ 
imbursement and compensation of incorporators or other persons; 

5. A statement of compensation of directors and officers; 

6. The forms to be used for any proposed contracts between 
the corporation and providers of dental services and any corporations 
which perform administration, marketing or management services, 
concerning the provision of services to subscribers. 

7. The operating plan for conducting the dental service plan 
corporation, including all of the following: 

(i) The geographical area in which business is intended to do 
business in the first five years; 

(ii) The types of dental service plan coverage intended to be 
provided in the first five years, including specification whether and to 
what extent services are to be provided; 

(iii) The proposed marketing methods and management pro¬ 
cedures, together with projected subscriber participation; 

(iv) Actuarial data or other similar statistical data, documented 
and verified in such manner as the department may reasonably re¬ 
quire, affirmatively demonstrating the anticipated income and 
expenses in the first five years, including, without limitation, the 
projected expenditure for dental services; and projected source of 
funds to make up any anticipated deficits. 

8. A current statement of the assets and liabilities of the ap¬ 
plicant; 

9. Forms of all prepaid dental service contracts the applicant 
proposes to offer showing the rates to be charged for each form of 
contract; 

10. Such other documents or information as the department 
may reasonably require or deem necessary. 

Section 5. The commissioner shall issue a certificate of author¬ 
ity if he is satisfied that: 
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(a) All requirements of law have been met; 

(b) All natural persons who are incorporators, the directors and 
principal officers of corporate incorporators, and the proposed 
directors and officers of the corporation being formed are trustworthy 
and competent and collectively have the competence and experience 
to engage in the particular dental service business proposed; and 

(c) The business plan is consistent with the interests of the 
corporation’s potential subscribers and of the public, and that the 
working capital meets the minimum requirements of not less than 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Section 6. If the charter or certificate of incorporation of any 
proposed corporation specifies among its purposes the establishment, 
maintenance, and operation of a dental service plan, such charter 
or certificate of incorporation shall be referred by the secretary of state 
to the department of insurance, and such charter or certificate shall 
not be filed until the consent of the commissioner shall be endorsed 
thereon and affixed thereto. 

Section 7. (a) The rates charged by a dental service plan cor¬ 

poration to the subscribers for dental services shall at all times be 
subject to the approval of the department. 

(b) Every contract between a dental service plan corporation 
and a dentist, whereby the plan provides for payment of a fee or 
fees to the dentist for dental services rendered by the dentist to 
subscribers, shall contain a clause stating that the dental service 
plan corporation shall be liable for such fee or fees rather than the 
subscribers receiving said dental services. Such contract shall also 
contain a clause whereby, upon termination of the contract by either 
party or upon expiration thereof, a dentist is obligated to complete 
any procedure which he has undertaken upon any subscriber. 

Section 8. No corporation subject to the provisions of this Act 
shall issue contracts to subscribers for dental services pursuant to a 
dental service plan until the department has, by formal licenses, 
authorized it to do so. 

Section 9. Any proposed contracts issued to subscribers to the 
plan shall be written in a form that is readable and comprehensible 
by a layman of reasonable and ordinary intelligence, and shall: 

(a) Clearly set forth the services to which the subscriber is 
entitled under the contract. 

(b) Clearly set forth the limitations, if any, on the choice of 
dentists available to the subscriber. 
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(c) Clearly reflect the rate to be charged for each form of such 
contract. 

Section 10. Any proposed contracts between the corporation 
and dentists participating in the plan shall: 

(a) List the responsibilities incurred by each party; 

(b) Delineate the procedures for the remuneration of dentists 
for services provided thereby; 

(c) Define and delineate the legal liabilities of the parties to 
one another, to subscribers, and to other affected persons; and 

(d) Set forth the circumstances and procedures for terminating 
the contract. 

Section 11. (a) To assure the faithful performance of its obli¬ 

gations in the event of insolvency each dental service corporation 
authorized under Section 4 of this Act shall, through the commis¬ 
sioner, deposit and maintain with the treasurer of the state securities 
of the type eligible for deposit by insurers under Section 27-6-3, Code 
of Alabama 1975, which securities shall have at all times a market 
value as follows: 

(i) A corporation which has operated no dental service plan in 
this state prior to January 1, 1983, shall, prior to the issuance of its 
certificate of authority and before receiving any subscription pay¬ 
ments, place in trust with the treasurer of the state, through the 
commissioner an initial amount of $50,000.00; 

(ii) A corporation operating a dental service plan business in 
this state prior to January 1, 1983, and having received in this state 
less than $300,000.00 of subscriptions, membership fees, or similar 
charges, shall place in trust with the treasurer of the state, through 
the commissioner, a sum equal to 50% of the subscriptions received 
or $50,000.00, whichever is less; 

(iii) A corporation operating a dental service plan business in 
this state prior to January 1, 1983, and having received in this state 
more than $300,000.00 but less than $750,000.00 of subscriptions, 
membership fees, or similar charges, in this state shall place in trust 
with the treasurer of the state, through the commissioner an amount 
not less than $75,000.00; 

(iv) A corporation operating a dental service plan business in 
this state prior to January 1, 1983, and having received in this state 
$750,000.00 or more of subscriptions, membership fees, or similar 
charges, in this state shall place in trust with the treasurer of the 
state, through the commissioner, an amount equal to $100,000.00; 
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(b) In lieu of any deposit of securities required under subsection 
(a) and subject to the commissioner’s approval, a dental service plan 
corporation may file with the treasurer of the state a surety bond 
issued by a surety insurer authorized to serve as surety under the 
provisions of Chapter 24 of the Insurance Code of Alabama. The bond 
shall be for the same purpose as the deposit in lieu of which it is 
filed. The department shall not approve any bond under the terms 
of which the protection afforded against insolvency is not equivalent 
to the protection afforded by those securities provided for in sub¬ 
section (a); 

(c) Securities or bonds posted pursuant to this section shall be 
for the benefit of and subject to action thereon in the event of 
insolvency or impairment of any dental service plan corporation 
by any person or persons sustaining an actionable injury due to the 
failure of the corporation to faithfully peform its obligations to its 
subscribers; 

(d) The Commissioner shall be responsible for the safe keeping 
of all securities. Said securities under this section shall be deposited 
with the State Treasurer. Such securities shall not, on account of 
being in this state, be subject to taxation, but shall be held exclusively 
and solely to guarantee the dental service plan corporation’s per¬ 
formance of its obligations to its subscribers; 

(e) Such deposit or bond shall be maintained unimpaired as long 
as the dental service plan corporation continues in business in this 
state. Whenever the corporation ceases to do business in this state 
and furnishes the commissioner proof, satisfactory to the commis¬ 
sioner, that it has discharged or otherwise adequately provided for all 
its obligations to its subscribers in this state, the Commissioner shall 
release the deposited securities to the parties entitled thereto, or shall 
release any bond filed with the Commissioner in lieu of such deposit; 

(f) The commissioner may at any time enter an order increasing 
the amount of the deposit or bond specified under this section if 
he finds that there has been a substantial change in the facts, including 
an increase in the amount of subscriptions, membership fees, or similar 
charges in force in this state on which the original determination was 
based. The commissioner shall hold a hearing within 30 days after 
receiving a request from the corporation submitted within 30 days 
after being notified of the modification order. Failure to meet the new 
requirements within 30 days after final decision or after the expiration 
of the 30-day period for submitting the hearing request constitutes 
a ground for rehabilitation. 

Section 12. (a) Dental service plan contracts may be written 

on individual, group, blanket or franchise basis. Each contractual 
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obligation for such dental service(s) must be evidenced by a contract. 
Each person covered under a group contract must be issued a certifi¬ 
cate of coverage; 

(b) No contract or certificate of dental service benefits may be 
issued in this state unless a copy of the form has been filed and 
approved by the commissioner; 

(c) The commissioner may not approve any form that does not 
meet the following requirements: 

(i) Contracts must contain a list and description of the dental 
service payments promised or the dental work for which expenses are 
to be reimbursed, and any limits on the amounts to be paid or 
reimbursed; 

(ii) Contracts and certificates must indicate the name of the 
dental service plan corporation and the full address of its principal 
place of business; 

(iii) Certificates issued under group contracts must contain a 
full statement of the services to be provided and exceptions thereto 
but may summarize the other terms of the master contract; 

(iv) Contracts promising payment for dental services to be pro¬ 
vided by a limited number of dentists who have concluded provider 
contracts with the dental service corporation, whether the dentist in 
an individual case is to be selected by the subscriber or by the 
corporation, must provide for alternative benefits in the case where 
the subscriber is unable to find a participating dentist willing to 
perform the promised services or the dentist selected by the cor¬ 
poration is disqualified or otherwise unable to perform the promised 
services; the alternative benefit may consist of furnishing the services 
of a dentist selected and paid by the corporation or paying the fee 
of a dentist selected by the subscriber; the contract must also provide 
a procedure that includes impartial review for settling disagreements 
about the grounds for demanding an alternative benefit; 

(v) Contracts must contain a statement that the subscriber has 
a right to complain to the Alabama Board of Dental Examiners 
about a dentist's conduct pursuant to either the plan or recognized 
standards of ethical and professional code of conduct; 

(vi) Contracts must contain a statement that the individual 
subscriber has the right to retain, at his own expense, any dentist 
authorized to practice dentistry in this state. 

(d) The department may disapprove a contract or certificate 
form if it finds that it: 

(i) Is unfair, unfairly discriminatory, misleading, ambiguous or 
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encourages misrepresentation or misunderstanding of the contract: 

(ii) Contains provisions that would endanger the solvency of the 
corporation. 

(iii) Is contrary to law. 

Section 13. (a) No contract providing dental service cor¬ 

poration benefits may be executed in this state unless the subscription 
rates outlined in said contract have been filed with and approved by 
the commissioner; 

(b) Subscription rates must be established and justified in ac¬ 
cordance with generally accepted insurance principles, including but 
not limited to the experience or judgment of the corporation making 
the rate filing or acturial computations; 

(c) The commissioner may disapprove subscription rates that 
are excessive, inadequate or unfairly discriminatory. Rates are not 
unfairly discriminatory because they are averaged broadly among 
persons covered under group, blanket or franchise contracts; 

(d) The commissioner may require the submission of whatever 
relevant information is deemed necessary in determining whether 
to approve or disapprove a filing made under this section or section 12. 

Section 14. (a) All contracts made between the corporation 

and participating dentists and all contracts with other providers of 
services by the dental service plan corporation must be filed with 
and approved by the commissioner, and any amendment or change 
thereto. 

(b) Dental Service corporations must annually report to the 
commissioner in such detail as is reasonably required, the number 
and geographical distribution of dentists and other providers of 
services with whom it maintains contractual relations, and the nature 
of the relations. For an individual corporation or groups of cor¬ 
porations the commissioner may require more frequent reports. 

Section 15. (a) A dental service corporation will pay the pre¬ 

scribed fees and taxes required of a disability insurer; 

(b) The following provisions of the insurance laws of this state 
apply to dental service corporations authorized by this Act, to the 
extent that they are not inconsistent with the provisions herein: 

(i) Title 27, Chapters 1 and 2, Code of Alabama 1975, Admin¬ 
istration and General Provisions; 

(ii) Title 27, Chapter 4, Code of Alabama 1975, Fees and Taxes; 

(iii) Title 27, Chapter 6, Code of Alabama 1975, Administration 
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of Deposits; 

(iv) Title 27, Chapter 12, Code of Alabama 1975, Unfair Trade 
Practices; 

(v) Title 27, Chapter 32, Code of Alabama 1975, Insurer In¬ 
solvency; Rehabilitation and Liquidation. 

(c) The commissioner may by rule modify or waive any require¬ 
ments referred to in subsection (b) for dental service corporations 
if that is necessary to avoid unreasonable hardship, expense, or in¬ 
convenience and if the interests of subscribers continue to be 
adequately protected. 

Section 16. (a) The department of insurance shall issue a 

license to each applicant upon payment of the prescribed fees and 
upon being satisfied that: 

(i) The applicant has been organized in a bona fide manner 
for the purpose of establishing, maintaining, and operating a dental 
service plan. 

(ii) Each contract executed, or proposed to be executed, by the 
applicant and a dentist obligates, or will when executed obligate, 
such dentist to render the service or accept payment for the service 
to which each subscriber may be entitled under the terms of the 
contract issued to the subscriber. 

(iii) Each contract issued, or proposed to be issued, to sub¬ 
scribers is in a form approved by the department and that the rates 
charged, or proposed to be charged, for each form of such contract 
and benefits to be provided pursuant thereto are fair and reasonable 
and are actuarially sound. 

(iv) No contributions to the funds of the dental service plan 
corporation for working capital are repayable by the corporation 
except out of earned income over and above operating expenses and 
dental expenses and such reserves as the department may deem 
adequate. 

(v) The amount of money actually received by the applicant 
for working capital is sufficient according to the terms specified in 
subsection (vi) to carry all acquisition costs and operating expenses 
for a period of at least 6 months from the date of issuance of license 
or $100,000, whichever is greater. 

(vi) The owners or persons controlling or managing the dental 
service plan have been found by the department to be competent, 
trustworthy, and to possess managerial experience that would make 
the proposed dental service plan corporation beneficial to the persons 
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receiving dental services or benefits therefrom. The department shall 
not grant or continue authority to transact the business of a dental 
service plan corporation at any time if the department has good 
reason to believe that any owner or other person controlling or 
managing said corporation is a person whose business operations are 
or have been marked by business practices or conduct that is to the 
detriment of the public, of creditors, or of persons receiving dental 
services, either through the improper manipulation of assets or ac¬ 
counts or by bad faith. 

(vii) The applicant has obtained valid v contracts with an 
adequate number of dentists to provide the services proposed to the 
projected subscriber population. 

(viii) The plan has a reasonable possibility of success, based on 
projections by the applicant and on information otherwise available 
to the department. 

(b) Such license shall remain in effect unless revoked by the 
department and any dental service plan corporation to which such 
license has been issued and is in effect shall be authorized to issue 
contracts, in the form or forms approved by the department, to the 
persons who may become subscribers. However, the department shall 
revoke the license of any such corporation which is not in active 
operation within six months of the issuance of the license unless good 
cause is shown. 

(c) Except as otherwise provided by this Act, no person shall 
operate a dental service plan corporation without a license as herein 
required. 

(d) Each dental service plan corporation shall establish pro¬ 
cedures for review and mediation of complaints of subscribers con¬ 
cerning the quality of care rendered by a participating dentist, 
complaints of subscribers or participating dentists concerning the 
benefits or the operations of the plan, and complaints of the cor¬ 
poration concerning any element of its relationship with a partici¬ 
pating dentist. Such procedures shall be subject to the approval of 
the department. In addition to establishing such procedures, the 
corporation may agree in a written document submitted to the depart¬ 
ment the corporation's desire to utilize the peer review services of 
the Alabama Dental Association. Subscribers and participating 
dentists shall be made aware of the review mechanism adopted by 
the dental service plan corporation and shall be informed as to how 
to submit a complaint for review. 

Section 17. No person shall solicit, negotiate, advertise, or ef¬ 
fectuate dental service contracts in this state unless such person 
is registered as a contracting sales agent or is utilized by a contracting 
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sales agent. 

Section 18. Every dental service corporation shall, on forms 
prescribed by the commissioner, register, on or before October 1 of 
each year, the name and business address of each contracting sales 
representative utilized by it in Alabama and shall, within 30 days 
after termination of the contract, notify the commissioner of such 
termination. At the time of said annual registration, a $10 filing fee 
for each contracting sales representative shall be paid by the dental 
service corporation to the commissioner. Any contracting sales repre¬ 
sentative utilized subsequent to the October 1 filing date shall be 
registered with the department within 10 days after such utilization. 
Such contracting sales representatives shall be subject to the same 
regulations and controls as provided by law for disability insurance 
agents. 

Section 19. (a) All funds belonging to dental service cor¬ 

porations, or others received by a contracting sales representative in 
transactions under his registration shall be trust funds so received 
by such representative in a fiduciary capacity, and the representative, 
in the applicable regular course of business, shall account for and pay 
the same to the dental service corporation or other person entitled 
thereto. 

(b) Any contracting sales representative who, not being entitled 
thereto, diverts or appropriates such funds or any portion thereof 
to his own use shall upon conviction be guilty of theft of property 
punishable as provided in Sections 13A-8-2 through 13A-8-5, Code of 
Alabama 1975. 

Section 20, The commissioner shall deny, suspend, revoke, or 
refuse to renew or continue the registration of any contracting sales 
representative if it is found that as to the representative, any one or 
more of the following applicable grounds exist: 

(a) Material misstatement, misrepresentation, or fraud in regis¬ 
tration; 

(b) The registration is willfully used or is to be used, to circum¬ 
vent any of the requirements or prohibitions of this Act; 

(c) Willful misrepresentation of any dental service expense con¬ 
tract or willful deception with regard to any such contract, done 
either in person or by any form of dissemination of information or 
advertising; 

(d) In the adjustment of claims he has materially misrepre¬ 
sented to a contract holder or other interested party the terms and 
coverage of a contract, with the intent and for the purpose of effecting 
settlement of such claim on less favorable terms than those provided

in and contemplated by the contract; 

(e) For demonstrated lack of fitness or trustworthiness to en¬ 
gage in the business conducted by dental service corporations; 

(f) For demonstrated lack of adequate knowledge and technical 
competence to engage in the transactions authorized by the regis¬ 
tration; 

(g) Fraudulent or dishonest practices in the conduct of business 
under the registration; 

(h) Misappropriation, conversion, or unlawful withholding of 
moneys belonging to a dental service corporation, or to others, and 
received in the conduct of business under the registration; 

(i) For rebating, or attempting to rebate, or for unlawfully 
dividing, or offering to divide, his commission with another; 

(j) Willful failure to comply with, or willful violation of, any 
proper order or rule of the department or willful violation of any 
provision of this Act. 

Section 21. (a) The commissioner may, in his discretion, 

deny, suspend, revoke or refuse to renew or continue the registration 
of any contracting sales representative if it is found, after notice 
and hearing thereon as provided in Section 22, that as to the repre¬ 
sentative any one or more of the following applicable grounds exist 
under circumstances for which such denial, suspension, revocation, 
or refusal is not mandatory under Section 20. 

(i) Any cause for which granting of the registration could have 
been refused had it then existed and been known to the department; 

(ii) Violation of any provision of this Act, or of any other law 
applicable to the business of dental service plans in the course of 
dealings under the registration; 

(iii) Violation of any lawful order or rule of the commissioner; 

(iv) Failure or refusal to pay over, upon demand, to any dental 
service corporation he represents or has represented any money 
coming into his hands, belonging to the dental service corporation; 

(v) In the conduct of business under the registration he has 
engaged in unfair methods of competition or in unfair or deceptive 
acts or practices, as such methods, acts, or practices are or may be 
defined under Section 27-8-16 of the Code of Alabama 1975, or has 
otherwise shown himself to be a source of injury or loss to the public 
or detrimental to the public interest; 

(vi) Conviction of a felony. 
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Section 22. (a) If any contracting sales representative con¬ 

victed by a court of a violation of any provision of this Act, the 
registration of such individual shall thereby be deemed to be im¬ 
mediately revoked without any further procedure relative thereto 
by the commissioner. 

(b) As to a registration denied, suspended, or revoked by the 
commissioner, the persons aggrieved thereby shall have the right to 
a hearing thereon as provided in Section 27-8-17 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975. 

(c) If, after an investigation or upon other evidence, the depart¬ 
ment has reason to believe that there may exist any one or more 
grounds for the suspension or revocation of, or refusal to renew or 
continue, the registration of any contracting sales representative, as 
such grounds are specified by law, rule or regulation, the department 
may proceed to suspend, revoke, or refuse to renew or continue the 
registration as the case may be. 

Section 23. (a) If, pursuant to procedures provided for in this 

Act, it is found that one or more grounds exist for the suspension 
or revocation of, or refusal to renew or continue, any registration 
issued under this Act, and except when such suspension, revocation, 
or refusal is mandatory, an order may be entered imposing upon the 
registrant, in lieu of such suspension, revocation, or refusal, an admin¬ 
istrative penalty for each violation in the amount of $100 or, in the 
event of willful misconduct or willful violation on the part of the 
registrant, an administrative fine of $500. The administrative penalty 
may be augmented in amount by an amount equal to any com¬ 
missions received by or accruing to the credit of the registrant in 
connection with any transaction to which the grounds for suspension, 
revocation, or refusal related. 

(b) The order may allow the registrant a reasonable period, 
not to exceed 30 days, within which to pay to the commissioner 
the amount of the penalty so imposed. If the registrant fails to pay 
the penalty in its entirety to the commissioner at his office in Mont¬ 
gomery within the period so allowed, the registration of the registrant 
shall stand suspended or revoked, or renewal or continuation may be 
refused, as the case may be, upon expiration of such period and 
without any further proceedings. 

Section 24. All monies received pursuant to this Act shall be 
deposited to the credit of the Examiners’ Revolving Fund of the 
Department of Insurance. 

Section 25. Nothing contained herein shall be construed to 
regulate the practice of dentistry or limit the powers or authority 
of the Board of Dental Examiners in the regulation of the conduct 
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poration, not licensed under the provisions of this Act, shall not 
imply, either directly or indirectly, that it is a dental service plan 
corporation or hold itself out to be such a corporation. 

Section 29. Any dissolution or liquidation of a corporation 
subject to the provisions of this Act shall be under the supervision 
of the department. 

Section 30. No nonprofit corporation, organized under the 
laws of this state prior to the effective date of this Act to operate 
a dental service plan in the state or any of the counties thereof, 
the charter or certificate of incorporation of which has been approved 
or consented to by the insurance commissioner prior to the effective 
date of this Act, shall be required to incorporate or reincorporate 
as provided herein. However, every such corporation desiring to 
operate such a plan shall file with the insurance commissioner its 
acceptance of this Act within six months from its effective date, 
and every such corporation so accepting this Act shall continue, 
shall have all the powers, authority, and exemptions of this Act, 
and shall be subject to all the provisions hereof except as otherwise 
provided herein. At the time of filing its acceptance, each such cor¬ 
poration must demonstrate to the satisfaction of the department that 
it is in compliance with the substantive provisions of this Act and 
that it has the present ability to meet all current or contractual 
obligations to subscribers or to participating dentists. All preexisting 
corporations shall have one year from the effective date of this Act 
to demonstrate compliance with Section 5(c), requiring minimum 
working capital. In addition, each such corporation shall file an 
audited financial statement. Any such corporation may amend its 
charter to become a profit-making corporation with the prior approval 
of the commissioner and subject to the provisions of law. 

Section 31. (a) Any person or corporation engaging in the 

business of operating a dental service plan without first having pro¬ 
cured a license from the department of insurance, as required by this 
Act, and any person or corporation violating any of the provisions 
of this Act is guilty of a misdemeanor of the first degree and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished as provided by law. 

(b) Any person making any willfully false statement in any 
written document required by this Act to be filed with the depart¬ 
ment, or with any examiner at any investigation or hearing conducted 
by the department or examiner, is guilty of perjury and shall be 
punished as provided by law. 

(c) In addition to any other penalties provided for in this Act, 
the department is authorized to apply to the appropriate circuit 
court by sworn affidavit that it has reason to believe that a violation 
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of any of the provisions of this part, or of any rules promulgated 
pursuant to this part, has occurred, and such court shall have juris¬ 
diction, upon hearing and for good cause shown, to grant a temporary 
or permanent injunction restraining any person or corporation from 
violating said provisions or rules, whether or not there exists an 
adequate remedy at law, and such injunction shall issue without 
bond. 

Section 32. The commissioner shall devise and promulgate 
reasonable rules and regulations, not inconsistent with the provisions 
of the Act, as he deems advisable for effectuating its orderly admin¬ 
istration. 

Section 33. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 34. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 35. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To authorize the state to join a compact between the states of Mississippi and 
Louisiana for the purpose of studying the feasibility of rapid rail transit service between 
the states; to authorize the Governor to join the compact; and to establish a joint 
interstate commission for such purpose. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Governor, on behalf of this state, is hereby 
authorized to execute a compact in substantially the following form 
with the states of Louisiana and Mississippi, and the legislature 
hereby signifies in advance its approval and ratification of such com¬ 
pact, which compact is as follows: 

MISSISSIPPI-LOUISIANA-ALABAMA 
RAPID RAIL TRANSIT COMPACT 


ARTICLE I 
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The purpose of this compact is to study the feasibility of rapid 
rail transit service between the states of Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Alabama and to establish a joint interstate commission to assist in 
this effort. 


ARTICLE II 

This compact shall become effective immediately as to the states 
ratifying it whenever the states of Mississippi, Louisiana and Alabama 
have ratified it and Congress has given consent thereto. Any state 
not mentioned in this article which is contiguous with any member 
state may become a party to this compact, subject to approval by the 
legislature of each of the member states. 

ARTICLE III 

The states which are parties to this compact (hereinafter referred 
to as “party states”) do hereby establish and create a joint agency 
which shall be known as the Mississippi-Louisiana-Alabama Rapid 
Rail Transit Commission (hereinafter referred to as the “commis¬ 
sion”). The membership of such commission shall consist of the gov¬ 
ernor of each party state, one (1) representative each from the Mis¬ 
sissippi Energy and Transportation Board, or its successor, the Office 
of Aviation and Public Transportation of the Louisiana Department 
of Transportation and Development, or its successor, and the Ala¬ 
bama Department of Energy, or its successor, five (5) other citizens 
of each party state, to be appointed by the governor thereof. The 
appointive members of the commission shall serve for terms of four 
(4) years each. Vacancies on the commission shall be filled by appoint¬ 
ment by the governor for the unexpired portion of the term. The 
members of the commission shall not be compensated for service on 
the commission, but each of the appointed members shall be entitled 
to actual and reasonable expenses incurred in attending meetings, or 
incurred otherwise in the performance of his duties as a member of 
the commission. The members of the commission shall hold regular 
quarterly meetings and such special meetings as its business may 
require. They shall choose annually a chairman and vice chairman 
from among their members, and the chairmanship shall rotate each 
year among the party states in order of their acceptance of this com¬ 
pact. The commission shall adopt rules and regulations for the trans¬ 
action of its business and a record shall be kept of all its business. 
It shall be the duty of the commission to study the feasibility of 
providing interstate rapid rail transit service between the party states. 
Toward this end, the commission shall have power to hold hearings; to 
conduct studies and surveys of all problems, benefits and other mat¬ 
ters associated with such service, and to make reports thereon; to 
acquire, by gift, grant or otherwise, from local, state, federal or private 
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of dentists. 

Section 26. No corporation subject to the provisions of this Act 
shall amend its charter or certificate of incorporation, its bylaws, 
the terms or provisions of contracts executed or to be executed with 
dentists, or the terms or provisions of contracts issued or proposed 
to be issued to subscribers unless such proposed amendments have 
been submitted to and approved by the department of insurance. 
No change shall be made in the table of rates charged or proposed 
to be charged to subscribers, or in the table of payments made or 
proposed to be made to dentists, for any form of contract issued 
or to be issued until such proposed change has been submitted to 
and approved by the department of insurance. Such approval shall 
be deemed granted unless the department otherwise acts upon the 
proposed changes within 90 days of filing. Upon the adoption of any 
amendment or change following departmental approval, such cor¬ 
poration shall file with the department a copy thereof duly certified 
by at least two of the executive officers of the corporation. 

Section 27. (a) The department of insurance, any agent or 

examiner of the department, or any other person appointed by the 
department shall have the power of visitation and examination into 
the affairs, transactions, accounts, business records, and assets of any 
such dental service plan corporation, shall have free access to all of 
the books, papers, and documents that relate to the business of the 
corporation, may summon and qualify witnesses under oath, and may 
examine its officers, agents, and employees or other relative persons 
regarding the affairs, transactions, and condition of the corporation. 
The corporation whose affairs are examined shall pay to the depart¬ 
ment for deposit into the state treasury the traveling expenses and 
any other expenses of the examiner or other person making the 
examination which shall be credited as provided by Section 24. 

(b) If the department has reason to believe that any peson has 
violated or is violating any provision of this Act, or upon written 
complaint signed by any interested person indicating that any such 
violation exists, the department shall conduct such examination or 
investigation as it deems necessary of the accounts, records, docu- 
uments, and transactions pertaining to or affecting the affairs of the 
dental service plan corporation or of any person who solicits, nego¬ 
tiates, effectuates, procures, receives, delivers, or forwards any con¬ 
tract of such a corporation or who collects or forwards any con¬ 
sideration paid by a person contracting for dental services or benefits 
from such a corporation. 

Section 28. Any person or corporation, not licensed under the 
provisions of this Act, shall not use in the name, logo, contracts, or 
literature thereof the phrase “dental service plan,” and any cor- 
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sources such money or property as may be provided for the proper 
performance of their function, and to hold and dispose of same; to 
cooperate with other public or private groups, whether local, state, 
regional or national, having an interest in such service; to formulate 
and execute plans and policies for emphasizing the purpose of this 
compact before the Congress of the United States and other appro¬ 
priate officers and agencies of the United States; and to exercise such 
other powers as may be appropriate to enable it to accomplish its 
functions and duties and to carry out the purposes of this compact. 

ARTICLE IV 

Each party state agrees that its legislature may, in its discretion, 
from time to time make available and pay over to the commission 
funds for the establishment and operation of the commission. The 
contribution of each party state shall be in equal amounts, if possible, 
but nothing in this article shall be construed as binding the legislature 
of either state to make an appropriation of a set amount of funds 
at any particular time. 

ARTICLE V 

Nothing in this compact shall be construed so as to conflict 
with any existing statute, or to limit the powers of any party state, 
or to repeal or prevent legislation, or to affect any existing or future 
cooperative arrangement or relationship between any federal agency 
and a party state. 

ARTICLE VI 

(1) This compact shall continue in force and remain binding 
upon each party state until the legislature or governor of each or 
any state takes action to withdraw therefrom. However, any such 
withdrawal shall not become effective until six (6) months after the 
date of the action taken by the legislature or governor. Notice of 
such action shall be given to the other party state or states by the 
secretary of state of the party state which takes such action. 

(2) There is hereby granted to the governor, to the members of 
the commission for Mississippi, Louisiana, and Alabama, and to the 
compact administrator all the powers provided for in the compact 
and in this section. All officers of the state of Alabama are hereby 
authorized and directed to do all things falling within their respective 
jurisdictions which are necessary or incidental to carrying out the 
purpose of the compact. 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To further amend Sections 40-18-5, 40-18-14, 40-18-15, 40-18-19, 40-18-25, 40-18-30, 
40-18-35, 40-18-71, and 40-18-81 Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the income tax so 
as to change the rates of taxation, enable married persons to file joint returns, increase 
the optional standard deduction, conform certain exclusions and deductions to federal 
law, allow deductions for contributions to individual retirement accounts and individual 
retirement annuities and to provide for the taxation of distributions from such accounts 
and annuities, allow deductions for contributions by self-employed individuals to qual¬ 
ified plans on their behalf, conform to federal law the deduction by corporations for 
contributions to qualified plans, allow exemption from the income tax of certain 
charitable, etc. entities which are exempt from federal income tax, provide for the 
personal exemption not to be prorated in the year of an individual taxpayer’s death, 
and modify the requirement of withholding income taxes to reflect the above. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 40-18-5, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§40-18-5. Tax on Individuals. 

The tax herein levied and imposed upon every resident of this 
state, which tax is in addition to all other taxes imposed by this 
title, and which tax shall be assessed, collected and paid annually 
upon and with respect to his entire net taxable income as herein 
defined and shall be computed at rates as follows: 

(a) For single persons, head of family and married persons filing 
separate returns: 

(1) On the excess over the amount exempted herein up to and 
including $500.00, two percent. 

(2) On the excess over the amount exempted herein, above 
$500.00, up to and including $3,000.00, four percent. 

(3) On the excess over the amount exempted herein, above 
$3,000.00, five percent. 

(b) For married persons filing a joint return: 

(1) On the excess over the amount exempted herein up to and 
including $1,000.00, two percent. 
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(2) On the excess over the amount exempted herein, above 
$1,000.00, up to and including $6,000.00, four percent. 

(3) On the excess over the amount exempted herein, above 
$6,000.00, five percent. 

A like tax is hereby levied and imposed and shall be assessed, 
collected and paid annually at the rates specified in this section, 
upon and with respect to the entire net income, as herein defined, 
except as hereinafter provided, from all property owned and from 
every business, trade, profession or occupation carried on in this state 
by natural persons not residents of this state. The tax levied and 
imposed in this section shall first be assessed, collected and paid in the 
year 1983 upon and with respect to the taxable income for the calendar 
year 1982, or for any fiscal year beginning during the year 1982, and 
in each year thereafter such tax shall be assessed likewise based upon 
the preceding calendar year or any fiscal year ending during such 
preceding calendar year. Every natural person domiciled in the state 
of Alabama, and every other natural person who maintains a per¬ 
manent place of abode within the state or spends in the aggregate 
more than seven months of the income year within the state shall be 
presumed to be residing within the state for the purpose of determining 
liability for income taxes.” 

Section 2. Section 40-18-14, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“ § 40-18-14. Gross Income of Individuals. 

The term “gross income” as used herein: 

(1) Includes gains, profits and income derived from salaries, 
wages or compensation for personal services of whatever kind, or in 
whatever form paid, including the salaries, income, fees and other 
compensation of state, county and municipal officers and employees, 
or from professions, vocations, trades, business, commerce or sales, or 
dealings in property whether real or personal, growing out of owner¬ 
ship or use of or interest in such property; also from interest, royalties, 
rents, dividends, securities or transactions of any business carried on 
for gain or profit and the income derived from any source whatever, 
including any income not exempted under this chapter and against 
which income there is no provision for a tax. The term “gross income” 
as used herein also includes alimony and separate maintenance pay¬ 
ments with the amount of such included income to be the same as 
that included in gross income for federal income tax purposes under 
26 USCA 71 (relating to alimony and separate maintenance pay¬ 
ments) as in effect January 1, 1982. The amount of all such items 
shall be included in the gross income for the taxable year in which 
received by the taxpayer unless under the methods of accounting 
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permitted in this chapter any such amounts are to be properly ac¬ 
counted for as of a different period; but 

(2) Does not include the following items which shall be exempt 

from income tax under this chapter: 

a. Amounts received under life insurance policies and contracts 
paid by reason of the death of the insured; 

b. Amounts received, other than amounts paid by reason of the 
death of the insured, under life insurance endowment or annuity 
contracts, either during the term or at maturity or upon surrender 
of contracts, equal to the total amount of premiums paid thereon; 

c. The value of property acquired by gift, bequest, devise or 
descent, but the income from such property shall be included in the 
gross income; 

d. Interest upon obligations of the United States or its posses¬ 
sions; or securities issued under provisions of the Federal Farm Loan 
Act of July 18, 1916; or bonds issued by the war finance corporation; 

e. Any amounts received by an individual which are excludable 
from gross income under 26 USCA 104 (relating to compensation 
for injuries or sickness) or 26 USCA 105 (relating to amounts received 
under accident or health plans), both as in effect on January 1, 1982. 

f. Interest on obligations of the state of Alabama and any 
county, municipality or other political subdivision thereof; 

g. The rental value of a home furnished a minister of the gospel 
as a part of his compensation, or the rental allowance paid to him 
as part of his compensation, to the extent used by him to rent or 
provide a home; or 

k* For each individual resident taxpayer, or each husband and 
wife filing a joint income tax return, as the case may be, any gain 
realized from the sale of a personal residence of such taxpayer, with 
the amount of such excluded income, except as provided herein, to 
aS a ^ owa kl e for federal income tax purposes under 
26 USCA 1034 (relating to rollover of gain on sale of principal resi¬ 
dence), as in effect July 20, 1981, and 26 USCA 121 relating to one¬ 
time exclusion of gain from sale of principal residence by individual 
who has attained age 55), as in effect July 20, 1981 (if the election 
provided for therein is made by such taxpayer for federal income tax 
purposes, or in the event federal law no longer provides for such 
election, if the election is made in the manner prescribed by the Com¬ 
missioner of Revenue. The term “new residence," as such term is 
made relevant hereto by the federal statutes, means and includes 
only property located within the state of Alabama. The commissioner 
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of revenue is authorized to make any rules and regulations necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this paragraph. 

(3) The term “gross income” shall mean and include all of such 
income arising from sources within and without the state whether 
paid to residents or nonresidents, including interest on bonds, notes 
or other interest-bearing obligations of residents, corporate or other¬ 
wise, and all amounts received, although paid under a contract for the 
sale of goods or otherwise, representing profits in the manufacture and 
disposition of goods within or without the state of Alabama. It shall 
also mean and include interest, dividends, except stock dividends 
as defined herein, or other forms of income from and gains of profits 
realized upon the sale, exchange or other disposition of all forms of 
intangible personal property owned by or held anywhere within or 
without the state of Alabama for the account of any resident or 
domestic corporation.” 

Section 3. Section 40-18-15, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 40-18-15. Deductions for Individuals Generally. 

(a) In computing net income, there shall be allowed as deduc¬ 
tions: 

(1) All ordinary and necessary expenses paid or incurred during 
the taxable year in carrying on any trade or business, including a 
reasonable allowance for salaries or other compensation for personal 
services actually rendered and including rentals and other payments 
required to be made as a condition of the continued use or possession 
for the purpose of trade or business of property to which the taxpayer 
has not taken or is not taking title or in which he has no equity; 

(2) All interest paid or accrued within the taxable year on 
indebtedness, but, in the case of a nonresident, the proportion of such 
interest which the amount of gross income from sources within the 
state of Alabama bears to the amount of gross income from all sources 
within and without the state of Alabama; 

(3) The following taxes paid or accrued within the taxable year: 

a. Income taxes, Federal Insurance Contribution Act taxes, taxes 
on self employment income and estate and gift taxes imposed by 
authority of the United States or any possession of the United States; 
provided, that the amount of such taxes apportioned by a non-resident 
taxpayer shall be determined by the ratio that the amount of adjusted 
gross income received from sources within the state of Alabama bears 
to the amount of adjusted gross income received from sources within 
and without the state of Alabama. 
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b. State and local, and foreign, occupational license taxes and 
contributions to state unemployment funds. 

c. State and local, and foreign, real property taxes. 

d. State and local personal property taxes. 

e. State and local general sales taxes. 

f. The windfall profits tax imposed by 26 USCA 4986. 

g. The taxes described in paragraphs c, d, e and f shall be deduct¬ 
ible only to the extent that such taxes are deductible for federal 
income tax purposes under 26 USCA 164 (relating to taxes) and in 
the case of a non-resident, these taxes shall be apportioned to Alabama 
by the ratio that the amount of adjusted gross income received from 
sources within Alabama bears to the amount of adjusted gross income 
received from sources within and without the state of Alabama. 

h. In addition, there shall be allowed as a deduction state and 
local, and foreign taxes, except income taxes, and taxes imposed by 
authority of the United States or any possession of the United States, 
which are paid or accured within the taxable year in carrying on a 
trade or business or an activity described in 26 USCA 212 (relating 
to expenses for the production of income). 

(4) Losses sustained during the taxable year and not compen¬ 
sated for by insurance or otherwise if incurred in trade or business; 

(5) Losses sustained during the taxable year and not compen¬ 
sated for by insurance or otherwise, if incurred in any transaction 
entered into for profit, though not connected with the trade or busi¬ 
ness; but, in the case of a taxpayer other than a resident of the state, 
only as to such transactions within the state; 

(6) Losses sustained during the taxable year of property not 
connected with the trade or business, but in the case of a taxpayer 
other than a resident of the state only of property within the state, 
if arising from fires, storms, shipwrecks or other casualty or from theft 
and not compensated for by insurance or otherwise. A loss described 
in this paragraph shall be allowed only to the extent that the amount 
of loss to such individual arising from each casualty, or from each 
theft, exceeds $100.00. For purposes of the $100.00 limitation of the 
preceding sentence, a husband and wife using the rate table in sub¬ 
section (b) of section 40-18-5 for the taxable year in which the loss 
is allowed as a deduction shall be treated as one individual. No loss 
described in this paragraph shall be allowed if, at the time of filing 
the return, such loss has been claimed on the federal estate tax return; 

(7) Losses from debts ascertained to be worthless and charged 
off during the taxable year of such ascertainment, if sustained in the 
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conduct of the regular trade or business of the taxpayer during the 
period covered by an Alabama income tax law; 

(8) A reasonable allowance for the exhaustion, wear and tear 
of property from which any income is derived including a reasonable 
allowance for obsolescence; 

(9) In the case of mines, oil and gas wells, other natural deposits 
and timber, a reasonable allowance for depletion and for depreciation 
of improvements, according to the peculiar condition in each case 
based upon the cost, including the cost of development not otherwise 
deducted, such reasonable allowance in all cases to be made under 
rules and regulations to be prescribed by the department of revenue; 
and, in the case of leasehold interests, the deduction allowed by this 
section shall be equitably proportioned between the lessor and the 
lessee; 

(10) Charitable contributions to the extent allowed for federal 
income tax purposes under 26 USCA 170 (relating to charitable con¬ 
tributions and gifts), but not subsection (i) thereof (relating to non- 
itemized charitable deductions), as in effect on January 1, 1982. In 
the case of a nonresident individual, this deduction shall be limited 
to the amount determined by multiplying the amount described 
in the previous sentence by a fraction, the numerator of which is the 
taxpayer’s adjusted gross income from all sources within the State 
of Alabama and the denominator is the taxpayer’s adjusted gross 
income from all sources. 

(11) In the case of a resident individual, the deduction allowed 
such individual for federal income tax purposes by 26 USCA 219 
(relating to retirement savings) as amended from time to time; 

(12) The deduction allowed for federal income tax purposes by 
26 USCA 404 and 26 USCA 405(c) (relating to qualified pension, 
profit sharing, stock bonus, annuity or bond purchase plans) as a- 
mended from time to time, provided, however, that contributions 
to such plans on behalf of individuals who are employees within the 
meaning of 26 USCA 401(c)(1) (relating to self employed individuals) 
shall be deductible only if such individuals are residents. 

(13) For each individual income taxpayer, medical and dental 
expenses, including expenses for medicine and drugs and amounts 
paid for accident and health insurance, paid during the taxable year 
1982 and each year thereafter, to the same extent and subject to the 
same limitations when applied to the taxpayer’s adjusted gross income 
for state tax purposes, as prescribed under the laws of the United 
States in force and effect January 1, 1982, in relation to income taxes 
due the United States; 
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(14) For each individual income taxpayer, all the ordinary and 
necessary expenses paid or incurred during the taxable year for the 
production or collection of income, or for the management, conserva¬ 
tion or maintenance of property held for the production of income; 

(15) Any expense not exceeding $1,000.00 actually incurred dur¬ 
ing the taxable year in constructing on his property a family radio¬ 
active fallout shelter, as approved and certified by the state depart¬ 
ment of civil defense, and any amount not exceeding $1,000.00 which 
he contributed during the taxable year toward the construction of a 
community radioactive fallout shelter; and 

(16) a. An amount equal to the aggregate of the net operating 
loss carryovers to the taxable year, plus the net operating loss carry¬ 
backs to such year. For purposes of this subdivision, the term “net 
operating loss deduction” means the deduction allowed by this para¬ 
graph. 

b. 1. A net operating loss for any taxable year ending after 
December 31, 1974, and before January, 1976, shall be a net operating 
loss carryback to the tax year preceding the taxable year of such loss. 
A net operating loss for any taxable year ending after December 31, 
1975, and before January 1, 1977, shall be a net operating loss carry¬ 
back to each of the two taxable years preceding the taxable year 
of such loss. A net operating loss for any taxable year ending after 
December 31, 1976, shall be a net operating loss carryback to each 
of the three taxable years preceding the taxable year of such loss. 

2. A net operating loss for any taxable year ending after Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1976, shall be a net operating loss carryover to each of the five 
taxable years following the taxable year of such loss. 

c. The entire amount of the net operating loss for any taxable 
year (hereinafter referred to as the “loss year”) shall be carried to the 
earliest of the taxable years to which, by reason of paragraph b, such 
loss may be carried. The portion of such loss which shall be carried 
to each of the other taxable years shall be the excess, if any, of the 
amount of such loss over the sum of the taxable income for each of 
the prior taxable years to which such loss may be carried. For purposes 
of the preceding sentence, the taxable income for any such prior 
taxable year shall be computed: 

1. With the modification specified in subparagraph 2 of para¬ 
graph e of this subdivision; and 

2. By determining the amount of the net operating loss deduc¬ 
tion without regard to the net operating loss for the loss year or for 
any taxable year thereafter, and the taxable income so computed shall 
not be considered to be less than zero. 
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d. For purposes of this subdivision, the term “net operating loss” 
means, for any taxable year ending after December 31,1974, the excess 
of the deductions allowed in computing the Alabama income by this 
section over the gross income in Alabama. Such excess shall be com¬ 
puted with the modifications specified in paragraph e of this subdivi¬ 
sion. 

e. The modifications referred to in this subdivision are as fol¬ 
lows: 

1. No net operating loss deduction shall be allowed. 

2. No deduction shall be allowed under section 40-18-19 (relating 
to personal exemptions). No deduction in lieu of any such deduction 
shall be allowed. 

f. In determining the amount of any net operating loss carry¬ 
back or carryover to any taxable year, the necessary computations 
involving any other taxable year shall be made under the law applica¬ 
ble to such other taxable year. 

g. In the case of a taxable year beginning in 1974 and ending 
in 1975: 

1. In lieu of the amount specified in paragraph d of this sub¬ 
division, the net operating loss for such year shall be that portion of 
the net operating loss for such year, computed without regard to this 
subparagraph, which the number of days in the loss year after Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1974, bears to the total number of days in such year. 

2. For purposes of the second sentence of subparagraph 2 of 
paragraph e of this subdivision, the taxable income for such year 
shall be that portion of the net income for such year, computed with¬ 
out regard to this subparagraph, which the number of days in such 
year before January 1,1975, bears to the total number of days in such 
year. 

(17) There shall be allowed resident taxpayers a deduction from 
the taxpayer’s adjusted gross income for state income tax purposes 
of the total cost of installation for conversion from gas or electricity 
to wood as the primary energy source for heating their individual 
domestic homes for the taxable year during which such conversion 
was completed, 

(18) For individual resident taxpayers, alimony and separate 
maintenance payments, the amount deductible to be the same as the 
amount deductible for federal income tax purposes under 26 USCA 
215 (relating to alimony payments) as in effect January 1,1982. 

(19) Moving expenses paid or incurred during the taxable year to 
the same extent that such expenses are deductible, except as provided 
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herein, for federal income tax purposes under 26 USCA 217 (relating 
to moving expenses), as in effect January 1, 1982. The term “new 
principal place of work”, as such term is made relevant hereto by the 
federal statute, means and includes only places of work located within 
the State of Alabama, and the deduction for moving expenses pro¬ 
vided for herein shall be allowable only in the event that such “new 
place of work” is located within the state of Alabama. 

(b) (1) In lieu of the deductions allowable to individual tax¬ 
payers, as provided in subdivisions (2), (3), (5), (6), (10), (12) and (13) 
of subsection (a) of this section, for the taxable years beginning on 
and after January 1, 1982, at the election of the taxpayer required 
to use the rate schedule in subsection (a) of section 40-18-5, an optional 
standard deduction may be taken not to exceed twenty percent of the 
adjusted gross income or $2,000.00, whichever is the lesser, and at the 
election of the taxpayer required to use the rate schedule in subsec¬ 
tion (b) of section 40-18-5, an optional standard deduction may be 
taken not to exceed twenty percent of the adjusted gross income or 
$4,000.00, whichever is the lesser and, in addition to said deduction, 
a deduction for the amount of federal income tax paid or accrued 
within the taxable year; provided, that in the case of a nonresident 
taxpayer the deduction for the optional standard deduction shall be 
an amount equal to the optional standard deduction that would be 
allowable if the taxpaer were a resident taxpayer, multiplied by the 
ratio that the amount of adjusted gross income received from sources 
within the state of Alabama bears to the amount of adjusted gross 
income received from sources within and without the state of Ala¬ 
bama; and the amount of federal income tax so deductible to Alabama 
shall be determined by the ratio that the amount of adjusted gross 
income received from sources within the state of Alabama bears to 
the amount of adjusted gross income received from sources within 
and without the state of Alabama. 

(2) The exercise of the election to take the deduction provided 
for herein is irrevocable for the taxable year for which made and 
cannot be changed after the time prescribed by law for filing the 
income tax return; and, if separate returns are filed by husband and 
wife and one spouse elects to claim the deduction allowed herein, 
the election to claim such deduction will be denied unless the other 
spouse also elects to claim the deduction allowed herein. 

(c) The term “adjusted gross income,” as used in this section, 
shall mean the gross income as defined by section 40-18-14, less: 

1. The deductions allowed in this section which are attributable 
to a trade or business carried on by the taxpayer if such trade or 
business does not consist of the performance of services by the tax¬ 
payer as an employee; 
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2. Travel expenses, including the entire amount expended for 
meals and lodging, while away from home in the pursuit of a trade 
or business; 

3. The deductions allowed by this section, other than expenses 
of travel, meals and lodging while away from home, which consist of 
expenses paid or incurred by the taxpayer in connection with the 
performance by him of services as an employee, under a reimburse¬ 
ment or other expense allowance arrangement with his employer; 

4. The deductions, other than those provided in paragraphs 
a, e and f, allowed by this section and which are attributable to pro¬ 
perty held for the production of rents or royalties; 

5. The deductions, other than those provided in paragraph a, 
for depreciation and depletion, allowed by subdivisions (8) and (9) 
of subsection (a) of this section to a life tenant of property or to 
an income beneficiary of property held in trust; and 

6. The deduction, other than those provided in subdivision (1) 
of this subsection, allowed by section 40-18-8 as losses from the sale 
or exchange of property. 

(d) In the case of a nonresident individual, the deductions al¬ 
lowed in subdivisions (1), (4), (6), (7), (8), (9) and (12) of subsection 
(a) of this section shall be allowed only if and to the extent that they 
are connected with income arising from a source within the state 
of Alabama, and a proper apportionment or allocation of the deduc¬ 
tions with respect to sources of income within and without the state 
of Alabama shall be determined under rules and regulations prescribed 
by the department of revenue.” 

Section 4. Section 40-18-19, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“ § 40-18-19. Exemptions—Generally. 

(a) The following exemptions from income taxation shall be 
allowed to every individual resident taxpayer: 

(1) Retirement allowances, pensions and annuities, or optional 
allowances, approved by the board of control of the teachers’ retire¬ 
ment system of Alabama, which exempt status is set out in section 
16-25-23; 

(2) Retirement allowances, pensions and annuities or optional 
allowances, approved by the board of control of the employees’ retire¬ 
ment system of Alabama, which exempt status is set out in section 
36-27-28; 

(3) Income received as annuities under the United States retire¬ 
ment system from the United States government civil service retire¬ 
ment and disability fund; 
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(4) Net income realized by individuals and partnerships from 
time to time in the business of conducting a financial business employ¬ 
ing moneyed capital coming into competition with the business of 
national banks, but only if such individuals and partnerships are sub¬ 
ject to an excise tax imposed by this state on or with respect to 
such income; 

(5) In the case of a single person or a married person not living 
with husband or wife, a personal exemption of $1,500.00 or, in the case 
of a head of a family or a married person living with husband or wife, 
a personal exemption of $3,000.00, but a husband and wife living 
together shall receive only one personal exemption of $3,000.00 against 
their aggregate income, and in case they make separate returns each 
must claim a personal exemption of $1,500.00; and 

(6) Three hundred dollars for each person, other than husband 
or wife, dependent upon the taxpayer, and over half of whose support, 
for the calendar year in which the taxable year for the taxpayer 
begins, was received from the taxpayer. For the purposes of this sec¬ 
tion, “dependent” shall mean: a son or daughter of the taxpayer or 
a descendant of either; a stepson or stepdaughter of the taxpayer; 
a brother, sister, stepbrother or stepsister of the taxpayer; the father 
or mother of the taxpayer or an ancestor of either; a stepfather or 
stepmother of the taxpayer; a son or daughter of a brother or sister 
of the taxpayer; a brother or sister of the father or mother of the 
taxpayer; a son-in-law, daughter-in-law, father-in-law, mother-in-law, 
brother-in-law or sister-in-law of the taxpayer. As used in this para¬ 
graph the terms “brother” and “sister” include a brother or sister 
by the half blood. For the purposes of determining whether any of 
the foregoing relationships exist, a legally adopted child of a person 
shall be considered a child of such a person by blood. 

(b) Of the following personal exemptions allowed resident tax¬ 
payers, each nonresident individual taxpayer shall be allowed that 
proportion thereof that the adjusted gross income received by said 
nonresident individual taxpayer from sources within the state of 
Alabama bears to his or her adjusted gross income received from 
sources within and without the state of Alabama: In the case of a 
single person or a married person not living with husband or wife, 
a personal exemption of $1,500.00 or, in the case of a head of a family 
or a married person living with husband or wife, a personal exemption 
of $3,000.00, a husband and wife living together shall receive but one 
personal exemption of $3,000.00 against their aggregate income; and, 
in case they make separate returns, each must claim a personal 
exemption of $1,500.00; and $300.00 for each person, other than hus¬ 
band or wife, dependent upon and receiving his chief support from 
the taxpayer.” 
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Section 5. Section 40-18-25, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 40-18-25. Estates and Trusts. 

(a) The tax imposed by this chapter shall apply to the income 
of estates or of any kind of property held in trust, including: 

(1) Income received by estates of deceased persons during the 
period of administration or settlement or settlements of the estate; 

(2) Income accumulated in trust for the benefit of unborn or 
unascertained persons with contingent interests; 

(3) Income held for future distribution under the terms of a will 
or trust; and 

(4) Income which is to be distributed to the beneficiaries period¬ 
ically, whether or not at regular intervals, and the income collected 
by a guardian of an infant to be held or distributed as the court may 
direct. 

(b) The fiduciary shall be responsible for making the return 
of income for the estate or trust for which he acts. The net income of 
the estate or trust shall be computed in the same manner and on the 
same basis as provided in this chapter for individual taxpayers; except, 
that the deduction for amounts paid or permanently put aside for 
a charitable purpose shall be allowed to the extent specified in 26 
USCA 642(c) (relating to amounts paid or permanently set aside for 
a charitable purpose), as in effect on January 1, 1982; and in cases 
under subdivision (4) of subsection (a) of this section, the fiduciary 
shall include in the return a statement of each beneficiary’s distribu¬ 
tive share of such net income, whether or not distributed before the 
close of the taxable year for which the return is made. 

(c) In cases under subdivisions (1), (2) and (3) of subsection (a) 
of this section, the tax shall be imposed upon the net income of the 
estate or trust using the rate schedule in subsection (a) of section 
40-18-5 and shall be paid by the fiduciary; except, that in determining 
the net income of the estate of any deceased person during the period 
of administration or settlement, there may be deducted the amount of 
any income properly paid or credited to any legatee, heir or other 
beneficiary. In such cases the estate or trust shall be allowed the 
same exemptions as are allowed to single persons under section 
40-18-19, and in such cases the estate or trust created by a person 
not a resident and an estate of a person not a resident shall be subject 
to tax only to the extent to which individuals other than residents 
are liable under subdivision (3) of section 40-18-14. 
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(d) In cases under subdivision (4) of subsection (a) of this sec¬ 
tion, and in the case of any income of an estate during the period of 
administration or settlement permitted by subsection (c) to be de¬ 
ducted from the net income upon which tax is to be paid by the 
fiduciary, the tax shall not be paid by the fiduciary, but there shall 
be included in computing the net income of each beneficiary his dis¬ 
tributive share whether distributed or not, of the net income of the 
estate or trust for the taxable year, or, if his net income for the taxable 
year is computed upon the basis of a period different from that upon 
the basis of which the net income of the estate or trust is computed, 
then his distributive share of the net income of the estate or trust 
for any accounting period of such estate or trust ending within the 
fiscal year upon the basis of which such beneficiary’s net income is 
computed. In such cases the income of a beneficiary of such estate 
or trust not a resident shall be taxable to the extent provided in sub¬ 
division (3) of section 40-18-14 for individuals other than residents, 
but only to the extent that the income of such trust or estate shall 
arise from sources within the state. For the purpose of determining 
any income tax due by any nonresident beneficiary of any such trust 
or estate, the income from intangible personal property shall not be 
construed to arise from sources within the state merely because the 
title and ownership of such intangible personal property is vested in 
a resident fiduciary or trust or estate or the evidence of ownership 
thereof is located within the state. 

(e) There shall be exempt from taxation imposed by this chapter 
income of any qualified trust defined in 26 USCA 401(a) (relating to 
qualified pension, profit sharing, and stock bonus plans), as amended 
from time to time; any custodial account, any annuity contract or 
any contract issued by an insurance company treated as a qualified 
trust by reason of 26 USCA 401(f) (relating to certain custodial 
accounts and contracts), as amended from time to time; any individual 
retirement account, any individual retirement annuity, or any custo¬ 
dial account which is exempt from federal income tax under 26 USCA 
408(e) (relating to individual retirement accounts), as amended from 
time to time; and any retirement bond described in 26 USCA 409 
(relating to retirement bonds), as amended from time to time. The 
foregoing exemption shall not apply to any entity which is not exempt 
from federal income tax by reason of 26 USCA 502 or 26 USCA 503, 
both as amended from time to time, and shall not apply to any income 
which would constitute “unrelated business taxable income” as de¬ 
fined in 26 USCA 512 (relating to unrelated business taxable income), 
as amended from time to time. 

(f) There shall be exempt from taxation imposed by this chapter 
income of any trust which is described in section 501(c) (2), 501(c) (9), 
501(c) (11), 501(c) (17), 501(c) (20) or 501(c) (21) of 26 USCA (relating 
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to exemption from tax on corporations, certain trusts, etc.) as a- 
mended from time to time. The foregoing exemption shall not apply 
to any entity which is not exempt from federal income tax by reason 
of 26 USCA 502 (relating to feeder organizations) or 26 USCA 503 
(relating to requirements for exemption), both as amended from time 
to time, and shall not apply to any income which would constitute 
“unrelated business taxable income” as defined in 26 USCA 512 
(relating to unrelated business taxable income) as amended from 
time to time. 

(g) The amount actually distributed or made available to any 
distributee of any trust described in subsection (e) of this section, 
any individual retirement account, individual retirement annuity, 
individual retirement bond, or custodial account which is treated as 
an individual retirement account shall be taxable to such distributee 
in the year in which distributed as if it were an annuity the considera¬ 
tion for which is the amount contributed by the employee. Notwith¬ 
standing the preceding sentence, distributions which are not included 
in gross income for federal income tax purposes by reason of the roll¬ 
over provisions in 26 USCA 402 (relating to taxability of beneficiary 
of employees’ trust), 26 USCA 403 (relating to taxation of employee 
annuity), 26 USCA 408 (relating to individual retirement accounts) 
or 26 USCA 409 (relating to retirement bonds), all the foregoing 
provisions as amended from time to time, shall not be included in 
gross income for purposes of this chapter. 

For the foregoing purposes, “the amount contributed by the 
employee” shall include: 

(1) Amounts contributed prior to January 1, 1982, by an indi¬ 
vidual for himself, his spouse or both under an individual retirement 
account, annuity or bond for which no deduction was allowed under 
section 40-18-15 or corresponding provisions of prior laws of this state. 

(2) Amounts contributed prior to January 1, 1982, by a person 
described in section 40-18-15(a) (12) to a trust described in subsection 
(e) of this section 40-18-25 for which no deduction was allowed under 
section 40-18-15 or corresponding provisions of prior laws of this 
state. 

(3) The amount included in gross income in prior years by the 
employee, the distributee, his predecessor in interest, or the trust by 
reason of the lack of exemption from the tax imposed by this chapter 
of a trust, individual retirement account, individual retirement an¬ 
nuity or individual retirement bond to which contributions described 
in (1) and (2) were made. 

(4) The amount included in gross income by the employee, dis¬ 
tributee or predecesssor in interest as a result of a distribution from 
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any other trust, individual retirement plan, individual retirement 
account, individual retirement bond or custodial account because such 
distribution was not excludable from gross income under the second 
sentence of this subsection when made or was includable pursuant to 
26 USCA 408(m) (relating to investment in collectibles treated as dis¬ 
tributions), as amended from time to time. 

(h) The income of a charitable remainder annuity trust or a 
charitable remainder unitrust (as those terms are defined in 26 USCA 
664) (relating to charitable remainder trusts), shall be exempt from 
the tax imposed by this chapter to the extent provided in 26 USCA 
664, as in effect on January 1, 1982. Recepients of distributions from 
charitable remainder unitrust and charitable remainder annuity trusts 
shall include in gross income the amounts specified in 26 USCA 
664(b) (1) and 26 USCA 664(b) (2) as in effect on January 1, 1982. 

(i) Contributions to a trust made by an employer during a 
taxable year of the employer which ends within or with a taxable 
year of the trust for which the trust is not exempt under subsection 
(e) of this section shall be included in the gross income of an employee 
for the taxable year in which the contribution is made to the trust 
in the case of an employee whose beneficial interest in such contribu¬ 
tion is nonforfeitable at the time the contribution is made or if the 
interest of the employee is not nonforfeitable in such year, the fair 
market value of the employee’s interest in the trust shall be included 
in the gross income of the employee in the year in which it becomes 
nonforfeitable.” 

Section 6. Section 40-18-30, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“ § 40-18-30. Return When Accounting Period Changes. 

If a taxpayer, with the approval of the department of revenue, 
changes the basis of computing net income from fiscal year to calendar 
year, a separate return shall be made for the period between the close 
of the last fiscal year for which return shall be made and the following 
December 31. If the change is made from calendar year to fiscal 
year, a separate return shall be made for the period between the close 
of the last calendar year for which return was made and the date 
designated as the close of the last fiscal year. If the change is made 
from one fiscal year to another fiscal year, a separate return shall 
be made for the period between the close of the former fiscal year and 
the date designated as the close of the new fiscal year. If a taxpayer 
making his first return for income tax keeps his accounts on the basis 
of a fiscal year, he shall make a separate return for the period between 
the beginning of a calendar year in which such fiscal year ends and the 
end of such fiscal year. In all of the above cases the net income shall 
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be computed on the basis of such period for which separate return 
is made, and the tax shall be paid thereon at the rate of the calendar 
year in which such period is included; and, except for the period 
during which the taxpayer dies, the exemptions allowed in this chapter 
shall be reduced respectively to amounts which bear the same ratio 
to the full exemptions provided for as the number of months in such 
period to 12 months.” 

Section 7. Section 40-18-35(11), Code of Alabama, 1975, is here¬ 
by amended to read as follows: 

(11) The deduction allowed for federal income tax purposes by 
26 USCA 404 and 26 USCA 405, both as amended from time to time. 

Section 8. Section 40-18-71, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“ § 40-18-71. Withholding Tax. 

(a) Every employer, as defined under the laws of the United 
States in effect July 1, 1982, or as subsequently may be defined, 
with respect to income tax collected at source, making payment of 
wages as defined under such laws to employees, shall deduct and with¬ 
hold upon such wages, reduced by the optional standard deduction 
provided in subsection (b) of section 40-18-15 and the federal income 
tax withheld, a tax equal to two percent of the first $500.00 or less, 
four percent of the next $2,500.00 or less, five percent of the excess 
over $3,000.00, by which the amount of such wages paid or to be paid 
in the calendar year by such employer to such employee, exceeds the 
amount of the exemptions granted to such employee under section 
40-18-19, as claimed on a certificate to be filed with the employer in 
such form and containing such information and detail as may be 
prescribed by the commissioner, pursuant to the provisions of section 
40-18-73. 

(b) At the election of the employer with respect to such em¬ 
ployee, the employer may deduct and withhold upon the wages paid 
to such employee a tax determined on the basis of tables to be prepared 
and furnished by the commissioner, which tax shall be substantially 
equivalent to the tax provided in subsection (a) of this section and 
which shall be in lieu of the tax required in such subsection. 

(c) In determining the amount to be deducted and withheld 
under this section, the wages may, at the election of the employer, 
be computed to the nearest dollar. 

(d) The department may, by regulations, authorize employers: 

(1) To estimate the wages which will be paid to any employee 
in any quarter of the calendar year;

(2) To determine the amount to be deducted and withheld 
upon each payment of wages to such employee during such quarter 
as if the appropriate average of the wages so estimated constituted 
the actual wages paid; and 

(3) To deduct and withhold upon any payment of wages to such 
employee during such quarter such amount as may be necessary to 
adjust the amount actually deducted and withheld upon the wages 
of such employee during such quarter to the amount that would be 
required to be deducted and withheld during such quarter if the pay¬ 
roll period of the employee was quarterly. 

(e) The department is authorized to provide by regulation, un¬ 
der such conditions and to such extent as it deems proper, for with¬ 
holding in addition to that otherwise required under this section and in 
cases in which the employer and the employee agree to such additional 
withholding. Such additional withholding shall, for all purposes, be 
considered the tax required to be deducted and withheld under this 
chapter.” 

Section 9. Section 40-18-81, Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 40-18-81. Optional short tax form. 

(a) With respect to taxable years beginning after December 31, 
1981, any individual whose adjusted gross income for the taxable 
year for which the return is filed does not exceed $20,000.00 ($40,000.00 
in the case of a married couple filing jointly) may elect to pay a tax 
determined on the basis of tables prepared and furnished by the com¬ 
missioner of revenue; provided, that the individual must not have 
income of more than $1,500.00 not subject to withholding under the 
provisions of this article. 

(b) Individuals who elect to pay the tax contained in the tax 
tables shall file a “short form” provided by the department of revenue. 

(c) The exercise of the election to file the “short form” provided 
for herein is irrevocable for the taxable year for which made and 
cannot be changed after the time prescribed by law for filing the 
return. 

(d) The tables mentioned in this section shall be based upon the 
income tax rate prescribed by law and shall take into consideration 
the personal exemptions and credit for dependents allowed by law to 
the taxpayer and the standard deduction as provided by section 
40-18-15. 

Section 10. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 
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Section 11. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 12. This act shall become effective with returns for 
taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1982.

To transfer certain funds to the state parks division of the Department of Con¬ 
servation and Natural Resources to be utilized exclusively for the development of Frank 
W. Jackson State Park from the state parks capital outlay fund. 

WHEREAS, from 1975 to 1979, the Legislature appropriated certain monies for 
the W. Frank Jackson State Park; and 

WHEREAS, this funding was borrowed by the Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources to restore Gulf State Park after its destruction by Hurricane 
Frederic; and 

WHEREAS, it was the legislative intent of Act No. 80-749 of the 1980 Regular 
Session, which authorized the transfer of the funds, that the money be returned to 
be utilized for the purpose that it was originally intended; and 

WHEREAS, the funds have not been so returned; now therefore, 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Effective October 1 , 1982, the commissioner of the 
department of conservation and natural resources is hereby directed 
to deposit from the state parks capital outlay fund into the state 
parks revolving fund within his department all funds transferred 
pursuant to Act No. 80-749, S. 553, 1980 Regular Session (Acts 1980, 
p. 1526). Said monies shall be utilized exclusively for the development, 
operation and maintenance of W. Frank Jackson State Park. 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

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AN ACT 

To amend Sections 1 and 5 of Act No. 651, H. 1555 of the 1973 Special Session 
(Acts 1973, p. 972), which created an Industrial Development Authority for Tuscaloosa 
County so as to provide further for the composition of the board of such authority 
and to prescribe certain tax exempt status and security for bonds issued by said 
authority. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 1 and 5 of Act No. 651, H. 1555 of the 1973 
Special Session of the Legislature (Acts 1973, p. 972) are hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. For the purpose of promoting industry and trade 
and to assist the county commission or other like governing bodies 
in Tuscaloosa County in their pursuits therefor, there is hereby 
created an Industrial Development Authority for Tuscaloosa County 
which shall be composed of twenty-two (22) members. All members 
of the Authority shall be residents and qualified electors of Tuscaloosa 
County. Two of the members of the Authority shall be appointed by 
the probate judge of the county. Two of the members shall be ap¬ 
pointed by each of the three members of the county governing body. 
Seven of the members of the Authority shall be appointed by the 
city commission of the City of Tuscaloosa. Three of the members 
of the Authority shall be appointed by the council of the City of 
Northport. Two of the members of the Authority shall be appointed 
by the city council of Vance. Two of the members shall be appointed 
by the city council of Brookwood. The members appointed by the 
probate judge shall serve six-year terms concurrent with the term 
of the probate judge. Other members of the Authority shall serve 
for terms of four years each concurrent with the terms of the ap¬ 
pointing authority. Successors to members of the board shall be 
appointed in the same manner as the original members are appointed 
and all members shall serve until their successors are so appointed. 
Vacancies on the board shall be filled by the appointing authority 
making the original appointment, but any person appointed to fill 
a vacancy shall serve only for the unexpired portion of the term.” 

“Section 5. The Authority or its agents and employees may (a) 
investigate, study and engage in basic research relative to the natural 
resources of land, water, minerals, and people in the county and apply 
its findings in efforts to promote a sound and balanced agricultural, 
industrial and economic development of the county; (b) cooperate 
with municipal, regional, state or federal planning or other industrial 
development authorities; (c) publicize and advertise the industrial, 
commercial and agricultural resources and opportunities in the 
county; (d) collect, compile and distribute literature concerning the 
facilities, advantages and attractions of the county, educational, 
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historic, recreational and scenic places of interest within the county 
and the air, water and highway transportation facilities; (e) contract 
with other agencies, individuals or corporations to promote the pur¬ 
poses of this act, and expressly to contract with any municipality 
in the county, not having an industrial development board, to act 
as the development agency for such municipality, and as such agency 
to exercise all powers granted to municipal development agencies 
under the general laws of the state; (f) enter upon any land in the 
county, with consent of the owner, and make examinations and sur¬ 
veys and place and maintain necessary monuments and markings 
thereon; (g) accept gifts, grants, bequests or devises; (h) acquire 
land for industrial park development and construct buildings for 
lease, for industrial development only; and (i) issue bonds and incur 
debt for the purposes of carrying out the function of industrial 
development of Tuscaloosa County, and all such bonds and other 
evidences of indebtedness shall be exempt from all taxation. The 
county or any municipality therein may pledge its full faith and 
credit toward the retirement of any bonds or other evidences of 
indebtedness issued by said Authority under the provisions of this 
Act.” 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Code of Alabama 1975, Section 16-25-11, which relates to the Teachers’ 
Retirement System; and Section 36-27-11 which relates to the Employees’ Retirement 
System amending said sections so as to extend the period of eligibility for purchasing 
credit for previously withdrawn service; to provide a period of one year after October 1, 
1982, for retired members to purchase credit for service previously withdrawn or ter¬ 
minated due to five years absence from service. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Code of Alabama 1975, Section 16-25-11, as amend¬ 
ed, is hereby further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 16-25-11. Creditable Service.” 

“(a) Under such rules and regulations as the board of control 
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period of six consecutive years after becoming a member of the re¬ 
tirement system.” 

“(c) Any teacher who was a member of the Teachers’ Retire¬ 
ment System as of September 9, 1955 shall be eligible to receive 
credit for service rendered as a state employee on a full time basis 
prior to October 1, 1945, under such rules and regulations as may be 
adopted by the board of control in accordance with the provisions 
of this chapter.” 

“(d) Anything in this chapter to the contrary notwithstanding, 
any teacher who is now a member of the teachers’ retirement system 
or who becomes a member of the teachers’ retirement system at a 
future date, who had previously withdrawn his funds from either the 
teachers’ retirement system or the employees’ retirement system or 
whose account had been terminated due to a five years absence shall 
have restored to him all creditable service, provided, that said teacher 
repays to the treasurer of the retirement system the amount pre¬ 
viously returned to him including compounded interest of eight per¬ 
cent to the date of repayment, prior to the date of retirement of 
said member.” 

“(e) Anything in this chapter to the contrary notwithstanding 
any teacher who has been retired from service and who is now receiving 
a service retirement allowance or a disability retirement allowance, 
pursuant to section 16-25-14, who had five years or more of contri¬ 
buting membership service in the teachers’ retirement system imme¬ 
diately prior to being retired and who had previously withdrawn 
his funds either from the teachers’ retirement system or the em¬ 
ployees’ retirement system or whose account had been terminated 
due to five years’ absence shall have restored to him all creditable 
service; provided, that said retired teacher pays to the treasurer of the 
retirement system within one year after October 1, 1982, the amount 
previously returned to him including compound interest of eight 
percent to the date of repayment.” 

Section 2. Code of Alabama 1975, Section 36-27-11, as amend¬ 
ed, is hereby further amended to read as follows: 

“ § 36-27-11. Determination of prior creditable service; computa¬ 
tion of creditable service at retirement; procedure for restoration of 
creditable service to certain persons; payment of make up contribu¬ 
tions by certain persons.” 

“(a) Under such rules and regulations as the board of control 
shall adopt, each member who was an employee prior to October 1, 
1945, and who has made up contributions for time served as a non¬ 
member and who becomes a member prior to September 1, 1966, 
shall file a detailed statement of all service as an employee rendered 
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shall adopt, each person who was a teacher prior to October 1, 1940, 
and who under the provisions of this chapter makes up contributions 
plus 8% compound interest on such contributions for the time said 
teacher taught as a nonmember and who becomes a member prior to 
October 1, 1974, shall file a detailed statement of all service as a 
teacher rendered by him prior to October 1, 1940, for which he claims 
credit. The board of control shall fix and determine by appropriate 
rules and regulations how much service in any year is equivalent to 
one year of service, but in no case shall it allow any credit for a period 
of absence without pay for more than one month's duration, nor shall 
more than one year of service be creditable for all service in one 
calendar year. Service rendered for a regular school year shall be 
equivalent to one year’s service. Subject to the above restrictions 
and to such other rules and regulations as the board of control may 
adopt, the board of control shall verify, as soon as practicable after 
the filing of such statements of service, the service therein claimed. 
Upon verification of the statements of service, the board of control 
shall issue prior service certificates certifying to each member the 
length of service rendered prior to October 1, 1940, with which he is 
credited on the basis of his statement of service. Any prior service 
certificate heretofore issued not providing for the maximum prior 
service to which the member is entitled shall be revised to include 
such credit. So long as membership continues, a prior service certifi¬ 
cate shall be final and conclusive for retirement purposes as to such 
service, provided, that any member may request the board of control 
to modify or correct his prior service certificate. When membership 
ceases, a prior service certificate shall become void. Should a teacher 
again become a member, he shall enter the system as a teacher not 
entitled to prior service credit. Creditable service at retirement on 
which the retirement allowance of a member shall be based shall 
consist of the membership service rendered by him since he last 
became a member and also, if he has a prior service certificate, which 
is in full force and effect, the amount of the service certified on his 
prior service certificate.” 

“(b) Any teacher, or retired teacher, who became a member of 
the retirement system before July 1, 1973, and who prior to said date 
had been ineligible to receive credit for services rendered as a teacher 
prior to September 1, 1941, for reasons other than having taught as 
a nonmember shall be eligible under the rules and regulations adopted 
by the board of control in accordance with the provisions of this 
chapter to receive credit for all service as a teacher rendered by him 
prior to October 1, 1940; provided, that such person has never waived 
his claim on the funds of the retirement system by withdrawing 
his accumulated contributions to said fund; and provided, that said 
member has not been absent from service more than five years in any 
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by him prior to October 1, 1945, for which he claims credit.” 

“(b) The board of control shall fix and determine by appropriate 
rules and regulations how much service in any year is equivalent 
to one year of service, but in no case shall it allow any credit for a 
period of absence without pay of more than one month’s duration, 
nor shall more than one year of service be creditable for all service 
in one calendar year.” 

“(c) Subject to the restrictions in subsection (b) of this section 
and to such other rules and regulations as the board of control may 
adopt, the board of control shall verify, as soon as practicable after 
the filing of the statements of service provided for in subsection (a) 
of this section, the service therein claimed.” 

“(d) Upon verification of the statements of service, the board of 
control shall issue prior service certificates certifying to each member 
the length of service rendered prior to October 1, 1945, with which 
he is credited on the basis of his statement of service. Any beneficiary 
retired prior to October 1, 1945, and any other person receiving a 
retirement allowance on account of a beneficiary retired prior to said 
date shall be entitled on and after said date to have his pension 
increased to take account of any service rendered as an employee 
established under the provisions of this article. So long as member¬ 
ship continues, a prior service certificate shall be final and conclusive 
for retirement purposes as to such service; provided, however, that any 
member may, within one year from the date of issuance or modifica¬ 
tion of such certificate, request the board of control to modify or 
correct his prior service certificate. When membership ceases, such 
prior service certificate shall become void. Should the employee again 
become a member, he shall enter the system as an employee not 
entitled to prior service credit.” 

“(e) Creditable service at retirement on which the retirement 
allowance of a member shall be based shall consist of the membership 
service rendered by him since he last became a member, and also, 
if he has a prior service certificate which is in full force and effect, 
the amount of the service certified on his prior service certificate.” 

“(f) Any person who was a member of the retirement system on 
July 1, 1961, and who prior to said date had been ineligible to receive 
credit for service rendered as an employee prior to October 1, 1945, 
for reasons other than having been employed as a nonmember shall be 
eligible under the provisions of this article to receive credit for all 
service as an employee rendered by him prior to October 1, 1945; 
provided, that such person has never waived his claim on the funds of 
the retirement system by withdrawing his accumulated contributions 
to said funds and has not been absent from service more than five 
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years in any period of six consecutive years after becoming a member 
of the retirement system.” 

“(g) Any member entitled to prior service credit as provided in 
this section who served as a teacher in the public schools or colleges 
of the state on a full-time basis prior to October 1, 1945, may claim 
prior service credit for all such service not otherwise creditable to him 
under the retirement system, such service, anything in this chapter 
to the contrary notwithstanding, to be considered service as an em¬ 
ployee. Such claim shall be subject to such rules and regulations 
as the board of control shall adopt.” 

“(h) Anything in this article to the contrary notwithstanding, 
any employee who is a member of the retirement system, or any future 
employee who becomes a member of the retirement system who shall 
have previously withdrawn his funds from either the employees’ retire¬ 
ment system or the teachers’ retirement system or whose account 
shall have been terminated due to five years absence shall have 
restored to him all creditable service; provided, that said employee 
shall complete five years of contributing membership service after 
he again becomes a member of the retirement system and shall repay 
the amount previously returned to him, including compounded in¬ 
terest of eight percent to the date of repayment, to the treasurer 
of the retirement system prior to the date of retirement of said 
employee.” 

“(i) Anything in this article to the contrary notwithstanding, 
any employee who has been retired from service and who has been 
receiving a service retirement allowance or a disability retirement 
allowance, as of October 1, 1981, pursuant to section 36-27-16, who 
had five years or more of contributing membership service in the 
employees’ retirement system immediately prior to being retired and 
who had previously withdrawn his funds from either the teachers’ 
retirement system or the employees’ retirement system or whose 
account had been terminated due to five years absence, shall have 
restored to him all credited service; provided that said retired member 
shall repay to the treasurer of the retirement system within one year 
after October 1,1982, the amount previously returned to him including 
compounded interest of eight percent to the date of repayment.” 

“(j) Anything in this article to the contrary notwithstanding, 
any member who has served as a county engineer shall be allowed 
to make contributions to the retirement system, together with regular 
interest to date of payment, on the basis of the amount he would 
have contributed had he as a county engineer been allowed to contri¬ 
bute on that part of his salary paid by the state highway department. 
Such makeup contribution shall be for service from October 1, 1945, 
to September 30, 1965, and shall be paid in a lump sum before 
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January 1, 1966, whereupon after payment is received the member 
shall be credited with membership service based on the percentage of 
the salary as county engineer which was paid by said highway depart- 
ment funds.” 

“(k) Any member who was in service as a teacher in the public 
schools of Alabama subsequent to October 1, 1945, who resigned 
from service as a teacher to become employed by the state as a depart¬ 
ment head authorized to exercise sovereign power of the state may 
be allowed to make contributions to the retirement system, together 
with regular interest to date of payment, on the basis of the amount 
he would have contributed had he been allowed to become a member 
of the system upon such employment. Such make-up contributions 
shall be paid in a lump sum before January 1, 1966.” 

Section 3. In the event that any section, sentence, clause, or 
portion of this Act should be declared invalid by any court of compe¬ 
tent jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect the validity of any 
remaining sections, sentences, clauses, or portions of this Act, which 
shall continue effective. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This Act shall become effective October 1 , 1981, 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

Relating to local sales and use taxes in Lee County, Alabama, and amending 
Act No. 81-553 enacted at the 1981 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama 
so as to provide further for the levy and collection of the special county privilege, 
license and excise taxes authorized by said Act No. 81-553 to be levied and collected 
by Lee County, Alabama, for the administration of said Act No. 81-553, and for the 
use of the proceeds from said taxes; authorizing the governing body of Lee County, 
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Alabama, to levy and collect special county privilege, license and excise taxes generally 
parallelling the state sales and use taxes levied by Act No. 81-665 enacted at the 
1981 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama on sales of automobiles and other 
vehicles other than at wholesale by persons other than licensed dealers; providing for 
the collection of such taxes and the use of the proceeds therefrom; and repealing Act 
No. 81-918 enacted at the 1981 First Special Session of the Legislature of Alabama. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 2 of Act No. 81-553 enacted at the 1981 
Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama shall be and hereby 
is amended to read as follows: 

“The governing body of the County is hereby authorized to levy 
and impose in the County, in addition to all other taxes of every 
kind now imposed by law, and to collect as herein provided, a privilege 
or license tax on account of the business activities and in the amount 
to be determined by the application of rates against gross sales or gross 
receipts, as the case may be, as follows: 

(a) upon every person, firm or corporation (including the State 
of Alabama, the University of Alabama, Auburn University and all 
other institutions of higher learning in the State, whether such institu¬ 
tions be denominational, state, county or municipal institutions, any 
association or other agency or instrumentality of such institutions) 
engaged or continuing within the County in the business of selling 
at retail any tangible personal property whatsoever, including mer¬ 
chandise and commodities of every kind and character (not including, 
however, bonds or other evidences of debts or stocks, nor sales of 
materials and supplies to any person for use in fulfilling a contract 
for the painting, repair or reconditioning of vessels, barges, ships and 
other watercraft of over 50 tons burden), an amount not exceeding 
one percent of the gross proceeds of sales of the business, except 
where a different amount is expressly provided herein; provided, how¬ 
ever, that any person engaging or continuing in business as a retailer 
and wholesaler or jobber shall pay the tax required on the gross 
proceeds of retail sales of such business at the rates specified when 
his books are kept so as to show separately the gross proceeds of sales 
of each business, and when his books are not so kept he shall pay 
the tax as a retailer, on the gross sales of the business; and provided 
further, that where any used part, including tires, of an automotive 
vehicle or a truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer is taken in trade, 
or in a series of trades, as a credit or part payment on the sale 
of a new or rebuilt part or tire, the tax authorized to be levied herein 
shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the price of the new or 
used part or tire sold less the credit for the used part or tire taken 
in trade, provided, however, that this provision shall not be construed 
to include batteries; 
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(b) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continu¬ 
ing within the County in the business of conducting or operating 
places of amusement or entertainment, billiard and pool rooms, bowl¬ 
ing alleys, amusement devices, musical devices, theaters, opera houses, 
moving picture shows, vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic con¬ 
tests, including wrestling matches, prize fights, boxing and wrestling 
exhibitions, football and baseball games (including athletic contests 
conducted by or under the auspices of any educational institution 
within the State, or any athletic association thereof, or other associa¬ 
tion whether such institution or association be a denominational, 
a state, county, or a municipal institution or association or a state, 
county or city school, or other institution, association, or school), 
skating rinks, race tracks, golf courses, or any other place at which 
any exhibition, display, amusement, or entertainment is offered to the 
public or place or places where an admission fee is charged, including 
public bathing places, public dance halls of every kind and description 
within the County, an amount not exceeding one percent of the gross 
receipts of any such business; 

(c) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the County in the business of selling at retail machines used in 
mining, quarrying, compounding, processing and manufacturing of 
tangible personal property an amount not exceeding three-eighths 
of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale of such machines; 
provided that the term “machines” as herein used shall include ma¬ 
chinery which is used for mining, quarrying, compounding, processing 
or manufacturing tangible personal property and the parts of such 
machines, attachments and replacements therefor, which are made 
or manufactured for use on or in the operation of such machines 
and which are necessary to the operation of such machines and are 
customarily so used; 

(d) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continu¬ 
ing within the County in the business of selling at retail any auto¬ 
motive vehicle or truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer, an amount 
not exceeding three-eighths of one percent of the gross proceeds of 
sale of said automotive vehicle or truck trailer, semitrailer or house 
trailer; provided, that where a person subject to the tax provided for 
in this subsection withdraws from his stock in trade any automotive 
vehicle or truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer for use by him or 
by his employee or agent in the operation of such business, there 
shall be paid, in lieu of the tax authorized to be levied herein, a fee 
of one dollar and twenty-five cents ($1.25) per year or part thereof 
during which such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer or 
house trailer shall remain the property of such person; provided, 
that each such year or part thereof shall be deemed to begin with the 
day or anniversary date, as the case may be, of such withdrawal 
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and shall run for the twelve succeeding months or part thereof during 
which such automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer or house 
trailer shall remain the property of such person; and provided further, 
that where any used automotive vehicle or truck trailer, semitrailer 
or house trailer is taken in trade, or in a series of trades, as a credit 
or part payment on the sale of a new or used vehicle, the tax autho¬ 
rized to be levied herein shall be paid on the net difference, that is, 
the price of the new or used vehicle sold less the credit for the used 
vehicle taken in trade; 

(e) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the County in the business of selling, through coin-operated 
dispensing machines, food and food products for human consumption, 
not including beverages other than coffee, milk, milk products and 
substitutes therefor, an amount not exceeding three-fourths of one 
percent of the cost of such food, food products and beverages sold 
though such machines, which cost for the purpose of this subsection 
(e) shall be the gross proceeds of sales of such business; and 

(f) upon every person, firm or corporation engaged or continuing 
within the County in the business of selling at retail any machine, 
machinery or equipment which is used in planting, cultivating and 
harvesting farm products, or used in connection with the production 
of agricultural produce or products, livestock or poultry on farms, 
and the parts of such machines, machinery or equipment, attachments 
and replacements therefor which are made or manufactured for use 
on or in the operation of such machine, machinery or equipment, 
and which are necessary to and customarily used in the operation of 
such machine, machinery or equipment, an amount not exceeding 
three-eights of one percent of the gross proceeds of the sale thereof; 
provided, that the three-eighths of one percent rate herein prescribed 
with respect to parts, attachments and replacements shall not apply 
to any automotive vehicle or trailer designed primarily for public 
highway use, except farm trailers used primarily in the production 
and harvesting of agricultural commodities; and provided further, 
that where any used machine, machinery or equipment which is used 
in planting, cultivating and harvesting farm products, or used in 
connection with the production of agricultural produce or products, 
livestock and poultry on farms is taken in trade or in a series of 
trades as a credit or part payment on a sale of a new or used machine, 
machinery or equipment, the tax herein authorized to be levied shall 
be paid on the net difference, that is, the price of the new or used 
machine, machinery or equipment sold, less the credit for the used 
machine, machinery or equipment taken in trade. 

There are exempted, however, from the provisions of this section 
and from the computation of the amount of the taxes authorized to 
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be imposed in this section, the gross receipts of any business and the 
gross proceeds of all sales which are presently exempted under the 
State Sales Tax Statutes from the computation of the amount of the 
State Sales Tax.” 

Section 2. Section 9 of the aforesaid Act No. 81-553 shall be and 
hereby is amended to read as follows: 

“The State Department of Revenue shall charge the County, for 
collecting the taxes authorized to be levied herein, the costs of the 
said Department in collecting the said taxes; provided such charge 
shall not, in any event, exceed five percent of the total amount of the 
taxes collected hereunder. Such charge for collecting the said taxes 
for the County may be deducted each Month from the tax proceeds 
collected before the amount of the said proceeds due the County for 
that Month is certified as provided in this section. The Commissioner 
shall pay into the state treasury all taxes collected under this Act, 
as such taxes are received by the State Department of Revenue; and 
on or before the first day of each successive Month (commencing 
with the Month next succeeding the Month in which the said Depart¬ 
ment makes the first collection of any of the taxes authorized to be 
levied hereunder) the Commissioner shall certify to the State Comp¬ 
troller the amount of taxes collected under the provisions of this Act 
and paid by him into the state treasury for the benefit of the County 
during the Month immediately preceding the making of such certifi¬ 
cate; provided, however, that before certifying the amount of the 
taxes paid into the state treasury for the benefit of the County during 
each Month, the Commissioner may deduct from the taxes collected 
hereunder in said Month the charges due the said Department for 
collection of the said taxes. It shall be the duty of the State Comp¬ 
troller to issue his warrant each Month, payable to the County, 
in an amount equal to the amount so certified by the Commissioner as 
having been collected for the use of the County. 

Section 3. Section 10 of the aforesaid Act No. 81-553 shall be 
and hereby is amended to read as follows: 

“The entire proceeds derived by the County from the taxes herein 
authorized to be levied (including any income derived from the invest¬ 
ment of such proceeds) shall, subject to the provisions of Section 11 
of this Act, be applied and used as follows: 

(a) if no Public Building Securities have been issued and are 
then outstanding and if the acquisition, construction and equipment 
of the Courthouse Improvements and the Justice Center have not 
been completed, the entire proceeds shall be used for the purpose 
of paying costs of acquiring, constructing and equipping the Court¬ 
house Improvements or a Justice Center (including land acquisition 
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costs), or both, or accumulated for subsequent use therefor; 

(b) if no Public Building Securities have been issued and are 
then outstanding and if the acquisition, construction and equipment 
of the Courthouse Improvements and the Justice Center have been 
completed but the costs thereof have not been fully paid, the entire 
proceeds shall be used for the purpose of paying such costs; 

(c) if any Public Building Securities have been issued and are 
then outstanding but if the acquisition, construction and equipment 
of the Justice Center have not been completed, the entire proceeds 
shall be used for payment of the principal of and the interest (and 
premium, if any) on such Public Building Securities (or, if such 
Public Building Securities were not issued by the County but rather 
by an agency or instrumentality of the County and are payable from 
revenues to be derived by such agency or instrumentality from the 
leasing of the Courthouse Complex or the Justice Center, or both, 
to the County, for payment of any rentals that may become due to 
such agency or instrumentality by the County); 

(d) if any Public Building Securities have been issued and are 
then outstanding and if the acquisition, construction and equipment 
of the Justice Center have been completed, eighty percent (80%) of the 
said proceeds shall be used for payment of the principal of and the 
interest (and premium, if any) on the Public Building Securities 
(or, if such Public Building Securities were not issued by the County 
but rather by an agency or instrumentality of the County and are 
payable from revenues to be derived by such agency or instrumen¬ 
tality from the leasing of the Courthouse Complex or the Justice 
Center, or both, to the County, for payment of any rentals that may 
become due to such agency or instrumentality by the County), and the 
remaining twenty percent (20%) of said proceeds shall be used for 
payment of the costs of operating and maintaining the Justice Center; 
and 


(e) if any Public Building Securities have been issued but none 
thereof are then outstanding and unpaid, the entire proceeds shall be 
used for payment of the costs of operating and maintaining the Justice 
Center. 

If at any time the County is required by the provisions of this 
Section 10 to use all or a specified portion of the proceeds from the 
taxes herein authorized to be levied for the payment of debt service 
on Public Building Securities (including rentals related thereto) and if 
at such time the County has paid or made full provision for the 
payment of all debt service maturing during the then current Fiscal 
Year with respect to the Public Building Securities (including rentals 
related thereto), the County shall apply all or such specified portion 
of such tax proceeds received during the remainder of such Fiscal 
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Year to prepayment of such Public Building Securities (including any 
rentals required therefor), it being the intention of this Act to provide 
for the retirement of such Public Building Securities as promptly 
as practicable.” 

Section 4. If the governing body of Lee County, Alabama 
(which is hereinafter referred to as “the County”), has heretofore 
levied the privilege, license and excise taxes authorized to be levied 
in the aforesaid Act No. 81-553, it shall, not later than thirty days 
after this Act becomes a law, amend its then effective resolution 
levying such taxes so as to reflect and incorporate the changes, both 
substantive and procedural, in such taxes effected by this Act; pro¬ 
vided however, that the effective date of such amendment shall be the 
first day of the second calendar month next following that during 
which such amendatory resolution is adopted; and provided further, 
that until such effective date, the County may continue to levy 
such taxes as provided by said Act No. 81-553 without regard to the 
amendments thereof effected by this Act, anything in this Act to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

Section 5. The governing body of the County is hereby au¬ 
thorized to levy and impose in the County, in addition to all other 
taxes of every kind now imposed by law, a sales tax on the sale of 
any automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer 
required to be registered or licensed with the judge of probate of the 
County and purchased other than at wholesale in the County from 
any person, firm or corporation which is not a licensed dealer engaged 
in selling automotive vehicles, truck trailers, semitrailers or house 
trailers, as follows: upon every person, firm or corporation purchasing 
other than at wholesale within the County any automotive vehicle, 
truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer required to be registered 
or licensed with the judge of probate of the County from any person, 
firm or corporation which is not a licensed dealer engaged in selling 
automotive vehicles, .truck trailers, semitrailers or house trailers an 
amount not exceeding three-eighths of one percent of the purchase 
price; provided, however, that where any used automotive vehicle, 
truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer is taken in trade or in a 
series of trades as a credit or part payment on the sale of a new 
or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer, 
the tax authorized to be levied in this section shall be paid on the 
net difference, that is, the price of the new or used vehicle or trailer 
sold less the credit for the used vehicle or trailer taken in trade. 

Section 6. The governing body of the County is hereby autho¬ 
rized to levy and impose, in lieu of the excise tax authorized to be 
levied in subsection (c) of Section 3 of the aforesaid Act No. 81-553, 
an excise tax on the storage, use or other consumption in the County 
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of any automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer 
required to be registered or licensed with the judge of probate of the 
County and purchased other than at wholesale outside the County 
for storage, use or other consumption in the County as follows: upon 
every person, firm or corporation purchasing other than at wholesale 
outside the County any automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer 
or house trailer required to be registered or licensed with the judge 
of probate of the County for use, storage or other consumption within 
the County, there is hereby authorized to be levied, in lieu of the excise 
tax authorized to be levied in subsection (c) of Section 3 of the afore¬ 
said Act No. 81-553, a tax in an amount not exceeding three-eighths 
of one percent of the purchase price; provided, however, that where 
any used automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer 
is taken in trade or in a series of trades as a credit or part payment 
on the sale of a new or used automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semi¬ 
trailer or house trailer, the tax authorized to be levied in this section 
shall be paid on the net difference, that is, the price of the new or 
used vehicle or trailer sold less the credit for the used vehicle or 
trailer taken in trade. 

Section 7. (a) The taxes authorized to be levied in Sections 

5 and 6 of this Act shall be collected by the tax collector of the 
County before the registration of or licensing of any such automotive 
vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer by the aforesaid 
judge of probate. The said tax collector shall require, as proof of the 
purchase price of the vehicle or trailer, the presentment of a sworn 
report by the purchaser reflecting such purchase price on a form to 
be provided by the State Department of Revenue accompanied by a 
properly executed bill of sale or other satisfactory evidence prescribed 
by the State Department of Revenue. 

(b) In lieu of the requirements contained in subsection (a) of this 
section, the purchaser may stipulate to the said tax collector that the 
purchase price of the automotive vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer 
or house trailer to be taxed is equivalent to a standard value for 
the year, make and model established by the State Department of 
Revenue for the taxable item. The purchase price so stipulated shall 
be conclusively presumed to be the purchase price of such item for 
all purposes under this Act. 

fc) Before the registration or licensing of any such automotive 
vehicle, truck trailer, semitrailer or house trailer, the said judge of 
probate shall require proof of payment of the taxes authorized to 
be levied in Sections 5 and 6 of this Act as he deems to be necessary 
and proper. 

Section 8. Except as herein otherwise provided, the taxes au¬ 
thorized to be levied in Sections 5 and 6 of this Act shall be subject 
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to all definitions, exceptions, exemptions, proceedings, requirements, 
rules, regulations, provisions, penalties, fines, punishments, deduc¬ 
tions, and discounts in accordance with the provisions of Division 1 
of Article 1, and the provisions of Article 2, of Chapter 23 of Title 
40 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 

Section 9. For making the collection of taxes authorized to be 
levied in Sections 5 and 6 of this Act, the aforesaid tax collector 
of the County shall be entitled to a fee in an amount equal to 5% of 
the first $100.00 of revenue collected and 2% of all revenue collected 
over $100.00 from such taxes each calendar month; such fee shall be 
for the use of the said tax collector. The fee allowed herein shall be 
deducted from the tax collections each calendar month and the re¬ 
mainder of such collections shall be remitted to the County; provided, 
however, such fee shall be disallowed unless such collections are 
remitted to the County within the time allowed by law. If the said 
tax collector is paid on a salary instead of a fee basis, all fees allowed 
under the terms of this section to be paid to the said tax collector 
shall be paid, by said tax collector, into the County treasury, or to the 
official performing the duties of County treasurer. 

Section 10. All provisions of Act No. 81-665 enacted at the 
1981 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama which are not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act when applied to the sales 
tax and the use tax authorized to be levied in Sections 5 and 6, 
respectively, of this Act, shall apply to said sales tax and said use 
tax. Further, all provisions of the aforesaid Act No. 81-553 which are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act or said Act No. 81-665 
when applied to the sales tax and the use tax authorized to be levied 
in Sections 5 and 6, respectively, of this Act (including without 
limitation the provisions of Sections 10 and 11 of said Act No. 81-553 
respecting the use of the proceeds of the taxes authorized to be levied 
in said Act), shall apply to said sales tax and said use tax. All provi¬ 
sions of said Act No. 81-665 and said Act No. 81-553 that are made 
applicable by this Act to the sales and use taxes herein authorized 
to be levied are incorporated herein by reference and made a part 
hereof as if fully set forth herein. 

Section 11. If the governing body of the County elects to levy 
or impose either of the taxes authorized by the preceding Sections 
5 and 6 to be levied, it shall specify, as the effective date of such levy, 
the first day of the second calendar month next following that during 
which such levy is made. The maximum duration of the levy of the 
sales and use taxes authorized by said Sections 5 and 6 to be levied 
shall be a period of six (6) years from the effective date of the levy 
of the privilege, license and excise taxes authorized to be levied by 
the aforesaid Act No. 81-553. 
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Section 12. Act No. 81-918 enacted at the 1981 First Special 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama shall be and hereby is repealed. 

Section 13. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of this Act is held invalid or unenforceable by a court of compe¬ 
tent jurisdiction, such holding shall not invalidate or render unen¬ 
forceable the remaining parts hereof. 

Section 14. This Act shall, subject to the provisions of Section 
4 hereof, become effective upon its passage and approval by the 
Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Relating to Escambia County; providing further for the expense allowance of the 
presiding circuit judge of the twenty-first judicial circuit. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . In Escambia County, the presiding circuit judge 
of the twenty-first judicial circuit is hereby entitled to receive an 
additional expense allowance in the amount of six thousand dollars 
($6,000.00) per annum. Said expense allowance shall be in addition 
to any and all other compensation heretofore payable by law and 
shall be payable in equal monthly installments from the county 
general fund. 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act shall not be interpreted 
as increasing the compensation of the judge of probate. The pro¬ 
visions of Act No. 81-1169, H. 96, 1981 Third Special Session, are 
hereby superseded insofar as they relate to this Act only.

To remove the requirement of driver education for graduation; to require local 
school systems to provide the opportunity for driver education; to provide for the 
protection of driver education teachers currently employed and provide requirements 
for optional driver education courses. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The provisions of Section 16-40-5 Code of Alabama 
1975 are hereby repealed effective June 30, 1982. 

Section 2. Each County and City Board of Education shall 
provide, in accordance with rules and regulations of the Alabama 
State Board of Education, for each high school aged child beginning 
with the tenth (10th) grade an opportunity to take a driver education 
course; provided, that the child or the child’s parents shall have 
notified school officials of their need for such a course during the 
preceding semester. School officials shall notify children and parents 
during the preceding semester of the notice requirement in sufficient 
time that a declaration may be made. The notification shall contain 
information relative to the course fee and the fee waiver in cases 
of financial hardship. 
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Section 3. Any driver education teacher reassigned to teach 
in another subject field shall be entitled to be paid a salary com¬ 
mensurate with their certification level in driver education attained 
during or prior to year ending June 30, 1982; provided, that the driver 
education teacher is teaching in a field for which he or she holds 
some level of certification. No County or City Board of Education 
shall be obligated to pay a driver education teacher a salary level 
beyond the bachelor degree level if a higher level of certification is 
obtained on or after July 1, 1982; provided, however, that persons 
currently enrolled in institutions of higher education and who com¬ 
plete all course work for Master’s level certification prior to September 
1, 1983, shall be considered as having attained the master’s level 
certification on or prior to June 30, 1982 if such individuals complete 
all other requirements for certification. 

Section 4. The State Superintendent of Education shall cause 
to be developed a performance-based instructional program for driver 
education which will accommodate varying levels of knowledge and 
driving ability of students choosing to participate in driver education. 

Section 5. County and City Boards of Education may establish 
a reasonable fee for participating in driver education courses: provided, 
however, that such fee shall not exceed a maximum fee to be estab¬ 
lished by the State Board of Education; and provided further that 
no fee shall be required from any student whose family is financially 
unable to pay the fee. The State Board of Education shall establish 
rules and regulations which set forth criteria to be used by local 
boards of education in determining the financial ability of families 
to pay the course fee. Local boards of education shall take reasonable 
steps to insure that students for whom no fee is required shall not 
be identified. 

Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part that remains.

appointed to the Mayor’s staff, and to provide that such employee shall not be subject 
to any merit system while serving on the Mayor’s staff but shall be a member of 
any pension system applicable to merit system employees, provided application for 
such membership be made within thirty (30) days of appointment. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The Mayor of any Class I municipality or of any 
municipality having a population of 250,000 or more according to the 
last or any subsequent federal decennial census of this state is hereby 
authorized to employ for and on behalf of said municipality an em¬ 
ployee to be known as Chief Administrative Assistant to the Mayor 
whose salary shall be fixed and determined by the Mayor, but shall 
not exceed thirty nine thousand five hundred dollars ($39,500.00) 
annually. The Chief Administrative Assistant to the Mayor employed 
hereunder must reside within the municipality during the term of 
his employment. He must have had at least five years experience in 
public or private business in an executive or managerial capacity; 
provided, however, a majority of the Council shall have the authority 
to approve the appointment of a person having different qualifications 
upon the recommendation of the Mayor. Said Chief Administrative 
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Assistant to the Mayor shall not be subject to the provisions of any 
merit system, but should he be a member of such merit system at 
the time of his appointment, upon termination of such appointment, 
he shall have the right to return to the same or higher classification 
under such merit system with full credit for time spent as such Chief 
Administrative Assistant as if he had continued in his merit system 
classification.

Relating to the Department of Youth Services; to designate the department as 
a special school district within the state; to designate a position of superintendent 
of education for the special district with the responsibility for administering the edu¬ 
cation programs of the Department of Youth Services in conjunction with its director; 
to provide for the qualifications and the filling of the superintendent’s position and 
providing for the duties and responsibilities for the superintendent; to provide for a 
funding formula and policy for the district; to grandfather the teaching employees 
of the Department of Youth Services who have been employed by the Department 
for at least six months and have been granted tenure as of the date that this act 
becomes effective; to provide non-teaching personnel coverage under the state merit 
system; to provide for an employment procedure for new personnel to be hired after 
this Act is in effect; to provide for a salary schedule for all personnel of the Department; 
to provide for the continuation of leave days and other benefits available to the effective 
date of this Act; to provide that the Youth Services Board and the superintendent 
of the newly created school district shall bear the same relationship to the state board 
of education and the state superintendent as do county boards of education and county 
superintendents; and to provide that the provisions of this act shall be construed in 
pari materia with Title 44, Chapter 1 and Chapter 2, Code of Alabama 1975, and 
shall supersede and repeal such provisions of law only to the extent there exists a 
conflict herewith. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1, The Department of Youth Services as presently 
constituted by law is hereby designated as a special school district of 
the state to be known as the “Youth Services Department District,” 
hereinafter referred to as the district. The relationship existing be¬ 
tween the district and the state board of education shall be the same 
as that of local boards of education to the state board. 

Section 2. There is hereby established the position of super¬ 
intendent of education for the district which shall be filled by the 
appointment of the governing board of the Department of Youth 
Services upon the recommendation of the director of said department, 
and the superintendent shall serve at the pleasure of, and be directly 
responsible to, the director. The superintendent shall possess such 
qualifications as may be specified by the Youth Services Board and 
as provided by Section 16-9-2, Code of Alabama, 1975. 

Section 3. The superintendent of the district shall have the 
general responsibility for administering and supervising the edu¬ 
cational programs of the Youth Services Department as approved by 
the department director. The superintendent shall have the specific 
duty of submitting the department’s annual educational budget re¬ 
commendations to the director, which shall be based on any funds 
made available to the department for such educational purposes. 
The final annual budget shall be approved by the board upon sub¬ 
mission by the director. 

Section 4. The Youth Services Board and the State Board of 
Education shall cooperatively establish a funding formula which re¬ 
flects the educational needs of the students assigned to its custody. 
The funds for the educational programs shall be appropriated by the 
legislature from the special educational trust fund and shall be used 
only for educational purposes, except when the board determines an 
emergency situation exists; and upon such a determination the board, 
as recommended by the director, may transfer funds between items 
of educational and non-educational sources of funding. 

Section 5. As of the effective date of this Act, all personnel 
who have been employed by the Department of Youth Services for 
at least six months shall remain in their respective jobs and shall be 
considered to meet all requirements of the Department in terms of 
training and experience; but nothing herein shall be construed to 
prevent or preclude the removal of an employee for cause in the 
manner provided by law. The employment of any new teaching 
personnel after the effective date of this Act shall be on a probationary 
or non-tenured status with the expectation of attaining tenure under 
the State’s Tenure Law after three consecutive years of service and 
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re-employment for the fourth year. The employment of non-teaching 
personnel after the effective date of this Act shall continue to be 
under the provisions and protection of the State Merit System. 

Section 6. The Youth Services Director shall work with the 
Superintendent and the teaching staffs on each of the three campuses 
to develop a salary schedule for teachers. In placing teachers, granted 
tenure in Section 5 of this Act, on the resulting salary schedule, 
no teacher shall be placed at a salary level lower than that held 
when this Act becomes effective. In addition to developing this salary 
schedule, the director and superintendent shall work together with 
teachers to arrange replacement of all leaves and benefits previously 
enjoyed by the teachers of the Department under the State Merit 
System. For purposes of obtaining hospital/medical benefits and life 
insurance, teaching personnel shall remain under the State Em¬ 
ployees’ hospital/medical and life insurance plans until such time as 
statewide hospital/medical and life insurance plans are developed 
for all state teachers. 

Section 7. The Board of Youth Services and the Superintend¬ 
ent of Education of the Special School District shall stand in the same 
relationship to the State Board of Education as do Local Boards 
of Education and Local Superintendents of Education. The powers, 
duties and responsibilities of the Board of Youth Services, the superin¬ 
tendent, and the functioning of the district shall be the same as 
provided for in Sections 16-8-10 and 16-11-18 of Title 16 of the Code 
of Alabama, 1975. 

Section 8. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 9. The provisions of this Act shall be construed in 
pari materia with the provisions of law contained in Title 44, Chapters 
1 and 2, Code of Alabama, 1975, and shall supersede and repeal 
such provisions of law only to the extent there exists a conflict 
herewith. 

Section 10. The effective date of this Act shall be October 1,

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To provide authority for the state board of education to appoint a Chancellor 
to serve as the chief executive officer of the board to assist the board in carrying 
out its authority and responsibility to operate and manage the junior colleges and 
trade schools, and Athens College; to create a department of postsecondary education 
provide that the board shall set salary of its chief executive officers; establish the 
authority of the board and Chancellor regarding the junior colleges and trade schools 
and the Office of the Chancellor; and provide authority for administrative actions 
necessary to govern the junior colleges and trade schools. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1, Section 16-60-110, Code of Alabama 1975 is amended 
as follows: 

For purposes of this article, the following words and phrases 
shall have the respective meaning ascribed to them by this section: 

(1) BOARD. The state board of education. 

(2) JUNIOR COLLEGE. An educational institution offering 
instruction in the arts and sciences on the level of difficulty of the 
first two years above high school level. 

(3) STATE. The state of Alabama. 

(4) TRADE SCHOOL. An educational institution offering in¬ 
struction primarily in useful trades, occupations or vocational skills. 

(5) ATHENS STATE COLLEGE. An educational institution 
offering instruction on the level of difficulty of the third and fourth 
years above the high school level. Wherever used herein, the phrase 
“junior colleges and trade schools” shall be understood to include 
Athens State College. 

(6) Postsecondary education department is a parallel organi¬ 
zation to the state department of education directly responsible to 
the state board of education for the direction and supervision of 
junior colleges and trade schools and community colleges with a chief 
executive officer entitled Chancellor. 

Section 2. Section 16-60-111, Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
repealed. 

Section 3. The authority and responsibility for the operation, 
management, control, supervision, maintenance, regulation, improve¬ 
ment, and enlargement of each of the junior colleges and trade schools 
shall be vested in the Chancellor, subject to the approval of the 
Board. 

Section 4. For the sole purpose of assisting the Board in 
carrying out its authority and responsibility for each of the junior 
colleges and trade schools, the Board shall have the authority to 
appoint a Chancellor who will also be chief executive officer of the 
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postsecondary education department. The Chancellor shall serve at 
the pleasure of the Board and perform such duties as assigned by 
the Board; provided, however, that the Board may enter into a 
contract with the Chancellor for his services for a period not to 
exceed four years. The Chancellor shall be a person of good moral 
character with academic and professional education equivalent to 
graduation from a recognized university or college, who is knowl¬ 
edgeable in postsecondary institution administration and has training 
and experience sufficient to qualify him to perform the duties of 
his office. 

Section 5. Notwithstanding any provision of law to the con¬ 
trary, the Board shall have the authority to establish the salary 
of the state superintendent of education and the Chancellor. The 
Board may also provide for expense allowances to be paid to the 
state superintendent of education and the Chancellor in whatever 
amounts and for whatever purposes deemed necessary and appro¬ 
priate by the Board. Such salary and expense allowances shall be 
paid in installments from the annual appropriation made to the Board 
or the state department of education as appropriate. 

Section 6 . The state board of education, upon recom¬ 
mendation of the Chancellor, shall be authorized to: 

a. Make rules and regulations for the government of each junior 
college and trade school. 

b. Prescribe for the junior colleges and trade schools the courses 
of study to be offered and the conditions for granting certificates, 
diplomas and/or degrees. 

c. Appoint the president of each junior college and trade school, 
each president to serve at the pleasure of the Board. 

d. Direct and supervise the expenditure of legislative appropri¬ 
ations of each junior college and trade school. 

e. Prescribe qualifications for faculty and establish a salary 
schedule and tenure requirements for faculty at each junior college 
and trade school. 

f. Accept gifts, donations, and devises and bequests of money 
and real and personal property for the benefit of junior colleges and 
trade schools or any one of them. 

g. Disseminate information concerning and promote interest in 
junior colleges and trade schools among the citizens of Alabama. 

Section 7. The president of each junior college and trade 
school shall appoint the faculty and staff of each junior college and 
trade school according to qualifications prescribed by the Board and 
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such other regulations which may be adopted by the Board in ac¬ 
cordance with Section 6 of this Act. 

Section 8. The Chancellor shall act as chief executive officer 
of the postsecondary education department of the state board of 
education and will direct all matters involving the junior colleges 
and trade schools within the policies of the state board of education. 
The Chancellor shall: 

a. Execute and enforce the rules and regulations of the state 
board of education governing the junior colleges and trade schools. 

b. Interpret the rules and regulations of the Board concerning 
the junior colleges and trade schools. 

c. Administer the Office of the Chancellor and appoint to 
positions of employment such professional, clerical, and other as¬ 
sistants, including specialists and consultants, on a full- or part-time 
basis as may be needed to assist the Chancellor in performing the 
duties of the Office of the Chancellor. The number of employees, 
their compensation and all other expenditures of the office of the 
Chancellor shall be within the limits of a budget for the Office of 
the Chancellor which shall be approved by the Board. The Chancellor 
and all employees of the Office of the Chancellor shall not be subject 
to or governed by the provisions of the State Merit System Law but 
shall be entitled to all benefits accruing to Merit System employees 
including the right to accumulate leave and participate in the 
Teachers’ Retirement System under the same terms and conditions 
as employees of the State Department of Education. 

d. Have the authority to take any and all actions necessary and 
proper to administer policies, rules and regulations of the Board in 
carrying out its responsibility for the management and operation of 
the junior colleges and trade schools. 

e. Reports. The Chancellor shall prepare, or cause to be pre¬ 
pared, an annual report of the state board of education on the 
activities of the postsecondary education department and shall submit 
on the first day of December, or as early thereafter as practicable, 
the same to the board for its approval and adoption. He shall also 
prepare, or cause to be prepared, all other reports which are or may 
be required of the board. 

f. Budget. The Chancellor shall prepare, or cause to be pre¬ 
pared, and submit for approval by the state board of education such 
budget for each quadrennium, or for such other period as may be 
fixed by the department of finance or other duly authorized body. 

g. Legislation. The Chancellor shall prepare, or cause to be 
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prepared, and submit for approval and adoption by the state board 
of education such legislative measures as are in his opinion needed 
for the further development and improvement of the junior colleges 
and trade schools. 

Section 9. Except where otherwise clearly indicated herein the 
Board will delegate to the Chancellor, authority for the Chancellor 
to act and make decisions concerning the management and operation 
of the junior colleges and trade schools. The president of each junior 
college and trade school shall be responsible to the Chancellor for 
the day-to-day operation of each school. 

Section 11. Section 16-60-112 is amended as follows: 

Nothing contained in section 16-60-110 or any provision of this 
Act shall be construed as repealing any provision of the Alabama 
Trade School School and Junior College Authority Act, sections 
16-60-80 through 16-60-96, or the provisions of sections 16-5-1 through 
16-5-14 relating to the Alabama Commission on Higher Education. 

Further, section 16-5-13(b) is amended to read: 

(b) The state board of education and any successor board or 
which govern the state’s public postsecondary institutions, including 
senior institutions, community colleges, junior colleges and post¬ 
secondary technical institutes or colleges, shall stand in the same 
relationship to the commission as do university boards of trustees. 
The Chancellor shall stand in the same relationship to the com¬ 
mission as do presidents of the universities. 

Section 12. Section 16-60-113, Code of Alabama 1975 is 
amended as follows: 

Any junior college or trade school shall have authority during 
any fiscal year upon the approval of the Chancellor to borrow money 
in anticipation of the current revenues for that fiscal year and to 
pledge the current revenues for said fiscal year for payment of such 
loan or loans if funds on hand are not sufficient to pay the salaries 
of teachers for any given month; provided, that any amount borrowed 
shall not exceed one month’s allotment and shall not exceed the 
amount of the state appropriation minus the amount disbursed from 
said school’s annual allotment. 

Section 13. Any other law to the contrary notwithstanding, 
the authority, powers and duties prescribed in Sections 16-60-80 
through 16-60-96, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the Alabama 
Trade School and Junior College Authority Act, are hereby trans¬ 
ferred to the Chancellor and expressly removed from the state super¬ 
intendent of education; provided further, any other law to the con¬ 
trary notwithstanding, this Act shall be construed to require that 
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all actions of the state board of education concerning the junior 
colleges and trade schools which previously have required the recom¬ 
mendation of the state superintendent of education shall now require 
only the recommendation of the Chancellor; provided, however, that 
this Act shall not be construed as removing the state superintendent 
of education from membership on any board, commission, authority 
or other agency on which the state superintendent of education 
now serves except as othewise provided herein. 

Section 14. Upon this Bill becoming law, the Board and the 
state superintendent of education shall be authorized to take all 
administrative action, including transfer of funds appropriated to the 
state board of education for administration of the junior college 
and trade school program, necessary to carry out the intent and 
purpose of this Act. 

Section 15. The provisions of the Act are severable. If any part 
of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 16. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming law.

Section 1 . Amend Section 10-2A-25, Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended (Section 7, Act No. 80-633, General Acts Alabama 1980), 
so as to read as follows: 

§ 10-2A-25. Corporate name. 

(a) The corporate name: 

(1) Shall contain, in the case of any corporation organized after 
January 1, 1981, the word “corporation” or “incorporated” or shall 
contain an abbreviation of one of such words, or if a banking cor¬ 
poration the words “bank,” “banking” or “bankers.” 
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(2) Shall not contain, in the case of any corporation organized 
after January 1, 1981, any word or phrase which indicates or implies 
that it is organized for any purpose other than one or more of the 
purposes contained in its articles of incorporation. 

(3) Shall not be the same as, or deceptively similar to, the name 
of any domestic corporation existing under the laws of this state 
or any foreign corporation authorized to transact business in this 
state, or a name the exclusive right to which is, at the time, reserved 
in the manner provided in this chapter, or the name of a corporation 
which has in effect a registration of its corporate name as provided 
in this chapter, except that this provision shall not apply if the 
applicant files with the secretary of state either of the following:

Section 9-11*235, Code of Alabama 1975, as last 
amended, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“§ 9-11-235. 

It shall be unlawful, except as to trapping as otherwise provided 
by law, for any person to take, capture or kill or attempt to take, 
capture or kill any bird or animal protected by the laws of this 
state between sunset and daylight of the following day; provided, 
however, that the commissioner of conservation and natural resources 
shall have the authority, by a duly promulgated regulation, to allow 
the taking, catching or killing of raccoons and opossums between 
sunset and daylight in any county or counties within the state; 
provided further, that in any county where the taking, catching or 
killing of raccoons and opossums is permitted during said nighttime 
hours by regulations of the commissioner of conservation and natural 
resources, such animals may only be legally taken with the use of 
a light and/or shotgun using shot no larger than number eight, and 
the person or persons so hunting must be accompanied by a dog 
or dogs; and, if hunting on the lands of another, they must have 
the written permission of the landowner. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
punished for the first offense by a fine of not less than $250.00 
nor more than $500.00 and, at the discretion of the court, may have 
all hunting license privileges revoked for a period of up to one (1) year 
from the date of conviction. Any said person shall be punished for 
the second and each subsequent offense by a fine of not less than

To amend Section 20-2-53, Code of Alabama, 1975, to provide for an appeal of 
any action of a certifying board denying, suspending or revoking a registration or 
refusing the renewal of a registration whether or not such suspension, revocation, or 
registration is limited; to specify the procedure for taking such an appeal including 
the time within which a petition for review must be filed; to provide that the venue 
for an appeal shall be in the Circuit Court of Montgomery County; to provide that 
the Circuit Court is specifically authorized to exercise its own discretion as to questions 
of fact as well as law; to provide that the effect of a certifying board’s order shall 
be stayed pending the Circuit Court’s determination of the case; to provide for an 
appeal from the judgment of the Circuit Court; to provide that a decision of the Circuit 
Court shall not be stayed or held in abeyance pending further appeal; and to provide

that the provisions of this act shall take precedence over the provisions of the Alabama 
Administrative Procedure Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . That it is the intent of the legislature to provide a 
mechanism for judicial review of the actions of certifying boards under 
the Alabama Uniform Controlled Substances Act so that the rights 
of a registrant are not prejudiced prior to review by the Circuit Court 
of Montgomery County. 

Section 2. That Section 20-2-53, Code of Alabama, 1975, be and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Before denying, suspending or revoking a registation or refusing 
a renewal of registration, the certifying boards shall serve upon the 
applicant or registrant an order to show cause why registration should 
not be denied, revoked or suspended or why the renewal should 
not be refused. The order to show cause shall contain a statement 
of the basis therefor and shall call upon the applicant or registrant 
to appear before the certifying board at a time and place not less 
than thirty days after the date of service of the order, but in the case 
of a denial of renewal of registration the show cause order shall be 
served not later than thirty days before the expiration of the 
registration. These proceedings shall be conducted in accordance with 
the procedures established by the respective certifying board without 
regard to any criminal prosecution or other proceeding. Proceedings 
to refuse renewal of registration shall not abate the existing reg¬ 
istration which shall remain in effect pending the outcome of the 
administrative hearing. 

Anyone adversely affected by any order of a certifying board 
denying, suspending, or revoking a registration or refusing the renewal 
of a registration, whether or not such suspension, revocation, or 
registration is limited, may obtain a review thereof by filing a written 
petition for review with the Circuit Court of Montgomery County 
within thirty days after the entry of said order. The petition shall 
contain or have attached thereto a true copy of the order complained 
of and shall state the grounds upon which the review is asked and 
shall pray that the order of the board be modified or set aside in 
whole or in part. A copy of such petition shall be forthwith served 
upon any member of the certifying board or at the principal office 
of the certifying board, and thereupon the certifying board shall 
certify and file in the Court a copy of its order and a complete 
transcript of the record upon which the order complained of was 
entered. The case shall, however, be tried and heard by the Court 
de novo with.any party being permitted to introduce new or additional 
evidence. The Court is specifically authorized to exercise its discretion 
as to questions of fact as well as law and may affirm, modify or 
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set aside the certifying board’s order in whole or in part. Upon proper 
filing of a written petition for review with the Circuit Court, the effect 
of the certifying board’s order shall be stayed pending the Circuit 
Court’s determination of the case. The Court’s decision shall have the 
force and effect of a judgment and shall not be stayed or held in 
abeyance pending further appeal. 

From the judgment of the Circuit Court, either the certifying 
board of the affected party who invoked the review may appeal 
directly to the Supreme Court of Alabama by taking such appeal 
within forty-two days after the date of the making of and entering 
of its judgment by the Circuit Court. The affected party so appealing 
shall give security for the costs of such appeal to be approved by 
the Clerk or Register of the Circuit Court. No such security shall 
be required of the certifying board. 

Section 3. That the provisions of this act shall take precedence 
over the provisions of the Alabama Administrative Procedure Act. 

Section 4. That the provisions of this act are severable and if 
any part or portion of this act is declared unconstitutional or invalid 
for any reason, such declaration shall not affect the part of parts 
which remain. 

Section 5. That all other laws or parts of laws that conflict 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 6 . This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

court. If it is subsequently determined by a court of competent juris¬ 
diction that the Commission acted arbitrarily or capriciously or that 
the Commission grossly abused its discretion, then, upon issuance of 
a peremptory writ of mandamus, the order of the Commission shall 
be vacated. The reviewing court, however, shall not itself hear or 
accept any further evidence with respect to issues of fact determined 
by the Commission. Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the 
contrary, any action commenced for the purpose of seeking judicial 
review of the administrative decisions of the Commission, including 
writ of mandamus, or judicial review pursuant to the Alabama Ad¬ 
ministrative Procedure Act, Act #81-855,1981 Regular Session, must 
be filed, commenced, and maintained in the Circuit Court of Mont¬ 
gomery County, Alabama.”

AN ACT 

To provide a mechanism for funding of multi-service programs designed to promote 
economic self-sufficiency among low-income citizens of the State of Alabama; pro¬ 
viding that 95% of monies received from the Community Services Block Grant Act 
shall be appropriated to Community Action Agencies as prescribed herein; to provide 
an allocation schedule; to designate eligible Community Action and certain other 
agencies under this act; to prescribe duties and responsibilities of Community Action 
Agencies; to define certain other agencies to be named limited purpose agencies which 
shall qualify for funds under the provisions of this act and to provide for the administra¬ 
tion of the programs of such agencies and to prescribe their duties and responsibilities; 
to define service areas for Community Action Agencies and limited purpose agencies; 
to prescribe guidelines for the operation of Community Action Programs under this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Providing that 95% of all monies received by the 
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State of Alabama through the Community Services Block Grant 
Act, Section 671 of the Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1981 
shall be appropriated to Community Action Agencies and certain 
other agencies as defined in Section 3 hereof to carry out programs 
under Section 4 herein. The Legislature is authorized to appropriate 
any other funds that might become available for the purposes as 
described in this act. 

Section 2. Funds appropriated for the purpose of Section 1 
shall be allocated annually to Community Action Agencies in pro¬ 
portion to the size of the poverty level population served by the 
agency when compared to the size of the poverty level population 
and available resources in the state. “Poverty level population” means 
the number of people whose household income is below the official 
poverty line established by the United States Director of the Office 
of Management and Budget. 

Section 3. COMMUNITY ACTION AGENCIES 

Subdivision 1. A Community Action Agency for the purposes 
of this act shall include the following: a county, a municipality or 
a combination thereof; a private non-profit agency which has been 
designated as an “eligible entity” under Section 673(1) of the Com¬ 
munity Services Block Grant Act; or a private non-profit agency 
newly established by local ordinance in compliance with subdivision 
2 of this Section. 

Subdivision 2. Each Community Action Agency shall admin¬ 
ister its programs through a governing board consisting of 15 to 51 
members. 

(a) One-third of the members of the Board shall be elected or 
appointed public officials, currently holding office, or their representa¬ 
tives. These members shall be designated or approved by the chief 
elected local government official or officials of the jurisdiction which 
they represent. 

(b) At least one-third of the members shall be persons chosen 
in accordance with democratic selection procedures adequate to assure 
that they are representative of the poor in the area served by the 
Agency. 

(c) The other members shall be officials or members of business, 
industry, labor, religious, welfare, education, housing or other major 
groups and interests in the community. Each member of the Board 
selected to represent a specific geographic area within an appointed 
community must reside in the area represented. 

Procedures for selection of Board members shall be submitted 
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to county commissions within the Community Action Agency service 
area for their review. This procedure may be set out in the By-Laws 
governing the Community Action Agency. 

Subdivision 3. Each Community Action Agency receiving funds 
under this act shall prepare a bi-annual audit to be made available 
to the public, to state and local government. 

Subdivision 4. If a Community Action Agency delegates re¬ 
sponsibility for major policy determinations with respect to the char¬ 
acter, funding, extent, and administration of the budgeting for pro¬ 
grams to be carried on in a particular geographic poverty or low- 
income area within the community in a subsidiary board, council, 
or similar agency, that board, council, or agency shall be broadly 
representative of the area. 

Subdivision 5. The specific service area of any Community Ac¬ 
tion Agency must be specific in its charter. No Community Action 
Agency service areas shall overlap; nor shall any new service area 
include less than 50,000 total population. This population requirement 
shall not affect existing Community Action Agencies, nor affect the 
authority of an existing agency to expand into an area not already 
served by a Community Action Program. 

Subdivision 6. Each Community Action Agency shall consult 
neighborhood based organizations composed of residents of the area 
of members of the groups served to assist the agency in planning, 
conduct, and evaluation of components of the Community Action 
Program. 

Subdivision 7. A Community Action Agency shall: 

(a) Plan systematically for an effective Community Action Pro¬ 
gram; 

(b) Encourage agencies engaged in activities related to the Com¬ 
munity Action Program to administer assistance on a common or 
cooperative basis; 

(c) Initiate and sponsor projects responsive to needs of the poor 
which are not otherwise being met, with particular emphasis on pro¬ 
viding central or common services that can be drawn upon by a 
variety of related programs; 

(d) Establish effective procedures by which the poor and area 
residents concerned will be enabled to influence the character of 
programs affecting their interests; 

(e) Join with and encourage business, labor and other private 
groups and organizations to undertake activities which will result in 
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the additional use of private resources and capabilities, and otherwise 
carry out its purposes as approved by its governing board. 

Section 4. Limited Purpose Agencies 

Subdivision 1. A limited purpose agency qualifying for funds 
from the Community Services Administration Block Grant is a com¬ 
munity based and operated program which: 

(a) was designated as an eligible entity to receive funds from the 
Community Services Block Grant Program under Public Law 97-115, 
the “Older Americans Act Amendments of 1981” or administer a Head 
Start Program. 

(b) perform the functions of Community Action Agencies, but 
which are not technically Community Action Agencies. 

(c) received funds in fiscal year 1981 under Section 221 and 
Section 222 (a) or under Title IV of the Economic Opportunity Act 
of 1964. 

Subdivision 2. Each limited purpose agency shall administer 
it’s programs through a governing board consisting of 15 to 50 mem¬ 
bers. 

(a) This board shall be representative of the population of it’s 
service area, and representative of the poor, as well as representatives 
from the business community and other agencies. 

Subdivision 3. Each limited purpose agency receiving funds un¬ 
der this act shall prepare a bi-annual audit to be made available 
to the public, and to state and local government. 

Subdivision 4. If a limited purpose agency delegates responsi¬ 
bility for major policy determinations with respect to the character, 
funding, extent, and administration of the budgeting for programs 
to be carried on in a particular geographic poverty or low-income 
area within the community in a subsidiary board, council, or similar 
agency, that board, council, or agency shall be broadly representative 
of the area. 

Subdivision 5. The specific area of any limited purpose agency 
must be specified in its charter. No limited purpose agency may 
service any area that overlaps with the service areas of a Community 
Action Agency unless the limited purpose agency is operating a pro¬ 
gram that is clearly statewide in its scope. 

Subdivision 6. Each limited purpose agency shall adhere to the 
principals of consultation and planning as defined for Community 
Action Agencies and defined under Section 3 herein. 
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Section 5. COMMUNITY ACTION PROGRAM 

Subdivision 1. A Community Action Program is a community 
based and operated program which: 

(a) Includes or is designated to include a sufficient number of 
projects of components to provide, in sum, a range of services and 
activities having a measurable and potentially major impact on causes 
of poverty in the community or those areas of the community where 
poverty is a particularly acute problem; 

(b) Has been developed, and which organizes and combines 
its component projects and activities, in a manner appropriate to carry 
out all the purposes of Section 2 and 4; and 

(c) Conforms to any other supplementary criteria as may be 
prescribed by federal or state laws or regulations. 

Subdivision 2. The components of a Community Action Pro¬ 
gram may include programs designated to assist participants, includ¬ 
ing the elderly poor, to: 

(a) Secure and retain meaningful employment; 

(b) Attain an adequate education; 

(c) Make better use of available income; 

(d) Obtain and maintain adequate housing and a suitable living 
environment; 

(e) Obtain emergency assistance through loans or grants to meet 
immediate and urgent individual and family needs, including the need 
for health services, nutritious food, housing, employment and energy 
related assistance; 

(f) Remove obstacles and solve problems which block the 
achievement of self-sufficiency; 

(g) Achieve greater participation in the affairs of the commun¬ 
ity; and, 

(h) Make more frequent and effective use of other programs 
related to the purposes of Sections 2 and 4. 

Subdivision 3. Components of a Community Action Program 
may be administered by the Community Action Agency when consis¬ 
tent with sound and efficient management and applicable law, or by 
other agencies. There may be projects eligible for assistance under 
Section 2, or projects assisted from other public or private sources; 
and they may be either specially designed to meet local needs or 
designed pursuant to the eligibility standards of a state or federal 
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program providing assistance to a particular kind of activity which 
will help in meeting those needs. 

Section 6. Any Community Action Agency, whether public or 
private which has been designated as such at the time of passage 
of this act and which has received funding as an “eligible entity” 
under Section 672 (1) of the Community Services Block Grant Act 
shall maintain such designation and shall continue to receive any 
funds designated for Community Action Programs as long as those 
agencies comply with the provisions of this act and all other applicable 
state or federal laws or regulations. 

Provided, however, that this section shall not be construed to 
affect the eligibility of newly established Community Action Agencies 
designated to serve areas not already served by a Community Action 
Program to receive funding under the Community Action Programs. 

Section 7. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law. The Governor’s staff which currently administers the Com¬ 
munity Services Block Grant shall assist in the development of deliv¬ 
ery of services as provided in this bill.

AN ACT 

To authorize the carrying of a handgun by any honorably retired law enforcement 
officer whose retirement was not based on any pending disciplinary or legal action. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Any honorably retired law enforcement officer 
whose retirement was not based on any pending disciplinary or legal 
action shall be eligible to obtain without charge a card authorizing 
the retired officer to legally carry a handgun about or on his person. 
Such card shall be issued annually by the sheriff of the county in 
which the retired law enforcement officer resides upon application 
by any eligible retired law enforcement officer. 

Section 2. In the event the retiree having such a card of autho¬ 
rization is suspected of or is charged with any crime or his character 
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becomes so degenerated that he becomes known as one who is of 
bad character, then said retiree’s authorization for the carrying of a 
handgun shall be revoked by the sheriff of the county in which the 
retired officer resides. The sheriff shall notify the retiree in writing 
and by registered mail that his authorization is revoked. The sheriff 
shall state the reasons for the revocation and order the retiree to 
turn his authorization card in to that sheriff within thirty (30) days. 
Should the retiree refuse to return the card within the said thirty 
(30) days limit and continues to carry the handgun, he will be guilty 
of carrying a weapon without a license or carrying a concealed 
weapon, whichever might be the case. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any 
clause, provision or sanction is declared invalid or unenforceable, 
such declaration shall not affect the remaining portions of this act. 

Section 5. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To regulate the practice of Interior Design; to provide for the registration of 
qualified persons as professional Interior Designers; to create the Alabama State Board 
of Registration for Interior Designers; to provide for the appointment of its members; 
to fix the term of the members of the Board and to define the powers and duties 
of the Board; to provide the minimum qualifications and other requirements for 
registration; to establish the Interior Designer Fund; and to provide for the enforcement 
of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . (a) As used in this act, unless a contrary meaning 

is clearly intended from the context in which the term appears, the 
following terms shall have the meanings hereinafter indicated: 

(b) “Board” means the Alabama State Board of Registration 
for Interior Designers. 

(c) “Interior Designer” means a person who is engaged, or offers 
to engage in, the practice of interior design in this state, as hereinafter 
defined, and who has been duly registered with the board in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of this act. 
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(d) “Interior Design” means the performance of, or offering to 
perform, services hereinafter described, for a fee or other com¬ 
pensation, to another person, or to a partnership, corporation, or 
other legal entity, in connection with the design, utilization, furnish¬ 
ing or fabrication of elements in interior spaces in buildings, homes, and 
related structures. Such services include, but shall not be limited 
to, the following: programming the functional requirements for interior 
spaces; preparing analysis of user needs; planning interior spaces; 
preparing designs, drawings and specifications for selection, use, 
location, color, and finishes of interior materials, equipment, fur¬ 
nishings and furniture; and administering contracts for fabrication, 
procurement or installation in connection with such designs, drawings 
and specifications. Nothing contained herein shall preclude any 
person from performing, or offering to perform, any of the above- 
described services, provided that such person shall not be permitted 
to use or be identified by the title “interior designer.” 

Section 2. In order to safeguard public welfare and promote 
public good, any person practicing or offering to practice interior 
design, privately or in public service, shall be required to submit 
evidence to the board that he is qualified to practice and shall become 
registered as hereinafter provided. Those persons practicing or offering 
to practice interior design at the time this act becomes effective shall 
apply to become registered within one (1) year of the effective date. 

Section 3. For registration as an interior designer, evidence 
must be submitted to the board that the applicant: 

(1) has satisfactorily completed sixty (60) quarter-semester 
college credit hours or forty-eight (48) tri-semester college credit 
hours related to the field of interior design; and 

(2) has satisfactorily established by written examination his 
competence to perform the services of an interior designer; or 

(3) provides evidence of registration or licensing in another state 
whose requirements for registration or licensing are equivalent to 
Alabama’s requirements and who extend the same privilege to those 
registered in Alabama. 

Section 4. Examinations for the purpose of registration shall 
be held by the board at least twice a year. The board shall adopt 
rules and regulations covering the subjects and scope of the exami¬ 
nations and any exemptions therefrom as may be deemed appropriate, 
shall establish fees for examination as may be deemed appropriate, 
provided that such fees shall not exceed $150, shall publish appro¬ 
priate announcements, and shall conduct the examinations at the 
times and places designated.

Section 5. (a) There is hereby created the Alabama State 

Board of Registration for Interior Designers which shall consist of 
five (5) members. The board shall be appointed by the Governor 
from nominees submitted by the public. The board shall be comprised 
of the following: Three (3) members shall have been in the practice 
of, or engaged in the teaching of, interior design, or a combination 
thereof, for not less than five (5) years prior to appointment; one (1) 
member shall have been in active practice as an architect in this 
state, or engaged in the teaching of architecture in this state; one (1) 
member shall be a layman. The terms of office of said members 
shall be five (5) years, of which one term expires each year. Any 
vacancy occurring at any time in the membership of the board shall 
be filled by the Governor’s appointing a successor for the unexpired 
term from a list of nominees submitted by the board or the public.

(d) Three (3) members of the board shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, of which a majority vote is required 
for approval of any decision. 

(e) Each member of the board shall take the oath of office as 
prescribed by the constitution of the state of Alabama. 

Section 6. (a) The board shall have the powers and 

duties enumerated in this section. 

(b) The board shall hold at least two meetings per year for 
the purpose of examining candidates for registration as interior de¬ 
signers. It may hold such other meetings and hearings as required for 
the proper performance of its duties under this act. All meetings 
shall be held within the state of Alabama. 

(c) The board shall issue certificates of registation in accordance 
with this act and shall establish such fees for the issuance and renewal 
of such certificates; provided, however, that such fees shall not exceed 
$50 per year. 

(d) The board shall establish rules and regulations concerning 
revocation or suspension of certificates of registration as an interior 
designer and the grounds therefor. 
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(e) The board may adopt a seal for use in transacting its official 
business. 

(f) The board shall keep a record of its proceedings and shall 
make an annual report thereon to the Governor and the legislature. 

(g) The board shall maintain an official roster showing the 
name, registration number, and address of all interior designers 
registered under this act and in good standing. 

(h) The board shall have such employees as may be provided 
in the annual state budget. 

(i) For the purpose of enforcing the provisions of this act, the 
board: 

(1) may conduct investigations and hold hearings concerning 
any matter covered by this act at any time or place within the state 
of Alabama; 

(2) may administer oaths and affirmations, examine witnesses 
and receive evidence; and 

(3) may seek legal or equitable relief from the state circuit 
courts against persons who violate the provisions of this act. 

Section 7. The secretary of the board shall receive and account 
for all monies derived under the provisions of this act and the rules 
and regulations promulgated by the board and shall, not later than the 
tenth (10th) day of each month, pay all such monies collected during 
the previous month to the state treasurer, who shall keep such monies 
in a separate fund to be known as the “Interior Designer Fund.” 
Such fund shall be kept separate and apart from all other monies 
in the treasury, and shall be paid out for the expenses of the board 
and for enforcing this act only by warrant of the comptroller upon

its powers in connection therewith; authorizing and regulating the issuance and security 
of bonds and other evidences of indebtedness by such board in connection with such 
systems; providing for the payment of such bonds and other evidences of indebtedness 
and the rights of the holders thereof; and exempting the utilities board transacting 
business pursuant to this Act from the jurisdiction and control of the Alabama Public 
Service Commission.

or in part, receives directly, or indirectly, or over the air, and amplifies 
or otherwise modifies the signal transmitting programs broadcast by 
one or more television or radio stations, and distributes such signals 
by wire or cable to subscribing members of the public who pay 
for such service; and 

(b) Such municipal corporation is hereby authorized and em¬ 
powered to acquire, purchase, lease, construct, operate, maintain, 
enlarge, extend and improve a system of auxiliary services which may 
be identified generally as any communication service, in addition 
to the cable television transmissions, which shall include, but be not 
limited to burglar alarm systems, data transmissions, facsimile service, 
home shopping service, and any allied or similar communication 
services. 

Section 3. For the purposes of this Act, such municipal cor- 
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poration may exercise the right of eminent domain. Such eminent 
domain proceedings shall be conducted in the manner now provided 
by law. 

Section 4, (a) In payment for the purchase, lease, construc¬ 

tion, acquisition, extension or maintenance of such television cable 
system, the municipal corporation may issue its bonds in the manner 
provided by law. 

(b) Such municipal corporation, in order to secure the prompt 
and faithful payment of the principal and interest of all debts, bonds 
or other evidences of indebtedness incurred or issued by it for the 
construction, acquisition, lease, extension or maintenance of a tele¬ 
vision cable system may execute a mortgage or deed of trust upon 
any or all of such system and all property used in connection there¬ 
with, including the franchise or any part thereof. 

(c) Such mortgage or deed of trust may contain such terms, 
conditions, covenants and warranties for the protection of the utilities 
board and holders of such bonds or securities issued by such municipal 
corporation as may be determined and agreed upon by the governing 
body of the municipal corporation and persons, firms or corporations 
owning such debts, bonds or securities. 

(d) Such mortgages may provide that in the event of the fore¬ 
closure of such mortgage or deed of trust, that the purchaser at such 
foreclosure sale may acquire the right, privilege and franchise of 
operating such system as may be so sold or conveyed, and such 
purchaser or his vendee may have the right, authority and privilege 
to carry on and operate such system in the same manner, on the same 
terms and to the same extent as the municipal corporation is autho¬ 
rized to operate until the municipal corporation may redeem such 
system from such mortgage sale. 

(e) Such mortgage or deed of trust may provide that during 
the ownership of the system by the municipal corporation, its control 
of the service of the system shall not be diminished or interfered 
with by the grant of any other franchise for the operation of any 
other plant or system for similar purposes; and that such rates and 
charges shall be established and maintained as are sufficient to meet 
the costs of operation and maintenance; and such municipal cor¬ 
poration may pledge all of the receipts, earnings and revenues from 
the operation of the system for the payment of the debts, bonds 
or other evidences of indebtedness secured by such mortgages or deeds 
of trust. 

Section 5. The municipal corporation furnishing television 
cable service pursuant to this Act shall have the right to require 
any person furnishing television cable service to the public in this

state to interconnect the television cable, lines, facilities or systems 
furnishing such service with, or otherwise make available such cables, 
lines, facilities or systems to the municipal corporation’s television 
cable, lines, facilities or system in order to provide a continuous 
line of communication for the municipal corporation’s subscribers. 
In the event such person and the municipal corporation shall be 
unable to agree upon the terms and conditions of such intercon¬ 
nection, including compensation therefor, the Alabama Public Service 
Commission, upon the request of the municipal corporation, shall 
establish such terms and conditions which shall be reasonable and 
nondiscriminatory. 

Section 6. The municipal corporation shall have all the power 
and authority necessary and proper to the exercise of the powers 
conferred on it by this Act and in effectuating the purposes of this 
Act. 


Section 7. For the transaction of business pursuant to this Act, 
the municipal corporation shall be exempt from the jurisdiction and 
control of the Alabama Public Service Commission with respect to 
such business. 

Section 9. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 

Section 10. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 11. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend subsection (e) of Section 14 of Act No. 497 of the Regular Session of 
the Legislature of Alabama of 1965 (Ala. Acts, 1965, pages 717-739) which said Act 
No. 497 established a pension system for officers and employees of Jefferson County, 
which said Section 14 was last amended by Act No. 1060 of the Regular Session of 
the Legislature of Alabama of 1981. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Subsection (e) of Section 14 of Act No. 497 of the 
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Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1965 (Ala. Acts, 
1965, pages 717-739), as said Section 14 has been heretofore amended 
by Act No. 1060 of the Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama 
of 1981, is amended so that said Section (e) as hereby amended will 
provide as follows: 

(e) As used in this subsection (e), the following terms have the 
meanings here given them: “the joint survivorship pension option” 
means the joint survivorship pension option provided for by Section 11 
of this act; “joint survivorship option member” means a member 
who has elected the joint survivorship pension option; and “member’s 
dependent” means a member’s dependent designated by such member 
in the member’s joint survivorship pension option. 

The Pension Board is Authorized to adopt rules providing for 
the pension system to return a member’s contributions after such 
member has elected the joint survivorship pension option and to pay 
interest on any such refund, subject to the conditions and limitations 
stated in this subsection (e). No refund shall be made of a member’s 
contributions after such member has elected the joint survivorship 
option, unless all of these three requirements designated Require¬ 
ments 1, 2 and 3 are met: 

Requirement 1. As a condition to any refund of a member’s 
contributions being made after such member has elected the joint 
survivorship option, it shall be required that such joint survivorship 
option not be repealed or rescinded but be in effect and it shall be 
required that the joint survivorship option member shall have served 
for such period of time as is required to entitle such member to the 
deferred pension, provided for in this act, were he to leave his contri¬ 
butions in the system upon his departing the service. 

Requirement 2. As a condition to the refund of a member’s 
contributions, it shall be required that both the joint survivorship 
option member and the member’s dependent are deceased. 

Requirement 3. As a condition to the refund of a member’s 
contributions, it shall be required that such joint survivorship option 
member’s contributions exceed the sum of all monthly retirement 
benefits the pension system has made to such joint survivorship 
option member and/or such member’s dependent. 

As hereinafter used, the term “the three requirements” means 
the three foregoing requirements designated Requirements 1, 2, and 3. 
If all of the three requirements are met with respect to a joint 
survivorship option member, the Pension Board shall be authorized 
to adopt rules providing for the pension system to refund to such 
member’s beneficiary the amount by which such member’s contri¬ 
butions exceed the sum of all monthly retirement benefits the pension 
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system has paid to such member and/or such member’s dependent. 
The Pension Board may by rules provide for the pension system 
to pay interest on any such refund at the rate prescribed in the rules 
adopted by the Pension Board. 

Section 2. This Act shall become effective upon its approval 
by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

To amend Sections 11-42-21 and 11-42-22, Code of Alabama 1975, to eliminate 
the population requirements and thereby make the Sections applicable to all incor¬ 
porated municipalities. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 11-42-21, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“§ 11-42-21. Annexation proceedings. 

“Whenever all of the owners of property located and contained 
within an area contiguous to the corporate limits of any incorporated 
municipality located in the state of Alabama and such property does 
not lie within the corporate limits or police jurisdiction of any other 
municipality, shall sign and file a written petition with the city clerk 
of such municipality requesting that such property or territory be 
annexed to the said municipality, and the governing body of such 
municipality adopts an ordinance assenting to the annexation of said 
property to such municipality, the corporate limits of said munici¬ 
pality shall be extended and rearranged so as to embrace and include 
such property and such property or territory shall become a part 
of the corporate area of such municipality upon the date of publication 
of said ordinance. It is provided further, that in the event any such 
incorporated municipality’s police jurisdiction overlaps with the police 
jurisdiction of one or more other incorporated municipalities, the 
governing body of each such incorporated municipality may exercise 
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the authority of this article, in such overlapping portions of their 
police jurisdiction, to a boundary which is equidistant from the respec¬ 
tive corporate limits of each of such incorporated municipalities which 
have overlapping police jurisdictions, and provided further, all of the 
owners of property located and contained within such area to be 
annexed and such property is contiguous to the corporate limits of 
such an incorporated municipality shall sign and file a written petition 
with the city clerk of such incorporated municipality requesting that 
such property be annexed to said incorporated municipality and the 
governing body of such incorporated municipality adopts an ordinance 
assenting to the annexation of said property to such municipality,

To amend Section 41-16-51, Code of Alabama 1975, which exempts certain contracts 
from the requirements of the competitive bid law, so as to exempt contracts up for 
renewal entered into by municipalities for sanitation services. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 41-16-51, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 41-16-51. (a) Competitive bids shall not be required for 

utility services, the rates for which are fixed by law, regulation or 
ordinance, and the competitive bidding requirements of this article 
shall not apply to: 

“(1) The purchase of insurance; 

“(2) The purchase of ballots and supplies for conducting any 
primary, general, special or municipal election; 

“(3) Contracts for the securing of services of attorneys, physi¬ 
cians, architects, teachers, superintendents of construction, artists, 
appraisers, engineers, consultants, certified public accountants, public 
accountants or other individuals possessing a high degree of pro¬ 
fessional skill where the personality of the individual plays a decisive 
part; 

“(4) Contracts of employment in the regular civil service; 

“(5) Contracts for furnishing of fiscal or financial advice or 
services; 

“(6) Purchases of products made or manufactured by the blind 
or visually handicapped under the direction or supervision of the 
Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind in accordance with sections 
21-2-1 through 21-2-4; 

“(7) Purchase of maps or photographs from any federal agency; 

“(8) Purchases of manuscripts, books, maps, pamphlets or 
periodicals; 

“(9) The selection of paying agents and trustees for any security 
issued by a public body; 

“(10) Existing contracts up for renewal for sanitation or solid 
waste collection and disposal between municipalities and those pro¬ 
viding the service; nor 
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“(11) Contractual services and purchases of commodities for 
which there is only one vendor or supplier and contractual services 
and purchases of personal property which by their very nature are 
impossible of award by competitive bidding. 

“(b) . This article shall not apply to: 

“(1) Any purchases of products where the price of such products 
is already regulated and established by state law; 

“(2) Purchases made by individual schools of the county or 
municipal public school systems from moneys other than those raised 
by taxation or received through appropriations from state or county 
sources; 

“(3) The purchase, lease, sale, construction, installation, acqui¬ 
sition, improvement, enlargement or expansion of any building or 
structure or other facility designed or intended for lease or sale by 
a medical clinic board organized under the provisions of sections 
11-58-1 through 11-58-14; 

“(4) The purchase, lease or other acquisition of machinery, 
equipment, supplies and other personal property or services; by a 
medical clinic board organized under the provisions of sections 11-58-1 
through 11-58-14; 

“(5) Purchases for public hospitals and nursing homes operated 
by the governing boards of instrumentalities of the state, counties 
and municipalities; 

“(6) Contracts for the purchase, lease, sale, construction, in¬ 
stallation, acquisition, improvement, enlargement or extension of any 
plant, building, structure or other facility or any machinery, equip¬ 
ment, furniture or furnishings therefor designed or intended for lease 
or sale for industrial development, other than public utilities, under 
the provisions of sections 11-54-80 through 11-54-99 or sections 
11-54-20 through 11-54-28 or any other statute or amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama heretofore or hereafter enacted or adopted 
authorizing the construction of plants or other facilities for industrial 
development or for the construction and equipment of buildings for 
public building authorities under the provisions of sections 11-56-1 
through 11-56-22; nor 

“(7) The purchase of equipment, supplies or materials needed, 
used and consumed in the normal and routine operation of any 
waterworks system, sanitary sewer system, gas system or electric 
system, or any two or more thereof, that are owned by municipalities, 
counties or public corporations, boards or authorities that are agencies, 
departments or instrumentalities of municipalities or counties and no 
part of the operating expenses of which system or systems have, 
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during the then current fiscal year, been paid from revenues derived 
from taxes or from appropriations of the state, a county or a munici¬ 
pality. 

“(c) The said state trade schools, state junior colleges, state 
colleges and universities under the supervision and control of the state 
board of education, the city and county boards of education, the 
district boards of education of independent school districts, the county 
commissions and the governing bodies of the municipalities of the 
state shall establish and maintain such purchasing facilities and 
procedures as may be necessary to carry out the intent and purpose 
of this article by complying with the requirements for competitive 
bidding in the operation and management of each such state trade 
school, state junior college, state college or university under the super¬ 
vision and control of the state board of education, the city and county 
boards of education, the district boards of education of independent 
school districts, the county commissions and the governing bodies of 
the municipalities of the state and the governing boards of instru¬ 
mentalities of counties and municipalities, including waterworks 
boards, sewer boards, gas boards, and other like utility boards and 
commissions. 

“(d) Contracts entered into in violation of this article shall be 
void.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To prohibit the possession or sale of certain brass or steel teflon-coated handgun 
ammunition; to provide exemptions; and to prescribe penalties for violations. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Except as provided in Section 2 hereof, the pos¬ 
session or sale of brass or steel teflon-coated handgun ammunition 
is illegal anywhere within the State of Alabama. The possession or 
sale of said ammuntion or any ammunition of like kind designed 
to penetrate bullet-proof vests, shall be unlawful and punishable 
as herein provided. 
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Section 2. The provisions of this act shall not apply to state 
or local law enforcement officers; nor shall it apply to the possession 
or sale of teflon-coated lead or brass ammunition designed to expand 
upon contact. 

Section 3* Any person who while armed with a firearm in the 
commission or attempted commission of any felony, has in his or her 
immediate possession, teflon-coated ammunition for such firearm, 
upon conviction of such felony or attempted felony, in addition and 
consecutive to the punishment prescribed for said felony or attempted 
felony, shall be punished by the imposition of an additional term of 
three years in the penitentiary. 

Section 4. Any person violating the provisions of this act shall 
be guilty of a Class C felony as defined by Title 13A-5-3, Code of 
Alabama 1975, as amended. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 6 . The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains.

AN ACT 

To authorize any industrial development board, heretofore or hereafter organized 
under the provisions of Act No. 648 enacted at the 1949 Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama, as amended, or Article 4 of Chapter 54 of Title 11 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, to sell and issue its bonds for, and to acquire, 
construct, enlarge, improve, replace, equip, maintain, use, operate, lease and dispose 
of, certain facilities for the use of any such industrial development board and certain 
other organizations, associations and foundations. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Wherever used in this Act, unless a different 
meaning clearly appears in the context, the following terms, whether 
used in the singular or plural, shall be given the following respective 
interpretations: 

“Industrial Development Board” means any public corporation 
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now in existence or hereafter organized pursuant to the provisions 
of the Industrial Development Board Act. 

“Industrial Development Board Act” means (a) Act No. 648 
enacted at the 1949 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, 
as amended, and (b) Chapter 54 of Title 11 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended. 

“Ancillary Facility” means any land and any building or other 
improvement thereon and all real and personal properties deemed 
necessary in connection therewith, including without limitation office 
facilities and any other necessary or appropriate facilities, whether 
or not now in existence, which shall be suitable for use by any of 
following or by any combination of two or more thereof: (1) any 
Industrial Development Board; (2) any local or regional chamber of 
commerce, board of trade or other similar association or organization, 
one of the purposes or objects of which is the promotion of industrial 
or commercial development or the improvement of trade, business, 
professional or economic conditions; (3) any convention, visitors or 
other similar bureau or organization, one of the purposes or objects 
of which is the promotion of tourism or of conventions or meetings 
of business, civic or trade association groups; and (4) any non-profit 
educational foundation, one of the purposes or objects of which is 
the acquisition, development and sale of land for industrial develop¬ 
ment purposes and whose net earnings inure to the benefit of one 
or more institutions of higher education operated by the State of 
Alabama. 

Section 2. It is the intent of the legislature by passage of this 
Act to confer on Industrial Development Boards now or hereafter 
organized, in addition to those powers heretofore or hereafter con¬ 
ferred on them, the power to sell and issue their bonds for, and to 
acquire, construct, enlarge, improve, replace, equip, maintain, use, 
operate, lease and dispose of Ancillary Facilities. This Act shall be 
liberally construed to conform with the said intention. 

Section 3. In addition to all other powers at any time conferred 
on it by law, each Industrial Development Board shall have the 
following powers: (a) to acquire, whether by construction, purchase, 
exchange, gift, lease or otherwise, and to enlarge, improve, replace, 
equip and maintain, one or more Ancillary Facilities, including all 
real and personal properties deemed necessary or desirable in con¬ 
nection therewith, and to sell and issue its bonds for any of such 
purposes; (b) to lease to others and otherwise dispose of all or any 
portion of any Ancillary Facility, provided that an Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Board may operate and use any Ancillary Facility, or any part 
thereof, intended for its own use; and (c) to exercise with respect 
to any Ancillary Facility, and each part thereof, any and all powers 
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that are conferred on Industrial Development Boards by the In¬ 
dustrial Development Board Act. 

Each Industrial Development Board shall have with respect to 
Ancillary Facilities all powers that are conferred on such Boards 
by the Industrial Development Board Act with respect to other 
projects; all applicable provisions of the Industrial Development 
Board Act shall apply to the exercise by an Industrial Development 
Board of the powers conferred on it by this Act; and all other pro¬ 
visions of the Industrial Development Board Act with which this 
Act is not in conflict shall be applicable to the exercise by an In¬ 
dustrial Development Board of its powers under this Act, all to the 
same extent as if the said provisions of the Industrial Development 
Board Act were set out in full herein; provided, however, that any 
bonds issued by an Industrial Development Board in connection 
with any Ancillary Facility intended, in whole or in part, for its own 
use and operation need not be payable solely out of the revenues 
and receipts derived from the leasing or sale of such Facility but 
shall be payable solely out of such revenues and receipts as may 
be designated in the proceedings of the board of directors of such 
Industrial Development Board under which such bonds shall be 
authorized to be issued. 

Section 4. The powers conferred by this Act shall be cumu¬ 
lative of and in addition to all powers heretofore conferred on 
Industrial Development Boards by the Industrial Development Board 
Act.

AN ACT 

Relating to Lamar County; to provide that 10% of all funds accruing to Lamar 
County or any municipality therein from the oil and gas privilege tax pursuant to 
Sections 40-20-1 through 40-20-13, Code of Alabama 1975, shall be transferred to the 
county education department to be used for additional classroom supplies and equip¬ 
ment and certain capital outlay purposes, and to provide for the method of distributing 
said money. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Of the proceeds of the oil and gas severance tax 
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provided by Sections 40-20-1 through 40-20-13, Code of Alabama 
1975, which are distributed to the county general fund of Lamar 
County, or to the general fund of any municipality therein, ten percent 
(10%) of such proceeds shall be transferred to the county education 
department and shall be used as follows: five percent (5%) shall be 
used for classroom supplies and equipment, which shall be in addition 
to any classroom support provided by the state, and five percent 
(5%) shall be used for the repair, renovation or new construction of 
educational buildings or facilities, or for the purchase of new school 
buses. 

The five percent (5%) pledged for school supplies shall be distri¬ 
buted by the County Board of Education to the principal of each 
public school located within the county on a per student basis. 

The principal of each school shall control/distribute said moneys 
received by the school as follows: 

(a) 50% of said money to each teacher based on the number 
of hours of instruction being presented by the teacher; 

(b) 50% of said money shall be expended in the manner selected 
by a majority vote of the principal, counselors, teachers, coaches 
and librarian; 

(c) Moneys allocated in item (a) can be transferred between 
teachers as needed by written consent of the teacher losing the funds. 

All unspent money allocated under item (a) shall be resubmitted 
to the principal and the principal shall resubmit the money to the 
board of education.

AN ACT 

To require the reporting of property damage and physical assaults on teachers, 
other school employees and students in public schools and to provide penalties for 
failure to report said incidents. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . For purposes of the Act, the following words and 
phrases shall have the following meanings, respectively, unless the 
context clearly indicates otherwise: 

(a) “Incident” shall mean any act of physical violence, with or 
without a weapon, trespass, vandalism, or property damage which 
occurs: (a) on school property; or (b) during school activities, on or 
off school property; or (c) at any other times when such incident 
can be reasonably related to school functions. Provided, however, 
that incidents involving only students from the same school wherein 
no dangerous weapons was involved and no bodily injury requiring 
medical attention occurs shall not be required to be reported as 
provided herein. All attacks or incidents involving teachers or other 
school personnel shall be promptly reported. 

(b) “Principal” means the principal or top administrator of any 
public elementary, junior or senior high school at which the incident 
occurred. 

(c) “Superintendent of education” means the superintendent of 
the county or city board of education in the county in which the 
school is located. 

(d) “Report” means a written narrative report of an incident, 
the number and names and addresses of persons involved in the 
incident, the type of any weapon involved and a description of any 
injury or damage resulting from the incident. Said report shall contain 
the names and addresses of all known persons present at the time 
of said incident. 

(e) “Teacher and other school employee” means an employee of 
any public elementary, junior or senior high school at which the 
incident occurred. 

(f) “School board” means the board of education 

(g) “County sheriff’ means the sheriff of the county in which 
the public school is located. 

Section 2. It is the intention of the Legislature by passage of 
the Act to require principals, teachers and other school employees 
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of public elementary, junior and senior high schools to make reports 
of violent disruptive incidents occurring on school property during 
school hours or during school activities conducted on or off school 
property after school hours or at any other time when such incident 
can be reasonably related to school or school functions and to provide 
for penalties for failure to report such incidents. 

Section 3, Principals shall file a report within 72 hours with 
the superintendent of education of any incident of which they have 
knowledge. A copy of the report shall also be furnished members of 
the school board and the county sheriff by the superintendent of 
education. 

Section 4. Teachers and other school employees shall im¬ 
mediately report to the principal of any incident of which they have 
knowledge. Said teacher and employee shall assist the principal in the 
preparation of the report required under Section 3 of this Act. 

Section 5. Any superintendent of education, principal, teacher, 
or employee who violates the provisions of this Act by failure to file 
a required report shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor. 

Section 6 . All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 8. This Act shall become effective on the first day 
that the public elementary, junior and senior high schools begin 
classes for the 1982-83 school year.

AN ACT 

To authorize any Class 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 or 8 municipality within the state of Alabama 
to adopt the council-manager form of government; to provide for the calling and holding 
of elections to vote thereon; to provide for the election and terms of the first council; 
to provide for the election and term of the mayor; to define the legal status, form of 
government and powers of the municipality; to provide for subsequent elections of 
members of the council and the mayor, their number and their terms of office; to 
provide for the qualifications, powers and authority of the council, the mayor, city 
clerk and the treasurer; and to provide for the appointment and removal and to define 
the powers of the city manager; to set up the terms and effects of succession in 
government of any municipality adopting the council-manager form of government; 
to provide for the establishment and re-establishment of districts and to make various 
other provisions for such form of government of any such municipality; and to provide 
for the means of abandoning the council-manager form of government. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama. 

Section 1 . Any Class 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 or 8 municipality in the 
state of Alabama may adopt the council-manager form of government 
by proceeding in the manner hereafter in this act provided. This act 
shall be known as the Council Manager Act of 1982. 

Section 2. The filing of a petition signed by ten percent (10%) 
or more of the number of qualified voters who voted in the last 
general municipal election held in such municipality, asking that 
the question of the adoption of the council-manager form of govern¬ 
ment for such municipality be submitted to the qualified voters 
thereof, with the judge of probate of the county in which such mu¬ 
nicipality is located, shall mandatorily require an election to be held 
as herein provided. Whenever such a petition purporting to be signed 
by at least ten percent (10%) of the number of qualified voters who 
voted in the last general municipal election held in such municipality 
shall be presented to such judge of probate, he shall examine such 
petition and determine whether or not the same is signed by at least 
ten percent (10%) of the number of qualified voters who voted in 
the last general municipal election held in such municipality, and if 
such petition is signed by the requisite number of voters to require 
such an election, he shall within fifteen (15) days from the receipt 
of such petition certify such fact to the mayor or other chief executive 
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officer of the municipality for which such election is so petitioned, 
and the certificate of the judge of probate as to the sufficiency 
of said petition shall be final. 

Section 3. The mayor or other chief executive officer of such 
municipality shall immediately upon receipt of such certificate from 
the judge of probate, by proclamation, submit the question of the 
adoption of the council-manager form of government for such munici¬ 
pality under this act, at a special election to be held at a time 
specified in such proclamation, not less than forty (40) days nor 
more than ninety (90) days after the receipt of said certificate from 
said judge of probate, unless a general election is to be held within 
120 days after receipt of such certificate in which event the special 
election herein provided for may be held at the same time as such 
general election. Should the election not be called by proclamation 
within ten (10) days after receipt of the certificate, the judge of 
probate shall call such election by order at a time specified therein 
but not less than forty (40) days and not more than ninety (90) 
days after the receipt by said mayor, or other executive officer of 
the said certificate of the judge of probate, unless a general election 
is to be held within 120 days after receipt of such certificate, in which 
event the special election herein provided for shall be held at the same 
time as such general election. 

Section 4. If the council-manager form of government is not 
adopted at the election so called the question of adopting such form 
of government shall not be resubmitted to the voters of such munici¬ 
pality for adoption within two (2) years thereafter, and then the 
question of adopting said form of government may be resubmitted 
in the manner above provided. 

Section 5. At such election the question to be submitted shall 
be printed in plain, prominent type on separate ballots and shall 
read as follows: 

“Shall the council-manager form of government as provided by 
the Council-Manager Act of 1982 be adopted for the municipality 
of_? 


Yes_ No_” 

The voter shall mark his ballot with a cross mark after the word 
which expresses his choice. 

Section 6 . The election shall be conducted, the vote canvassed 
and the result declared in the same manner as provided by law with 
respect to other municipal elections. If the majority of votes shall 
be “yes” or in favor of such question, the provisions of this sub¬ 
division shall thereafter be adopted for such municipality and the 
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mayor shall within five (5) days of the election transmit to the 
governor, to the secretary of state and to the judge of probate of 
the county in which the municipality is located, each, a certificate 
of adoption stating that such question was adopted by such munici¬ 
pality. 

Section 7. The change in the form of government shall take 
place on the first Monday in October following the date of the next 
ensuing municipal election for the election of members of the 
governing body held by the municipality during a general municipal 
election year as established by Section 11-46-21, Code of Alabama 
1975. 

Section 8. The governing body provided for herein shall be 

known collectively as the council of the city (town) of_ 

(name of city or town to be inserted) and shall have the powers and 
duties hereinafter provided. The council shall have five (5) members. 
One (1) member shall be the mayor, elected by the voters at large, 
to preside over the deliberations of the council. One (1) member shall 
be a council member elected by the voters at large. Three (3) members 
shall be council members elected by the voters from each of three (3) 
single member districts. The council first elected shall qualify and 
take office on the first Monday in October following the date of the 
next ensuing municipal election held for the election of members of 
a municipal governing body during a general municipal election year. 
Subsequent to the seating of the initial council, the next council 
shall be elected at an election to be held in accordance with provisions 
of the general municipal election laws. 

Section 9. The election for the first officers of the munici- 
pality shall be held on the same date as the date of election for the 
next ensuing general municipal election. Before such election the 
governing body of the municipality shall cause the municipality to be 
divided into three districts containing as nearly an equal number of 
people as possible. Candidates shall qualify in the manner prescribed 
in the general municipal election laws and shall have the qualifications 
and eligibility set forth therein. Each candidate shall announce that 
he is to become a candidate for mayor, or councilman-at-large, or 
if he desires to become a candidate for one of the three district posts, 
either district post 1, district post 2 or district post 3. A candidate 
for a district position shall reside in his district. Each voter in the 
election may cast one vote for a candidate for mayor, one vote for 
a councilman-at-large and one vote for the candidate from the district 
in which he resides. Any candidate receiving a majority of the total 
votes cast for mayor, councilman-at-large, district post 1, district post 
2 and district post 3 shall be elected. In the event no candidate 
receives a majority for a place on the council there shall be a run-off 
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election for such place held in the manner prescribed by the general 
municipal election laws. The councilmen elected shall take office 
as herein provided. Each councilman shall hold office for four (4) 
years and shall serve until his successor shall have been elected and 
qualified. A councilman may succeed himself in office. 

Section 10. Any municipal corporation which adopts the 
council-manager form of government shall continue its existence 
as a body corporate without change in the municipal corporation. 
The word “municipality” as herein used shall mean and refer to any 
municipal corporation which has adopted the council-manager form 
of government. The city shall continue as a municipal corporation, 
within the corporate limits as then established, and as thereafter fixed 
in the manner prescribed by law, subject to all the duties and obli¬ 
gations then pertaining to or incumbent upon it as a municipal cor¬ 
poration and shall continue to enjoy the rights, immunities, powers 
and franchises then enjoyed by it, as well as those that may thereafter 
be granted to it. 

Section 11. The municipal government of any such city or 
town proceeding under this Act shall be known as the “council- 
manager form of government”. Pursuant to the provisions 
and limitations of this Act and subject to the limitations imposed 
by the Constitution of Alabama and its laws all powers of the mu¬ 
nicipality shall be vested in the council elected as herein provided 
and hereinafter referred to as “the council”. All powers of munici¬ 
palities shall be exercised in the manner prescribed by this Act or if 
the manner be not prescribed then in such manner as may be pre¬ 
scribed by law or by ordinance. 

Section 12. The municipality shall have all the powers granted 
to municipal corporations by the Constitution and the laws of the 
state together with all the implied powers necessary to carry into 
execution all the powers granted. The municipality may acquire 
property within or without its corporate limits for any municipal 
purpose, in fee simple or any lesser interest or estate, by purchase, 
gift, devise, lease or condemnation, and may sell, lease, mortgage, 
hold, manage and control such property as its interest may require, 
and, except as prohibited by the Constitution and the laws of this 
state or restricted by this Act, the municipality shall and may exercise 
all municipal powers, functions, rights, privileges and immunities of 
every name and nature whatsoever. The enumeration of particular 
powers by this Act shall not be deemed to be exclusive but in addition 
to the powers enumerated herein or implied thereby or appropriate 
to the exercise of such powers, it is intended that the municipality 
shall have and may exercise all powers granted to municipalities under 
the Constitution and the laws of this state.

Section 13. Any person desiring to become a candidate at any 
election for the office of mayor or councilman may become such 
candidate by filing a statement of candidacy as required and autho¬ 
rized by the general municipal election laws. The candidate shall 
state the office to which he seeks election and shall have the qualifi¬ 
cations prescribed by the general municipal election laws. 

Section 14. At every such election all ballots to be used by the 
voters shall be printed and prepared by the municipality and shall 
contain the names of all candidates seeking election to the office of 
mayor, councilman-at-large, or one of the three (3) district council 
seats. The ballot shall conform, as nearly as can be, to the ballot 
prescribed in the general municipal election laws and the election 
shall be conducted as nearly as can be as prescribed by such laws. 

Section 15. The mayor and each councilman shall receive as 
compensation for their services the sum established by the municipal 
governing body at least six months prior to the date of the election. 

Section 16. The mayor shall preside at the meetings of the 
council and shall be recognized as the head of the municipal govern¬ 
ment for all ceremonial purposes and by the governor for purposes 
of military law, but shall have no other administrative duties. The 
councilman-at-large shall be assistant mayor and shall act as mayor 
during the absence or disability of the mayor. Any vacancy in the 
office of the mayor shall be filled by the councilman-at-large. Any 
vacancies on the council, except that of the office of mayor, shall 
be filled by the council at the next regular meeting of the council 
following the date of the vacancy. The election of a new councilman 
shall require the affirmative vote of at least three (3) members. A 
vacancy in one of the district council seats shall be filled by a person 
who shall reside within the district from whence the vacancy arose. 

Section 17. All powers of the municipality including all powers 
vested in it by this Act and by the Constitution, the general and 
local laws of this state, and the determination of all matters of 
policy shall be vested in the council. Without limitation of the fore¬ 
going, thed council shall have the power (a) to appoint and remove 
the city manager and (b) to establish other administrative depart¬ 
ments and distribute the work of such departments. 

Section 18. The council, by a majority vote of the whole 
qualified membership of the council, shall appoint a city manager, 
who shall be an officer of the city, and shall have the powers to 
perform the duties in this Act provided. No councilman shall receive 
such appointment during the term for which he shall have been 
elected nor within one year after expiration of his term. Any civil 
service act, applicable to the municipality, shall not apply to the 
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approval or the removal of the city manager. 

A temporary acting city manager may be designated by the 
council to serve for not more than four (4) months in these events, 
but only in these events: (a) When the first council takes office after 
adoption of this act or (b) following the removal of any permanent 
city manager. 

Such temporary acting city manager shall perform the duties 
and assume the obligations of the office of city manager and may 
be removed by the council at any time. If the council shall permit 
the temporary acting manager to serve for longer than four (4) 
months, he shall become the permanent city manager. 

Any person appointed as acting city manager or as city manager 
need not be a resident of the city nor a resident of the state of 
Alabama at the time of his appointment. 

The council shall appoint the city manager for an indefinite 
term, but the council may remove him at any time by a majority 
vote of the whole qualified membership of the council. 

Neither the council nor any of its members shall direct or request 
the appointment of any person to, or his removal from, office by the 
city manager, or in any manner take part in the appointment or 
removal of officers and employees in the administrative service to the 
city. Except for the purpose of inquiry, the mayor and the members 
of the council shall deal with the administrative service only through 
the city manager and neither the mayor nor any member of the 
council shall give orders to any subordinates of the city manager, 
either publicly or privately. The mayor or any member of the council 
violating the provisions of this section or voting for a resolution or 
ordinance in violation of this section shall be guilty of a Class C 
misdemeanor. Upon conviction of a second violation of this section, 
the person so convicted shall forfeit his office. 

Section 19. The council, by ordinance, may create, change 
and abolish offices, departments, boards or agencies other than the 
offices, departments, boards or agencies established by this Act. The 
council, by ordinance, may assign additional functions or duties to 
offices, departments, boards or agencies established by this Act but 
may not discontinue or assign to any other office, department, board 
or agency any function or duty assigned by this act to a particular 
office, department, board or agency. 

Section 20. If the clerk of any municipality which adopts the 
council-manager form of government holds office subject to any civil 
service or merit system, such clerk shall continue to be the clerk under 
the council-manager form of government of such municipality, and his 
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successor shall be selected and hold office subject to the provisions 
of such civil service or merit system. If the clerk of the municipality 
which adopts the council-manager form of government does not hold 
office subject to any civil service or merit system, the council shall 
elect the clerk by a majority vote of those members elected to the 
council. The clerk shall give notice of the meetings of the council, 
shall keep the journal of its proceedings which shall be authenticated 
by his signature. He shall record in full in said journal all ordinances 
or resolutions and the minutes of all meetings of the council. He 
shall perform such other duties as shall be required by this Act or 
by ordinance and such duties as are imposed by the general laws of 
Alabama upon clerks and as to which other provisions are not made 
in this Act. He shall keep the journal open for public inspection at 
all reasonable times. 

Section 21. The first meeting of each newly elected council 
for induction into office shall be held at 10:00 in the morning on the 
first Monday in October next following its election, after which the 
council shall meet regularly at such times as may be prescribed 
by its rules, but not less frequently than twice each month. All 
meetings of the council shall be open to the public. 

Section 22. The council shall be the judge of the election 
and qualifications of its members and for the purpose of investigating 
such election and qualifications shall have the power to subpoena 
witnesses and to require the production of records, but the decision 
of the council in any such case shall be subject to review by a court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

Section 23. The council shall determine its own rules and order 
of business and such rules shall be established by ordinance. 

Section 24. The council shall hold regular public meetings 
as may be prescribed by its own rules, provided that a regular hour 
and day shall be fixed by the order of said council and publicly 
announced. It may hold such adjourned, called or special or other 
meetings as the business of the municipality may require. The mayor 
when present, and in his absence the assistant mayor, shall preside 
at all meetings of said council. A majority of the whole qualified 
membership of the council shall constitute a quorum for the trans¬ 
action of any and every power conferred upon said council. The 
affirmative vote of a majority of the quorum shall be necessary and 
sufficient for the passage of any resolution, rule or ordinance or the 
transaction of any business of any sort by the said council or the 
exercise of any of the powers conferred upon it by the terms of this 
act except that no resolution or ordinance of a general and permanent 
nature and an ordinance granting a franchise shall be adopted except 
by a vote of a majority of the whole number elected to the council. 
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No resolution or ordinance granting any franchise, appropriating any 
money for any purpose, providing for any public improvements, any 
regulation concerning the public health, or of any other general 
permanent nature shall be enacted except at a regular public meeting 
of the council or an adjournment thereof. Every ordinance introduced 
shall be in writing and read in full unless in accordance with the 
rules of procedure theretofore adopted before any vote thereon shall 
be taken and the yeas and nays shall be recorded. A record of the 
proceedings of every meeting of the council shall be taken and pre¬ 
pared by the municipal clerk and the records of the proceedings of 
the meeting shall, when approved by the council, be signed by the 
mayor and the clerk and entered in the journal. The journal shall 
be kept available for inspection by all persons at all reasonable times. 
No ordinance of permanent operation shall be passed at the meeting 
in which it was introduced except by unanimous consent of all 
members of the council present and such unanimous consent shall 
be shown by the yea and nay votes entered upon the minutes of said 
meeting, provided, however, that if all members of the council present 
vote for the passage of the ordinance and their names are entered 
on the record as voting in favor thereof, it shall be construed as giving 
unanimous consent to the action taken upon such ordinance at the 
meeting at which it is introduced. Publication of ordinances shall be 
had as provided in section 11-45-8, Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 24. No ordinance granting to any person, firm or cor¬ 
poration of any franchise, lease of right to use the streets, public 
highways, thoroughfares of public property of the city shall take 
effect and be enforced until thirty (30) days after final enactment 
of same by the council and publication of said ordinance as provided 
by law which publication shall be made at the expense of the person, 
firm or corporation applying for said grant. 

Section 25. The council may provide for the revision and 
codification of its ordinances and permanent resolutions or for the 
adoption of a code or codes. 

Section 26. The council shall each month make available in 
the office of the city manager a detailed statment of all receipts 
and expenses of the municipality and a summary of its proceedings 
during the preceding month and at the end of each year the council 
shall cause a full complete examination of all the books and accounts 
of the municipality to be made by a qualified public accountant 
and shall cause the results of such examination to be published in 
pamphlet form, copies of which shall be placed in the office of the 
city manager, the office of municipal clerk and in the public library, 
to be open for inspection by all persons. Such examination shall 
not be made more than two years in succession by the same ac- 
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countant. The same accountant, for the purposes of this section, 
shall include the firm of such accountants and all members of said 
firm. 

Section 27. The city manager shall be chosen by the council 
solely on the basis of his executive and administrative qualifications 
with special reference to his actual experience in, or his knowledge of, 
accepted practice in respect to the duties of his office as hereinafter 
set forth. At the time of his appointment, he may but need not be 
a resident of the municipality or state, but during his tenure of office 
he shall reside within the municipality. 

The city manager shall be the head of the administrative branch 
of the municipal government. He shall be responsible to the council 
for the proper administration of all affairs of the municipality and, 
subject to the provisions of any civil service or merit system law 
applicable to such municipality and except as otherwise provided 
herein, he shall have power and shall be required to: 

(1) Enforce all laws and ordinances. 

(2) Appoint and, when necessary for the good of the service, 
remove all officers and employees of the municipality except as other¬ 
wise provided by this Act and except as he may authorize the head 
of a department or office to appoint and remove subordinates in such 
department or office to appoint and remove subordinates in such 
department or office; provided that he shall not appoint or remove 
officers and employees of — 

(a) Any library board of the municipality; 

(b) Any board of the municipality having control over any park, 
recreation facility, fair or exhibit; 

(c) Any municipally owned public utility and any municipally 
owned service enterprise, including inter alia, electric, gas and water 
boards, agencies, etc; 

(d) Any school board of the municipality; 

(e) Any hospital board of the municipality; 

(f) Any airport board of the municipality; 

(g) Any housing authority; 

(h) Any city plumbers or electricians boards; 

(i) Any planning board of the municipality; 

(j) Any zoning board of the municipality; 

(3) Exercise administrative supervision and control over all 
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officers, employees, offices, departments, boards and agencies created 
by this Act or hereafter created by the council, except those enu¬ 
merated in paragraphs (a) to (j) inclusive set out above in this section, 
and except those otherwise given independent status; and subject 
to any civil service or merit system law in effect in such municipality. 

(4) Keep the council fully advised as to the financial conditions 
and needs of the municipality; to prepare and submit a budget pro¬ 
posal annually to the council and be responsible for its administration 
after its adoption; to prepare and submit, as of the end of the fiscal 
year, a complete report on the financial and administrative activities 
of the municipality for such year. 

(5) Recommend to the council such actions as he may deem 
desirable. 

(6) Prepare and submit to the council such reports as may be 
required of him. 

(7) Perform such other duties as may be prescribed by this 
Act or required of him by ordinance or by resolution of the council 
not inconsistent with this Act. 

To perform his duties during his temporary absence or temporary 
disability, the manager may designate by letter filed with the city 
clerk a qualified administrative officer of the municipality. In the 
event of failure of the manager to make such designation, the council 
may by resolution appoint a qualified administrative officer of the 
municipality to perform the duties of the manager until he shall 
return or his disability shall cease. 

Section 28. The fiscal year of the municipality shall begin on 
the first day of each October in each year and shall end on the last 
day of each September. Such fiscal year shall also constitute the 
budget and accounting year. As used in this Act the term budget 
year shall mean the fiscal year for which any particular budget is 
adopted and in which it is administered. 

The city manager, at least 45 days prior to the beginning of each 
budget year shall submit to the council a budget proposal, with 
explanations. The council shall adopt a budget, by ordinance, prior 
to the beginning of each fiscal year. The budget so adopted shall 
be a public record and shall be available for inspection by the general 
public. Any changes in the budget, during the course of the budget 
year, shall be done by ordinance. 

Section 29. The council may establish, by ordinance, the office 
of municipal treasurer and assign to such office the duties and respon¬ 
sibilities it deems necessary. The treasurer shall be the custodian 
of the funds of the municipality and shall keep an accurate record 
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of the funds of the several departments and shall keep books showing 
accurately the financial condition of the municipality. The election 
of a person as treasurer shall require a majority vote of the whole 
qualified membership of the council. 

The duties of the treasurer, may, by ordinance, be assigned to 
the city clerk and if such duties are assigned, he shall be known 
as the clerk-treasurer of the municipality. 

Section 30. The council shall prescribe, by ordinance, the 
method of paying out funds of the municipality. Checks and warrants 
shall be signed by at least two officers of the municipality and the 
council shall designate the said two officers by ordinance. All funds 
of the municipality shall be deposited in such depositories as may be 
designated by resolution of the council. 

Section 31. There shall be established three (3) council dis¬ 
tricts to be designated respectively as district post 1, district post 2 
and district post 3, which districts shall have as nearly as is reasonable, 
the same population. The designation and boundaries of the initial 
council districts shall be specifically described and set forth. The 
two at-large posts on the council shall be designated as mayor and 
councilman at-large. 

Section 32. Whenever there shall be a change in population 
in any of the three districts heretofore established, evidenced by a 
federal census of population published following the last federal cen¬ 
sus of population preceding the adoption of this Act, or by virtue 
of a substantial change in the corporate limits, there shall be a 
reapportionment of the council districts in the manner hereinafter 
provided: 

(1) The manager shall within six months after the publication 
of each federal census of population for the municipality, following 
the last federal census of population preceding the adoption of this 
Act, or if within six months after there shall have been any sub¬ 
stantial change in the corporate limits of the municipality, file with 
the council a report containing a recommended plan for reapportion¬ 
ment of the council district boundaries to comply with the following 
specifications: 

(a) Each district shall be formed of contiguous and to the extent 
reasonably possible, compact territory, and its boundary lines shall 
be the center lines of streets or other well defined boundaries. 

(b) Each district shall contain as nearly as is possible the same 
population. 

(2) The council shall enact a redistricting ordinance within six 
months after receiving such report. If the council fails to enact the 
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redistricting ordinance within the said six months, the redistricting 
plan submitted by the manager shall become effective without enact¬ 
ment by the council, as if it were a duly enacted ordinance. 

(3) Such redistricting ordinance shall not apply to any primary 
or regular or special election held within six months after its becoming 
effected. No incumbent councilman or member of the board or com¬ 
mission shall be deprived of his unexpired term of office because of 
such redistricting. 

Section 33. Nothing in this Act contained, except as specif¬ 
ically provided, shall affect or impair the rights or privileges of officers 
or employees of the municipality or of any office, department, board 
or agency existing at the time when this Act shall take effect, or any 
provision of law in force at the time when the council-manager form 
of government shall be adopted and not inconsistent with the pro¬ 
visions of this Act, in relation to the personnel, appointment, ranks, 
grades, tenure of office, promotion, removal, pension and retirement 
rights, civil rights or any other rights or privileges of officers or 
employees of the municipality or any office, department, board or 
agency thereof. 

Section 34. All persons holding administrative office at the 
time the council-manager form of government is adopted shall con¬ 
tinue in office and in the performance of their duties until provision 
shall have been made in accordance therewith for the performance 
of such duties or the discontinuance of such office. The powers con¬ 
ferred and the duties imposed upon any office, department, board or 
agency of the municipality by the laws of the state shall, if such 
office, department, board or agency, be abolished by this Act, or under 
its authority, be thereafter exercised and discharged by the office, 
department, board or agency designated by the council unless other¬ 
wise provided herein. 

Section 35. Any person holding an office or position in the 
civil service of the municipality under any civil service or merit 
system applicable to the municipality when the council-manager 
form of government shall be adopted shall continue to hold such office 
in the civil service of the municipality under the council-manager 
form of government and with the same status, rights and privileges 
and subject to the same conditions under such applicable civil service 
or merit system. 

Section 36. All records, property and equipment whatsoever 
of any office, department or agency or part thereof, all the powers 
and duties of which are assigned to any other office, department 
or agency by this Act, shall be transferred and delivered to the office, 
department or agency to which such powers and duties are so assigned. 
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If part of the powers and duties of any office, department or agency, 
or part thereof, are by this Act assigned to another office, department 
or agency, all records, property and equipment relating exclusively 
thereto shall be transferred and delivered to the office, department 
or agency to which such powers and duties are so assigned. 

Section 37. Any office, department, board or agency provided 
for in this Act with a name or with powers and duties the same 
or substantially the same as those of an office, department, board 
or agency heretofore existing shall continue to exercise its powers 
and duties, until otherwise provided. Any provision in any law, rule, 
regulation, contract, grant or other document relating to such a 
formerly existing office, department, board or agency, shall, so far 
as not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, apply to such 
office, department, board or agency provided for by this Act. 

Section 38. All contracts entered into by the city, or for its 
benefit, prior to the adoption by such city of the council-manager 
form of government, shall continue in full force and effect. Public 
improvements for which legislative steps have been taken under laws 
existing at the time of the adoption of the council-manager form 
of government shall be carried to completion in accordance with 
the provisions of such existing laws. 

Section 39. No action or proceeding, civil or criminal, pending 
at the time of the adoption of the council-manager form of govern¬ 
ment, brought by or against the municipality or any office, depart¬ 
ment, board or agency or officer thereof, shall be affected or abated 
by the adoption of the council-manager form of government or by 
anything therein contained in this Act. 

Section 40. All laws and parts of laws relating to pension, 
retirement and relief funds for any employees of the municipality, 
as the same may apply and be in effect with respect to any munici¬ 
pality at the time when such municipality shall elect to be governed 
by the provisions of this Act, shall continue in full force and effect, 
and without interruption or change as to any rights which have been 
acquired thereunder. 

Section 41. All laws relating to the school board, library board, 
hospital board, airport board, housing authority, plumbers or elec¬ 
tricians board, planning board, zoning board, park or recreation board, 
municipally owned public utility and any municipality owned service 
enterprise, including inter alia, electric, gas and water boards, agencies, 
etc., and any board, authority, agency, etc., given such independent 
status, as the same may apply and be in effect at the time when 
such municipality shall elect to be governed by the provisions of this 
Act, shall continue in full force and effect and without interruption 
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or change as to the establishment or conduct of any such authority, 
board or agency, until otherwise provided by law. 

Section 42. For all purposes the provisions of this Act shall 
become applicable to said municipality at the time when the first 
council of such municipality elected under the provisions hereof takes 
office and qualifies. 

Section 43. All ordinances and resolutions of the municipality 
in effect at the time of adoption by the municipality of the council- 
manager form of government herein set up shall continue in effect 
unless and until changed or repealed by the council. 

Section 44. No person shall be appointed to or removed from, 
or in any way favored or discriminated against with respect to any 
municipal position or appointive municipal administrative office be¬ 
cause of race, sex, political or religious opinions or affiliations. 

Section 45. The city manager, the heads of all departments, 
and such other officers of the municipality as may be designated by 
the council, shall be entitled to attend meetings of the council, but 
shall have no vote therein. The city manager shall have the right to 
take part in the discussion of all matters coming before the council, 
and the directors and other officers shall be entitled to take part 
in all discussions of the council relating to their respective office, 
departments, boards or agencies. The city manager shall be notified 
of any special or adjourned meetings. 

Section 46. The council, the city manager, or any person or 
committee authorized by either of them, shall have the power to 
inquire into the conduct of any office, department, board or agency 
or officer of the municipality. Either of them may make investigations 
of municipal affairs and may compel the production of books, papers 
and other evidence for that purpose. 

Section 47. No contract involving the payment of money out 
of the appropriation of more than one year shall be made for a 
period of more than five years, nor shall any such contract be valid 
unless made or approved by ordinance, and signed in the name of the 
municipality by the mayor and countersigned by the manager. 

Section 48. The city manager and other such officers or em¬ 
ployees as the council may by general ordinance require so to do, 
shall give bond in such amount and with such surety as may be 
approved by the council. The premiums on such bonds shall be paid 
by the municipality. 

Section 49. Every councilman, officer and employee of the 
municipality shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, take 
and subscribe to the following oath or affirmation, to be filed and kept 
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in the office of the city clerk: 

“I solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am eligible for the office of 
and will execute the duties of same according to the 
best of my ability, and that I will support the constitutions and will 
obey the laws of the United States and of the State of Alabama; 
that I will, in all respects, observe the provisions of the ordinances 
of the City of , and will faithfully discharge the duties 

of the office of.” 

Section 50. No municipality may change from the council- 
manager form of government within three years after the adoption 
thereof. At the end of such period, or at any time thereafter, the 
municipality may change its form of municipal government in the 
manner provided by law, provided that no election on the abandon¬ 
ment of the council-manager form of government shall be held within 
four years after any other election thereon. 

Section 51. All laws and parts of laws, general, local or special, 
relating to or affecting the city, its powers, functions, duties and 
property, in force when this subdivision shall take effect are hereby 
continued in effect: but all such laws relating to the exercise of 
powers, functions and duties by the commission or mayor-council 
or some other form of government shall be superseded to the extent 
that the same are inconsistent with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 52. If any section or part of section of this Act shall 
be held invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, such holding 
shall not affect the remainder of this Act nor the context in which 
such section or part of section so held invalid may appear, except 
to the extent that an entire section or part of section may be in¬ 
separably connected in meaning and effect with the section or part 
of section to which such holding shall directly apply. 

Section 53. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

otherwise eligible who are precluded from having the cost of their coverage deducted 
from a monthly benefit payment. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Code of Alabama 1975, as amended is hereby further 
amended to read as follows: 

(a) §36-29-5. Such health insurance shall not include: 

(1) Expenses incurred by or on account of an individual prior 
to the effective date of the plan as to him; 
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(2) Hearing aids; 

(3) Cosmetic surgery or treatment, except to the extent neces¬ 
sary for correction of damages caused by accidental injury while 
covered by the plan or as a direct result of disease covered by the 
plan; 

(4) Services received in a hospital owned or operated by the 
United States government for which no charge is made; 

(5) Services received for injury or sickness due to war or any 
act of war, whether declared or undeclared, which war or act of war 
shall have occurred after the effective date of this plan; 

(6) Expenses for which the individual is not required to make 
payment; 

(7) Expenses to the extent of benefits provided under any em¬ 
ployer group plan other than the plan in which the state participates 
in the cost thereof; 

(8) Such other expenses as may be excluded by the regulations 
of the board. 

(b) §36-29-9. The contract or contracts shall provide for health 
insurance for retiring state employees and their spouses and de¬ 
pendents as defined by rules and regulations of the board on such 
terms as the board may deem appropriate. 

The board shall adopt rules and regulations prescribing the con¬ 
ditions under which retiring employees, and in the event of the death 
of a retired employee their spouses and dependents, may elect to 
participate in or withdraw from the plan. 

(c) §36-29-10. Employees covered under this plan who retire 
from active service and begin receiving monthly benefits from the 
employees’ retirement system of Alabama or from the teachers’ retire¬ 
ment system of Alabama may elect to continue coverage under the 
group insurance plan by consenting to have deducted from their 
monthly benefit payment the total cost of their insurance coverage. 
The premiums so deducted shall be transmitted monthly to the state 
insurance board. Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions no person 
otherwise eligible for coverage under this plan shall be denied partici¬ 
pation therein, for the reason that such person is precluded from 
having the cost of his coverage deducted from a monthly benefit 
payment. The board shall adopt such rules and regulations as they 
deem appropriate and necessary for carrying out the provisions of 
this subsection.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1 . Section 26-10-1, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 26-10-1. Any proper adult person, or husband and wife 
jointly, may petition the probate court of the county in which he 
or they have a legal residence, or of the county in which the child 
resides, or of the county in which the child had legal residence when 
it became a public charge, or of the county in which is located any 
agency or institution operating under the laws of this state having 
guardianship and custody of the child, for leave to adopt a child 
and for a change of the name of such child. Such petition for adoption 
shall be accompanied by an official copy of the certificate of birth 
of the child and shall specify the name, age and place of residence 
of the child, the name, age and place of residence of the petitioner, 
the name by which the child shall be known, whether such child 
is possessed of any property and the full description of the property, 
if any, and whether the child has one or both parents living and, in 
case one or both are alive, then the name or names and place or 
places of residence of such father and mother, unless proven to be 
unknown to the petitioner; provided, that if such child sought to be 
adopted is by previous order of a court having jurisdiction under the 
legal guardianship and permanent custody of the state department 
of pensions and security or of an institution or agency licensed by 
the said department for the care of children, then the names of 
parents may be omitted from such petition, in which case the court 
shall cause such allegation and the petition to be verified. In such 
cases the copy of the certificate of the birth of the child shall not 
be required. No rule or regulation of the Pensions and Security 
Department shall prevent an adoption by a single person solely 
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because such person is single.” 

Section 2. No rule or regulation of the Department of Pensions 
and Security shall prevent an adoption by a person/persons solely 
because the person/persons is employed outside the home, provided 
however, the Department of Pensions and Security may exercise 
sound discretion in requiring person/persons to remain in the home 
with a child for a reasonable period of time when a particular child 
requires the presence of that person/persons to insure his adjustment. 
Provided, however, said reasonable period of time shall not exceed 
sixty consecutive calendar days. 

Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. Is any 
part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such decla¬ 
ration shall not affect the part which remains.

To provide authority for the state board of education to establish a state-funded 
scholarship program for students in Alabama’s institutions of higher education who 
are seeking teacher certification in secondary mathematics, chemistry, physics biology 
or general science through enrollment in a State Board of Education approved teacher 
education program; provide that the state board of education shall receive a letter 
of commitment from scholarship recipients; and provide for conditional termination 
of the scholarship program. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The state board of education shall establish a 
scholarship program entitled, “Emergency Secondary Education 
Scholarships.” The scholarship fund shall be limited to $50,000 an¬ 
nually appropriated from the Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund. The state board of education shall be responsible for deter¬ 
mining the number of scholarships to be awarded and the amount 
designated for each scholarship recipient. The amount of each scholar¬ 
ship may vary according to the cost of attendance at various 
institutions of higher education in Alabama. The scholarship shall 
cover the cost of tuition, room, board and books, with a minimum 
dollar amount approved by the state superintendent of education. 

Section 2. The state board of education shall limit the appli¬ 
cants for the scholarships to those students in Alabama institutions 
of higher education who are seeking teacher certification in secondary 
mathematics, physics, chemistry biology and general science through 
enrollment in a State Board of Education approved teacher education 
program; The applicants may be students entering the freshman 
class or students who have completed some higher education course 
work. They may also be students who have previously received a 
degree but who have returned to obtain teacher certification in the 
specified fields of study. 

Section 3. The state superintendent of education shall recom-

mend scholarship selection criteria and applicant screening proce¬ 
dures for approval by the state board of education. The office of 
the state superintendent shall serve as the receiving office for 
scholarship applications. The state superintendent shall develop an 
application form and shall have the responsibility for circulating the 
form to all high school guidance offices, city and county superin¬ 
tendent offices and offices of the deans and directors of education 
at Alabama’s institutions of higher education. The state board of 
education, upon recommendation of the state superintendent, shall 
approve the annual scholarship recipients. 

Section 4. Each scholarship recipient must sign a letter of 
commitment to the state board of education agreeing that upon 
graduation he or she will teach one full year of secondary mathe¬ 
matics, chemistry, physics biology or general science in the public 
secondary schools of Alabama for every full year or partial year the 
scholarship is received. The letter of commitment shall be binding 
upon the recipient. The letter of commitment shall include a penalty 
clause stating that if the recipient discontinues study in secondary 
mathematics, physics, chemistry or general science education, or fails 
to teach the required number of years in the public schools, the 
recipient must repay to the state within five years the total amount 
or scholarship funds received plus interest at a rate agreed by the 
state board of education and the recipient at the time the scholarship 
was granted. Said letter of commitment shall be considered a legal 
contract and the state board of education is shall pursue necessary 
legal action to enforce the contract. 

In addition, should scholarship recipients who have completed 
their teacher training with the assistance of the scholarship program 
and have been awarded a certificate to teach fail to comply with the 
conditions of the letter of compliance, the State Superintendent of 
Education shall be authorized to revoke the teaching certificate of 
the recipients. 

Section 5. The scholarship program established by this legisla¬ 
tion shall continue to be funded by the state until such time as 
the state superintendent of education certifies to the Alabama Legisla¬ 
ture that there is no longer a critical need for the program. 

Section 6. Upon this Act becoming law, the state board of 
education and the state superintendent of education shall be autho¬ 
rized to take all necessary administrative action and promulgate rules 
and regulations to carry out the intent and purpose of this Act. 

Section 7. The provisions of the Act are severable. If any part 
of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 
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Section 8. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1982.

AN ACT 

Relating to School District One, Madison County; authorizing the county 
governing body of Madison County to levy, assess and collect a one percent sales 
and use tax in school District One, Madison County, in order to raise funds for the 
operation of the public schools in School District One, Madison County; providing 
certain limitations on the levying of the tax; providing for the enforcement and 
collection of the tax and distribution thereof; prescribing the purposes for which such 
proceeds may be used; providing for a referendum on said tax. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . In order to provide funds for the operation of the 
public schools in School District One, Madison County, the governing 
body of Madison County is hereby authorized by ordinance to levy 
and provide for the collection of a one percent sales and use tax 
in School District One, Madison County, which shall be in addition 
to any and all other county taxes heretofore or hereafter authorized 
by law in School District One, Madison County. The governing body 
of Madison County shall submit the question of levying any such 
tax to a vote of qualified electors of School District One, Madison 
County and shall also provide for holding and canvassing the returns 
of the election and for giving notice thereof. The cost of the referen¬ 
dum shall be paid by the county board of education. All the proceeds 
from any tax levied pursuant to this Act, less the cost of collection 
thereof, shall be used exclusively for public school purposes in School 
District One, Madison County. Said sales or use tax shall parallel, 
except for the rate of tax, the provisions imposed by the State of 
Alabama under Title 40, Chapter 23, Code of Alabama, 1975, and 
additions and amendments thereto, and said sales and use tax so 
levied shall not amount to more than one-half (1/2) of the State 
levy provided for therein. 

Section 2. The collection, enforcement, administration and 
disposition of funds collected and the charge for collecting same 
shall be in accordance with the provisions of Sections 40-12-5 through 
40-12-7, Code of Alabama 1975, and any additions and amendments 
thereto. 

Section 3. The proceeds of the taxes imposed by this Act, when 
collected, shall be paid by the governing body of Madison County, 
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Alabama, to the custodian of the county school funds of School 
District One, Madison County. 

Section 4. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 6. The tax herein authorized and the provisions of this 
act shall become effective and operable only if approved by a majority 
of the voters of Madison County residing in school district one and 
voting thereon in only one election held for such purpose. If a majority 
of the aforementioned electors vote no, said tax and the provisions 
of this act shall have no legal force or effect and shall not sub¬ 
sequently be voted on by the Madison County voters.

To amend further § 11-41-1, Code of Alabama, 1975, as amended, relating to the 
incorporation of municipalities so as to increase the population requirements for the 
incorporation of an unincorporated community. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . § 11-41-1, Code of Alabama, 1975, as amended, is 

further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 11-41-1. Authority; petition to probate judge for order of 
incorporation. 

When the inhabitants of an unincorporated community, which 
has a population of not less than 300, constituting a body of citizens 
whose residences are contiguous to and all of which form a homo¬ 
geneous settlement or community, desire to become organized as a 
municipal corporation, they may apply to the probate judge of the 
county in which such territory is situated, or the greater portion 
thereof if it is situated in two or more counties, for an order of 
incorporation, by a petition in writing signed by not less than 15 
percent of the qualified electors residing within the limits of the 
proposed municipality; provided, that an unincorporated community 
lying within or partly within the boundaries of a county having a 
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population of 600,000 or more, according to the most recent federal 
decennial census, shall not be incorporated under this section if the 
territory proposed to be incorporated has a total population of less 
than 1,000 or if the territory or any part of its perimeter lies within 
three miles of the corporate limits of any existing city or town. 

Such petition shall state the proposed name of such munici¬ 
pality and shall have attached thereto and as a part thereof an 
accurate plat of the territory proposed to be embraced within the 
corporate limits, including all subdivisions intb lots, blocks, streets 
and alleys, within such territory, if any, and an accurate description 
by metes and bounds of the boundary of such territory. No platted 
or unplatted territory shall be included within such boundary unless 
there are at least four qualified electors, according to government 
survey, residing on each quarter of each quarter section or part 
thereof of such platted or unplatted land, who assent thereto in 
writing by signing said petition, together with the consent of the 
persons, firms, or corporations owning at least 60 percent of the 
acreage of such platted or unplatted lands, such consent to be signified 
by their signing said petition. Proof of residence and qualifications 
as electors of petitioners and of persons affected shall be made to the 
judge of probate, by affidavit or otherwise, as he may direct. When 
determining the ownership of such lands, the person, firm or cor¬ 
poration assessing the same for taxation shall be accepted by the 
probate judge as prima facie the owner thereof. 

The inhabitants of any island having an area of not less than 
five square miles and a population of not less than 300 qualified 
electors actually residing thereon and being situated in a county 
having a population of not less than 300,000 nor more than 600,000 
according to the 1970 or any subsequent federal decennial census, 
may become organized as a municipal corporation, embracing within 
the corporate limits of the proposed municipality the entire area of the 
island, even though there may be on such island one or more quarters 
of a quarter section according to the government survey on which no 
qualified elector resides, if not less than 51 percent of the qualified 
electors residing on the island sign and file with the judge of probate 
a petition requesting the judge of probate to call an election relative 
to the incorporation and the vote at such election is favorable to 
incorporation. Such petition shall state the proposed name of the 
municipality and shall have attached thereto and made a part thereof 
an accurate plat of the entire island, including all subdivisions into 
lots, blocks, streets and alleys within the territory, and an accurate 
description by metes and bounds of the island. Except as provided in 
this section, the incorporation of any such municipality shall be 
governed by the laws currently providing for the incorporation of 
unincorporated communities. ,, 
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Provided, further, however, this act shall not affect the incor¬ 
poration, or an attempted incorporation, of any municipality which, 
on the effective date of this act, is the subject of litigation in a court 
of competent jurisdiction relating thereto. 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

WHEREAS, there is no liability against the Sheriff of Dallas County, other 
local government officials, or the state as respects the injuries to the said Linda

WHEREAS, the injuries to the said Linda Roberts are regrettable, and the state 
is morally obligated to make compensation but she has no recourse at law to recover 
same; now therefore, 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000.00) is 
hereby appropriated from the general fund in the state treasury not 
otherwise appropriated for the relief, use and benefit of Linda Roberts 
of Dallas County who was gravely injured by two state prisoners 
who had escaped after being incarcerated in the Dallas County Jail 
facility due to overcrowding of state prisoners. The legislature finds 
and declares that the injuries sustained by the said Linda Roberts 
occurred under such circumstances as to constitute a moral and just 
claim against the State of Alabama, yet the claimant has no recourse 
at law. The comptroller is hereby authorized and directed to draw 
a warrant in favor of said Linda Roberts for the amount herein 
stated. 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

There is hereby established in the 24th Judicial 
Circuit a Public Defender Fund for the payment of salaries and 
operating expenses of the indigent defense system within the 24th 
Judicial Circuit to be administered in accordance with Sections 15-12-1 
through 15-12-6 of the Code of Alabama 1975. Upon the effective date 
of this Act, the governing body of each county composing said circuit 
may establish a Public Defender Fund to be administered by the Clerk 
of the County Commission of that respective county to receive and 
disburse funds paid therein in accordance with this Act.

a. Civil Cases (other than Small Claims). $ 5.00 

b. Traffic Infraction (except parking). $ 2.50 

c. Misdemeanor. $ 5.00 

d. Felony Guilty Plea. $10.00 

e. Preliminary Hearing. $10.00 

f. Juvenile. $ 5.00 


Section 3. All sums herein provided to be paid to the Public 
Defender Fund may be kept in a separate account and may be 
expended for purposes set forth in this Act.

(a) A gift of all or part of the body may be made by the 
holder of a valid Alabama driver’s license or nondriver identification 
card by the execution of a sworn affidavit to be filed with the depart¬ 
ment of public safety. 

(b) Notice of intent to make a gift shall be noted on the driver’s 
license or nondriver identification card of the donor in a manner to 
be determined by the department of public safety and there shall also 
be noted thereon the specific gift of the donor in accordance with 
the following legend: 
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“E - Eye 

“K - Kidney 

“H - Heart 

“Li - Liver 

“L — Lungs 

“A — All (everything) 

“(c) The gift shall become effective on the death of the donor 
without any formal requirements of delivery. 

“(d) The affidavit shall be signed by the holder of the driver’s 
license or nondriver identification card in the presence of two wit¬ 
nesses who shall acknowledge the affidavit in the presence of the 
donor. 

“(e) The gift shall become invalidated upon the expiration, can¬ 
cellation, revocation or suspension of a driver’s license or nondriver 
identification card. 

“(f) The gift shall not become invalidated if the driver’s license 
or nondriver identification card is properly renewed before the expi¬ 
ration date.” 

Section 2. The amendatory provisions of subsection (b) of this 
section shall commence on the date of renewal of the driver’s license 
or nondriver identification card of the donor.

To amend Act No. 80-691, H. 811, 1980 Regular Session (Acts of Alabama 1980, 
p. ), which Act creates the Alabama Toll Road, Bridge and Tunnel Authority, 
defines its powers and duties and authorizes the issuance of revenue bonds, so as to 
remove certain maximum rates of annual interest such bonds shall bear, thereby au¬ 
thorizing the Authority to sell such bonds in such a manner and for such a price 
as it may determine to be in the best interest of the Authority. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 7 of Act No. 80-691, H. 811, 1980 Regular 
Session (Acts of Alabama 1980, p. ), is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

“Section 7. The Authority is hereby authorized to provide by 
resolution for the issuance of bonds of the Authority for any of its 
corporate purposes, including the refunding of its bonds. The principal 
of and the interest on any issue of such bonds shall be payable solely 
from, and be secured by a pledge of, tolls and other revenues of all 
or any part of the toll road, bridge or tunnel project financed in whole 
or in part with the proceeds of such issue or with the proceeds of 
bonds refunded or to be refunded by such issue. The proceeds of any 
such bonds may be used or pledged for the payment or security of 
the principal or of the interest on bonds, and for the establishment of 
any or all reserves for such payment or security, or for other corporate 
purposes as the Authority may authorize in the resolution authorizing 
the issuance of bonds or in the trust agreement securing the same. 
The bonds of each issue shall be dated; shall mature at such time 
or times, not exceeding 40 years from their date or dates as may be 
determined by the Authority; and may be made redeemable before 
maturity, at the option of the Authority, at such price or prices and 
under such terms and conditions as may be fixed by the Authority 
prior to the issuance of the bonds. The amount of premium on any 
bond shall not cause the yield to be more than six percent per annum 
from the date of such bonds to the date of their redemption. The 
Authority shall determine the form of the bonds, including any in¬ 
terest coupons to be attached thereto, and shall fix the denomination 
or denominations of the bonds and the place or places of payment 
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°f principal and interest, which may be at any bank or trust company 
within or without the state. The bonds shall be signed by the chairman 
of the Authority or shall bear his facsimile signature; and the official 
seal of the Authority or a facsimile thereof shall be impressed, im¬ 
printed, engraved or otherwise reproduced thereon. The official seal 
or a facsimile thereof shall be attested by the secretary of the Au¬ 
thority or shall bear his facsimile signature; and any coupons attached 
thereto shall bear the facsimile signature of the chairman of the 
Authority. In case any officer whose signature or a facsimile of whose 
S1 J? ia ^ Ure appear on any bonds or coupons shall cease to be such 
officer before the delivery of such bonds, such signature or such 
facsimile shall nevertheless be valid and sufficient for all purposes 
the same as if he had remained in office until such delivery. All bonds 
issued under the provisions of the Act shall have and are hereby 
declared to have all the qualities and incidents of negotiable instru¬ 
ments under the negotiable instruments law of the state. The bonds 
may be issued in coupon or in registered form, or both, as the Author- 
lty may determine; and provision may be made for the registration 
of any coupon bonds as to principal alone and also as to both principal 
and interest and for the reconversion into coupon bonds of any bonds 
registered as to both principal and interest. The Authority may sell 
such bonds in such manner and for such price as it may determine 
to be for the best interest of the Authority. 

“The Authority shall have power from time to time, in anticipa¬ 
tion of the issuance of bonds, to issue notes and from time to time 
to issue renewal notes maturing not later than three years from their 
respective dates, in an amount not exceeding the amount of bonds 
issued under the provisions of this Act. The authorization and issuance 
of such notes, the interest thereon, the rights of the holders thereof, 
and the rights, duties and obligations of the Authority in respect 
thereto, shall be governed by the provisions of this Act with respect 
to the issuance of bonds, insofar as the same may be applicable. 

The Authority may, out of any funds available therefor, pur¬ 
chase notes or bonds, which shall thereupon be cancelled, at not 
more than the redemption price then applicable, or, if not then 
redeemable, at a premium of not more than one percent of their face 
amount, plus accrued interest to the date of purchase. 

Neither the members of the Authority nor any person executing 
the notes or bonds shall be personally liable on the notes or bonds, or 
be accountable by reason of the issuance thereof in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act. 

The proceeds of the bonds of each issue shall be disbursed in 
such manner and under such restrictions, if any, as the Authority 
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may provide in the resolution authorizing the issuance of the bonds, 
or in the trust agreement, hereinafter mentioned securing the bonds. 

“Prior to the preparation of definitive bonds, the Authority may, 
under like restrictions, issue interim receipts or temporary bonds, 
with or without coupons, exchangeable for definitive bonds when such 
bonds shall have been executed and are available for delivery. The 
Authority may also provide for the replacement of any bonds which 
shall become mutilated or shall be destroyed or lost. Bonds may be 
issued under the provisions of this Act without obtaining the consent 
of any department, division, commission, board, bureau, or agency of 
the state, and without any other proceedings or the happening of any 
other conditions or things than those proceedings, conditions, or 
things which are specifically required by this Act.”

Section 2. The judge of said new circuit judgeships shall have 
and exercise all of the jurisdiction, powers, rights and authority, and 
possess all of the qualifications, perform all of the duties and be subject 
to all of the pains, obligations and penalties that other circuit judges 
may exercise, perform or be subject to. 

Section 3. The additional circuit judges provided for in this 
Act shall receive the same salary and supplements, payable in the 
same manner, as the other circuit court judges of their respective 
judicial circuit. 

Section 4. Section 12-17-20, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“§ 12-17-20. (a) Except as otherwise provided in this section, 

each judicial circuit of the state shall have one resident circuit judge. 

“(b) In the following judicial circuits, there shall be the number 
of resident circuit judges listed below: 

“(1) There shall be two circuit judges in the first judicial circuit. 
The judge occupying judgeship No. 1 shall be the presiding judge. 

“(2) There shall be four circuit judges in the fourth judicial 
circuit. 

“(3) There shall be three circuit judges in the fifth judicial 
circuit. 

“(4) There shall be five circuit judges in the sixth judicial circuit. 
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“(5) There shall be four circuit judges in the seventh judicial 
circuit. 

“(6) There shall be three circuit judges in the eighth judicial 
circuit. 

“(7) There shall be two circuit judges in the ninth judicial circuit. 

“(8) There shall be 23 circuit judges in the tenth judicial circuit. 

“(9) There shall be three circuit judges in the eleventh judicial 
circuit. 

“(10) There shall be three circuit judges in the twelfth judicial 
circuit. 

“(11) There shall be ten circuit judges in the thirteenth judicial 
circuit. 

“(12) There shall be three circuit judges in the fourteenth judi¬ 
cial circuit. 

“(13) There shall be seven circuit judges in the fifteenth judicial 
circuit. At least two judges shall be assigned to the criminal division 
of said circuit, and one or more judges shall be assigned to the civil 
division, in the discretion of the presiding judge. 

“(14) There shall be four circuit judges in the sixteenth judicial 
circuit. 

“(15) There shall be two circuit judges in the seventeenth judicial 
circuit. 

“(16) There shall be three circuit judges in the eighteenth judi¬ 
cial circuit. 

“(17) There shall be two circuit judges in the nineteenth judicial 
circuit. 

“(18) There shall be three circuit judges in the twentieth judi¬ 
cial circuit. 

“(19) There shall be two circuit judges in the twenty-second 
judicial circuit. 

“(20) There shall be six circuit judges in the twenty-third judi¬ 
cial circuit. 

“(21) There shall be two circuit judges in the twenty-fifth judi¬ 
cial circuit. 

“(22) There shall be two circuit judges in the twenty-sixth 
judicial circuit. 
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“(23) There shall be three circuit judges in the twenty-seventh 
judicial circuit. 

“(24) There shall be three circuit judges in the twenty-eighth 
judicial circuit. 

“(25) There shall be two . circuit judges in the twenty-ninth 
judicial circuit. 

“(26) There shall be two circuit judges in the thirtieth judicial 
circuit. 

“(27) There shall be two circuit judges in the thirty-first judicial 
circuit. 

“(28) There shall be three circuit judges in the thirty-second 
judicial circuit. 

“(29) There shall be two circuit judges in the thirty-third judi¬ 
cial circuit. 

“(30) There shall be two circuit judges in the thirty-seventh 
judicial circuit. 

“(31) There shall be two circuit judges in the thirty-eighth 
judicial circuit.” 

Section 5. The presiding circuit judge of each judicial circuit 
shall be selected as otherwise provided by law or court rule. 

Section 6* The presiding circuit judge of the Eleventh, Twelfth, 
and Twenty-seventh Judicial Circuits shall be authorized and em¬ 
powered to designate either a district judge or a circuit judge of said 
judicial circuits as the juvenile court judge of each respective circuit. 
Said designation shall be in writing and shall be made only after ad¬ 
vising with the circuit and district judges. The presiding circuit judge 
shall further have the power and authority to establish, by means of 
a written order, a Family Court Division of the Eleventh and Twenty- 
seventh Judicial Circuits and to assign one of the circuit or district 
judges to preside over said division. In the event a district court 
judge is assigned to preside over the Family Court Division as pro¬ 
vided herein, such judge shall have the same powers and authority 
as a circuit court judge to handle all cases involving domestic relations, 
divorce, annulments of marriage, custody and support of children, 
granting and enforcement of alimony and all other domestic and mari¬ 
tal matters over which the circuit court has jurisdiction and such 
district judge shall serve as an ex officio circuit judge when handling 
such cases. 

Section 7. There is hereby appropriated a sum not to exceed 
$1,398,373 to the Unified Judicial System for fiscal year 1982-83, to 
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be conditioned upon the condition of the general fund and upon ap¬ 
proval of the Governor for the support and maintenance of the addi¬ 
tional judgeships. If the Governor, at any time during fiscal year 
1982-83 releases this conditional appropriation, he shall make appoint¬ 
ments filling said positions as provided by law. 

Section 8. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 9. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 10. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. Provided, however, the provisions of Section 4 of this 
Act shall become effective as to a respective judicial circuit only upon 
the date the Governor authorizes the appropriation provided in Sec¬ 
tion 7 to said judicial circuit.

AN ACT 

Relating to the Alabama Sunset Law; to terminate the existence and functioning 
of the State Board of Heating, Air Conditioning, Roofing and Sheet Metal Contractors 
as provided in Sections 34-31-1 through 34-31-17 of the Code of Alabama 1975; and to 
create a new Board of Heating and Air Conditioning Contractors to replace the 
terminated board, and to repeal Sections 34-31-1 through 34-31-17, Code of Alabama 
1975. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . It is declared that pursuant to the Alabama Sunset 
Law, Sections 41-20-1 through 41-20-16, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, the Sunset Committee entered upon its duties, held public 
hearings, received testimony from the public and all interested parties 
relating to the continued existence and functioning of the State Board 
of Heating, Air Conditioning, Roofing and Sheet Metal Contractors, 
and voted to recommend the termination of the board created and 
functioning pursuant to Sections 34-31-1 through 34-31-17, Code of 
Alabama 1975, and to create an entirely new board as provided in 
Section 3 hereof. 

Section 2. The Legislature concurs in the recommendation of 
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the Sunset Committee provided in Section 1 of this Act. 

Section 3, The existence and functioning of the Board of Heat¬ 
ing, Air Conditioning, Roofing and Sheet Metal Contractors, created 
and functioning pursuant to Sections 34-31-1 through 34-31-17 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby terminated and said sections of law 
are expressly repealed, and in its place the following enactment of 
law shall create a new board to replace the terminated one: 

A BILL 

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 

To create a board of Heating and Air Conditioning Contractors; 
to provide definitions, to express the purpose; to provide for the com¬ 
position, terms, duties, powers, compensation and other matters of the 
board; to transfer money, equipment and property from the board 
created by Sections 34-31-1 through 34-31-17, Code of Alabama 1975, 
to the board herein created; to provide for the oath of office of board 
meetings; to provide business procedures and meetings of the board; 
to provide for a certification process for heating and air conditioning 
installers; to require service and repair contractors to register an¬ 
nually with the board; to authorize the charging of certifying and 
registration fees by the board and penalties for late payment of said 
fees; to provide for renewal certificates; to provide for an examination 
by the board of applicants and to provide certain exemptions from 
testing; to authorize the board to require bonding under certain 
circumstances of its certified contractors; to provide examination 
criteria; to provide penalties for violations of this act; to require 
compliance with the state administrative procedures act; and to ex¬ 
pressly repeal Sections 34-31-1 through 34-31-17, Code of Alabama 
1975. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . For the purposes of this act, the following terms 
shall have the meanings herein ascribed to them unless the context 
clearly indicates otherwise: 

(a) CERTIFIED CONTRACTOR. Any individual or any reg¬ 
ularly employed person for any partnership or corporation who for 
hire is engaged in the installation of heating and air conditioning 
systems; provided that nothing in this act shall apply to retail sellers 
of heating and air conditioning systems who do not install said systems 
themselves. 

(b) REGISTERED CONTRACTOR. Any contractor who for 
hire is engaged exclusively in the service and repair of heating and 
air conditioning systems who does not install said system. 
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(c) INSTALLATION. The act of setting up or installing a 
heating and air conditioning system for operation and use. 

(d) SERVICE AND REPAIR. The act of maintaining for 
operation a heating and air conditioning system which has previously 
been installed including parts replacement within a piece of equip¬ 
ment. 

(e) BOARD. The State Board of Heating and Air Conditioning 
Contractors, herein established. 

(f) HEATING AND AIR CONDITIONING SYSTEMS, OR 
SYSTEM. A heating and/or cooling apparatus consisting of an air 
heating and/or cooling fixture from pipes, plenums or blowers includ¬ 
ing any accessory and equipment installed in connection herewith; 
specifically excluding window units, automotive or farm implement 
type heating and/or air conditioning equipment. 

(g) ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURES LAW. Sections 
41-22-1 through 41-22-27, Code of Alabama 1975, and any subsequent 
amendment or supplements thereto, and any rules or regulations 
promulgated thereto. 

(h) RESPONSIBLE CHARGE. The direction of projects in¬ 
volving the installation or service and repair of heating and air condi¬ 
tioning systems requiring initiation, professional skills, technical 
knowledge and independent judgment. 

Section 2. The purpose of this act is to certify qualified con¬ 
tractors in order to protect the public by identifying those contractors 
who have the knowledge and ability to install heating and air condi¬ 
tioning systems, and to identify competent service and repair per¬ 
sonnel. 

Section 3. (a) There is hereby created the Board of Heating 

and Air Conditioning Contractors. The Board shall consist of seven 
members, whose initial appointments shall be effective as of July 1, 
1982 as follows: One member shall be appointed by the Governor 
for an initial term of one year, and must be a mechanical engineer; 
one member shall be appointed by the Governor for an initial term of 
four years and must be a heating and air conditioning contractor; 
one member shall be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor for an 
initial term of three years and must be a trade representative of 
equipment manufacturer or supplier; one member shall be appointed 
by the Governor for an initial term of three years and must be a con¬ 
sumer from the general public; one member shall be appointed by 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives for an initial term of 
two years and must be a trade representative of service, repair parts 
industry; one member shall be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor 
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for an initial term of two years, and must be a representative from 
county or local inspection services department; and one member shall 
be appointed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives for an 
initial term of three years, and must be a consumer from the general 
public. Their successors, who shall be appointed by the same respec¬ 
tive appointing authorities, and must possess the same respective 
occupational qualifications, shall each serve four year terms and until 
their successors are appointed and qualified. 

(b) All monies, equipment and property of the board created 
pursuant to Sections 34-31-1 through 34-31-17, shall, effective July 1, 
1982, be transferred to the board created in subsection (a) above. 

Section 4. 

(a) The board shall elect from among its members a chairman 
and a secretary. 

(b) The chairman shall preside over meetings of the board or 
designate another member to preside in his absence. 

(c) The secretary shall keep the minutes, books and other rec¬ 
ords and files of the board. He shall issue all certificates in the name 
of the board and shall send out all notices and attend to all correspon¬ 
dence under the direction of the board. He shall receive and deposit 
all fees and perform such other duties as are incidental to his office 
as may be required by the board, and shall deposit said fees as pro¬ 
vided by law. 

(d) The secretary shall give bond, payable to the governor, in the 
penal sum of $5,000.00 for the faithful performance of his duties, 
and the premium therefor shall be paid from the fees of the board. 

(e) No moneys shall be withdrawn from the funds of the board 
except by direction of the board as provided by state law. 

(f) A majority of the board shall constitute a quorum for the 
transation of all business. 

Section 5. Except as otherwise provided in this act, members 
of the board shall receive no compensation for their services, but shall 
be entitled to mileage and expenses for board related travel within 
the state at the same rate as state employees receive, to be paid from 
fees collected. 

Section 6. The board shall meet in a regular session to perform 
its lawful duties at least once each three month period. 

Section 7. No individual, partnership or corporation shall ad¬ 
vertise, solicit, bid, obtain permit, do business, or perform the function 
of a certified contractor unless the person or persons in responsible 
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charge, as defined in Section 1(h) hereof, are certified contractors. 

No official charged with the duty of issuing licenses to any indi¬ 
vidual, partnership or corporation to operate a business as a certified 
contractor shall issue such license unless there is presented for in¬ 
spection a certificate of qualification as provided for herein issued by 
the board to the individual or to some person in responsible charge 
with the partnership or corporation. 

Section 8. (a) For the purpose of defraying the expense in 

carrying out the provisions of this act, the board may fix fees to be 
paid by applicants for certificates, but in no event shall the charges 
fixed by said board exceed $100.00. All fees fixed by the board must 
accompany the application for examination, and no part of said fees 
shall be refunded. Said fees shall be received by the board and held 
solely for the purpose of paying the expense of carrying out the pro¬ 
visions of this act. 

(b) All penalties collected by the board shall be used in the same 
manner and for the same purpose as fees. 

(c) Renewal fees shall be established by the board as to insure 
adequate funding to support the board. Fees shall not exceed $50.00 
per year. 

Section 9. All certificates provided for herein shall be renewed 
annually, not later than 90 days after the first day of October of each 
year. All holders of certificates shall be entitled to renewal thereof 
upon payment of a renewal fee set forth by the board as provided 
for in this act. 

Section 10. All applicants for examinations and certificates 
and all applicants for renewal certificates shall be required to fill out 
a form which shall be provided by the board. 

Section 11. (a) All prospective certified contractors in this 

state desiring to qualify in accordance with the provisions of this act 
shall be required to stand for a written examination before the board. 
Any applicant failing to pass his first examination for a certificate 
shall be entitled to take any subsequent examination, either written 
or, upon request of the applicant, an oral or practical examination 
which is equivalent to the written examination, to be held within 
six months from the date of his first or latest unsuccessful examina¬ 
tion. 


(b) All persons engaged in the business of installation for a 
period of at least two years prior to the effective date of this act 
shall have a 12 month period following the enactment hereof to regis¬ 
ter with the board for certification. Such persons shall not be required 
to stand for an examination, but shall pay the same renewal fees which 
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are charged all other certified contractors. Persons herein certified 
shall be authorized to perform service and repairs without having to 
register as a service and repair contractor as provided in subsection 

(c) hereof. 

(c) The board is hereby authorized to require a performance 
bond in the amount of $5,000.00 per year for certified contractors who, 
upon valid complaint and investigation by the board, are found to have 
performed sub-standard installation work. 

(d) Registered contractors are not required to be certified by the 
board, but shall register annually as a service and repair contractor 
with the board and to pay an annual registration fee of $5.00. If any 
service and repair contractor fails to register within 60 days with the 
board, following official notice by registered mail to do so, the board 
may require such person to post a performance bond in the amount of 
$5,000.00 per year. In addition, if any registered contractor is found by 
an investigation of the board pursuant to a valid complaint to have 
performed negligent or substandard work, the board, in its discretion, 
may require a performance bond in an amount of $5,000.00 per year 
of such contractor. 

(e) With respect to registered contractors performing service 
and repair services, any county or municipality, in its discretion, is 
hereby authorized to require that such persons be certified contractors 
by the board. Counties which choose to require certified contractors 
are specifically denied jurisdiction within the corporate limits of any 
municipality, or its police jurisdiction, within said county. 

Section 12. The board shall provide for examinations which 
test the knowledge, skill and proficiency of the applicants. Subject 
matter shall be limited to the following subjects: safety, basic heating 
and air conditioning theory, refrigeration as applied to air condi¬ 
tioning, diagnostic trouble shooting of heating and air conditioning 
systems, air handling, standard mechanical codes, standard gas codes, 
standard electrical codes, equipment installations and duct sizing as 
they relate to heating and air conditioning. All test questions shall be 
prepared to deal with the criteria on a trade level only. Examinations 
shall be held at such time and place as may be fixed by the board 
at least once each three-month period. Written notice of the time and 
place of examinations shall be mailed to all persons who have filed 
current applications for the examinations of the board. 

Section 13. The board may, in its discretion, when needed to 
assure financial stability, and professional competence may, in its 
discretion, require applicants for certification to post bond for the pur¬ 
pose of insuring performance by the certified contractor of any contract 
agreement into which he may enter. There shall be no discrimination

between contractors similarly situated, and each classification of regu¬ 
lated contractors for bonding purposes must be reasonable in light of 
the purpose of the bond. 

Section 14. The board shall publish annually a list of names, 
addresses, of all individuals and the name of their employer, if 
applicable, who are registered and certified by the board, and shall 
mail a copy of said list to all qualified individuals so registered or 
certified upon request to do so. The board may require a reasonable 
fee to cover the cost of producing and mailing said directory. 

Section 15. (a) Any person engaged in business as a certified 

contractor or performing the functions of a certified contractor in 
violation of this chapter shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor, 
as defined by the state criminal code. 

(b) The board may, at its discretion, impose a late penalty on 
those certified contractors who fail to renew certificates by December 
31 of each year. The board may also remove certification from any 
certified person who fails to renew certificate by the first day of March 
and require said person to apply for a new certificate. Furthermore, 
the board may at its discretion, remove certification from any certi¬ 
fied person if his or her employer knowingly endangers the general 
public and require said person to apply for a new certificate. 

Section 16. Said procedures shall be same as those defined in 
the Alabama Administrative Procedures Law. The board may es¬ 
tablish additional procedures as needed provided that said procedure 
is published and made public and are not in conflict with the state 
law. 

Section 17. Any appeals to the act shall be as defined by the 
Alabama Administrative Procedures Law. 

Section 18. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed and Sections 34-31-1 through 34-31-17 are expressly 
repealed and superseded by this act. 

Section 19. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 20. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To exempt from the requirements of the Alabama Child Labor Act, Chapter 
8, Title 25, Code of Alabama 1975, time and hour restrictions for children under 16 
and the requirement for securing employment and age certificates by persons under 17 
who are employed as actors or performers in a motion picture approved and coordi¬ 
nated by the Alabama Film Commission in conjunction with and under the jurisdiction 
and supervision of the Department of Industrial Relations and to set forth protective 
employment conditions for such children under the age of 16. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The provisions of Sections 25-8-4, 25-8-5, 25-8-13 
and 25-8-16, Code of Alabama 1975, notwithstanding, time and hour 
restrictions shall not be imposed upon children under age 16 who are 
employed as actors or performers, and no employment or age certifi¬ 
cates shall be required for persons under age 17 in such occupations. 
Persons under the age of 19 may be employed and appear for the 
purpose of singing and acting or performing in any studio or movie 
sets of a motion picture approved and coordinated by the Alabama 
Film Commission in conjunction with and under the jurisdiction and 
supervision of the Department of Industrial Relations. No child under 
16 years of age shall be so employed except under the following con¬ 
ditions: and with the written consent of the Alabama Film Commis¬ 
sion, the Department of Industrial Relations and the parent, legal 
guardian or responsible adult of the child so subject to these pro¬ 
visions: 

(a) The activities enumerated must not be detrimental to the 
life, health, safety, welfare or morals of the child. 

(b) The activities enumerated must not interfere with the 
schooling of the child and provision shall be made for education 
equivalent to full-time school attendance in the public schools for 
children under 16 years of age. 

(c) A parent, guardian, or a responsible adult so designated by 
the parent or guardian, shall accompany each child under 16 years of 
age at all rehearsals, appearances and performances. 

All such work performed by persons under age 19 shall be in 
compliance with the provisions of Sections 25-8-11(3) and 25-8-12 of 
the Code of Alabama 1975. 

Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3, This Act shall become effective upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

To amend Section 37-2-1, Code of Alabama 1975 relating to defining the term 
“transportation company.”

Section 1 . Section 37-2-1, Code of Alabama 1975 is hereby 
amended to read: “§ 37-2-1. 'Transportation company’ defined. 

“The term ‘transportation company’ shall mean and include 
every person not engaged solely in interstate commerce or business 
that now or may hereafter own, operate, lease, manage or control, 
as common carriers or for hire: Any railroad or part of a railroad in 
this state or any cars or other equipment used thereon, or bridges, 
terminals or sidetracks used in connection therewith, whether owned 
by such railroad or otherwise; any express companies; any car com¬ 
panies; any sleeping car companies; any steamboat or steam packet 
company or common carrier for hire by water regardless of the pro¬ 
pelling power used; any railroad depot or terminal station; any tele¬ 
graph line; any telephone line; any pipeline for the transportation of 
oil or other commodity, whether the transportation is by pipeline or 
partly by pipeline and partly by rail, truck or water. This term shall 
also mean and include two or more transportation companies render¬ 
ing joint service. Such term shall also mean and include every person 
not engaged solely in interstate commerce or business that now or 
may hereafter own, operate, lease, manage or control as a means 
of common carrier transportation by himself, or by others; any canal 
or other artificial watercourse, or part thereof, in this state, or any 
public wharf, dock, or terminal used in connection therewith, whether 
owned by the person who owns such canal or other artificial water¬ 
course, or otherwise, provided nothing in this Chapter shall apply to 
the regulation of commerce on navigable streams or rivers, whether 
the streams or rivers contain locks and dams or not.” 

Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed.

AN ACT 

Regulating further license plates to be used for motor vehicles; providing for 
distinctive license plates for vehicles owned by certain fire fighters. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . As used in this act, unless the context clearly re¬ 
quires a different meaning: “Fire fighter” means a member or members 
of a paid, part-paid or volunteer fire department of a city, town, 
country or other subdivision of the state or of a public corporation 
organized for the purpose of providing water, water systems, fire pro¬ 
tection services or fire protection facilities in the state; and such 
words shall include the chief, assistant chief, wardens, engineers, cap¬ 
tains, firemen and all other officers and employees of such depart¬ 
ments who actually engage in fire fighting or in rendering first aid in 
case of drownings or asphyxiation at the scene of action. 

Section 2. A fire fighter may, upon application and subject to 
the provisions of this act be issued a distinctive motor vehicle license 
plate or tag as identification as a fire fighter. In addition to the proper 
numbers, words and insignias used on the standard license plate or 
tag issued for motor vehicles, the distinctive plates or tags so issued 
fire fighters shall bear a red Maltese cross emblem on each side to the 
left and right of the regular tag numbers. The words “Fire Fighter” 
should be centered at the bottom of the tag. 

Section 3. The distinctive license plates here provided for shall 
be prepared by the commissioner of revenue and shall be issued 
through the judge of probate or license commissioner of the several 
counties of the state in like manner as are other motor vehicle license 
plates or tags and such officers shall be entitled to their regular 
fees for such service. The chief of each certified volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment shall submit to the Alabama Forestry Commission by October 1 
of each year a list of certified fire fighters from his department who 
are eligible for the distinctive license plate or tag. The Fire Fighters’ 
Personnel Standards and Education Committee shall submit to the 
Alabama Forestry Commission by October 1 of each year a list of 
certified fire fighters who are members of paid or part-paid fire depart¬ 
ments and who are eligible for such distinctive license plates or tags.

The Forestry Commission shall submit to the probate judge or license 
commissioner of each county by December 1 of each year a list of the 
certified fire fighters in the county who are eligible for the distinctive 
license plate or tag under this act. Applicants for such distinctive 
plates shall present to the issuing official proof of their identification. 
If such applicants name is on the list furnished by the Alabama 
Forestry Commission to the probate judge or license commissioner, 
the fire fighter shall be issued one distinctive license plate or tag upon 
the payment of the regular license fee for tags, as provided by law, 
and the additional payment of a fee of $3.00. The distinctive license 
plates or tags so issued shall be used only upon and for personally- 
owned, private, passenger vehicles (to include station wagons and pick¬ 
up trucks) registered in the name of the fire fighter making applica¬ 
tion therefor, and when so issued to such applicant shall be used upon 
the vehicle for which issued in lieu of the standard license plates 
or license tags normally issued for such vehicle. 

Section 4. The distinctive license plates issued hereunder shall 
not be transferable as between motor vehicle owners and in the event 
the owner of a vehicle bearing such distinctive plates shall sell, trade, 
exchange or otherwise dispose of same such plates shall be retained 
by the owner to whom issued and by him returned to the judge of 
probate or license commissioner of the county who shall receive and 
account for same in the manner stated below. In the event such owner 
shall acquire by purchase, trade, exchange or otherwise a vehicle for 
which no standard plates have been issued during the current license 
period, the judge of probate or license commissioner of the county 
shall, upon being furnished by the owner thereof proper certification 
of the acquisition of such vehicle and the payment of the motor 
vehicle license tax due upon such vehicle, authorize the transfer to 
said vehicle of the distinctive license plates previously purchased by 
such owner, which plates shall authorize the operation of said vehicle 
for the remainder of the then current license period. In the further 
event the owner of such distinctive plates shall acquire by purchase, 
trade, exchange or otherwise a vehicle for which standard plates have 
been issued during the current license year the judge of probate or 
license commissioner shall, upon proper certification of such owner 
and upon delivery to such official of the standard plates previously 
issued for such vehicle, authorize the owner of such newly-acquired 
vehicle to place the distinctive plates previously purchased by him 
upon such vehicle and use same thereon for the remainder of the then 
current license period. Such notice of transfer of ownership shall be 
made of record by the judge of probate or the license commissioner. 

Provided further, that any person acquiring by purchase, trade, 
exchange or otherwise any vehicle formerly bearing such distinctive 
plates shall be authorized, upon certification of such fact to the judge 
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of probate or license commissioner of the county and the payment of 
the fee now required by law, to purchase standard replacement plates 
for such vehicle which shall authorize the operation of such vehicle 
by the new owner for the remainder of the license period. 

Section 5. Such distinctive plates or tags shall be prepared and 
furnished for the licensing year commencing January 1, 1984, and 
thereafter as is provided by law for the issuance of other license plates. 

Section 6. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains.

“Any bonds, notes, warrants, other evidences of indebtedness or 
securities issued by the State of Alabama or any department, agency 
or instrumentality thereof, by any not-for-profit public or private 
corporation at any time organized or created pursuant to act of the 
Legislature or executive order of the Governor for the purpose of 
acting as an instrumentality of the State of Alabama or otherwise 
acting in the public interest and by any board of water and sewer 
commissioners created under the provisions of Article 10, chapter 50, 
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Title 11, Code of Alabama 1975 and authorized to issue bonds under 
Section 11-50-345, Code of Alabama 1975, by any municipality, by

To provide for a minimum salary for county commissioners and chairmen of 
county commissions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . For the purposes of this Act the following terms 
shall have the following meanings: 

a. County Commission Chairman shall mean those persons 
elected or appointed to such office by any and all lawful means but 
shall not include those persons who serve as chairman by virtue of 
their having been elected or appointed as probate judge of the county. 

b. Compensation shall mean all salary, expense allowance or 
any other compensation received for serving as commissioner or chair- 
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man of the county commission but shall not include any reimburse¬ 
ment for mileage traveled or actual and necessary expenses incurred 
which are otherwise payable by law. 

c. Local law shall mean any and all applicable statutes that 
apply to any part of the state which is less than the whole and shall 
include statutes otherwise known as “general laws of local applica¬ 
tion” or “population bracket acts.” 

Section 2. No county commissioner shall receive compensation 
for serving as such officer, that is less than $9,600 per year. No county 
commission chairman shall receive compensation for serving as such 
officer, that is less than $13,600 per year. 

Section 3. No county commissioner that is required by local 
law to serve full time as county commissioner, shall receive compensa¬ 
tion for serving as such officer, that is less than $20,000 per year. 
No county commission chairman that is required by local law to serve 
full time as county commission chairman, shall receive compensation 
for serving as such officer, that is less than $25,000 per year. 

Section 4. The provisions of this Act shall in no way affect the 
compensation of county commissioners or county commission chair¬ 
men whose compensation is in excess of the minimums provided 
herein. Nor shall such provisions in any way affect subsequent local 
laws or general laws which provide compensation in excess of such 
minimums. Nor shall such provisions apply unless approved by a reso¬ 
lution of the county governing body. The provisions of this Act shall 
in no way affect the compensation of probate judges. All compensation 
affected hereby shall be payable from the respective county’s general 
fund or any other such fund from which such officer’s compensation 
may now be paid by law.

Section 1. The proceeds derived from the sale of oil or gas 
production from any oil or gas well shall be paid to persons legally 
entitled thereto, commencing no later than 6 months after the date 
of the first sale, and thereafter no later than 60 days after the end 
of the calendar month within which subsequent production is sold. 
Such payment is to be made to persons legally entitled thereto by the 
first purchasers of such production by tender to such person s desig¬ 
nated agents or at their last known address. Provided, such purchasers 
may remit to the persons entitled to such proceeds from production 
semi-annually where the aggregate of 6 months accumulation of 
monthly proceeds does not exceed $60.00. As used therein, first pur¬ 
chase” shall mean the first commercial purchaser of production after 
completion of the well and shall not include purchasers of oil or gas 
during initial testing prior to completion of the well. 

Further provided, that any delay in determining the persons 
legally entitled to an interest in such proceeds from production caused 
by unmarketable title to such interest shall not affect payment to 
persons whose title is marketable. Provided, however, that in those 
instances where such proceeds derived from oil or gas produced and 
sold after the effective date of this act cannot be paid within the time 
allowed by this section because the title thereto is not marketable, 
the purchasers of such production shall remit to the parties ultimately 
determined to be the legal owners of such production, the full amount 
of such proceeds plus interest at the rate of 8% per annum, such 
interest to accrue from the date that proceeds were due to persons 
with marketable title as hereinabove specified.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Title. 

This Act shall be known and may be cited as the Alabama Life 
and Disability Insurance Guaranty Association Act. 

Section 2. Purpose. 

The purpose of this Act is to protect policyowners, insureds, 
beneficiaries, annuitants, payees, and the assignees of life insurance 
policies, disability insurance policies, annuity contracts, and supple¬ 
mental contracts, subject to certain limitations, against failure in the 
performance of contractual obligations due to the impairment or 
insolvency of the insurer issuing such policies or contracts. To provide 
this protection, (1) an association of insurers is created to enable the 
guaranty of payment of benefits and of continuation of coverages, 
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(2) members of the Association are subject to assessment to provide 
funds to carry out the purpose of this Act, and (3) the Association 
is authorized to assist the Commissioner, in the prescribed manner, in 
the detection and prevention of insurer impairments or insolvencies. 

Section 3. Scope. 

(1) This Act shall apply to direct life insurance policies, dis¬ 
ability insurance policies, annuity contracts, and contracts supple¬ 
mental to life and disability insurance policies, annuity contracts, 
and contracts supplemental to life and disability insurance policies 
and annuity contracts issued by persons licensed to transact insurance 
in this state at any time. 

(2) This Act shall not apply to: 

(a) That portion or part of a variable life insurance or variable 
annuity contract not guaranteed by an insurer; 

(b) That portion or part of any policy or contract under which 
the risk is borne by the policyholder; 

(c) Any policy or contract or part thereof assumed by the im¬ 
paired or insolvent insurer under a contract of reinsurance, other 
than reinsurance for which assumption certificates have been issued; 

(d) Any such policy or contract issued by Non-Profit hospital 
and medical service plans, fraternals, cooperative hospital associations 
or health maintenance organizations. 

Section 4. Construction. 

This Act shall be liberally construed to effect the purpose under 
Section 2 which shall constitute an aid and guide to interpretation. 

Section 5. Definitions. 

As used in this Act: 

(1) Account means either of the three accounts created under 
Section 6. 

(2) Association” means the Alabama Life and Disability In¬ 
surance Guaranty Association created under Section 6. 

(3) Commissioner” means the Commissioner of Insurance of 
this State. 

(4) Contractual obligation” means any obligation under cov¬ 
ered policies. 

(5) Covered policy” means any policy or contract within the 
scope of this Act under Section 3. 
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(6) “Impaired insurer” means a member insurer deemed by the 
Commissioner after the effective date of this Act to be potentially 
unable to fulfill its contractual obligations and not an insolvent 
insurer. 

(7) “Insolvent insurer” means a member insurer which after the 
effective date of this Act, becomes insolvent and is placed under a 
final order of liquidation, rehabilitation or conservation by a court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

(8) “Member insurer” means any insurer licensed to transact 
in this state any kind of insurance to which this Act applies under 
Section 3. 

(9) “Premiums” means direct gross insurance premiums and 
annuity considerations received on covered policies, less return pre¬ 
miums and considerations thereon and dividends paid or credited to 
policyholders on such direct business. “Premiums” do not include 
premiums and considerations on contracts between insurers and re¬ 
insurers. 

(10) “Person” means any individual, corporation, partnership, 
association or voluntary organization. 

(11) “Resident” means any person who resides in this state at 
the time a member insurer is determined to be an impaired or insolvent 
insurer and to whom contractual obligations are owed. 

Section 6. Creation of the Association. 

(1) There is created a nonprofit unincorporated legal entity to 
be known as the Alabama Life and Disability Insurance Guaranty 
Association. All member insurers shall be and remain members of the 
Association as a condition of their authority to transact insurance in 
this state. The Association shall perform its functions under the plan 
of operation established and approved under Section 10 and shall 
exercise its powers through a board of directors established under 
Section 7. For purposes of administration and assessment the Associa¬ 
tion shall maintain three accounts: 

(a) the disability insurance account; 

(b) the life insurance account; and 

(c) the annuity account. 

(2) The association shall come under the immediate supervision 
of the Commissioner and shall be subject to the applicable provisions 
of the insurance laws of this state. 

Section 7. Board of Directors. 
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(1) The board of directors of the Association shall consist of not 
less than five nor more than nine member insurers serving terms as 
established in the plan of operation. At all times, at least one member 
of the Board shall be a domestic insurer as defined in Section 27-1-2(6), 
Code of Alabama, 1975. The members of the Board shall be selected 
by member insurers subject to the approval of the Commissioner. 
Vacancies on the Board shall be filled for the remaining period of the 
term by a majority vote of the remaining Board members, subject to 
the approval of the Commissioner. To select the initial Board of 
Directors, and initially organize the Association, the Commissioner 
shall give notice to all member insurers of the time and place of the 
organizational meeting. In determining voting rights at the organi¬ 
zational meeting, each member insurer shall be entitled to one vote in 
person or by proxy. If the Board of Directors is not selected within 
60 days after notice of the organizational meeting, the Commissioner 
may appoint the initial members. 

(2) In approving selections or in appointing members to the 
Board, the Commissioner shall consider, among other things, whether 
all member insurers are fairly represented. 

(3) Members of the Board may be reimbursed from the assets 
of the Association for expenses incurred by them as members of the 
Board of Directors, but members of the Board shall not otherwise 
be compensated by the Association for their services. 

Section 8. Powers and Duties of the Association. 

In addition to the powers and duties enumerated in other sections 
of this Act, 

(1) If a domestic insurer is an impaired insurer, the Association 
may subject to any conditions imposed by the Association other 
than those which impair the contractual obligations of the impaired 
insurer, and approved by the impaired insurer and the Commissioner: 

(a) Guarantee or reinsure, or cause to be guaranteed, assumed, 
or reinsured, any or all of the covered policies of the impaired insurers; 

(b) provide such monies, pledges, notes, guarantees, or other 
means as are proper to effectuate paragraph (a), and assure payment 
of the contractual obligations of the impaired insurer pending action 
under paragraph (a); 

(c) loan money to the impaired insurer. 

(2) If a domestic insurer is an insolvent insurer, the Association 
shall, subject to the approval of the Commissioner: 

(a) Guarantee, assume, or reinsure, or cause to be guaranteed, 
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assumed, or reinsured the covered policies of the insolvent insurer; 

(b) assure payment of the contractual obligations of the insol¬ 
vent insurer; and 

(c) provide such monies, pledges, notes, guarantees, or other 
means as are reasonably necessary to discharge such duties. 

(3) If a foreign or alien insurer is an insolvent insurer, the 
Association shall, subject to the approval of the Commissioner: 

(a) Guarantee, assume, or reinsure or cause to be guaranteed, 
assumed, or reinsured the covered policies of residents; 

(b) assure payment of the contractual obligations of the insol¬ 
vent insurer to residents; and 

(c) provide such monies, pledges, notes, guarantees, or other 
means as are reasonably necessary to discharge such duties. 

Provided, however, that this subsection shall not apply where the 
Commissioner has determined that the foreign or alien insurer s domi¬ 
ciliary jurisdiction or state of entry provides, by statute, protection 
substantially similar to that provided by this Act for residents of this 
state. 

(4) (a) In carrying out its duties under subsections (2) and (3), 
permanent policy liens, or contract liens may be imposed in connec¬ 
tion with any guarantee, assumption or reinsurance agreement, if the 
court 

(i) finds that the amounts which can be assessed under this 
Act are less than the amounts needed to assure full and prompt 
performance of the insolvent insurer’s contractual obligations, or that 
the economic or financial conditions as they affect member insurers 
are sufficiently adverse to render the imposition of policy or contract 
liens, to be in the public interest, and 

(ii) approves the specific policy liens or contract liens to be used. 

(b) Before being obligated under subsections (2) and (3) the 
Association may request that there be imposed temporary moratori¬ 
ums or liens on payments of cash values and policy loans in addition 
to any contractual provisions for deferral of cash or policy loan values, 
and such temporary moratoriums and liens may be imposed if they 
are approved by the court. 

(5) If the Association fails to act within a reasonable period 
of time as provided in subsections (2) and (3) of this section, the 
Commissioner shall have the powers and duties of the Association 
under this Act with respect to insolvent insurers. 
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(6) The Association may render assistance and advice to the 
Commissioner, upon his request, concerning rehabilitation, payment 
of claims, continuance of coverage, or the performance of other con¬ 
tractual obligations of any impaired or insolvent insurer. 

(7) The Association shall have standing to appear before any 
court in this state with jurisdiction over an impaired or insolvent 
insurer concerning which the association is or may become obligated 
under this Act. Such standing shall extend to all matters germane to 
the powers and duties of the Association, including, but not limited 
to, proposals for reinsuring or guaranteeing the covered policies of the 
impaired or insolvent insurer and the determination of the covered 
policies and contractual obligations. 

(8) (a) Any person receiving benefits under this Act shall be 
deemed to have assigned the rights under the covered policy to the 
Association to the extent of the benefits received because of this Act 
whether the benefits are payments of contractual obligations or con¬ 
tinuation of coverage. The Association may require an assignment to 
it of such rights by any payee, policy or contract owner, beneficiary, 
insured or annuitant as a condition precedent to the receipt of any 
rights or benefits conferred by this Act upon such person. The Associa¬ 
tion shall be subrogated to these rights against the assets of any 
insolvent insurer. 

(b) The subrogation rights of the Association under this sub¬ 
section shall have the same priority against the assets of the insolvent 
insurer as that possessed by the person entitled to receive benefits 
under this Act. 

(9) The contractual obligations of the insolvent insurer for 
which the Association becomes or may become liable shall be as great 
as but no greater than the contractual obligations of the insolvent 
insurer would have been in the absence of an insolvency unless such 
obligations are reduced as permitted by subsection (4) but the aggre¬ 
gate liability of the Association shall not exceed $100,000 in cash 
values, or $300,000 for all benefits, including cash values, with respect 
to any one life. 

(10) The Association may, 

(a) Enter into such contracts as are necessary or proper to carry 
out the provisions and purposes of this Act. 

(b) Sue or be sued, including taking any legal actions necessary 
or proper for recovery of any unpaid assessments under Section 9. 

(c) Borrow money to effect the purposes of this Act. Any notes 
or other evidence of indebtedness, of the Association not in default 
shall be legal investments for domestic insurers and may be carried 
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as admitted assets. 

(d) Employ or retain such persons as are necessary to handle 
the financial transactions of the Association, and to perform such 
other functions as become necessary or proper under this Act. 

(e) Negotiate and contract with any liquidator, rehabilitator, 
conservator, or ancillary receiver to carry out the powers and duties 
of the Association. 

(f) Take such legal action as may be necessary to avoid payment 
of improper claims. 

(g) Exercise, for the purpose of this Act, and to the extent 
approved by the Commissioner, the powers of a domestic life or health 
insurer, but in no case may the Association issue insurance policies 
or annuity contracts other than those issued to perform the con¬ 
tractual obligations of the impaired or insolvent insurer. 

Section 9. Assessments. 

(1) For the purpose of providing the funds necessary to carry 
out the powers and duties of the Association, the board of directors 
shall assess the member insurers, separately for each account, at such 
time and for such amounts as the Board finds necessary. Assessments 
shall be due not less than 30 days after prior written notice to the 
member insurers and shall accrue interest at six percent (6%) per 
annum on and after the due date. 

(2) There shall be three classes of assessments, as follows: 

(a) Class A assessments shall be made for the purpose of meeting 
administrative costs and other general expenses and examinations 
conducted under the authority of Section 12(5) not related to a 
particular impaired or insolvent insurer. 

(b) Class B assessments shall be made to the extent necessary 
to carry out the powers and duties of the Association under Section 
8 with regard to an impaired or insolvent domestic insurer. 

(c) Class C assessments shall be made to the extent necessary 
to carry out the powers and duties of the Association under Section 8 
with regard to an insolvent foreign or alien insurer. 

(3) (a) The amount of any Class A assessment shall be deter¬ 
mined by the Board and may be made on a non-pro rata basis. Such 
assessment shall not exceed $50 per company in any one calendar 
year. The amount of any Class B and C assessment shall be allocated 
for assessment purposes among the accounts in the proportion that 
the premiums received by the impaired or insolvent insurer on the 
policies covered by each account for the last calendar year preceding 
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the assessment in which the impaired or insolvent insurer received 
premiums bears to the premiums received by such insurer for such 
calendar year on all covered policies. 

(b) Class C assessments against member insurers for each ac¬ 
count shall be in the proportion that the premiums received on 
business in this state by each assessed member insurer on policies 
covered by each account for the calendar year preceding the assess¬ 
ments bears to such premiums received on business in this state for 
the calendar year preceding the assessment by all assessed member 
insurers. 

(c) Class B assessments for each account shall be made sepa¬ 
rately for each state in which the impaired or insolvent domestic 
insurer was authorized to transact insurance at any time, in the 
proportion that the premiums received on business in such state by 
the impaired or insolvent insurer on policies covered by such account 
for the last calendar year preceding the assessment in which the 
impaired or insolvent insurer received premiums bears to such pre¬ 
miums received in all such states for such calendar year by the 
impaired or insolvent insurer. The assessments against member in¬ 
surers shall be in the proportion that the premiums received on 
business in each such state by each assessed member insurer on 
policies covered by each account for the calendar year preceding 
the assessment bears to such premiums received on business in each 
state for the calendar year preceding assessment by all assessed mem¬ 
ber insurers. 

(d) Assessments for funds to meet the requirements of the Asso¬ 
ciation with respect to an impaired or insolvent insurer shall not be 
made until necessary to implement the purposes of this Act. Classi¬ 
fication of assessments under subsection (2) and computation of as¬ 
sessments under this subsection shall be made with a reasonable 
degree of accuracy, recognizing that exact determinations may not 
always be possible. 

(4) The Association may abate or defer, in whole or in part, 
the assessment of a member insurer if, in the opinion of the board, 
payment of the assessment would endanger the ability of the member 
insurer to fulfill its contractual obligations. In the event an assessment 
against a member insurer is abated, or deferred in whole or in part, 
the amount by which such assessment is abated or deferred may be 
assessed against the other member insurers in a manner consistent 
with the basis for assessments set forth in this section. 

(5) The total of all assessments upon a member insurer for each 
account shall not in any one calendar year exceed 1 % of such insurer’s 
premiums received in this state during the calendar year preceding 
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the assessment on the policies covered by the account. If the maximum 
assessment, together with the other assets of the Association in either 
account, does not provide in any one year in either account an amount 
sufficient to carry out the responsibilities of the Association, the nec¬ 
essary additional funds shall be assessed as soon thereafter as per¬ 
mitted by this Act. 

(6) The board may, by an equitable method as established in 
the plan of operation, refund to member insurers, in proportion to 
the contribution of each insurer to that account, the amount by 
which the assets of the account exceed the amount the board finds is 
necessary to carry out during the coming year the obligations of the 
Association with regard to that account, including assets accruing 
from net realized gains and income from investments. A reasonable 
amount may be retained in any account to provide funds for the con¬ 
tinuing expenses of the Association and for future losses if refunds 
are impractical. 

(7) The Association shall issue to each insurer paying an assess¬ 
ment under this Act, other than a Class A assessment, a certificate 
of contribution, in a form prescribed by the Commissioner, for the 
amount of the assessment so paid. All outstanding certificates shall be 
of equal dignity and priority without reference to amounts or dates 
of issue. A certificate of contribution may be shown by the insurer 
in its financial statement as an asset in such form and for such amount, 
if any, and period of time as the Commissioner may approve. 

Section 10. Plan of Operation. 

(1) (a) The Association shall submit to the Commissioner a 
plan of operation and any amendments thereto necessary or suitable 
to assure the fair, reasonable, and equitable administration of the 
Association. The plan of operation and any amendments thereto shall 
become effective upon approval in writing by the Commissioner. 

(b) If the Association fails to submit a suitable plan of operation 
within 180 days following the effective date of this Act or if at any 
time thereafter the Association fails to submit suitable amendments 
to the plan, the Commissioner shall, after notice and hearing, adopt 
and promulgate such reasonable rules as are necessary or advisable 
to effectuate the provisions of this Act. Such rules shall continue in 
force until modified by the Commissioner or superseded by a plan 
submitted by the Association and approved by the Commissioner. 

(2) All member insurers shall comply with the plan of operation. 

(3) The plan of operation shall, in addition to requirements 
enumerated elsewhere in this Act: 
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(a) Establish procedures for handling the assets of the Associa¬ 
tion. 

(b) Establish the amount and method of reimbursing members 
of the board of directors under Section 7. 

(c) Establish regular places and times for meetings of the board 
of directors. 

(d) Establish procedures for records to be kept of all financial 
transactions of the Association, its agents, and the board of directors. 

(e) Establish the procedures whereby selections for the board 
of directors will be made and submitted to the Commissioner. 

(f) Establish any additional procedures for assessments under 
Section 9. 

(g) Contain additional provisions necessary or proper for the 
execution of the powers and duties of the Association. 

(4) The plan of operation may provide that any or all powers 
and duties of the Association, except those under Sections 8(10) (c) 
and 9, are delegated to a corporation, association, or other organization 
which performs or will perform functions similar to those of this 
Association, or its equivalent, in two or more states. Such a corpora¬ 
tion, association, or organization shall be reimbursed for any pay¬ 
ments made on behalf of the Association and shall be paid for its 
performance of any functions of the Association. A delegation under 
this subsection shall take effect only with the approval of both the 
board of directors and the Commissioner, and may be made only to a 
corporation, association, or organization which extends protection not 
substantially less favorable and effective than that provided by this 
Act. 


Section 11. Duties and Powers of the Commissioner. 

In addition to the duties and powers enumerated elsewhere in 
this Act, 

(1) The Commissioner shall 

(a) Upon request of the board of directors, provide the Associa¬ 
tion with a statement of the premiums in the appropriate states for 
each member insurer. 

(b) When an impairment is declared and the amount of the 
impairment is determined, serve a demand upon the impaired insurer 
to make good the impairment within a reasonable time. Notice to 
the impaired insurer shall constitute notice to its shareholders, if 
any. The failure of the insurer to promptly comply with such demand 
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shall not excuse the Association from the performance of its powers 
and duties under this Act. 

(c) In any liquidation or rehabilitation proceeding involving a 
domestic insurer, petition the court of competent jurisdiction to have 
the chief of the receivership division appointed as the liquidator or 
rehabilitator. If a foreign or alien member insurer is subject to a 
liquidation proceeding in its domiciliary jurisdiction or state of entry, 
the chief of the receivership division shall be appointed conservator. 

(2) The Commissioner may suspend or revoke, after notice and 
hearing, the certificate of authority to transact insurance in this 
state of any member insurer which fails to pay an assessment when 
due or fails to comply with the plan of operation. As an alternative 
the Commissioner may levy a forfeiture on any member insurer which 
fails to pay an assessment when due. Such forfeiture shall not exceed 
5% of the unpaid assessment per month but no forfeiture shall be less 
than $100 per month. 

(3) Any action of the board of directors or the Association may 
be appealed to the Commissioner by any member insurer if such 
appeal is taken within 30 days of the action being appealed. Any final 
action or order of the Commissioner shall be subject to judicial review 
in a court of competent jurisdiction. 

(4) The liquidator, rehabilitator, or conservator of any impaired 
insurer may notify all interested persons of the effect of this Act. 

Section 12. Prevention of Insolvencies. 

To aid in the detection and prevention of insurer insolvencies 
or impairment: 

(1) It shall be the duty of the Commissioner, 

(a) To notify the commissioners of those states, territories of 
the United States and the District of Columbia where such member 
company is licensed when he takes any of the following actions 
against a member insurer: 

(i) Revocation of license; 

(ii) Suspension of license; 

(iii) Makes any formal order that such company restrict its 
premium writing or obtain additional contributions to capital or 
surplus. 

Such notice shall be mailed to all commissioners within thirty 
(30) days following the action taken or the date on which such action 
occurs. 
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(b) To report to the board of directors when he has taken any 
of the actions set forth in (a) of this paragraph or has received a report 
from any other commissioner indicating that any such action has been 
taken in another state. Such report to the board of directors shall 
contain all significant details of the action taken on the report received 
from another commissioner. 

(c) To report to the board of directors when he has reasonable 
cause to believe from any examination, whether completed or in pro¬ 
cess, of any member company that such company may be an impaired 
or insolvent insurer. 

(d) To furnish to the board of directors upon its request the 
Insurance Regulatory Information System ratios developed by the 
National Association of Insurance Commissioners, and the board may 
use the information contained therein in carrying out its duties and 
responsibilities under this section. Such report and the information 
contained therein shall be kept confidential by the board of directors 
until such time as made public by the Commissioner or other lawful 
authority. 

(2) The Commissioner may seek the advice and recommenda¬ 
tions of the board of directors concerning any matter affecting his 
duties and responsibilities regarding the financial condition of member 
companies and companies seeking admission to transact insurance 
business in this state. 

(3) The board of directors may, upon majority vote, make re¬ 
ports and recommendations to the Commissioner upon any matter 
germane to the solvency, liquidation, rehabilitation or conservation of 
any member insurer or germane to the solvency of any company 
seeking to do insurance business in this state. Such reports and 
recommendations shall not be considered public documents. 

(4) It shall be the duty of the board of directors, upon majority 
vote, to notify the Commissioner of any information indicating any 
member insurer may be an impaired or insolvent insurer. 

(5) The board of directors may, upon majority vote, request 
that the Commissioner order an examination of any member insurer 
which the board in good faith believes may be an impaired or insolvent 
insurer. Within 30 days of the receipt of such request, the Commis¬ 
sioner shall begin such examination. The examination may be con¬ 
ducted as a National Association of Insurance Commissioners’ exam¬ 
ination or may be conducted by such persons as the Commissioner 
designates. The cost of such examination shall be paid by the Associa¬ 
tion and the examination report shall be treated as are other examina¬ 
tion reports. In no event shall such examination report be released 
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to the board of directors prior to its release to the public, but this 
shall not preclude the Commissioner from complying with subsection 
(1). The Commissioner shall notify the board of directors when the 
examination is completed. The request for an examination shall be 
kept on file by the Commissioner but it shall not be open to public 
inspection prior to the release of the examination report to the public. 

(6) The board of directors may, upon majority vote, make rec¬ 
ommendations to the Commissioner for the detection and prevention 
of insurer insolvencies. 

(7) The board of directors shall, at the conclusion of any insurer 
insolvency in which the Association was obligated to pay covered 
claims, prepare a report to the Commissioner containing such informa¬ 
tion as it may have in its possession bearing on the history and causes 
of such insolvency. The board shall cooperate with the boards of 
directors of guaranty associations in other states in preparing a report 
on the history and causes for insolvency of a particular insurer, and 
may adopt by reference any report prepared by such other associations. 

Section 13. Credits for Assessments Paid. 

(1) As member insurer may offset against its premium tax lia¬ 
bility to this state an assessment described in Section 9(7) to the extent 
of 20% of the amount of such assessment for each of the five calendar 
years following the year in which such assessment was paid. 

(2) Any sums acquired by refund, pursuant to Section 9(6), 
from the Association which have theretofore been written off by 
contributing insurers and offset against premium taxes as provided in 
subsection (1) above, and are not then needed for purposes of this 
Act, shall be paid by the Association to the Commissioner and by him 
deposited with the state treasurer for credit to the general fund of this 
state. 

Section 14. Miscellaneous Provisions. 

(1) Nothing in this Act shall be construed to reduce the liability 
for unpaid assessments of the insureds on an impaired or insolvent 
insurer operating under a plan with assessment liability. 

(2) Records shall be kept of all negotiations and meetings in 
which the Association or its representatives are involved to discuss the 
activities of the Association in carrying out its powers and duties under 
Section 8. Records of such negotiations or meetings shall be made 
public only upon the termination of a liquidation, rehabilitation, or 
conservation proceeding involving the impaired or insolvent insurer, 
upon the termination of the impairment or insolvency of the insurer, 
or upon the order of a court of competent jurisdiction. Nothing in 
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this subsection shall limit the duty of the Association to render a 
report of its activities under Section 15. 

(3) For the purpose of carrying out its obligations under this 
Act, the Association shall be deemed to be a creditor of the impaired 
or insolvent insurer to the extent of assets attributable to covered 
policies reduced by any amounts to which the Association is entitled 
as subrogee pursuant to Section 8(8). Assets of the impaired or insol¬ 
vent insurer attributable to covered policies shall be used to continue 
all covered policies and pay all contractual obligations of the impaired 
or insolvent insurer as required by this Act. Assets attributable to 
covered policies, as used in this subsection, is that proportion of the 
assets which the reserves that should have been established for such 
policies bear to the reserves that should have been established for all 
policies of insurance written by the impaired or insolvent insurer. 

(4) (a) Prior to the termination of any liquidation, rehabilita¬ 
tion, or conservation proceeding, the court may take into considera¬ 
tion the contributions of the respective parties, including the Associa¬ 
tion, the shareholders and policyowners of the insolvent insurer, and 
any other party with a bona fide interest, in making an equitable 
distribution of the ownership rights of such insolvent insurer. In such 
a determination consideration shall be given to the welfare of the 
policyholders of the continuing or successor insurer. 

(b) No distribution to stockholders, if any, of an impaired or 
insolvent insurer shall be made until and unless the total amount 
of valid claims of the Association for funds expended in carrying 
out its powers and duties under Section 8 with respect to such insurer 
have been fully recovered by the Association. 

(5) (a) If an order for liquidation or rehabilitation of an insurer 
domiciled in this state has been entered, the receiver appointed under 
such order shall have a right to recover on behalf of the insurer, 
from any affiliate that controlled it, the amount of distributions, 
other than stock dividends paid by the insurer on its capital stock, 
made at any time during the five years preceding the petition for 
liquidation or rehabilitation subject to the limitations of paragraphs 
(b) to (d). 

(b) No such dividend shall be recoverable if the insurer shows 
that when paid the distribution was lawful and reasonable, and that 
the insurer did not know and could not reasonably have known 
that the distribution might adversely affect the ability of the insurer 
to fulfill its contractual obligations. 

(c) Any person who was an affiliate that controlled the insurer 
at the time the distributions were paid shall be liable up to the amount 
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of distributions he received. Any person who was an affiliate that con¬ 
trolled the insurer at the time the distributions were declared, shall be 
liable up to the amount of distributions he would have received if they 
had been paid immediately. If two persons are liable with respect to 
the same distributions, they shall be jointly and severally liable. 

(d) The maximum amount recoverable under this subsection 
shall be the amount needed in excess of all other available assets of 
the insolvent insurer to pay the contractual obligations of the insol¬ 
vent insurer. 

(c) If any person liable under paragraph (c) is insolvent, all its 
affiliates that controlled it at the time the dividend was paid, shall 
be jointly and severally liable for any resulting deficiency in the 
amount recovered from the insolvent affiliate. 

Section 15. Examination of the Association; Annual Report. 

The Association shall be subject to examination and regulation 
by the Commissioner. The board of directors shall submit to the 
Commissioner, not later than May 1 of each year, a financial report 
for the preceding calendar year in a form approved by the Commis¬ 
sioner and a report of its activities during the preceding calendar year. 

Section 16. Tax Exemptions. 

The Association shall be exempt from payment of all fees and all 
taxes levied by this state or any of its subdivisions, except taxes levied 
on real or personal property. 

Section 17. Immunity. 

There shall be no liability on the part of and no cause of action 
of any nature shall arise against any member insurer or its agents 
or employees, the Association or its agents or employees, members of 
the board of directors, or the Commissioner or his representatives, 
for any action taken by them in the performance of their powers 
and duties under this Act. 

Section 18. Stay of Proceedings; Reopening Default Judg¬ 
ments. 

All proceedings in which the insolvent insurer is a party in any 
court in this state shall be stayed 60 days from the date an order 
of liquidation, rehabilitation, or conservation is final to permit proper 
legal action by the Association on any matters germane to its powers 
or duties. As to judgment under any decision, order, verdict, or finding 
based on default the Association may apply to have such judgment 
set aside by the same court that made such judgment and shall be 
permitted to defend against such suit on the merits. 
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Section 19. Prohibited Advertisement of Association Act in 
Insurance Sales. 

No person, including an insurer, agent, or affiliate of an insurer 
shall make, publish, disseminate, circulate, or place before the public, 
or cause directly or indirectly, to be made, published, disseminated, 
circulated or placed before the public, in any newspaper, magazine or 
other publication, or in the form of a notice, circular, pamphlet, letter 
or poster, or over any radio station or television station, or in any 
other way, any advertisement, announcement, or statement which 
uses the existence of the Life and Disability Insurance Guaranty 
Association of this state for the purpose of sales, solicitation, or 
inducement to purchase any form of insurance covered by the Ala¬ 
bama Life and Disability Insurance Guaranty Association Act. Pro¬ 
vided, however, that this section shall not apply to the Alabama 
Life and Disability Insurance Guaranty Association or any other 
entity which does not sell or solicit insurance. 

Section 20. Association, Policyholders, Beneficiaries and In¬ 
sureds to have Preferred Creditor Status. 

Upon the issuance of a proper court order placing a domestic 
insurer in receivership or placing a foreign insurer in ancillary receiver¬ 
ship for rehabilitation or liquidation, all policyholders, beneficiaries 
and insureds of such insolvent insurer, with respect to claims arising 
from and within the coverage of and not in excess of the applicable 
limits of insurance policies and contracts issued by the insolvent 
insurer and the Alabama Life and Disability Insurance Guaranty 
Fund shall be preferred creditors of said insolvent insurer. 

Section 21. Association to have Immediate Access to the As¬ 
sets of an Insolvent Insurer. 

(1) Within 120 days of a final determination of insolvency of 
an insurance company by a court of competent jurisdiction the Re¬ 
ceiver shall make application to the said court for approval of a pro¬ 
posal to disburse assets out of such company’s marshalled assets, 
from time to time as such assets become available, to the Alabama 
Life and Disability Insurance Guaranty Association and to any entity 
or person performing a similar function in another state. (The Ala¬ 
bama Life and Disability Insurance Guaranty Association and any 
entity or person performing a similar function in other states shall 
hereinafter be referred to collectively as associations.) 

(2) Such proposal shall at least include provisions for: 

(a) Reserving amounts for the payment of expenses of admini¬ 
stration and claims falling within the priorities established in the 
Alabama Uniform Insurers Liquidation Act but only with respect

to such priorities higher than that of the associations; 

(b) Disbursement of the assets marshalled to date and subse¬ 
quent disbursements of assets as they become available; 

(c) Equitable allocation of disbursements to each of the Associa¬ 
tions entitled thereto; 

(d) The securing by the Receiver from each of the Associations 
entitled to disbursements pursuant to this section of an agreement 
to return to the Receiver such assets previously disbursed as may be 
required to pay claims of secured creditors and claims with a higher 
priority than those of the associations. No bond shall be required 
of any such association; and 

(3) The Receiver’s proposal shall provide for disbursements to 
the associations in amounts at least equal to the payments made or 
to be made thereby for which such associations could assert claims 
against the Receiver, and shall further provide that if the assets 
available for disbursement from time to time do not equal or exceed 
the amount of such payments made or to be made by the associations 
then disbursements shall be in the amount of available assets. 

(4) Notice of such application shall be given to the associations 
in and to the commissioners of insurance of each of the states. Any 
such notice shall be deemed to have been given when deposited in 
the United States certified mails, first class postage prepaid, at least 
30 days prior to submission of such application to the said court. 
Action on the application may be taken by the said court provided 
that above required notice has been given and provided further that 
the Receiver’s proposal complies with subsections 2(a) and 2(d) hereof. 

Section 22, Severability. 

The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the Act 
is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 

Section 23. Repealer. 

All laws or part of laws which conflict with this Act are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 24. Effective Date. 

This Act shall become effective January 1, 1983, following its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Relating to the Alabama Sunset Law; to continue the existence and functioning 
of the Plumbers Examining Board as provided in Act No. 529, H. 977, 1949 Regular 
Session (Acts 1949, p. 827), as amended, with certain modifications; to amend the title 
and Section 1 of said Act 529 so as to exempt certain counties based on the 1940 
federal census. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. It is declared that pursuant to the Alabama Sunset 
Law, Sections 41-20-1 through 41-20-16, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, the Sunset Committee entered upon its duties, held public 
hearings, received testimony from the public and all interested parties 
relating to the continued existence and functioning of the Plumbers 
Examining Board, and voted to recommend the continuance of the 
board created and functioning pursuant to Act No. 529, H. 977, 1949 
Regular Session (Acts 1949, p. 827), with the additional recommenda¬ 
tions for statutory changes of the board as set out in Section 4 hereof. 

Section 2. The legislature concurs in the recommendation of 
the Sunset Committee provided in Section 1 of this act. 

Section 3. The existence and functioning of the Plumbers Ex¬ 
amining Board, created and functioning pursuant to Act No. 529,

related to plumbing; to provide for the appointment of the members 
of said Plumbers Examining Board and their term of office; to provide 
for the payment of compensation to the members of said Board and 
the employees thereof, and to provide for the payment of expenses 
incurred by the members of said Board and its employees; to define 
the powers conferred upon and duties imposed upon said Board; to 
provide funds for the maintenance, operations and functions of said 
Board; to provide for the examination and certification of master 
plumbers and journeymen plumbers; to provide for the payment of

A ‘master plumber/ within the meaning and for the purpose 
of this Act, shall be held to mean and to include any person, firm or 
corporation engaged in or proposing to engage in the business of 
contracting to do or superintending the installation of plumbing, 
either or both, but if such applicant for registration be an individual, 
he must either qualify himself to be a licensed master plumber or 
must continually keep in his active employ a duly registered and 
licensed master plumber, and, if such licensee be a firm or corpora¬ 
tion, at least one active member of such firm or corporation, must 
be a duly registered master plumber, actively, continuously connected 
with the conduct of said business. 

“A ‘journeyman plumber’ within the meaning of this Act is any 
person, other than a master plumber, who engages in or works at 
the actual installation, alteration, repair and renovation of plumbing 
and who has successfully fulfilled the examination and requirements 
of the board.”

“(2) Enrollment Period. The time during which the charitable 
organization conducts an annual consolidated effort to secure funds.

There is hereby appropriated, for the support of 
public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1983 and for the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in 
subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in 
Sections 3 to 6, inclusive. For the purpose specified in subsection (b) 
of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are shown by programmatic area 
and the total for all programs are shown so as to include estimated 
sources of funds other than the appropriation made in subsection (a) 
of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of this Act, “ASETF” shall 
mean Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 

Section 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act 

shall be paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund and Alabama Special Edu¬ 
cational Trust Fund Surplus, Special Mental Health Trust Fund,

Section 9. That nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect 
or repeal any law authorizing or permitting any college, school or 
other education or eleemosynary institution of the State to receive, 
collect or disburse any fees, tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, 
trusts or income therefrom, which are now or may hereafter be 
authorized to receive, collect or disburse. The receiving college, school 
or institution shall further maintain separate accounts for such re¬ 
ceipts or shall maintain a system of accounting which will show 
a cash flow of such receipts received under the provision of this 
appropriation.

AN ACT 

To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, legislative 
and judicial departments of the State, for other functions of government, for interest 
on the public debt, and for capital outlay for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1983. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the 
named funds for the 1982-83 fiscal year to the state agency indicated, 
as the amounts to be used to pay the expenditures of the named 
agencies, and are in lieu of all monies appropriated for these purposes 
in other sections of the Alabama Statutes. 

For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures 
are listed by programmatic area and the total for all programs are 
shown by the source of funds. It is intended that only the named 
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funds be appropriated to the agency concerned; and that the following 
definitions shall be applicable: 

(a) “Appropriation Total” shall mean the aggregate total of all 
fund sources. 

(b) “Program” shall mean specific governmental services re¬ 
quired to achieve a specific objective. A program shall be directed to 
meeting the needs of an identified clientele, or group of recipients 
or beneficiaries. 

(c) “Capital Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in 
the acquisition and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, 
which have an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in 
excess of one year, and shall be expended only for such purposes.

To provide a salary increase for certain state employees for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1983 and to provide that certain employees shall be brought up to the 
normal step under the state pay plan and to appropriate funds. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Beginning with the first payday on October 1, 1982 
and payable in twenty-seven equal installments beginning on the first 
payday on October 1, 1982, all state employees who are listed in the 
classified and unclassified service of the state as defined in Section 
36-26-10, Code of Alabama 1975, and all other state employees and all 
hourly employees of the state, except those set out in Section 2 herein, 
and all legislative personnel, officers and employees, including but not 
limited to Legislative Reference Service personnel, whether subject to 
the state merit system or not, and all circuit clerks and registers and 
state judges, except as provided in Section 2 herein, and all employees 
of the county health departments who are employed subject to the 
state merit system and whose compensation is paid out of a budget 
provided and agreed upon by the state, county, or other contributing 
agency under the direction of the state board of health shall receive 
all percent salary increase. Any cost-of-living increase granted under 
the provisions of this Act shall in no way apply to any local supple¬ 
ment provided to any judges or any other employee of this state. 
All such increases shall be in addition to the salary received by such 
employees. 
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Section 2. The provisions of this Act shall not apply to any 
merit system employee or hourly employee whose service or rates of 
pay are covered by any labor agreement or contract, nor shall this 
Act apply to state judges whose salaries are payable from the state 
treasury if such judges’ salaries are increased under and by the virtue 
of: (1) The recommendations contained in the Report of the Judicial 
Compensation Commission to the 1982 Regular Session of the legisla¬ 
ture becoming law; or (2) the enactment into law of legislation altering 
and amending said report; or (3) any other legislation enacted into 
law during the 1982 Regular Session of the legislature. By this act 
the legislature directs that the aforesaid 11 percent increase for fiscal 
year 1982-83 be paid from funds incorporated in and appropriated by 
the general appropriations act for the fiscal year ending September 
30, 1983, and from funds incorporated in and appropriated by the ed¬ 
ucation appropriations act for fiscal year ending September 30, 1983. 

In the event there are not sufficient funds to pay state employees 
the increased salaries provided herein, such amounts as may be neces¬ 
sary to pay state employees such increased salaries are hereby appro¬ 
priated for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1982 from such funds 
as the salaries of the several state employees are paid, or, if there is 
not sufficient money in such funds, then from the general fund of the 
State treasury or any revenue sharing funds. 

Section 3. The director of the state personnel department shall 
revise the schedule of rates set forth in the pay plan for state em¬ 
ployees subject to the merit system law to reflect the increase pro¬ 
vided and shall certify the same to the state comptroller, who shall 
issue warrants in accordance therewith. The director of the state 
personnel department shall also revise the rates of pay for hourly 
state employees and for legislative personnel, including but not limit¬ 
ed to Legislative Reference Service personnel, not subject to the state 
merit systems law to reflect the increases herein provided and the 
comptroller shall draw his warrants in accordance therewith. With 
respect to court officials and employees within the Unified Judicial 
System who serve the trial courts of the state and the Administrative 
Office of Courts, the Administrative Director of Courts shall revise 
the schedule of rates set forth in the pay plan for such court officials 
and employees to reflect the increase provided herein, and shall certify 
the same to the state comptroller who shall issue warrants in accord¬ 
ance therewith. 

Section 4. Any law to the contrary notwithstanding, in addi¬ 
tion to any increase in compensation granted in Section 1, any state 
employee granted a step increase after October 1, 1980, under the 
provisions of Act 80-616, Regular Session 1980, which step increase 
was in an amount less than a normal step under the state pay plan 
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shall be brought up to the step in the state pay plan where such em¬ 
ployee would be without regard to any limitation on step increases 
under the provisions of such Act. Such amounts as may be necessary 
to pay state employees the increased salaries provided in this section 
are hereby appropriated for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1982, 
from such funds as the salaries of the several state employees are paid, 
or, if there is not sufficient money in such funds, then from the general 
fund of the State treasury or any revenue sharing funds, such addi¬ 
tional sums as may be necessary to pay the salary increases herein 
provided for such state employees and officials as are subject to the 
provisions of this Act.

Pro¬ 
vided, however, said license plates shall be permanent in nature and 
shall not be reissued each year. A recipient shall be entitled to keep 
his license plate for life. 
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“ § 32-6-250. A distinctive permanent license plate shall be issued 
to any resident of the state who is a recipient of the Medal of Honor 
or who is a duly recognized American prisoner of war, or who is an 
American who was a duly recognized prisoner of war while serving 
with a formal American ally force, for use on a private motor vehicle 
registered in the recipient’s name.

electors who casts ballots for the office of Governor in the last general 
election for the state, county, city, district or other political sub¬

To provide a fifteen percent or other cost-of-living increase for certain personnel 
in public education for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1983. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Legislative intent. It is the intent of the legislature 
to provide a fifteen percent salary or other cost-of-living increase in 
the salary paid to the education personnel and on the basis enu¬ 
merated in Section 2 of this Act. By this Act the legislature directs 
that the aforesaid fifteen percent or other cost-of-living increase for 
fiscal year 1982-83 be paid from the fund from which the institution 
or system receives its appropriation for the fiscal year ending Septem¬ 
ber 30, 1983. It is not the intent of this Act to appropriate additional 
monies for this purpose. 

Section 2. The state budget officer shall allocate to the State 
Board of Education, the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Institute 
for Deaf and Blind, and the Board of Directors of the Department 
of Youth Services for disbursement to the appropriate educational 
systems and institutions the funds necessary to grant a fifteen percent 
or other cost-of-living increase based on the following: 

(a) Fifteen percent of the state salary allocation payable during 
the 1981-82 fiscal year to teacher units funded by the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund for all elementary/secondary pro¬ 
grams (including vocational education). 

(b) Fifteen percent of the salaries paid in 1981-82 to teachers 
employed at Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind and Department of 
Youth Services. 

(c) Fifteen percent of the salary payable during the 1981-82 
fiscal year to all bus drivers, and all other support personnel in the 
elementary/secondary systems, Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind 
and Department of Youth Services. 

(d) It is the intent of the legislature that the State Board of 
Education grant a salary increase to full-time personnel employed 
at the junior, community, and technical colleges. Provided, however, 
that the total cost of said salary increase shall not exceed the increase 
in state appropriations for the 1982-83 fiscal year over and above the 
state appropriations for the 1981-82 fiscal year for either the junior, 
community, or technical colleges. It is also provided that the percen¬ 
tage increase shall be the same for all employees at the junior, com¬ 
munity, and technical colleges.

provide for the keeping of records and their inspection; to provide for the issuance and 
revocation of permits or licenses; to provide for supervision by the circuit cou *’ t > t0 
provide for certain powers and duties of the sheriff; to provide for penalties and for¬ 
feitures; and to provide that this act shall become effective upon the adoption ot an 
amendment to the Constitution of Alabama authorizing bingo in Montgomery County, 
and approved at a referendum on the subject in the county; provided, however, it 
said amendment is approved by a majority of the voters casting ballots thereon in 
Montgomery County, no further referendum is needed. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This act shall be known and may be cited as the 
“Montgomery County Bingo Act.” 

Section 2. As used in this act the following words shall have the 

following meanings as ascribed herein, unless the context clearly 
indicates otherwise: 

(a) “Bingo” means that game commonly known as bingo where 
numbers or symbols on a card are matched with numbers or symbols 
selected at random. 
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(b) “Qualified organization” means a bona fide religious, educa- 
serv ice, senior citizens, fraternal, or veterans' organization 

which operates without profit to its members and which either has 
been in existence continuously as such an organization for a period 
of 12 months or is exempt from taxation by virtue of having been 
classified as a tax exempt nonprofit organization by the Internal 
Revenue Service, United States Government. 

(c) Person” means any human being, corporation, association, 
or other legal entity. 

(d) Permit holder” means a qualified organization which has 
been issued a permit or license pursuant to this act. 

(e) Location means a single building, hall, enclosure, or out- 
oor area used for the purpose of playing bingo pursuant to a permit 

or license issued under this act. 

(f) Bingo session” means a consecutive period of time not to 
exceed five (5) consecutive hours during which bingo is played in a 
given day and not to exceed two (2) such days in a given week, 
except for special permit holders. 

(g) Special permit holder' means one who holds a permit for 
a special occasion and as provided by Section 5 of this act. 

Section 3. The operation of bingo games for prizes or money 
by qualified organizations for bona fide charitable, educational or 
other lawful purposes shall be legal in Montgomery County, subject 
to the provisions of this act. 

Section 4. (a) No qualified organization shall be permitted to 
operate a bingo game unless the sheriff first issues a permit to the 
organization authorizing it to do so. The permit described in this act 
is in addition to, and not in lieu of, any other business licenses which 
may be required by law, and no bingo game shall be operated until 
such time as all required licenses have been obtained. A permit holder 
may hold only one permit and that permit is valid for only one 
location. A permit is not assignable or transferable. 

(b) Any qualified organization desiring to obtain a permit to 
operate bingo games in a calendar year shall make application to the 
sheriff on forms prescribed by the sheriff and shall pay an annual 
fee of $50.00. Renewal application shall also be filed with the sheriff. 

I he sheriff shall refuse to grant a bingo permit to any applicant 
who fails to fully provide the information required by this subsection. 

ach applicant for a permit shall evidence its prior existence for at 
least 12 months and provide the following information: 

(1) The name and home address of the applicant and, if the ap- 
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plicant is a corporation, association or other similar legal entity, the 
names and home addresses of each of the officers of the organization, 
as well as the names and addresses of the directors, or other persons 
similarly situated, of the organization. 

(2) The names and home addresses of each of the persons who 
will be operating or promoting the bingo game. 

(3) The names and home addresses of any persons, organizations 
or other legal entities that will act as surety for the applicant. 

(4) The location at which the applicant will conduct the bingo 
games. 

(5) A statement showing the convictions, if any, for criminal 
offenses, other than minor traffic offenses, of each of the persons 
listed in 1, 2 and 3 above. 

(c) Permits may be amended upon resubmission of application, 
surrender of permit, and payment of $10.00 fee. 

Section 5. (a) A qualified organization which does not hold 

a permit pursuant to Section 4 may apply for a special permit for con¬ 
ducting a bingo session at a designated location for a special occasion. 
Such an applicant shall submit to the sheriff a written application 
prepared in accordance with and on a form prescribed by rule of the 
sheriff. The application shall include the information required by 
subsection (b) of Section 4, except that the applicant shall indicate 
the day or days on which the applicant will conduct the bingo session 
for the special occasion. Upon a determination by the sheriff that the 
applicant is a qualified organization and is not ineligible pursuant 
to Section 14 and upon the applicant’s payment of the required fee 
under this subsection to the sheriff s department, the sheriff may issue 
a special permit. The special permit fee shall be $10.00 per day. 

(b) A special permit shall contain the name and address of the 
permit holder and shall specify the location and the day on which 
the permit holder may conduct the bingo session. 

(c) Up to six (6) special permits for one day each, not to exceed 
10 hours, may be issued per qualified organization per year. Such 
days may be consecutive. 

(d) Special permits are not transferable or assignable. 

Section 6. (a) Each bingo permit shall contain the name and 
address of the permit holder, the location at which the permit holder 
is permitted to conduct bingo, and the day(s) of the week on which 
the permit holder is permitted to conduct bingo. 

(b) The bingo permit holder shall display the permit conspic- 
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uously at the location where bingo is being conducted at all times 
during the conduct of the games. 

Section 7. (a) It is the intention of the legislature that only 

qualified organizations which are properly issued permits or licenses, 
pursuant to this act, shall be allowed to operate bingo games. A 
qualified organization shall not lend its name or allow its identity 
to be used by any other person in operating or promoting a bingo 
game in which said other person is substantially financially interested. 

(b) All bingo cards shall be clearly marked with the name of 
the organization using said cards and it shall be unlawful for one 
qualified organization to use cards owned by another. Provided, how¬ 
ever, with the consent of the sponsoring organization, any individual 
participant may use his personal card; this provision does not exempt 
such individual from any fees or charges. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for two or more qualified organizations 
to pyramid the valuation of prizes in such a manner as to exceed 
the limits in cash or gifts of equivalent value as provided in Section 
10. The term “equivalent value” shall mean the fair market value 
of the gift on the date the gift is given as the prize in a bingo game. 

(d) Any qualified organization may deduct the reasonable ex¬ 
penses of operating and conducting its bingo games as permitted 
herein. Reasonable expenses shall be defined as including customary 
and usual business overhead expenses. 

(e) No person shall pay consulting fees to any person for any 
services performed in relation to the operation or conduct of a bingo 
game. 

Section 8. All fees collected by the sheriff under this act shall 
be paid into the county general fund, and all necessary expenses 
incurred by the sheriff in the administration and enforcement of this 
act shall be financed from the county general fund. 

Section 9. The net proceeds of a bingo game shall be devoted 
to the charitable, educational, and other lawful purposes of the permit 
holder; provided, however, all reasonable expenses incurred or paid in 
connection with the holding, operating, or conducting of bingo, in¬ 
cluding the following bona fide expenses, in reasonable amounts, 
shall be allowed: 

(a) The purchase or rental of equipment necessary for conduct¬ 
ing bingo and payment of services reasonably necessary for the repair 
of equipment. 

(b) Payment of cash prizes or the purchase of prizes of mer¬ 
chandise. 
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(c) Reasonable rental or mortgage payment on the location at 
which bingo is conducted. 

(d) Utilities. 

(e) Janitorial services. 

(f) The fee required for issuance or reissuance of a permit to 
conduct bingo. 

(g) Other reasonable expenses incurred by the permit holder, 
not inconsistent with this act. 

Section 10. (a) Bingo may not be conducted with any equip¬ 
ment which is not owned, being purchased, or being rented at a 
reasonable rate by the permit holder, except as otherwise provided 
in Section 7(b). 

(b) Prizes given by any organization for the playing of bingo 
games shall not exceed $3,250.00 in cash or gifts of equivalent value 
during any bingo session, and shall not exceed $6,500.00 for any calen¬ 
dar week. 

(c) A permit holder may not advertise bingo except to the extent 
and in the manner authorized by rule of the sheriff. If the sheriff 
allows a permit holder to advertise bingo, the permit holder shall 
indicate in the advertisement the purposes for which the net proceeds 
will be used by the permit holder. 

(d) A permit holder shall display its bingo license conspicuously 
at the location where the bingo game is conducted. 

(e) A permit holder shall conduct bingo games only at the single 
location specified in the permit holder’s application. 

(f) A permit holder shall not conduct more than two (2) bingo 
sessions during any one calendar week and no session shall exceed 
five (5) hours. 

(g) No person under the age of nineteen (19) years shall be 
permitted to play, unless accompanied by a parent or guardian, any 
game or games of bingo conducted pursuant to any permit issued 
under this law. No person under the age of nineteen (19) years shall 
be permitted to conduct or assist in the conduct of any game of bingo 
conducted pursuant to any permit issued under this act. 

Section 11. Each permit holder shall maintain the following 
records pertaining to each bingo session for at least one year from the 
date of the session: 

(a) An itemized list of gross receipts for each session. 
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(b) An itemized list of all expenses, including the name of each 
person to whom the expenses are paid and a receipt or invoice for 
all of said expenses. 

Section 12. (a) On or before April 15th, after the provisions 

of this act have been in effect for one year, and on or before April 
15 of each calendar year thereafter, each permit holder shall file 
with the sheriff a copy of the records required in Section 11 relating 
to the operation of bingo sessions in the previous calendar year. 
Said records shall be open to inspection by any law enforcement 
agency. 

(b) The records required to be kept by Section 11 of the permit 
holder for the preceding one year shall be open to inspection by the 
sheriff, any law enforcement agency, or their duly authorized repre¬ 
sentatives during reasonable business hours. 

(c) The location at which bingo is being conducted or at which 
an applicant or permit holder intends to conduct bingo shall be open 
to inspection during regular business hours by the sheriff or any law 
enforcement agency. 

Section 13. The sheriff, for good cause shown, may revoke any 
permit issued pursuant to this act if the permit holder or any officer, 
director, agent, member or employee of the permit holder violates 
this act or rule promulgated hereunder. The revocation by the sheriff 
shall become effective ten (10) days after proper notice by the sheriff 
to the permit holder unless within said ten (10) day period the permit 
holder makes a written request for a hearing to the county commission 
or governing body. All existing rules and procedures for meetings 
and hearings before the county commission shall apply herein unless 
in direct conflict with any of the provisions hereof. Following a full 
hearing and the rendering of a written decision by the said county 
commission, either party may appeal same to the circuit court of this 
county and request a trial by jury. The rendering of a decision 
adverse to the permit holder by the county commission shall result 
in the immediate revocation of the subject permit. 

Section 14. (a) A permit holder whose permit is revoked in 

consequence of a violation of this act or a rule promulgated under this 
act is ineligible to apply for a permit for a period of one (1) year after 
the revocation. 

(b) A person convicted of an offense under Section 16 or any 
other gambling offense is ineligible to serve as an officer or a permit 
holder or to participate in conducting bingo for a period of one (1) 
year after the conviction becomes final. If the person is licensed 
pursuant to this act, the person shall forfeit the permit and is ineligible 
to apply for the issuance or reissuance of the permit for a period of one 
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(1) year thereafter. 

(c) If the permit is revoked, in addition to other penalties which 
may be imposed, the sheriff may declare the violator ineligible to 
conduct a bingo game or apply for a permit under this act for a period 
not exceeding one (1) year. 

(d) The permit holder shall return its permit to the sheriff on 
or before the effective date of a revocation or forfeiture. Whether 
returned or not, the permit shall not be valid beyond the effective 
date of the revocation or forfeiture. 

Section 15. The circuit court of this county shall have juris¬ 
diction to restrain or enjoin violations of this act and shall afford 
trial by jury for all appeals directed to it for alleged violations of this 
act leading to revocations of existing permits. 

Section 16. Any person who violates the provisions of this act 
shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor upon first conviction here¬ 
under. Any subsequent conviction hereunder shall be a Class A mis¬ 
demeanor. Any person who is convicted pursuant to this section shall 
be punished as provided by law. 

Section 17. Any device, equipment, record, money, or stakes 
used in any bingo game or operation in violation of the provisions 
of this act, may be contraband and may be seized and is forfeited. 
Property forfeited may be sold, destroyed, or retained for official 
use by the state or county law enforcement agencies as the circuit 
court directs, following a full due process hearing. 

Section 18. Any other law providing a penalty or disability 
upon a person who conducts or participates in bingo games, who 
possesses equipment used in conducting bingo, who permits bingo to 
be conducted on his premises, or who does other acts in connection 
with bingo, shall not apply to such conduct when done pursuant to 
this act or rules promulgated under this act. 

Section 19. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 20. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 21. This act shall become effective upon the adoption 
of an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 authorizing 
bingo within Montgomery County; provided, however, that the pro¬ 
visions of this amendment shall not become operative in Montgomery 
County unless approved by a majority of the qualified electors of the 
county who vote thereon at a referendum election held for such 
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purpose upon call of the county commission. Such election may be 
called no more frequently than every two years; provided further, 
that if this amendment is approved by a majority of the qualified 
electors of Montgomery County who vote thereon upon its submis¬ 
sion, such election shall constitute a referendum election held for such 
purpose and no further election need be called.

There is hereby appropriated annually out of the 
general fund of the state of Alabama, the state insurance fund, the 
fund of the department of corrections, the special educational trust 
fund, the special mental health fund or any other fund of the state, 
to be determined by the board of adjustment, an amount, not exceed¬ 
ing $750,000 for each fiscal year, as may be necessary to pay the claims 
ordered paid by the board of adjustment and its expenses. There is 
also hereby appropriated, for each fiscal year, an additional amount, 
not exceeding $175,000.00, from funds of the state highway depart¬ 
ment to pay the claims chargeable against the highway department 
which are ordered paid by the board of adjustment and its expenses. 
There is also appropriated, in addition to the foregoing appropriations, 
from the state general fund to the state board of adjustment, the sum 
of $200,000 for each fiscal year for the purpose of paying death 
benefits covered under the provisions of article 1 of chapter 30 of 
Title 36 of this Code.” 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

WHEREAS, Governor Fob James, as receiver of the prison 
system, and the Board of Corrections continue under federal order 
mandating certain changes and improvements in the prison system 
and particularly with respect to overcrowding and related problems; 
and 


WHEREAS, work-release programs designed to rehabilitate 
prisoners and making them productive are desirable when properly 
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implemented and with selective candidates to insure the safety of 
our citizens; now therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That a joint interim 
legislative committee which shall be composed of 8 members, 4 of 
which shall be appointed by each the President of the Senate and 
the Speaker of the House, the chairman to be selected by and from 
among the membership, shall be formed to examine all aspects of 
the operations of the Board of Corrections and any other departments 
or agencies involved in prison work-release programs. The committee 
shall be known as the Joint Interim Study Committee on Prison 
Work-Release Programs. The committee shall have subpoena powers 
and powers to punish for contempt. It shall make diligent inquiry 
and a full examination of Alabama’s present and long term needs 
with respect to work-release and shall file reports of their findings 
and recommendations to the Alabama Legislature not later than the 
10th legislative day of the 1983 regular session, on which date the 
interim committee hereby established shall automotically be dis¬ 
solved. 

Upon request of the Chairman, the Secretary of the Senate 
and the Clerk of the House shall provide such clerical assistance 
as may be necessary for the committee’s work. Each legislative 
member of the committee shall be entitled to his regular legislative 
compensation, his per diem and travel expenses incurred within the 
State for each day he attends a meeting of the committee when the 
Legislature is not in session or when the Legislature is in recess 
without pay. Each legislative member shall further be entitled to 
actual expenses for travel outside the State of Alabama which is 
deemed necessary by the Chairman and in accordance with the objec¬ 
tives of the committee. Such sums shall be paid out of any funds 
appropriated to the use of the Legislature, on warrants drawn on 
the state comptroller upon requisition signed by the committee’s 
chairman; provided, however, the total of such sums shall not exceed

AN ACT 

To amend sections 17-7-1, as amended, and 17-16-43, as amended, of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, relating to the time of qualification of any candidate for public office, 
so as to provide that all candidates must qualify by the same date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Section 17-7-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, is hereby further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 17-7-1. (a) The following persons shall be entitled to have 

their names printed on the appropriate ballot for the general election, 
provided they are otherwise qualified for the office they seek: 

“(1) All candidates who have been put in nomination by primary 
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election and certified in writing by the chairman and secretary of the 
canvassing board of the party holding the primary and filed with the 
probate judge of the county, in the case of a candidate for county 
office, and the secretary of state in all other cases, on the day next 
following the last day for contesting the primary election for that 
office if no contest is filed. If a contest is filed, then the certificate 
for the contested office must be filed on the day next following the 
date of settlement or decision of the contest. 

“(2) All candidates who have been put in nomination by any 
caucus, convention, mass meeting or other assembly of any political 
party or faction and certified in writing by the chairman and secretary 
of the nominating caucus, convention, mass meeting or assembly and 
filed with the probate judge, in the case of a candidate for county 
office, and the secretary of state in all other cases, on or before 
5:00 P.M. 60 days before the date of the first primary election. 

“(3) Each candidate who has been requested to be an indepen¬ 
dent candidate for a specified office by written petition signed by 
electors qualified to vote in the election to fill such office when such 
petition has been filed with the probate judge, in the case of a county 
office and with the secretary of state in all other cases, on or before 
5:00 P.M. 60 days before the first primary election. The number of 
qualified electors signing such petition shall equal or exceed one 
percent of the total number of registered voters of: 

“a. The county if the office is to be filled by vote of the electors 
of the entire county; 

“b. The state if office is to be filled by vote of electors of the 
entire state; or 

“c. The district if the office is to be filled by the electors of a 
district. 

“(b) The secretary of state must, not later than six days after 
the second primary, certify to the probate judge of each county in 
the state, in the case of an officer to be voted for by the electors of 
the whole state, and to the probate judges of the counties composing 
the circuit or district in case of an officer to be voted for by the 
electors of a circuit or district, upon suitable blanks to be prepared 
by him for that purpose, the fact of nomination or independent 
candidacy of each such nominee or independent candidate who has 
qualified with him to appear on the general election ballot. The pro¬ 
bate judge shall then prepare the ballot causing to be printed thereon 
the names of each candidate qualified under the provisions of this 
section; provided, that the probate judge is prohibited from causing 
to be printed on the ballot the name of any independent candidate 
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who was a candidate in the primary election of that year.” 

Section 2. Section 17-16-43 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, is hereby further amended to read as follows: 

“§ 17-16-43. (a) When any political party shall desire to hold 
any mass meeting, beat meeting or other meeting of the voters of such 
party for the purpose of nominating any candidate or candidates 
for public office, to be voted for in a general election in Alabama, 
or for the purpose of selecting delegates or other representatives to 
any convention which may select such candidates for public office, 
or when any such party shall desire to hold such mass meeting, 
beat meeting or other meeting of the voters of such party for the pur¬ 
pose of selecting committeemen, representatives or other party officers 
of such party, all of such meetings shall be held at the times and places 
set out in this section, and at no other times or places. 

“(b) All such meetings shall be held at least 60 days before the 
first primary election. The general public is privileged to attend such 
meetings, but not to participate. No less than five days prior to the 
date upon which any such mass meeting, beat meeting or other 
meeting is to be held, notice of such meeting, including the time and 
place of such meeting, shall be filed with the probate judge of the 
county in which any such meeting is to be held and shall be published 
in a newspaper of general circulation in said county at the expense 
of the political party holding such meeting. The probate judge shall 
immediately forward to the secretary of state a certified copy of all 
notices filed under this section.” 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Act No. 82-612 S. 47—Mr. White and Mr. Holmes 

AN ACT 

To provide for the creation and organization of the Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management; to provide for legislative intent and purposes of the Act; 
to provide for definitions; to provide for powers and functions of the Department; to 
provide for an Environmental Management Commission within the Department; to 
provide for powers and functions of the Environmental Management Commission; 
to provide for appeals of administrative actions; to provide for adopting rules and 
regulations; to provide for the transfer of functions and personnel; to provide for the 
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repeal of, exemption from or amendment of certain sections of the Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended; to provide for the creation of the Alabama Department of En¬ 
vironmental Management Fund; to provide for the transfer of personnel, funds, func¬ 
tions, and equipment of the Coastal Area Board to the Office of State Planning and 
Federal Programs; to provide for the creation of a Coastal Resources Advisory Com¬ 
mittee; to provide for the severability of provisions of the Act; and to provide for an 
effective date of this Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama 

Section 1. Title. This Act shall be known and may be cited as 
“the Alabama Environmental Management Act.” 

Section 2. Legislative Intent and Purposes of the Act. The 
Legislature finds the resources of the State must be managed in a 
manner compatible with the environment, and the health and welfare 
of the citizens of the State. To respond to the needs of its environment 
and citizens, the State must have a comprehensive and coordinated 
program of environmental management. It is therefore the intent of 
the Legislature to improve the ability of the State to respond in an 
efficient, comprehensive and coordinated manner to environmental 
problems, and thereby assure for all citizens of the State a safe, health¬ 
ful and productive environment. 

(a) To this end an Alabama Department of Environmental 
Management is created by this Act within the Executive Branch of 
State government in order to effect the grouping of State agencies 
which have primary responsibility for administering environmental 
legislation into one department, to promote economy and efficiency 
in the operation and management of environmental programs, to 
eliminate overlapping or duplication of effort within the environmen¬ 
tal programs of the State, to provide for timely resolution of permit¬ 
ting actions, to improve services to the citizens of the State, to protect 
human health and safety, to develop and provide for a unified en¬ 
vironmental regulatory and permit system, to provide that the respon¬ 
sibility within the Executive Branch for the implementation of en¬ 
vironmental programs and policies is clearly fixed and ascertainable, 
and to insure that government is responsive to the needs of the people 
and sufficiently flexible to meet changing conditions. 

(b) It is also declared to be the intent of the Legislature to 
retain for the State, within the constraints of appropriate federal law, 
the control over its air, land and water resources and to secure 
cooperation between agencies of the State, agencies of other states, 
interstate agencies and the federal government in carrying out these 
objectives. 

(c) It is the intent of the Legislature to recognize the unique 
characteristics of the Alabama coastal region and to provide for its 
protection and enhancement through a continued coastal area pro- 
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gram. 

(d) It is not the intent of the Legislature to abrogate any of 
the powers or duties of the state board of health which are found 
in §§22-2-1 through 22-2-14 Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 

Section 3. Definitions. For the purposes of this Act, the fol¬ 
lowing words and phrases, unless a different meaning is plainly re¬ 
quired by the context or by legislation governing functions trans¬ 
ferred by this Act, shall have the following meanings. 

(a) “Department” when used in this Act means the Alabama 
Department of Environmental Management, established by this Act. 

(b) “Director” when used in this Act means the Director of the 
Alabama Department of Environmental Management. 

(c) “Division” means a subdivision of the Alabama Department 
of Environmental Management, which may be headed by a Division 
Chief. Such divisions may be divided into sections where appropriate. 

(d) “Environmental Management Commission” shall mean the 
Environmental Management Commission of the Alabama Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Management. 

(e) “Function(s)” means a duty, power or progam exercised by 
or assigned to a commission, board or the State Health Department, 
including all positions and personnel relating to the performance of 
such function, unless otherwise provided by this Act. 

(f) “Hearing Officer” means an attorney licensed to practice 
law in the State of Alabama, designated by the Environmental Man¬ 
agement Commission to hear appeals for the Environmental Manage¬ 
ment Commission and to make findings of fact, conclusions of law 
and recommendations to the Environmental Management Commis¬ 
sion for its final decision. 

(g) “Person” means any and all persons, natural or artificial, 
including, but not limited to, any individual, partnership, association, 
society, joint stock company, firm, company, corporation, institution, 
trust, estate, or other legal entity or other business organization 
or any governmental entity, and any successor, representative, agent 
or agency of the foregoing. 

(h) “Administrative Action(s)” means the issuance, modifica¬ 
tion, repeal or denial of any permit, license, certification, or variance, 
or the issuance, modification or repeal of any order, notice of violation, 
citation, rule or regulation by the Department. 

(i) All definitions of the Alabama Water Pollution Control Act, 
§ 22-22-1 Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, shall be the definitions 
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of the Department for its water pollution control program. 

(j) All definitions found in § 22-23-31 Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended, relating to safe drinking water, shall be the definitions 
of the Department for its safe drinking water program. 

(k) All definitions of the Alabama Air Pollution Control Act, 
§ 22-28-2 Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, shall be the definitions 
of the Department for its air pollution control program. 

(l) All definitions found in § 22-24-1 Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, relating to water well standards, shall be the definitions of 
the Department for its water well standards program. 

(m) All definitions found in § 22-25-1 Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended, relating to water and wastewater systems and treatment 
plants, shall be the definitions of the Department for its water and 
wastewater systems and treatment plant operator program. 

(n) All definitions found in § 22-27-2 Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, relating to solid wastes, shall be the definitions of the 
Department for its solid waste program. 

(o) All definitions found in § 9-7-10 Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, relating to the coastal area management program, shall be 
the definitions of the Department and the Office of State Planning 
and Federal Programs for their coastal area program. 

(p) All definitions found in § 22-30-3 Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended, relating to hazardous wastes, shall be the definitions 
of the Department for its hazardous waste program. 

Section 4. Alabama Department of Environmental Manage¬ 
ment. 

(a) There is hereby created and established the Alabama De¬ 
partment of Environmental Management to carry out the purposes 
of this Act and to administer and enforce the provisions of this Act 
and all functions transferred to the Department by this Act. The 
Department shall maintain its principal office in the City of Mont¬ 
gomery, Montgomery County, Alabama. 

(b) The Department shall be under the supervision and control 
of an officer who shall be designated as the Director of the Alabama 
Department of Environmental Management. The Director shall be an 
individual knowledgeable and experienced in environmental matters. 
The Director shall employ such officers, agents and employees as he 
deems necessary to properly administer and enforce the programs 
and activities of the Department and to fully implement the require¬ 
ments of this Act and the intent of the Legislature. All powers, duties 
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and functions transferred to the Department by this Act, except 
those specifically granted to the Environmental Management Com¬ 
mission shall be performed by the Director; provided that the Director 
may delegate the performance of such of his powers, duties and func¬ 
tions, to employees of the Department, wherever it appears desirable 
and practicable in fulfilling the policies and purposes of this Act. 
The Director shall be appointed by and serve at the pleasure of the 
Environmental Management Commission. The Director shall be ex¬ 
empt from the Merit System Act. The pay of the Director shall be 
set by the Environmental Management Commission and shall be 
consistent with that of cabinet level appointees. 

(c) There shall be a Deputy Director of the Department who 
shall be a merit system employee. The Deputy Director shall assist 
the Director and shall have charge and general supervision of the 
Department in the absence or disability of the Director. In the case 
of a vacancy in the office of Director, the Deputy Director shall 
become the Acting Director of the Department and shall have the 
full powers of the Office of Director until the Environmental Manage¬ 
ment Commission appoints a successor to the Director. 

(d) The Department shall be divided into such divisions as the 
Director deems appropriate. Each division shall be supervised by a 
Division Chief who shall be selected by the Director and shall be a 
merit system employee. 

(e) The functions of the Air Pollution Control Commission and 
of the Division of Air Pollution Control in the State Health Depart¬ 
ment as set forth in §§ 22-28-1 through 22-28-23 Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended, are transferred to the Department on October 1, 1982. 

(f) The functions of the Water Improvement Commission, as 
set forth in §§22-22-1 through 22-22-14 Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, are transferred to the Department on October 1,1982. 

(g) The functions of the State Health Department with respect 
to public water systems, as set forth in §§ 22-23-30 through 22-23-53 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, are transferred to the Department 
on October 1, 1982. 

(h) The functions of the Alabama Water Well Standards Board, 
as set forth in §§ 22-24-1 through 22-24-12 Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, are transferred to the Department on October 1,1982. 

(i) The functions of the State Health Department with respect 
to solid waste collection and disposal, as set forth in § § 22-27-1 through 
22-27-7 Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, which are specified below, 
are transferred to the Department on October 1, 1982. Specifically, 
those functions of § 22-27-3 relating to the location and control of 
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solid waste disposal by sanitary landfill, incineration, or composting; 
and the burning of solid wastes are transferred to the Department. 
Those provisions of § 22-27-4 relating to the control of unauthorized 
dumping are transferred to the Department. Those provisions of 
§ 22-27-5 relating to the issuance of permits to individuals or corpora¬ 
tions engaging in the disposal of solid wastes are transferred to the 
Department. Those provisions of § 22-27-7 relating to the supervision 
and regulation of solid waste management are transferred to the 
Department. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to limit or curtail 
the authority of the State Health Department in the realm of sanita¬ 
tion or disease control and prevention, or in any matters relating to 
the public health which are not specifically transferred to the Depart¬ 
ment by this Act on October 1, 1982. Nothing in the Act should be 
construed to transfer any function relating to collection of solid waste 
to the Department. Such functions shall remain with the State Health 
Department or County Health Department as appropriate. 

(j) Any permitting, regulatory and enforcement functions of the 
Coastal Area Board, as set forth in §§ 9-7-10 through 9-7-22 Code of 
Alabama 1975, as amended, are transferred to the Department on 
October 1, 1982. 

(k) The functions of the State Health Department, with respect 
to hazardous waste management, as set forth in §§ 22-30-1 through 
22-30-24 Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, are transferred to the 
Department on October 1, 1982. 

(l) The functions of the Environmental Health Administration 
Laboratory of the State Health Department are transferred to the 
Department on October 1, 1982. 

(m) The functions of the Board of Certification of Water and 
Wastewater Systems Personnel and the functions of the State Health 
Officer as set forth in §§ 22-25-1 through 22-25-15 Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended, are transferred to the Department on October 1, 
1982. 

(n) Beginning October 1, 1982, the Department is hereby des¬ 
ignated as the State environmental control agency for the purposes 
of Federal environmental law. Specifically, the Department is desig¬ 
nated as the State air pollution control agency for the purposes of 
the Federal Clean Air Act, 42 U.S.C. 7401 et seq., as amended; as the 
State water pollution control agency for the purposes of the Federal 
Clean Water Act, 33 U.S.C. 1251 et seq., as amended; the State 
agency responsible for the promulgation and enforcement of drinking 
water regulations in accordance with the Federal Safe Drinking Water 
Act, 42 U.S.C.A. 201 et seq., as amended; the State agency responsible 
for the promulgation and enforcement of solid and hazardous waste 
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regulations in accordance with the Solid Waste Disposal Act, 42 
U.S.C. 3251 et seq., as amended, including 42 U.S.C. 6901 et seq., 
as amended; and is hereby authorized to take all actions necessary 
and appropriate to secure to this State the benefits of Federal environ¬ 
mental laws. 

(o) Beginning October 1, 1982, the State Health Department 
shall provide certain routine bacteriological analyses to the Alabama 
Department of Environmental Management and the Department 
shall reimburse the State Health Department for the reasonable 
costs and expenses incurred in providing such analyses. For an appro¬ 
priate period of time, the Department shall contract with the State 
Health Department to provide the routine bacteriological analyses 
necessary to the Department in its public water systems program. 

Section 5. Powers and Functions of the Department. In addi¬ 
tion to any other powers and functions which may be conferred upon 
it by law, the Department is authorized beginning October 1,1982, to: 

(a) Administer appropriate portions of §§ 9-7-10 through 9-7-22 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, which relate to permitting, regu¬ 
latory and enforcement functions: administer and enforce the provi¬ 
sions and execute the functions of the Alabama Air Pollution Control 
Act of 1971, as amended; the Alabama Water Pollution Control 
Act, as amended; the Alabama Safe Drinking Water Act of 1977, as 
amended; the Hazardous Waste Management Act of 1978, as amended; 
appropriate portions of the Solid Waste Disposal Act, as amended; 
§§ 22-24-1 through 22-24-11 Code of Alabama 1975, as amended; 
§§ 22-25-1 through 22-25-15 Code of Alabama 1975, as amended; 

(b) Acting through the Environmental Management Commis¬ 
sion, promulgate rules, regulations and standards in order to carry 
out the provisions and intent of this Act; provided, however, that prior 
to the promulgation of any state primary or secondary drinking water 
standard governed by §§ 22-23-30 through 22-23-53 Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended, or any regulations dealing with hazardous wastes 
governed by §§22-30-1 through 22-30-24 Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, the Department shall receive the approval of the State 
Board of Health. The State Board of Health shall provide the Depart¬ 
ment a response to its request for approval within 60 days of receipt 
of such request unless such other time is mutually agreed upon by 
the Department and the State Board of Health. 

(c) Acting through the Environmental Management Commis¬ 
sion adopt and promulgate rules, regulations and standards for the 
Department, and to develop environmental policy for the State; 

(d) Consistent with the provisions in § 4(n) of this Act, serve 
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as the State agency responsible for administering federally approved 
or federally delegated environmental programs; 

(e) Serve as the State’s clearinghouse for environmental data. 
The clearinghouse shall be developed in coordination and cooperation 
with other governmental data collection and record keeping systems 
to provide for an inventory, and for the cataloguing and dissemination 
of environmental information; 

(f) Report, as appropriate, to the Governor and to the Legisla¬ 
ture on the programs and activities of the Department and to recom¬ 
mend needed changes in legislation or administrative practice; 

(g) Develop, conduct and disseminate education and training 
programs. Pursuant to this authority, the Department shall establish 
a citizens’ advisory committee to provide input into such education 
and training programs. 

(h) Enter into agreements and contracts, where appropriate, 
with other State agencies, the Federal Government or private indi¬ 
viduals, in order to accomplish the purposes of this Act; 

(i) Establish and maintain regional or field offices in order to 
provide more effective and efficient service to the citizens of the State; 

(j) Issue, modify, suspend or revoke orders, citations, notices of 
violation, certifications or permits; 

(k) Hold hearings relating to any provision of this Act or relating 
to the administration thereof; 

(l) To enforce all provisions of this Act and to file legal actions 
in the name of the Department, and to prosecute, defend or settle 
actions brought by or against the Department or its agents. The 
Attorney General shall represent the Department in any and all legal 
actions brought by the Department to enforce any provisions of this 
Act; provided however, that if, within a reasonable time after the 
Department refers the matter to him, he fails to file any such action, 
then the Department may commence appropriate legal action. Noth¬ 
ing in this subsection shall be construed so as to impair the authority 
of the Attorney General to independently enforce the provisions of 
this Act; 

(m) When necessary to achieve conformance with §§9-7-10 
through 9-7-22 Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, acquire fee simple 
or less than fee simple, interest in land, water and other property 
under the procedures of Title 18 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, or other means, provided, however, that such power shall 
not apply to property and interest therein which is devoted to public 
use; 
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(n) Apply for, where appropriate, accept, receive and administer 
grants or other funds or gifts from public and private agencies, in¬ 
cluding the Federal Government, for the purpose of carrying out any 
of the functions, purposes or provisions of this Act or any of the 
functions or provisions transferred to the Department by this Act; 

(o) Employ such professional, technical, clerical and other 
workers including attorneys and special counsel, and such consultants 
as are necessary and within available funds to carry out the purposes 
of this Act; and 

(p) Perform any other duty or take any other action necessary 
for the implementation and enforcement of this Act. 

Section 6. Environmental Management Commission. 

(a) There is hereby created a seven member Environmental 
Management Commission of the Alabama Department of Environ¬ 
mental Management which shall have the following duties: 

(1) to select a Director for the Department of Environmental 
Management and to advise the Director on environmental matters 
which are within the Department’s scope of authority; 

(2) to establish, adopt, promulgate, modify, repeal and suspend 
any rules, regulations or environmental standards for the Department 
which may be applicable to the State as a whole or any of its geograph¬ 
ical parts; 

(3) to develop environmental policy for the State; and 

(4) to hear and determine appeals of administrative actions. 

(b) The Environmental Management Commission shall be com¬ 
posed of seven members who are citizens of the State of Alabama. 
Initial members of the Commission shall be appointed to places 
on the Environmental Management Commission by the Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor, and Speaker of the House of Representatives 
pursuant to the procedure set out in Section 6(d) of this act with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. Initial appointments shall be 
made on or before October 1, 1982. All subsequent appointments 
to places on the Environmental Management Commission after the 
initial appointments shall be made by the Governor with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. No member of the Environmental Manage¬ 
ment Commission may serve more than a total of eighteen years. 
When a vacancy occurs during a period when the Legislature is not 
in session to advise and consent, such appointee shall have the full 
power of the office until and unless the Senate, upon the reconvening 
of the Legislature, shall by affirmative vote refuse to consent in such 
appointment. Qualifications of the seven members shall be as follows: 
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(1) One member shall be a physician licensed to practice medi¬ 
cine in the State of Alabama and shall be familiar with environmental 
matters; 

(2) One member shall be a professional engineer registered in the 
State of Alabama and shall be familiar with environmental matters; 

(3) One member shall be an attorney licensed to practice law in 
the State of Alabama and shall be familiar with environmental mat¬ 
ters; 

(4) One member shall be a chemist possessing as a minimum a 
bachelor’s degree from an accredited university or a veterinarian 
licensed to practice veterinary medicine in the State of Alabama 
and shall be familiar with environmental matters; 

(5) One member that has been certified by the National Water 
Well Association Certification program; and 

(6) One member shall be a biologist or an ecologist possessing 
as a minimum a bachelor’s degree from an accredited university and 
shall have training in environmental matters; and 

(7) One member shall be a resident of the State for at least 
two years but shall not be required to have any specialized experience. 

(c) At the expiration of the terms of all members initially ap¬ 
pointed, their successors shall be promptly appointed by the Governor 
for terms of six years. At the expiration of a term of office or in the 
event of a vacancy on the Environmental Management Commission, 
the Governor shall promptly make an appointment to fill the vacancy. 
The expiring term of an incumbent member shall be continued until 
an appointment is made. 

(d) Provided however that the initial appointments to the Envi¬ 
ronmental Management Commission shall be made as follows not¬ 
withstanding the other provisions of this act: 

(1) The Governor shall appoint three members of the Environ¬ 
mental Management Commission, two of whom shall come from the 
voting members of the Boards or Commissions abolished by this act. 
The Governor’s three initial appointments shall fill the positions 
described in Section 6(b) (4), (6), and (7) of this act. The terms of 
these initial position appointments shall be for six years. 

(2) The Lieutenant Governor shall appoint two members of the 
Environmental Management Commission, one who shall come from 
the voting members of the Boards or Commissions abolished by this 
act. The Lieutenant Governor’s appointments pursuant to this sub¬ 
section shall fill the positions described in Section 6(b) (1) and (5) 
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of this act. The term of the initial position described in Section 6(b) 
(1) shall be for four years. The term of the initial position described 
in Section 6(b) (5) shall be for two years. 

(3) The Speaker of the House of Representatives shall appoint 
two members of the Environmental Management Commission, one 
who shall come from the voting members of the Boards or Commis¬ 
sions abolished by this act. The Speaker of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives’ appointments pursuant to this subsection shall fill the posi¬ 
tions described in Section 6(b) (2) and (3) of this act. The term 
of the initial position described in 6(b) (2) shall be for four years. 
The term of the initial position described in Section 6(b) (3) shall be 
for two years. 

(e) The Environmental Management Commission shall select a 
chairman from among its members, and the chairman’s term of office 
shall be determined by the Environmental Management Commission, 
but shall not exceed three consecutive years. The Environmental 
Management Commission shall not take official action unless a quo¬ 
rum is present. A quorum shall be any four of the seven members. 
Recusal of a member shall not affect the quorum. 

(f) The Environmental Management Commission shall meet 
regularly, at least once every two months at times and places to be 
fixed by the Environmental Management Commission. Special meet¬ 
ings may be called at the discretion of the Chairman of the Environ¬ 
mental Management Commission and special meetings shall be called 
by him on written request of any four members to take up any 
matters within the jurisdiction of the Environmental Management 
Commission. All members shall be notified of the time and place of any 
regular or special meeting in any one of the following ways: in writing 
or by telegram to a member’s last known address as provided to the 
Department or by telephone. 

(g) Any member of the Environmental Management Commis¬ 
sion who misses three consecutive regularly scheduled meetings, shall 
immediately cease to be a member of the Commission and the Gover¬ 
nor shall promptly appoint a new member with appropriate qualifi¬ 
cations to fill the remainder of the term. 

(h) The Environmental Management Commission shall keep a 
complete and accurate record of the proceedings of all its meetings, 
a copy of which shall be kept on file in the office of the Director 
and open to public inspection. 

(i) (1) Each member shall receive one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
per day for each day of attendance at an official meeting. Members 
of the Environmental Management Commission shall be reimbursed 
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for expenses when attending meetings which are approved and certi¬ 
fied by the Director. Reimbursement shall be in accordance with 
§§ 36-7-1 through 36-7-42 Code of Alabama 1975, as amended; 

(2) All proper expenses of the Environmental Management 
Commission shall be paid from the appropriations to or funds of the 
Department in the same manner as expenses of the Department are 
paid. 

(j) Members of the Environmental Management Commission 
shall meet all requirements of the State Ethics law and the conflict 
of interest provisions of applicable Federal laws and regulations. 

Section 7. Appeals of Administrative Actions. 

(a) Beginning October 1,1982, the Environmental Management 
Commission, in addition to any other authority which may be con¬ 
ferred upon it by law, shall have the power to: 

(1) Develop and prescribe its own hearing procedures, unless 
otherwise specified by law; and 

(2) Administer oaths, certify to official acts, take and cause to 
be taken depositions of witnesses, issue subpoenas, and compel the 
attendance of witnesses and the production of papers, books, accounts, 
payrolls, documents, and records. In the event of failure of any person 
to comply with any subpoena lawfully issued, or on the refusal of any 
witness to produce evidence or to testify as to any matter regarding 
which he may be lawfully interrogated, it shall be the duty of any 
court of competent jurisdiction or of the judge thereof, upon the 
application of the Environmental Management Commission or its 
designee, to compel obedience by contempt proceedings, as in the case 
of disobedience of the requirements of a subpoena issued by such court 
or a refusal to testify therein. The fees of witnesses for attendance 
and travel shall be the same as fees of witnesses before courts of 
record and shall be paid from the funds of the Department. 

(b) (1) The Environmental Management Commission may 
delegate the power to hear appeals which are before it to a Hearing 
Officer. Any such hearing conducted by a Hearing Officer shall be in 
accordance with rules and regulations prescribed by the Environmen¬ 
tal Management Commission pursuant to § 7(a) (1) of this Act, and 
in such case the Hearing Officer shall prepare findings of fact, con¬ 
clusions of law and recommendations to the Environmental Manage¬ 
ment Commission for its final decision. 

(2) The Environmental Management Commission may hire 
Hearing Officers to hear appeals which are before it. Such Hearing 
Officers shall be paid appropriately from Department funds. 
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(c) Upon a proper request made in accordance with § 7(c) (1) 
or § 7(c) (2), any person aggrieved by an administrative action of the 
Department shall be entitled to a hearing before the Environmental 
Management Commission or its designated Hearing Officer. 

(1) Request for such hearing to contest an administrative action 
of the Department, other than to contest the issuance of any rule 
or regulation or emergency order, must be filed with the Environmen¬ 
tal Management Commission within 15 days after notice to the ag- 
greived person by the Department of its action, or if no notice to the 
aggreived person is given or required to be given by this Act, within 
30 days of the contested administrative action. 

(2) Request for a hearing before the Environmental Manage¬ 
ment Commission or its designated Hearing Officer to contest the 
issuance of any rule or regulation by the Department must be filed 
with the Environmental Management Commission within 45 days of 
the promulgation of the rule or regulation by the Department. 

(3) The Environmental Management Commission or its desig¬ 
nated Hearing Officer shall within a reasonable time, not to exceed 
45 days after receipt of a request in accordance with § 7(c) (1) or 
§ 7(c) (2), hold a hearing of which at least 15 days’ written notice 
shall be given to such person requesting the hearing and any other 
named or necessary party. Within 30 days after such hearing, the 
Environmental Management Commission shall issue an appropriate 
order modifying, approving or disapproving the Department’s ad¬ 
ministrative action. A copy of the Environmental Management Com¬ 
mission’s order shall be served upon all parties either personally, by 
registered mail or by certified mail return receipt requested. The 
notice and hearing requirements of this subsection shall not apply to 
emergency orders. Hearings on emergency orders shall be held before 
the Environmental Management Commission and notice of such hear¬ 
ing as may be reasonable under the circumstances shall be given to 
such persons as the Environmental Management Commission deems 
appropriate. 

(4) Pending the determination by the Environmental Manage¬ 
ment Commission, and upon application therefore, the Environmental 
Management Commission may stay the operation of such administra¬ 
tive action upon such terms and conditions as it may deem proper. 

(5) The parties shall not be bound by the strict rules of evidence 
prevailing in the courts. However, a full and complete record shall 
be kept of all proceedings before the Environmental Management 
Commission. All testimony or comments given in any hearing before 
the Environmental Management Commission shall be electronically 
or stenographically recorded, but need not be transcribed unless an 
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appeal is taken to court or unless requested by any party who shall 
pay for the cost of transcription. 

(6) Any order of the Environmental Management Commission 
made pursuant to the above procedure, modifying, approving or dis¬ 
approving the Department’s administrative action, constitutes a final 
action of the Department and is appealable to the Montgomery 
County Circuit Court or the Circuit Court in which the applicant 
does business or resides for judicial review on the administrative 
record. 

Section 8. Adopting Rules, Regulations and Standards. 

(a) All rules, regulations or standards shall be adopted by and 
promulgated by the Environmental Management Commission. With 
the exception of editorial changes, no rule, regulation or standard 
shall be adopted, amended or repealed unless such rule, regulation, 
or standard has been reviewed by the Director and until after a public 
hearing has been held. Unless different notice provisions are specifi¬ 
cally required elsewhere by law, at least 45 days prior to the scheduled 
date of the hearing the Department shall give notice of such hearing 
by public advertisement in the three newspapers of this State with 
the largest regional circulation of the date, time, place and purpose 
of such hearing; and make available to any person upon request 
copies of the proposed rules, regulations or standards, together with 
summaries of the reasons supporting their adoption, amendment or 
repeal. 

(b) Any public hearing relating to the adoption, amendment or 
repeal of Department rules, regulations or standards under this ses- 
tion shall be held before a Department representative, who shall be 
designated by the Environmental Management Commission. All such 
hearings shall be open to the public, and reasonable opportunity to be 
heard with respect to the subject of the hearing shall be afforded 
to any person. All testimony taken before the Department represen¬ 
tative shall be recorded and transcribed. The transcript, any exhibits 
or any written submissions to the Department in relation to such 
hearings shall be open to public inspection. 

(c) After such hearing, the Department may revise the proposed 
rules, regulations or standards, before adoption in response to testi¬ 
mony, written submissions or exhibits introduced at the hearing, 
without conducting a further hearing on the revisions. 

(d) Nothing in this section shall be construed to require a hear¬ 
ing prior to the issuance of any temporary emergency rule or regula¬ 
tion. 


Section 9. Transfer of Functions, Personnel, Equipment, etc. 
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to the Alabama Department of Environmental Management, 

(a) All employees engaged in duties pertaining to the functions 
transferred by this Act to the Department, shall be assigned to the 
Department on October 1,1982, to perform their usual duties, subject 
to any action that may be appropriate thereafter in accordance with 
the laws and rules governing personnel and employees. 

(b) All files, books, papers, records, equipment, furniture, motor 
vehicles, any other tangible property, and any other asset employed 
in carrying out the powers, duties and functions transferred by this 
Act to the Department shall, on October 1, 1982, be transferred to 
the Department. 

(c) All reports, documents, surveys, books, records, files, corre¬ 
spondence, papers or other writings in the possession of any depart¬ 
ment, division, bureau, board, commission or other agency, the func¬ 
tions, powers and duties of which have been transferred to the Depart¬ 
ment by this Act, or which have been employed in carrying out the 
functions, powers and duties transferred by this Act to the Depart¬ 
ment shall, on October 1,1982, be transferred to the Department. 

(d) All funds, credits or other monies held in connection with the 
functions transferred by this Act, shall be transferred to the Alabama 
Department of Environmental Management Fund created by Section 
12 of this Act on October 1, 1982. Subsequent to the transfer of all 
funds, credits or other monies to the Department for programs whose 
functions are transferred by this Act to the Department, the Water 
Improvement Commission Fund established by § 22-22-10 Code of 
Alabama 1975, as amended; the Safe Drinking Water Fund established 
by § 22-23-51 Code of Alabama 1975, as amended; the Well Driller 
Licensing Fund established by § 22-24-10 Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended; the Operator’s Certification Fund established by § 22-25-10 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended; and the Hazardous Waste Man¬ 
agement Fund established by § 22-30-23 Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, are abolished, and any funds from any source whatsoever 
which may accrue to any of the foregoing funds in the future shall 
accrue to the Alabama Department of Environmental Management. 

(e) Any appropriation made for the purpose of carrying out the 
powers, duties and functions transferred by this Act to the Depart¬ 
ment, shall on October 1, 1982, be transferred and credited to the 
Department for the purpose of carrying out such transferred powers, 
duties and functions. 

(f) Except where in conflict with provisions of this Act, on Octo¬ 
ber 1, 1982, all rules, regulations, standards, comprehensive plans for 
the prevention, abatement and control of pollution in this State; 
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and all orders, permits, licenses, certificates, bonds and variances of 
the departments, divisions, boards, commissions, or other agencies, 
relating to the functions transferred by this Act to the Department, 
are enforceable as the rules, regulations, standards, plans, orders, 
permits, licenses, certificates, bonds and variances of the Department 
and shall continue to be effective until revised, amended, repealed 
or nullified pursuant to law. 

(g) All pending business before the boards, commissions, or agen¬ 
cies affected by this Act, relating to the functions transferred by this 
Act to the Department, shall be continued and acted upon by the 
Department. AH existing contracts, obligations and memoranda of 
understanding pertaining to the functions transferred by this Act to 
the Department, shall remain in force and effect and shall be per¬ 
formed by the Department. 

(h) All state officials required to maintain contact with or pro¬ 
vide services to any agency, board or commission affected by this Act 
shall continue to perform such services for the Department unless 
otherwise directed by this Act. 

(i) Neither the abolition of any agency nor any of the transfers 
authorized by this Act shall affect the validity of any action performed 
by such agency, board or commission affected by this Act, prior to 
October 1, 1982. 

(j) Except where required elsewhere by the Act, on October 
1, 1982, the performance of any such transferred duties or functions 
by the Department or its respective Divisions shall have the same 
effect as if done by the former agency, board or commission referred 
to or designated by law or contract. The reference to or designation of 
the former agency, board or commissions shall apply to the Depart¬ 
ment. 

(k) During an appropriate transition period after October 1, 
1982, the State Health Department shall continue to assist the De¬ 
partment in personnel and fiscal matters in order to effect the smooth 
transition of such functions to the Department. 

Section 10. Transfer of Functions, Personnel, Equipment, etc., 
of the Coastal Area Board to the Office of State Planning and Federal 
Programs, except those which relate to Permitting Regulatory and 
Enforcement. 

(a) On October 1,1982, all functions of the Coastal Area Board, 
as set forth in §§9-7-10 through 9-7-22 Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, except those which relate to permitting, regulatory and 
enforcement functions, shall be transferred to the Office of State 
Planning and Federal Programs established pursuant to §§41-9-205 
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through 41-9-214 Code of Alabama 1975, as amended. 

(b) All employees engaged in duties pertaining to the functions 
transferred by this Section, shall be assigned to the Office of State 
Planning and Federal Programs on October 1, 1982 to perform their 
usual duties, subject to any action that may be appropriate thereafter 
in accordance with the laws and rules governing personnel and em¬ 
ployees. 

(c) All files, books, papers, records, equipment, furniture, motor 
vehicles, any other tangible property and any other asset employed 
in carrying out the powers, duties and functions transferred by this 
Act to the Office of State Planning and Federal Programs shall, on 
October 1, 1982, be transferred to the Office of State Planning and 
Federal Programs. 

(d) All reports, documents, surveys, books, records, files, corre¬ 
spondence, papers or other writings in the possession of the Coastal 
Area Board, the functions, powers and duties of which have been 
transferred to the Office of State Planning and Federal Programs 
by this Act, or which have been employed in carrying out the func¬ 
tions, powers and duties transferred by this Act to said Office shall, 
on October 1, 1982, be transferred to the Office of State Planning 
and Federal Programs. 

(e) All funds, credits or other monies held in connection with 
the functions transferred by this Act to the Office of State Planning 
and Federal Programs, shall be transferred to said Office on October 
1, 1982. Subsequent to the transfer of all funds, credits or other 
monies to the Office of State Planning and Federal Programs, the 
Coastal Area Board Fund established by § 9-7-19 Code of Alabama 
1975, as amended, is abolished. 

(f) Any appropriation made to the Coastal Area Board for the 
purpose of carrying out the powers, duties and functions transferred 
by this Act to the Office of State Planning and Federal Programs 
shall, on October 1, 1982, be transferred and credited to said Office 
for the purpose of carrying out such transferred powers, duties and 
functions. 

(g) The Office of State Planning and Federal Programs shall 
provide the Department sufficient funds to administer the permitting, 
regulatory and enforcement functions of the Coastal Area Manage¬ 
ment Program from those federal funds obtained by the office for 
such purposes. 

(h) All pending business before the Coastal Area Board, relating 
to the functions transferred by this Act to the Office of State Planning 
and Federal Programs, shall be continued and acted upon by said 
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Office. All existing contracts, obligations and memoranda of under¬ 
standing pertaining to the functions herein transferred shall remain 
in force and effect and shall be performed by the Office of State 
Planning and Federal Programs. 

(i) All state officials required to maintain contact with or pro¬ 
vide services to the Coastal Area Board shall continue to perform 
such services for the Office of State Planning and Federal Programs 
or as otherwise directed by this Act. 

(j) Neither the abolition of the Coastal Area Board nor any of 
the transfers to the Office of State Planning and Federal Programs 
authorized by this Act shall affect the validity of any action performed 
by the Coastal Area Board, prior to October 1, 1982. 

Section 11. Amendments to Existing Authority. 

(a) §§ 9-7-10,9-7-13,9-7-16,9-7-17,9-7-20, and 9-7-22 of the Code 

of Alabama 1975, as amended, are hereby amended on October 1, 
1982 to read as follows: 

“ § 9-7-10. Definitions. 

The following terms, whenever used in this chapter shall have 
the following respective meanings unless the context clearly indicates 
otherwise: 

(1) COASTAL AREA. The coastal waters, including the lands 
therein and thereunder, and the adjacent shorelands, including the 
waters therein and thereunder, strongly influenced by each and in 
proximity to the shorelines of Alabama and including transitional 
and intertidal areas, salt marshes, wetlands, and beaches. The area 
extends seaward to the outer limit of the United States territorial 
sea and extends inland from the shorelines only to the extent neces¬ 
sary to control shorelands, the uses of which have a direct and 
significant impact on the coastal waters. 

(2) COASTAL WATERS. Those waters, adjacent to the 
shoreline, which contain a measurable quantity or percentage of sea 
water, including but not limited to, sounds, bays, lagoons, bayous, 
ponds and estuaries. 

(3) ESTUARY. That part of a river or stream or other body 
of water having unimpaired connection with the open sea, where the 
sea water is measurably diluted with fresh water derived from land 
drainage. 

(4) ESTUARINE SANCTUARY. A research area which may 
include any part or all of an estuary, adjoining transitional areas 
and adjacent uplands, constituting to the extent feasible a natural 
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unit, set aside to provide scientists and students the opportunity to 
examine over a period of time the ecological relationships within the 
area. 

(5) MANAGEMENT PROGRAM. Such term includes, but is 
not limited to, a comprehensive statement in words, maps, illustra¬ 
tions or other media of communication, prepared and adopted by the 
state in accordance with the provisions of this chapter, setting forth 
objectives, policies and standards to guide public and private users 
of lands and waters in the coastal area. 

(6) WATER USE. Activities which are conducted in or on the 
water, but such term does not mean or include the establishment 
of any water quality standard or criteria or the regulation of the 
discharge or runoff of water pollutants except the standards, criteria 
or regulations which are incorporated in any program as required 
by the provisions of this chapter. 

(7) BOARD. The Office of State Planning and Federal Pro¬ 
grams established pursuant to §§ 41-9-205 through 41-9-214 Code of 
Alabama 1975, as amended. 

(8) DEPARTMENT. The Alabama Department of Environ¬ 
mental Management. 

(9) PERSON. Any and all persons, natural or artificial, includ¬ 
ing, but not limited to, any individual, partnership, association, soci¬ 
ety, joint stock company, firm, company, corporation, institution, 
trust, estate, other legal entity or business organization or any state 
or local government entity and any successor of the foregoing.” 

“ § 9-7-13. Activities deemed permissible uses within coastal ar¬ 
ea; determination of additional permissible uses. 

(a) The legislature of Alabama finds that the following activities 
shall constitute permissible uses within the coastal area: 

(1) The accomplishment of emergency decrees of any duly ap¬ 
pointed health officer of a county or municipality or of the state 
acting to protect the public health and safety; 

(2) The conservation, repletion and research activities of the 
Marine Environmental Sciences Consortium, the marine resources 
division of the department of conservation and natural resources and 
the Mississippi-Alabama Sea Grant Consortium; 

(3) The exercise of riparian rights by the owner of the riparian 
rights; provided, that the construction and maintenance of piers, 
boathouses and similar structures shall be on pilings that permit 
a reasonably unobstructed ebb and flow of the tide; 
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(4) The normal maintenance and repair of bulkheads, piers, 
roads and highways existing on the date of final approval of the 
rules and regulations pursuant to this chapter; 

(5) The use of any structure on land devoted to dwelling uses 
for any purpose customarily incidental to enjoyment of the dwelling; 

(6) Normal maintenance and repair activities of railroads and 
of utilities or other persons engaged in transportation or in telephone 
communication service or in the distribution or transmission of gas, 
electricity or water or the collection of sewage, including inspecting, 
maintaining, repairing or renewing on private or public rights-of-way 
any sewers, mains, conduits, pipes, cables, utility tunnels, power lines, 
towers, poles, tracks, bridges, trestles and drainage facilities or the 
like or making service connections thereto or inspecting, maintaining, 
repairing or renewing any substation, pumping or lifting facility; 

(7) Activities of any mosquito control commission which is a po¬ 
litical subdivision or agency of the state of Alabama; 

(8) The use of any land for the purpose of planting, growing 
or harvesting plants, crops, trees or other agricultural or forestry 
products, including normal private road construction, raising livestock 
or poultry or for other agricultural purposes; and 

(9) Completion of any development, not otherwise in violation 
of law, for which a valid building or zoning permit was issued prior 
to final approval of the rules and regulations pursuant to this chapter 
and which development was initiated prior to such approval. 

(b) Upon recommendation from the board, the Department 
shall determine, by rule and regulation, from time to time, additional 
permissible uses within the coastal area.” 

“ § 9-7-16. Same - Promulgation of rules and regulations. 

The Department shall develop and promulgate, after notice and 
opportunity for full participation by relevant federal agencies, state 
agencies, local governments, regional organizations, port authorities 
and other interested parties, both public and private, such rules and 
regulations as may be necessary to carry out the management pro¬ 
gram provided for in this chapter.” 

“ § 9-7-17. Approval by governor of management program and 
of board. 

(a) The management program provided for in section 9-7-15 
shall not become effective until approved by the governor. 

“§ 9-7-20. Requirements as to permits generally; regulation of 
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uses of lands within coastal area by local government units; filing 
with board copies of applications for federal permits. 

(a) It is the intent and purpose of this section to avoid duplica¬ 
tion whenever possible as to managing activities within the coastal 
area and yet assure compliance with the management program estab¬ 
lished by the board. 

(b) The Department shall review the permitting activities of 
persons within the coastal area in order to insure consistency with the 
coastal area management program and where necessary to issue per¬ 
mits to persons to insure compliance and consistency with said pro¬ 
gram. No agency can issue a permit for any activity in the coastal 
area that the Department of Environmental Management finds to be 
inconsistent with the Coastal Area Management Program. 

(c) There may well be uses of certain lands included within the 
boundaries of the coastal area which will not have a “direct and 
significant” impact on coastal waters. Such uses may be subject to 
regulation by local units of government (cities or counties) within 
the framework of the management program adopted by the board. 

(d) Any person, corporation or partnership filing an application 
for the federal permit for an activity to be conducted within the 
boudaries of the coastal area shall deliver to the Department an 
informational copy of such application.” 

“ § 9-7-22. Proceedings for enforcement of provisions of chapter; 
penalties and remedies for violation of provisions of chapter. 

(a) The Department, the Attorney General, a district attorney 
having jurisdiction or an assistant district attorney having jurisdiction 
may initiate an action against any person or persons, partnership, 
corporation, state or local government entity if in the judgement of 
the board Department such party is determined to be in violation of 
the management program of the board. 

(b) Jurisdiction and venue for judicial actions brought pursuant 
to this chapter shall lie in any county or counties in which the alleged 
violation occurs or in which property affected by such violation is 
located. 

(c) Threatened or actual violations of this chapter may be re¬ 
strained by order of the circuit court of the county in which any 
affected area of the coastal area or any part thereof lies. Such actions 
shall be initiated as provided for in subsection (a) of this section. 

(d) Nothing in this chapter shall preclude other statutory or 
commonlaw remedies by public or private parties against violators 
or non-violators of this chapter.” 
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(b) § 22-22-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is hereby 

amended effective October 1, 1982 to read as follows: 

“§22-22-1. Short title; definitions. 

(a) This chapter may be cited as the “Alabama Water Pollution 
Control Act.” 

(b) For the purposes of this chapter, unless otherwise indicated, 
the following terms shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to 
them by this section: 

(1) COMMISSION. The Alabama Department of Environ¬ 
mental Management. 

(2) WATERS. All waters of any river, stream, watercourse, 
pond, lake, coastal, ground or surface water, wholly or partially 
within the state, natural or artificial. This does not include waters 
which are entirely confined and retained completely upon the pro¬ 
perty of a single individual, partnership or corporation unless such 
waters are used in interstate commerce. 

(3) POLLUTION. The discharge of a pollutant or combina¬ 
tion of pollutants. A pollutant includes but is not limited to dredged 
spoil, solid waste, incinerator residue, sewage, garbage, sewage sludge, 
munitions, chemical wastes, biological materials, radioactive materials, 
heat, wrecked or discarded equipment, rock, sand, cellar dirt and in¬ 
dustrial, municipal and agricultural waste discharged into water. 
Pollutant does not mean (a) sewage from vessels; or (b) water, gas, 
or other material which is injected into a well to facilitate production 
of oil or gas, or water derived in association with oil or gas production 
and disposal of in a well, of the well used either to facilitate production 
or for disposal purposes is approved by authority of the state, and if 
the Commission determines that such injection or disposal will not 
result in the degradation of ground or surface water resources. 

(4) SEWAGE. Water-carried human wastes from residences, 
buildings, industrial establishments or other places, together with 
such ground, surface, storm or other waters as may be present. 

(5) INDUSTRIAL WASTES. Liquid or other wastes result¬ 
ing from any process of industry, manufacture, trade or business 
or from the development of natural resources. 

(6) OTHER WASTES. All other substances, whether liquid, 
gaseous, or solid, or energy in the form of heat from all other sources 
including, but not limited to, any vessels or other conveyances trav¬ 
eling or using the waters of this state, except industrial wastes or 
sewage. 
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(7) PERSON. Any and all persons, natural or artificial, in¬ 
cluding, but not limited to, any individual, partnership, association, 
society, joint stock company, firm, company, corporation, institution, 
trust, other legal entity, business organization or any governmental 
entity and any successor, representative, responsible corporate officer, 
agent or agency of the foregoing. 

(8) DISCHARGE. The addition, introduction, leaking, spill¬ 
ing or emitting of any sewage, industrial waste, pollutant or other 
wastes into waters of the state. 

(9) DIRECTOR. The Director of the Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management. 

(10) CHAIRMAN. The Director of the Alabama Department 
of Environmental Management. 

(11) VICE CHAIRMAN. The Director of the Alabama De¬ 
partment of Environmental Management. 

(12) WATER IMPROVEMENT COMMISSION. The Ala¬ 
bama Department of Environmental Management. 

(13) ALABAMA WATER IMPROVEMENT COMMISSION. 
The Alabama Department of Environmental Management.” 

(c) § 22-23-31 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is here¬ 

by amended effective October 1, 1982 to read as follows: 

“ § 22-23-31. Definitions. 

When used in this article and except where the context prohibits, 
the following words and terms shall have the following meanings: 

(1) FEDERAL ACT. The Federal Safe Drinking Water Act, 
being Public Law 93-523. 

(2) ADMINISTRATOR. The administrator of the United 
States environmental protection agency. 

(3) NATIONAL PRIMARY DRINKING WATER REGULA¬ 
TIONS. Primary drinking water regulations promulgated by the 
administrator pursuant to the federal act. 

(4) FEDERAL AGENCY. Any department, agency or instru¬ 
mentality of the government of the United States, the regulation 
of which has been delegated to the state of Alabama pursuant to the 
federal act. 

(5) BOARD. The Alabama Department of Environmental 
Management. 
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(6) HEALTH OFFICER. The Director of the Alabama De¬ 
partment of Environmental Management. 

(7) LOCAL GOVERNMENT UNIT. Any community, town, 
city, county, board, authority, nonprofit corporation or other unit 
of government created by the legislature. 

(8) PERSON. Any individual, firm, partnership, corporation, 
local government unit, party, company, association, federal agency, 
state agency or any other public or private legal entity. 

(9) SUPPLIER OF WATER. Any person who owns or oper¬ 
ates a public water system. 

(10) CONTAMINANT. Any physical, chemical, biological or 
radiological substance or matter in water. 

(11) PUBLIC WATER SYSTEM. A system for the provision 
to the public of piped water for human consumption, if such system 
has at least 15 service connections or regularly serves an average of 
at least 25 individuals at least 60 days out of the year. A public water 
system includes: 

a. Any collection, treatment, storage and distribution facilities 
under the control of the operator of such system and used primarily 
in connection with such system; and 

b. Any collection or pretreatment storage facilities not under 
such control which are used primarily in connection with such system. 

A public water system is either a community water system or a 
noncommunity water system. 

(12) COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEM. A public water sys¬ 
tem which serves at least 15 service connections used by year-round 
residents or regularly serves at least 25 year-round residents. 

(13) NONCOMMUNITY WATER SYSTEM. A public water 
system which does not meet the requirements of a community water 
system. 

(14) MAJOR MODIFICATION. Any modification of a public 
water supply which is declared to be “major” by the regulations 
of the board. 

(15) STATE PRIMARY DRINKING WATER REGULA¬ 
TION. A regulation which: 

a. Applies to a public water system; 

b. Specifies contaminants which, in the judgment of the Board, 
may have an adverse affect on the public health; 
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c. Specifies for each such contaminant either: 

1. A maximum contaminant level; or 

2. Each treatment technique known to the board which leads 
to a reduction in the level of such contaminant sufficient to satisfy 
the requirements of section 22-23-33 if, in the judgment of the board, 
it is not economically or technologically feasible to ascertain the level 
of such contaminant; and 

d. Contains criteria and procedures to assure a supply of drink¬ 
ing water which dependably does not exceed such maximum contami¬ 
nant levels, including quality control and testing procedures to insure 
compliance with such levels and to insure proper operation and main¬ 
tenance of the system, and requirements as to; 

1. The minimum quality of water which may be taken into 
the system; and 

2. Siting for new facilities for public water systems. 

(16) STATE SECONDARY DRINKING WATER REGULA¬ 
TION. A regulation which: 

a. Applies to a public water system; 

b. Specifies maximum contaminant levels necessry to protect 
the public comfort or well-being controlling contaminants which: 

1. Adversely affect odor or appearance of water, thereby causing 
substantial number of persons to discontinue its use; or 

2. Otherwise adversely affect the public comfort or well-being; 

and 


c. May vary according to geographic and other circumstances.” 

(d) §§ 22-24-1 and 22-24-11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 

amended, are hereby amended effective October 1, 1982 to read as 
follows: 

“§ 22-24-1. Definitions. 

For the purpose of this chapter, the following terms shall have 
the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 

(1) BOARD. The Alabama Department of Environmental 
Management. 

(2) DIRECTOR. The Director of the Alabama Department 
of Environmental Management. 

(3) DRILL. To drill or redrill, bore, auger, dig or otherwise 
construct a water well. 
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(4) DRILLER. Any person who manages or supervises the 
drilling of a water well. 

(5) LOG. A record of the type of material or rock penetrated 
in the drilling of a water well. 

(6) PERSON. Any individual, organization, group, associa¬ 
tion, partnership, corporation or any combination of them operating 
a business to drill water wells. 

(7) SAMPLE. Cuttings or other fragments of rock or soil ma¬ 
terials removed from the well. 

(8) WELL. A hole drilled for the production of water.” 

“§ 22-24-11. Penalty for violation of chapter, etc.; disposition 
of fines. 

Any person guilty of violating any of the provisions of this chapter 
or the rules and regulations adopted thereunder shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and may be punished by a fine of not less than $100.00 
nor more than $500.00 for each violation. Each day the violation 
continues shall be considered a separate violation. Any and all funds 
derived from such fines shall be deposited with the state treasurer 
in the Alabama Department of Environmental Management Fund.” 

(e) § § 22-25-1, 22-25-7, 22-25-8, 22-25-9, 22-25-10, and 22-25-13 of 

the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, are hereby amended effective 
October 1, 1982 to read as follows: 

§§22-25-1. Definitions. 

For the purposes of this chapter, the following terms shall have 
the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 

(1) STATE HEALTH OFFICER. The Director of the Ala¬ 
bama Department of Environmental Management. 

(2) BOARD. The Alabama Department of Environmental 
Management. 

(3) CERTIFICATE. The certificate of competency issued by 
the state health officer stating that the operator has met the require¬ 
ments for the specified operator classification of the certification 
program. 

(4) WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM. The system of pipes, struc¬ 
tures and facilities through which a public water supply is obtained, 
treated and sold or distributed for human consumption or house¬ 
hold use, as defined by subsection (12) of Section 22-23-31 Code of 
Alabama 1975, as amended. 
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(5) WATER TREATMENT PLANT. That portion of the wa¬ 
ter supply system which in some way alters the physical, chemical 
or bacteriological quality of the water, 

(6) WASTEWATER TREATMENT PLANT. The facility or 
group of units used for the treatment of wastewater from sewer 
systems and for the reduction or handling of solids removed from such 
wastewater. 

(7) WATER DISTRIBUTION SYSTEMS. That portion of 
the water supply system in which water is conveyed from the water 
treatment plant or other supply point to the premises of the consumer. 

(8) OPERATOR. The person on duty who has direct respon¬ 
sibility for the operation of a water treatment plant, water distribu¬ 
tion system or wastewater treatment plant. 

(9) TRAINEE. The person on duty who has direct responsi¬ 
bility for the operation of a water treatment plant, water distribu¬ 
tion system or wastewater treatment plant and is serving in a training 
capacity for a maximum of one year without a certificate.” 

“ § 22-25-7. Certification of operators - Duty of state health 
officer. 

The state health officer shall certify persons as to their qualifi¬ 
cations to supervise the operation of such treatment plants and water 
distribution systems after considering the recommendations of the 
board.” 

“ § 22-25-8. Same - Examinations. 

The board shall hold at least one examination each year for the 
purpose of examining candidates for certification, at a time and place 
designated by the board.” 

“ § 22-25-9. Same - Issuance. 

(a) When the state health officer is satisfied that an applicant 
is qualified, by examination or otherwise, the state health officer 
shall issue a certificate attesting to the competency of the applicant 
as an operator. The certificate shall indicate the classification of 
works which the operator is qualified to supervise. 

(b) Certificates of proper classifications shall be issued without 
examination to persons certified by a governing body or owner to have 
been the operator of a treatment plant or a water distribution system 
on September 28, 1971. A certificate so issued will be valid only for 
that particular treatment plant or system, but shall remain in effect 
five years unless revoked by the state health officer as provided in 
this chapter. All certificates will be renewed every five years. 
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(c) Certificates in appropriate classification shall be issued to 
operators who, on September 28,1971, hold certificates of competency 
attained by examination under the voluntary certification program 
sponsored jointly by the state department of health and the Alabama 
water and pollution control association.” 

“ § 22-25-10. Same - Fees; operators certification fund. 

The state health officer, with the approval of the board, is autho¬ 
rized to charge a fee for certificates issued under this chapter, but 
such fees shall not exceed $10.00 for an initial certificate nor more 
than $5.00 for the five-year renewal certificate. All such fees collected 
shall be remitted to the treasurer of the state, who shall hold such 
moneys in a special fund to be known as the Alabama Department 
of Environmental Management Fund to be used by the state depart¬ 
ment of health board to administer and enforce the provisions of this 
chapter.” 

“ § 22-25-13. Rules. 

The board may promulgate such rules and regulations as are 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this chapter.” 

(f) §§ 22-27-2, 22-27-3, 22-27-4, 22-27-5 and 22-27-7 of the Code 

of Alabama 1975, as amended, are hereby amended effective October 
1, 1982 to read as follows: 

“ § 22-27-2. Definitions. 

For the purpose of this article, the following terms shall have 
the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 

(1) SOLID WASTES. All putrescible and nonputrescible dis¬ 
carded materials, except household sewage and livestock and poultry 
wastes, including, but not limited to, garbage, rubbish, ashes, street 
and highway cleanings, dead animals, including offal, abandoned 
automobiles and such industrial wastes as are not controlled by other 
agencies. 

(2) GARBAGE. Putrescible animal and vegetable wastes re¬ 
sulting from the handling, preparation, cooking and consumption of 
food, including wastes from markets, storage facilities, handling and 
sale of produce and other food products and excepting such materials 
that my be serviced by garbage grinders and handled as household 
sewage. 

(3) ASHES. The solid residue from burning of wood, coal, 
coke or other combustible material used for heating or from incinera¬ 
tion of solid wastes, but excepting solid residue, the storage or dis¬ 
position of which is controlled by other agencies. 
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(4) RUBBISH. Nonputrescible solid wastes, excluding ashes, 
consisting of both combustible and noncombustible wastes. Combus¬ 
tible rubbish includes paper, rags, cartons, wood, furniture, rubber, 
plastics, yard trimmings, leaves and similar materials. Noncombus¬ 
tible rubbish includes glass, crockery, metal cans, metal furniture and 
like materials which will not burn at ordinary incinerator tempera¬ 
tures, not less than 1600 degrees Fahrenheit. 

(5) OPEN DUMP. Any officially recognized place, land or 
building which serves as a final depository for solid wastes, whether 
or not burned or buried, which does not meet the minimum require¬ 
ments for a sanitary landfill, except approved incinerators, compost 
plants and salvage yards. 

(6) UNAUTHORIZED DUMP. Any collection of solid wastes 
either dumped or caused to be dumped or placed on any property 
either public or private, whether or not regularly used, and not under 
the control and supervision of any person or agency. An abandoned 
automobile, large appliance or similar large items of solid waste shall 
be considered as forming an unauthorized dump within the meaning 
of this article, but not the careless littering of smaller individual 
items as tires, bottles, cans and the like. An unauthorized dump shall 
also mean any solid waste disposal site which does not meet the 
regulatory provisions of this article. 

(7) SANITARY LANDFILL. A controlled area of land upon 
which solid waste is deposited and is compacted and covered with 
compacted earth each day as deposited, with no on-site burning 
of wastes, and so located, contoured and drained that it will not 
constitute a source of water pollution as determined by the Alabama 
Department of Environmental Management. 

(8) LANDFILL. A method of compaction and earth cover of 
solid wastes other than those containing garbage or other putrescible 
wastes, including, but not limited to, tree limbs and stumps, demoli¬ 
tion materials, incinerator residues and like materials not constituting 
a health or nuisance hazard, where cover need not be applied on a 
per day used basis. 

(9) HAZARDOUS WASTES. Those wastes definedin the Haz¬ 
ardous Waste Management Act of 1978, as amended (Section 22-30- 
21 et seq. Code of Alabama 1975, as amended). 

(10) INCINERATOR. A device designed to burn that portion 
of garbage and rubbish which will be consumed at temperatures 
generally ranging 1600 degrees Fahrenheit or over. The unburned 
residue from an incinerator, including metal, glass and the like shall 
be called ashes. 
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(11) COMPOSTING OR COMPOST PLANT. An officially 
controlled method or operation whereby putrescible solid wastes are 
broken down through microbic action to a material offering no hazard 
or nusiance factors to public health or well-being. 

(12) HEALTH DEPARTMENT. An approved county or dis¬ 
trict health department, including the Alabama state department of 
public health and the affected state and county boards of health. 

(13) HEALTH OFFICER. The state or affected county health 
officer or his designee. 

(14) AGENCY. Any controlling agency, public or private, 
elected, appointed or volunteer utilizing methods approved by the 
health department for the purpose of controlling and supervising the 
collection and/or disposal of solid wastes. 

(15) DEPARTMENT. The Alabama Department of Environ¬ 
mental Management. 

(16) DIRECTOR. The Director of the Alabama Department 
of Environmental Management.” 

“ § 22-27-3. Authority of local governing bodies as to methods 
of waste collections and disposal; exception. 

(a) Generally. - The county commission or municipal governing 
body may, and is hereby authorized to, make available to the general 
public collection and disposal facilities for solid wastes in a manner 
acceptable to the Department. The county commission or municipal 
governing body may provide such collection or disposal services by 
contract with private or other controlling agencies and may include 
house-to-house service or the placement of regularly serviced and 
controlled bulk refuse receptacles within reasonable (generally less 
than eight miles) distance from the farthest affected household and 
the wastes managed in a manner acceptable to the Department. 

(b) Garbage disposal. - Garbage and rubbish containing garbage 
shall be disposed of by sanitary landfill, approved incineration, com¬ 
posting or by other means now available or which may later become 
available as approved the Department. The method chosen and used 
shall also meet the requirements of the Health Department for sani¬ 
tation and the protection of public health. 

(c) Burning. - No garbage or rubbish containing garbage or other 
putrescible materials or hazardous wastes shall be burned except in 
approved incinerators meeting the necessary temperature require¬ 
ments and air pollution controls as now established or may later be 
established. The open burning of rubbish shall be permitted only 
under sharply controlled circumstances where sanitary landfill or 
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landfill is not feasible and not in proximity to sanitary landfill or 
landfill operations where spread of fire to these operations may be a 
hazard in the opinion of the Department. 

(d) Haulage. - Trucks or other vehicles engaged in the business 
of hauling garbage and rubbish shall be so covered, secured or sealed 
that there will be no loss during haulage to cause littering of streets 
and highways, or cause a nuisance or hazard to the public health. 

(e) Exception. - A household, business, industry or any property 
owner may store, haul and dispose of his own solid wastes on his 
land or otherwise, provided such storage, haulage or disposal is accom¬ 
plished pursuant to a certificate of exception as provided in this sub¬ 
section. In order to obtain a certificate of exception, an application 
and plan must be filed with the county health officer or his designee 
in the case of household solid waste or with the Department in the 
case of solid waste from business or industry, setting out the proposed 
method of storing, hauling and disposing of solid waste so as to comply 
with rules and regulations adopted by the state or county boards 
of health or the Department as appropriate and not create a public 
nuisance or hazard to the public health. The county health officer 
or his designee or the Department as appropriate shall investigate 
such application and plan and issue a certificate of exception if such 
proposal will, in such officer's or designee’s judgment, comply with 
such rules and regulations and adequately prevent a public nuisance 
or hazard to public health.” 

“ § 22-27-4. Hazardous wastes; unauthorized dumps; vermin con¬ 
trols. 

(a) Hazardous wastes. - Hazardous wastes shall be handled in 
accordance with the provisions of §§ 22-30-1 through 22-30-24 Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended, and the regulations promulgated there¬ 
under. 

(b) Unauthorized dumps. - The formation of unauthorized 
dumps is hereby declared to be a public nuisance per se, a menace 
to public health, and a violation of the Solid Wastes Disposal Act 
and in addition to other remedies which are available may be enjoined 
through an action by the Department in the Circuit Court of the 
State having jurisdiction over the property on which the violation 
occurred. 

(c) Vermin controls. - Rodents and insects of public health 
importance, as rats, flies, mosquitoes and the like, shall be controlled 
in a manner satisfactory to the health department, and the closing 
out or conversion to sanitary landfill operations of existing open 
dumps shall, where deemed necessary by the health officer, be accom- 
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parried by an adequate rat eradication program to prevent the spread 
of rodents to nearby properties.” 

“§ 22-27-5. Authority of localities to establish charges, fees, 
etc., and enter into mutual agreements or contracts; licensing of 
private or corporate agencies; nonpayment of fees, etc. 

(a) Fees, etc.; mutual agreements or contracts. - The county 
commission or municipality undertaking the responsibility for pro¬ 
viding services to the public under this article may establish fees, 
charges and rates and may collect and disburse funds within cooperat¬ 
ing areas or districts, inside or outside the corporate limits of munici¬ 
palities or inside or outside of county boundaries, for the specific 
purpose of administering this article and providing and operating a 
solid waste program. Also, said county commission or public authority 
may enter into mutual agreements or contracts with the government 
bodies of other counties, municipalities, corporations or individuals, 
where deemed to be mutually economical and feasible, to jointly or 
individually collect, haul and/or dispose of solid wastes generated 
within the cooperating area. All contracts or mutual agreements 
under this article shall be subject to review by the health officer, 
and all such contracts and agreements shall be subject to cancellation 
upon 30 days' notice from said health officer with the concurrence of 
the Department, any time said contracts or agreements fail to be in 
the best interest of the health, safety and welfare of the citizens 
residing in the affected area. 

(b) Private or corporate agencies. - Individuals, corporations, 
partnerships or other agencies engaging in the collection and disposal 
of solid wastes are subject to this article. Governing bodies may assign 
territories, approve or disapprove disposal sites, with the concurrence 
of the health department, and shall establish and collect annual 
license fees from such firms and set rate schedules if a service fee is 
charged. In addition to any other approvals which are necessary for 
any contract between private or corporate agencies and governmental 
entities for the disposal of solid wastes, approval of the Department 
shall be obtained. 

(c) Permits and bonds. - Under subsection (b) of this section, 
no license shall be granted or fee collected without a permit issued 
by the state or county health department, renewable annually at the 
time licenses are due. Such permit shall be based upon performance 
and may be revoked for cause, including failure to perform under 
the provisions of this article and regulations adopted under authority 
of this article. No license shall be granted without the posting of a 
performance bond satisfactory to the governing body. All solid wastes 
disposal sites except those which have certificates of exception shall 
have a permit from the Department. 
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(d) Nonpayment of fees, etc. - Any county commission or munic¬ 
ipality establishing fees, charges and rates pursuant to subsection 
(a) of this section shall have the power and authority to adopt resolu¬ 
tions or ordinances providing that if the fees, charges or rates for the 
services furnished by the county commission or municipality, or li¬ 
censee of either, under the provisions of said chapter, shall not be 
paid within 30 days after the same shall become due and payable, 
such county commission or municipality may, at the expiration of 
such 30-day period, suspend such services or may proceed to recover 
the amount of any such delinquency with interest in a civil action, 
or both.” 

§ 22-27-7. Supervision; rules and regulations; penalty for vio¬ 
lation of article. 

With regard to the collection of solid wastes, the health depart¬ 
ment shall exercise such supervision over equipment, methodology 
and personnel in the management of solid wastes as may be necessary 
to enforce sanitary requirements, and the state and county boards of 
health may adopt such rules and regulations as may be needed to 
specify methodology and procedures to meet the requirements of this 
article. With regard to the disposal of solid wastes, the Department 
shall exercise such regulatory control over the management of solid 
wastes as may be necessary to enforce the requirements of the De¬ 
partment, and the Department may adopt such rules and regulations 
as may be needed to meet the requirements of this article. Any person 
violating any provision of this article or any rule or regulation made 
pursuant to this article shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon 
conviction, shall be fined not less than $5.00 nor more than $100.00, 
and if the violation or failure or refusal to obey or comply with such 
provision of the article or such rule or regulation is a continuing one, 
each day’s violation shall constitute a separate offense and shall be 
punished accordingly. Any person, firm or corporation granted an 
exception under subsection (e) of section 22-27-3 who or which fails 
to carry out and comply with the provisions of the proposals embodied 
in the application and plan upon which a certificate of exception 
was issued to him or it shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall 
be punished as provided in this section. Any person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion which has not been issued a certificate of exception under sub¬ 
section (e) of section 22-27-3 and which utilizes the solid waste disposal 
system of any county or municipality and which fails to pay the fee, 
rate or charge established by the county commission or municipal 
governing body therefore shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall 
be punished as provided in this section.” 

(g) §§22-28-2 and 22-28-21 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 

amended, are hereby amended effective October 1, 1982 to read as 
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follows: 

“ § 22-28-2. Definitions. 

For the purposes of this chapter, the following terms shall have 
the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 

(1) AIR POLLUTION. The presence in the outdoor atmo¬ 
sphere of one or more air contaminants in such quantities and dura¬ 
tion as are, or tend to be, injurious to human health or welfare, 
animal or plant life or property or would interfere with the enjoyment 
of life or property throughout the state and in such territories of the 
state as shall be affected thereby. 

(2) AIR CONTAMINANT. Any solid, liquid or gaseous mat¬ 
ter, any odor or any combination thereof, from whatever source. 

(3) COMMISSION. The Alabama Department of Environ¬ 
mental Management. 

(4) PERSON. Any and all persons, natural or artificial, in¬ 
cluding, but not limited to, any individual, partnership, association, 
society, joint stock company, firm, company, corporation, institution, 
trust, estate, or other legal or other business organization or any 
governmental entity, and any successor, representative, agent or a- 
gency of the foregoing. 

(5) EMISSION. A release into the outdoor atmosphere of air 
contaminants. 

(6) DIRECTOR. The Director of the Alabama Department 
of Environmental Management. 

(7) STATE HEALTH OFFICER. The Director of the Ala¬ 
bama Department of Environmental Management. 

(8) CHAIRMAN. The Director of the Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management. 

(9) STATE AIR POLLUTION CONTROL COMMISSION. 
The Alabama Department of Environmental Management. 

(10) ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION. 
The Environmental Management Commission of the Alabama De¬ 
partment of Environmental Management.” 

“§ 22-28-21. Air pollution emergencies. 

(a) Any other provisions of law to the contrary notwithstanding, 
if the director finds that a generalized condition of air pollution 
exists and that it creates an emergency requiring immediate action 
to protect human health or safety, the director shall order persons 
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causing or contributing to the air pollution to reduce or discontinue 
immediately the emission of air contaminants, and such order shall 
fix a place and time, not later than 24 hours thereafter, for a hearing 
to be held before the Environmental Management Commission. Not 
more than 24 hours after the commencement of such hearing, and 
without adjournment thereof, the Environmental Management Com¬ 
mission shall affirm, modify or set aside the order of the director. 

(b) In the absence of a generalized condition of air pollution of 
the type referred to in subsection (a) of this section, but if the 
director finds that emissions from the operation of one or more air 
contaminants sources is causing imminent danger to human health 
or safety, he may order the person or persons responsible for the opera¬ 
tion or operations in question to reduce or discontinue emissions 
immediately, without regard to the provisions of section 22-28-19. In 
such event, the requirements for hearing and affirmance, modification 
or setting aside of orders set forth in subsection (a) of this section 
shall apply. 

(c) Nothing in this section shall be construed to limit any power 
which the governor or any other officer may have to declare an 
emergency and act on the basis of such declaration, if such power is 
conferred by statute or constitutional provision or inheres in the office. 

(d) In addition to, and without in any way limiting the fore¬ 
going, if the state health officer determines, at any time, that air pollu¬ 
tion in any county, locality, place or other area in the state constitutes 
an emergency risk to health of those present within said area of the 
state and that the resources of the commission are not sufficient to 
abate said air pollution such determination shall be communicated in 
writing, with the factual findings on which such determination is 
based, to the governor; the state health officer may delegate in writing 
to any employee of the commission the power to make such determina¬ 
tion and deliver the same to the governor in the absence of the state 
health officer from the state. Upon being so advised, the governor 
shall, by proclamation, declare, as to all or any part of said area 
mentioned in the aforesaid determination, that an air pollution emer¬ 
gency exists, and, upon making such declaration, the governor shall 
have the following powers which he may exercise, in whole or in part, 
by the issuance of an order or orders: 

(1) To prohibit, restrict or condition motor vehicle travel of 
every kind, including trucks and buses, in the area; 

(2) To prohibit, restrict or condition the operation of retail, 
commercial, manufacturing, industrial or similar activity in the area; 

(3) To prohibit, restrict or condition operation of incinerators 
in the area; 
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(4) To prohibit, restrict or condition the burning or other con¬ 
sumption of any type of fuel in the area; 

(5) To prohibit, restrict or condition the burning of any materials 
whatsoever in the area; and 

(6) To prohibit, restrict or condition any, and all, other activity 
in the area which contributes or may contribute to the air pollution 
emergency. 

(e) The declaration by proclamation of the governor of an air 
pollution emergency, and any order issued by the governor pursuant 
such declaration, shall be given maximum publicity throughout the 
state. 

(f) Any gubernatorial order may be amended or modified by 
further gubernatorial orders. Said order or orders shall not require 
any judicial or other order or confirmation of any type in order to 
become immediately effective as the legal obligation of all persons, 
firms, corporations and other entities within the state. Said order 
shall remain in effect for the duration of the time set forth in same, 
and if no time limit is specified in said order, same shall remain in 
effect until the governor declares by further proclamation that the 
emergency has terminated. 

(g) The aforesaid orders of the governor shall be enforced by the 
state and county departments of health, the state and local police, 
commission personnel, the Alabama national guard, if same is au¬ 
thorized in the governor's order, and such other persons or agencies 
as may be designated by the governor. Those enforcing any governor’s 
order shall require no futher authority or warrant in executing same 
than the issuance of the order itself. Those authorized to enforce 
said orders may use such reasonable force as is required in the enforce¬ 
ment thereof and may take such reasonable steps as are required 
to assure compliance therewith, including, but without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, the following: 

(1) Entering any property or establishment whatsoever, com¬ 
mercial, industrial or residential, believed, on reasonable cause, to be 
violating said order, excepting single or double family homes or any 
dwelling unit within a multiple-dwelling unit larger than a double 
family home, and, if a request does not produce compliance, causing 
compliance with said order; 

(2) Stopping, detouring, rerouting and prohibiting motor vehicle 
travel and traffic; 

(3) Disconnecting incinerator or other types of combustion facil¬ 
ities; 
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(4) Terminating all burning activities; 

(5) Closing down or restricting the use of any business, commer¬ 
cial, retail, manufacturing, industrial or other establishment. 

Where any person authorized to enforce such an order believes, 
on reasonable cause, that same is being violated in a single or double 
family residence or within the dwelling portion of a larger multiple¬ 
dwelling unit, said residence, or dwelling portion thereof, may be 
entered only upon obtaining a search warrant from any magistrate 
having power to issue same. 

(h) Any person, firm or corporation or other entity aggrieved 
by any gubernatorial order, upon application to the state health 
officer, shall be granted a public hearing on the question of whether 
or not the continuance of any such order, in whole or in part, is 
unreasonable in the light of the then prevailing conditions of air 
pollution, the contribution to the same of any particular activity 
and the purposes of this chapter. Said public hearing shall be con¬ 
ducted as quickly as possible by said state health officer or his delegate 
who shall give public notice of same. The state health officer or his 
delegate shall have the power to compel attendance, testimony and 
the production of documents by the use of subpoena powers. The 
number of witnesses and the extent of testimony shall be within his 
control. If the state health officer, upon conclusion of such hearing, 
determines that any such order should be terminated or modified 
in any way whatsoever, he shall report such findings and recommend¬ 
ations to the governor for such action as he deems appropriate.” 

(h) § 22-30-3 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, is hereby 

amended effective October 1, 1982 to read as follows: 

“ § 22-30-3. Definitions. 

When used in this chapter and except where the context prohibits, 
the following words and terms shall have the following meanings: 

(1) BOARD. The Alabama Department of Environmental 
Management. 

(2) DISPOSAL. The ultimate introduction of hazardous 
wastes into the environment. 

(3) DISPOSAL SITE. The location where any ultimate dis¬ 
posal of hazardous waste occurs. 

(4) GENERATOR. Any person who utilizes any process which 
results in the production of hazardous waste. 

(5) HAZARDOUS WASTE. A waste, or combination of 
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wastes, which, because of its quantity, concentration or physical, 
chemical or infectious characteristics may: 

a. Cause, or significantly contribute to, an increase in mortality 
or an increase in serious irreversible, or incapacitating reversible, 
illness; or 

b. Pose a substantial present or potential hazard to human 
health or the environment when improperly treated, stored, trans¬ 
ported or disposed of or otherwise managed. 

Radioactive waste and by-products, as defined by chapter 14 of 
this title, are expressly excluded from this definition. 

(6) HAZARDOUS WASTE MANAGEMENT. The systema¬ 
tic and comprehensive management of the generation, storage, trans¬ 
portation, treatment, recycling, recovery or disposal of hazardous 
waste materials. 

(7) HAZARDOUS WASTE TECHNICAL ADVISORY COM¬ 
MITTEE. The committee as provided in section 22-30-8. 

(8) MANIFEST. The form adopted by the board used for 
identifying the quantity, composition, origin, routing and destination 
of hazardous waste during its transportation from the point of genera¬ 
tion to the point of disposal, treatment or storage. 

(9) PERPETUITY. For the purposes of this chapter, such 
term shall mean a period of 200 years following closure of the facility. 

(10) PERSON. Any and all persons, natural or artificial, in¬ 
cluding, but not limited to any individual, partnership, association, 
society, joint stock company, firm, company, corporation, institution, 
trust, estate, or other legal entity or other business organization 
or any governmental entity, and any successor, representative, agent 
or agency of the foregoing. 

(11) WASTE. Any garbage, refuse, sludge from a waste treat¬ 
ment plant, water supply treatment plant or air pollution control 
facility and other discarded material, including solid, liquid, semi¬ 
solid or contained gaseous material resulting from industrial, commer¬ 
cial, mining and agricultural operations and from community activi¬ 
ties, including any material to be discarded by a generator, but such 
term does not include solid or dissolved material in domestic sewage, 
or solid or dissolved materials in irrigation return flows or industrial 
discharges which are point sources subject to permits under section 
402 of the federal Water Pollution Control Act, as amended (86 Stat. 
880), or source, special nuclear or by-product material as defined 
by the Atomic Energy Act of 1954, as amended (68 Stat. 923). 
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(12) TRADE SECRET. Such term includes, but is not limited 
to, any formula, plan, pattern, process, tool, mechanism, compound or 
procedure, as well as production data or compilation of information, 
financial and marketing data, which is not patented, which is known 
only to certain individuals within a commercial concern who are 
using it to fabricate, produce or compound an article of trade or a 
service having commercial value, and which gives its user an oppor¬ 
tunity to obtain a business advantage over competitors who do not 
know of it. 

(13) TRANSPORTATION. The movement ofwastesfrom the 
point of generation to any intermediate transfer points, and finally to 
the site of final disposal. 

(14) TREATMENT. The physical or chemical treatment, re¬ 
covery, detoxification, neutralization, incineration, biodegradation, 
separation, fixation or otherwise modification of a potentially hazard¬ 
ous waste to remove or reduce its harmful properties or characteristics. 

(15) TREATMENT FACILITY. A location at which wastes 
are subjected to treatment, and may include a facility where waste 
has been generated. 

(16) STORAGE. The actual or intended containment of 
wastes, either on a temporary basis or for a period of years, in such 
a manner as not to constitute disposal of such wastes. 

(17) STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. The Alabama Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Management. 

(18) STATE HEALTH OFFICER. The Director of the Ala¬ 
bama Department of Environmental Management” 

Section 12. Alabama Department of Environmental Manage¬ 
ment Fund. There is hereby created a fund known as the Alabama 
Department of Environmental Management Fund. This fund shall 
consist of: (1) all appropriations; (2) all grants, gifts, bequests or 
donations; (3) all money derived through any source of federal aid; 
(4) all fees, penalties or fines; (5) all monies from any program whose 
functions were transferred to the Department by this Act; and (6) 
all monies from any other source whatsoever. However, the Depart¬ 
ment may not solicit or accept any gift or donation from any person 
that has any official request or action pending before the Alabama 
Department of Environmental Management. The fund shall be used 
and expended by the Department in accordance with the terms of the 
appropriations, gift, bequest, grant, donation or transfer from which 
said monies are derived and in the absence of any such terms or 
stipulations, shall be expended by the Department in furtherence of 
any of the provisions of this Act. All necessary expenses of the De- 
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partment shall likewise be paid out of the fund on the requisition 
of the Director as may be deemed advisable. 

Section 13. Coastal Resources Advisory Committee. 

(a) There is hereby created a Coastal Resources Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to advise the Department and the Office of State Planning 
and Federal Programs on all matters concerning the coastal area. 
The Committee shall consist of not less than seven members who shall 
be predominantly from Baldwin and Mobile counties. 

(b) The initial members of the Coastal Resources Advisory 
Committee shall be the current Coastal Area Board established by 
§ 9-7-14 Code of Alabama 1975, as amended and abolished by this 
Act. The terms of the initial members of the Committee shall be for 
one year beginning October 1, 1982. 

(c) The subsequent membership of the Coastal Resources Ad¬ 
visory Committee shall be as follows: 

(1) One member shall be a member of the Mobile City Commis¬ 
sion and shall be selected by that Commission; 

(2) One member shall be a member of the Mobile County Com¬ 
mission and shall be selected by that Commission; 

(3) One member shall be a member of the Baldwin County 
Commission and shall be selected by that Commission; 

(4) One member shall be an official of a municipal corporation 
in Baldwin County and shall be selected by the Baldwin County 
Mayors Association; 

(5) One member shall be the Commissioner of Conservation and 
Natural Resources, who may designate an employee of his department 
to represent him on the Committee; 

(6) One member shall be the State Geologist who may designate 
an employee of his agency to represent him on the Committee; and 

(7) One member shall be the Director of the Marine Environ¬ 
mental Science Consortium. 

The term of each of these members of the Coastal Resources 
Advisory Committee shall be consistent with his elective or appointive 
office. 

(d) Additional members of the Coastal Resources Advisory 
Committee may be appointed by the Governor for terms not to 
exceed 4 years and shall be eligible for reappointment. 

(e) The Committee shall meet initially to select a Chairman and

subsequent meetings of the Committee shall be at the call of the 
Chairman of the Coastal Resources Advisory Committee or the Direc¬ 
tor of the Office of State Planning and Federal Programs. 

Section 14. Repealer and Exemption. 

(a) The following portions of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, are repealed effective October 1, 1982. 

(1) § 22-28-4 which creates the Division of Air Pollution Control 
in the State Department of Public Health; § 22-28-5 which creates 
the Air Pollution Control Commission; § 22-28-6 which provides for 
compensation of commission members; § 22-28-7 which provides for a 
chairman and vice-chairman; and § 22-28-8 which provides for quar¬ 
terly meetings of the commission; § 22-28-15(b) which provides for 
procedures for rule and adoption; and § 22-28-22(e) through § 22-28- 
22(h) relating to appeal procedures and citations; 

(2) § 22-22-3 which creates the Water Improvement Commis¬ 
sion; § 22-22-4 which relates to the Director; hearing officers; other 
officers, employees and consultants; delegation of powers and duties; 

§ 22-22-5 which refers to the State Attorney General; § 22-22-6 which 
provides for a disbursing agent and technical secretary; § 22-22-8 which 
provides for meetings of the Commission; § 22-22-9(d) relating to 
annual reports to the Governor and the Legislature; § 22-22-9(j) (3), 
§ 22-22-9(j) (4) and § 22-22-9(j) (5) which relate to permits; § 22-22-9 
(m) relating to appeals by aggrieved parties; § 22-22-10 relating to 
funds, facilities and personnel, Water Improvement Commission Fund; 
and § 22-22-12 which relates to designation as state water pollution 
control agency. 

(3) §§ 22-23-1 through 22-23-19 and § 22-23-54 which refer to 
public water systems; § 22-23-50 which refers to appeals procedures; 
and § 22-23-51 which establishes the Safe Drinking Water Fund; 

(4) §§22-25-3 through 22-25-6 which establish the Board of 
Certification of Water and Wastew’ater Systems Personnel; 

(5) § 22-24-3(a), (b), and (c) which establish the Alabama Water 
Well Standards Board; § 22-24-9 which establishes a method of appeal 
for the Alabama Water Well Standards Board; and § 22-24-10 which 
establishes the Well Driller’s Licensing Fund. 

(6) § 22-30-ll(b), (c), (d), and (e), which establish regulation 
adoption procedures; § 22-30-22, which refers to appeals procedures; 
and § 22-30-23, which established the Hazardous Waste Management 
Fund; and 

(7) § 22-27-5(c) relating to permits and bonds. 
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(b) The following sections of the Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, are repealed on October 1, 1982: 

§ 9-7-14(a), (b), (c), (d), (e), (f), (g), (k), (1), and (m) which create 
the Alabama coastal area board; § 9-7-18 which relates to the Coastal 
area advisory board; § 9-7-19 which relates to the Coastal area board 
fund; § 9-7-21 which relates to appeals. 

(c) All other laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions 
of the act are hereby repealed. 

(d) The Alabama Department of Environmental Management 
is hereby exempt from the provisions of the Alabama Administra¬ 
tive Procedures Act (Act No. 855, Reg. Sess. 1981). 

(e) Provided, however, no provision of this act shall be construed 
to repeal in whole or in part any provision of Act No. 81-1189, H 24, 
Third Special Session 1981. 

Section 15. Powers of Attorney General not affected. All 
remedies for the prevention and abatement of pollution given to the 
Attorney General through the authority of this Act are merely cumu¬ 
lative. Except as provided in § 5(1) and § 5(o) nothing in this Act 
shall be interpreted as negating or destroying any common law or 
statutory right, duty, power or authority of the Attorney General 
of Alabama. 

Section 16. Severability. The provisions of this Act are sever¬ 
able. If any part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, 
such declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 17. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective 
immediately after its passage and approval by the Governor, unless 
otherwise provided in this Act or after its otherwise becoming law.

AN ACT 

To establish the Alabama Recreation Capital Development Assistance Fund Pro¬ 
gram; to define terms used in this Act; to establish the procedures for assisting state, 
county and municipal agencies in planning, acquiring and developing recreational 
resources; and to provide for the administration of the Alabama Recreation Capital 
Development Fund Program by the Department of Conservation and Natural Re¬ 
sources. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Alabama 

Section 1 . That there is hereby created a fund which shall be 
known as the Alabama Recreation Capital Development Assistance 
Fund. The Fund shall consist of monies appropriated from the General 
Fund by the Legislature to assist state agencies, municipalities and 
counties within Alabama to address their recreational needs in such 
quality and quantity as is necessary and desirable to strengthen the 
health and vitality of Alabama's human and economic resources by 
providing funds for and authorizing State assistance to Alabama’s 
governmental entities in planning, acquisition and development of 
needed land and water recreation areas and facilities. 

Section 2. Unless the context thereof clearly indicates to the 
contrary, the following terms as used in this Act shall have the fol¬ 
lowing meanings: 

(a) Commissioner - the Commissioner of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources. 

(b) Administrator - the Director of the Plans and Programs of 
the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources. 

(c) Fund - the Alabama Recreation Development Assistance 
Fund. 

(d) Applicant - any county, or municipality; or state, county 
or municipal agency having legal authority to hold title to real pro¬ 
perty, or any combination of the above named entities. 

(e) Recreational land - land and appurtenances thereto used for, 
or susceptible to recreational use. 

(f) Recreational use - participation in or observation of outdoor 
activities by the general public including, but not limited to, hunting, 
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fishing, water sports, aerial sports, hiking, camping, winter sports, 
animal or vehicular riding and any related activity. 

(h) State project - any program of a state agency, board, au¬ 
thority or commission either individually or jointly, for the planning, 
acquisition of title or interest in real property, and development of 
facilities; providing thereby for recreational uses or for research or 
other educational studies deemed necessary to assist in implementing 
the provisions of this Act. 

(i) Local Project - any program of a county, municipality or 
agency thereof, either individually or jointly, for the planning, acquisi¬ 
tion of title or interest in real property, and development of facilities, 
providing thereby for recreational uses. 

(j) In Kind Contributions - In-kind contributions represent the 
value of contributions provided by (1) the applicant; (2) other public 
agencies and institutions; and (3) private organizations and indivi¬ 
duals which directly benefit and are specifically identifiable to the 
project. 

Section 3. No grant may be made under this Act unless an ap¬ 
plication is submitted to the Commissioner in accordance with regula¬ 
tions and procedures prescribed by him and the project described in 
said application is in accordance with the Statewide Outdoor Recrea¬ 
tion Plan which has been approved by the Commissioner. 

Section 4. All applicants shall agree to assume after comple¬ 
tion of the project, the total cost of maintenance, repair and operation 
of the property. 

Section 5. Grants to any applicant shall cover not more than 
fifty percent (50%) of the cost of planning, acquiring, or developing 
a project that is undertaken by the applicant. The remaining share 
of the cost shall be borne by the applicant. No less than fifty percent 
(50%) of the applicant’s share of the cost of a project shall consist 
of cash contributions or real property donated by private sources. 
The remaining match may be in the form of in-kind contributions. 

Section 6 . Financial assistance may be provided to any appli¬ 
cant for the following types of projects or combinations thereof if they 
are in accordance with the State Comprehensive Outdoor Recreation 
Plan. Payments for the acquisition of land, waters or interest in land 
or waters but not including incidental costs relating to acquisition. 
Payments for development of recreation facilities to serve the general 
public, including the development of state lands. Lands under lease 
for recreational development must be for a minimum of twenty-five 
(25) years. Lands acquired with funds under this Act must be dedi¬ 
cated to recreational use. 
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Section 7. Payments shall be made to applicants by the Com¬ 
missioner only for approved projects. Such payments may be made 
from time to time in keeping with the rate of progress toward the 
satisfactory completion of individual projects. All such payments 
shall be made by the Commissioner to the official or agency having 
the lawful authority and responsibility of accepting and administering 
funds paid hereunder. If consistent with an approved project, and 
when the Commissioner deems it necessary to do so, payments may 
be made in advance. 

Section 8. No payment shall be made to any applicant until 
the applicant has agreed to provide reports to the Commissioner, in 
such form and containing information, as may be reasonably neces¬ 
sary to enable the Commissioner to perform his duties under this 
Act, including such fiscal control and fund accounting procedures 
as may be necessary to assure proper disbursement and accounting 
for funds paid to the applicant under this Act. 

Section 9. Each applicant under this Act shall keep such rec¬ 
ords as the Commissioner shall prescribe, including records which 
fully disclose the amount and the disposition by each applicant of 
the proceeds, the total cost of the project in connection with which 
such assistance is given or used, and the amount and nature of that 
portion of the cost of the project or undertaking supplied by other 
sources, and such other records as will facilitate an effective audit. 

Section 10. No property acquired or developed with assistance 
under this Act shall, without the prior approval of the Commissioner, 
be converted to other than public uses. The Commissioner may ap¬ 
prove such conversion only if he finds it to be in accordance with 
criteria as may be established by him. 

Section 11. The Commissioner or any duly authorized repre¬ 
sentative shall have access, for the purpose of audit or examination, 
to any books, documents, papers, and records of the applicant that are 
pertinent to assistance received under this Act. 

Section 12. Each applicant shall submit its grant request un¬ 
der guidelines set forth by the Commissioner. 

Section 13. In order to carry out the provisions of this Act 
the Commissioner through Plans and Programs of the Department 
of Conservation and Natural Resources shall perform the following 
functions and activities: 

(a) Prepare and maintain a continuing inventory and evaluation 
of recreational needs and resources of the State of Alabama; 

(b) Formulate and maintain a comprehensive statewide recrea- 
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tion plan, taking into consideration the plans of various Federal and 
State agencies, and political subdivisions. The plan shall set forth 
the needs and demands of the public for recreation in the current 
and foreseeable future, recommend desirable actions to be taken at 
each level of government, as well as indentify those actions that can 
be made by private interests; 

(c) Provide technical assistance and advice to, and cooperate 
with, political subdivisions, and private interests, including nonprofit 
organizations, with respect to recreation; 

(d) Sponsor, engage in, and assist in research relating to recrea¬ 
tion by contract or cooperative agreements, and make payments 
for such purposes; 

(e) Undertake studies and assemble information concerning rec¬ 
reation directly or by contract or cooperative agreement, and dis¬ 
seminate such information; 

(f) Promote coordination of state plans and activities generally 
relating to recreation. 

(g) Promulgate such reasonable rules and regulations deemed 
necessary to implement the provisions of this Act. 

Section 14. The Commissioner, in administering this Act, is 
authorized to cooperate with, and may seek and accept the assistance 
of, any federal, state, county or municipal department or agency, 
and educational or scientific institutions. 

Section 15. The heads of state departments and independent 
agencies having administrative responsibility over activities or re¬ 
sources, the conduct or use of which is pertinent to fulfillment of 
the provisions of this Act shall, either individually or as a group, 
consult with and be consulted by the Commissioner from time to time 
both with respect to their conduct of those activities which the 
Commissioner carries on under authority of this Act which are per¬ 
tinent to their work. 

Section 16. All monies received under the provisions of this 
Act will be appropriated to Alabama Recreation Capital Development 
Assistance Fund within the Department of Conservation and Natural 
Resources, Plans and Programs, and may be used by the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources 
for all purposes reasonably necessary in the administration of the 
provisions of this Act, including said Division’s pro rata share of 
general administrative expenses of the Department of Conservation 
and National Resources. 
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Section 17. Priority in the allocation of fund monies may be 
given to applicants having experienced either natural or man-made 
disasters in areas so designated by the Governor. 

Section 18. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
or section of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part that remains. 

Section 19. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 20. This Act shall be come effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

AN ACT 

To amend Sections 16-8-25 and 16-12-21 of the Code of Alabama 1975 so as to 
permit school boards to approve vacations during the school year for twelve month 
employees other than teachers in city and county schools. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Sections 16-8-25 and 16-12-21 of the Code of Ala¬ 
bama 1975 are hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 16-8-25. The county beard of education shall have the 
authority under such rules and regulations as may be promulgated 
from time to time by the state board of education to provide for the 
payment from public funds of employees other than teachers of the 
county board of education who are employed by the year for not 
over two weeks which said employee may be allowed by said board 
as a vacation, and to provide leaves of absence during the times the 
schools are not in session for such teachers and employees on full 
pay when such teacher or employee devotes such leave of absence to 
instructing in or attending schools for teacher training or in such 
manner as approved by the state board of education as beneficial 
to the educational work of the county; and to provide for the payment 
of any full time teachers for absences during the time schools are in 
session where such absence results from sickness or some other un¬ 
avoidable cause which prevents such teacher from discharging his 
duties; provided, that any teacher not utilizing or being paid for the 
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sick leave accrued in any one year pursuant to regulations of the 
state department of education may accumulate days at the rate of 
one day per month for the months employed and carry over the 
unutilized days to the next consecutive year or years of employment 
for the same school system, or for any other school system in which 
such educator may later be employed, until he shall accumulate a 
maximum of 150 days. Pay for such absences resulting from unavoid¬ 
able causes other than sickness shall not be allowed for a longer time 
than one week during any one year. The allowance of any such pay 
shall at all times be in the discretion of the county board of education.” 

“Section 16-12-21. The city board of education shall have the 
authority, under such rules and regulations as may be promulgated 
from time to time by the state board of education, to provide for the 
payment from public funds of employees other than teachers of the 
city board of education who are employed by the year for not over 
two weeks which said employee may be allowed by said board as a 
vacation and to provide leaves of absence during the time the schools 
are not in session for such teachers and employees on full pay when 
such teacher or employee devotes such leave of absence to instructing 
in or attending schools for teacher training or in such manner as 
approved by the state board of education as beneficial to the education 
work of the city; and to provide for the payment of any fulltime 
teachers, for absences during the time schools are in session where such 
absence results from sickness or some other unavoidable cause which 
prevents such teacher from discharging his duties; provided, that any 
teacher not utilizing or being paid for the sick leave accrued in any 
one year pursuant to regulations of the state department of education 
may accumulate days at the rate of one day per month for the months 
employed and carry over the unutilized days to the next consecutive 
year or years of employment for the same school system, or in any 
other school system in which such educator may later be employed, 
until he shall accumulate a maximum of 150 days. Pay for such 
absences resulting from unavoidable causes other than sickness shall 
not be allowed for a longer time than one week during any one year. 
The allowance of any such pay shall at all times be in the discretion 
of the city board of education.” 

Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To amend Code of Alabama 1975, Section 36-27-16, which relates to the Employees’ 
Retirement System, amending said section so as to provide that any member who has 
attained age 60, or age 52 in the case of a state policeman, and has previously with¬ 
drawn from service may retire upon written application to the board of control setting 
forth at what time, not less than 30 days, nor more than 90 days subsequent to the 
execution and filing thereof, he desires to be retired; provided that the said member 
shall have completed the age and service requirements established by the board of 
control for eligibility for deferred benefits. To provide that the board of control shall 
establish said age and service requirements; and that from time to time, said require¬ 
ments for the minimum years of creditable service shall not be less than 10 years 
nor more than 25 years. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Code of Alabama 1975, Section 36-27-16, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

§ 36-27-16(a) (1) RETIREMENT, ETC., OF EMPLOYEES 
GENERALLY; ELIGIBILITY FOR SERVICE RETIREMENT 
BENEFITS. 

(a) Any member who withdraws from service upon or after 
attainment of age 60 may retire upon written application to the board 
of control setting forth at what time, not less than 30 days nor more 
than 90 days subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, he desires 
to be retired; provided, that any such member who became a member 
on or after October 1, 1963, shall have completed 10 or more years 
of creditable service; provided further, that a member employed as a 
state policeman shall be eligible to file application for service retire¬ 
ment upon attaining age 52. 

b. Any member who has attained age 60, or age 52 in the case 
of a state policeman, and has previously withdrawn from service 
may retire upon written application to the board of control setting 
forth at what time, not less than 30 days nor more than 90 days 
subsequent to the execution and filing thereof, he desires to be retired; 
provided, said member shall have at the time of his withdrawal from 
service completed the age and service requirements established by the 
board of control for eligibility for deferred benefits; provided, that such 
minimum number of years of creditable service shall not be less than 
10 years nor more than 25 years. 
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c. Any employee who attains age 70 shall be retired or shall 
withdraw from service forthwith; except, that any employee may be 
continued in the state service from year to year on his application, 
approved by the personnel board, if evidence of physical and mental 
fitness is furnished; provided further, that any official appointed for 
a term of years may remain in service until the end of the term of office 
for which he was appointed. Any officer or employee of the legislature 
who has attained age 70 shall not be compelled to retire at age 70, 
but may continue in service until his retirement is ordered by the 
house of which he is an officer or employee and that house shall be 
the sole judge of his qualifications to continue in such service. Nothing 
in this chapter shall require the dismissal of any person 70 years 
old or over who fails to join the retirement system within the time 
specified in this article if such person was in the employ of the state 
on June 1, 1945. 

d. Notwithstanding the provisions of this section to the contrary, 
any law-enforcement employee in the department of conservation who 
has attained age 65 shall be retired forthwith. 

e. Notwithstanding the provisions of this section to the con¬ 
trary, any state policeman who has attained age 60 shall be retired 
forthwith; provided, that any state policeman who attains age 60 may 
be continued in the state service from year to year on application 
of said employee, approved by the personnel board, if evidence of 
physical or mental fitness to carry out his duties is furnished. 

(2) AMOUNT OF SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 

a. Upon annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his 
accumulated contributions at the time of his retirement; except, that 
in the case of a state policeman who has completed 20 years of credit¬ 
able service as a state policeman who retires after age 56 but prior to age 
60, the annuity shall be equal to the annuity that would have been 
payable upon service retirement at age 60 had the member continued 
in service to said age 60 without change in compensation; 

2. A pension which shall be equal to the annuity allowance at 
age of retirement, but not to exceed an annuity allowable at age 65, 
computed on the basis of contributions made prior to attainment of 
age 65; except, that in the case of a state policeman who has completed 
20 years of creditable service as a state policeman who retires after 
age 56 put prior to age 60, the pension shall be equal to the annuity 
that he would have received had he contributed to age 60 without 
change in compensation; and 

3. An additional pension, if he has a prior service certificate 
in full force and effect, which shall be equal to the annuity which 
would have been provided at the age of retirement, but which shall 
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not exceed an annuity allowable at age 65 by twice the contributions 
which he would have made during the period of prior service with 
which he is credited had the system been in operation and had he 
contributed thereunder; except, that in case of a state policeman 
who has completed 20 years of creditable service as a state policeman 
who retired after age 56 but prior to age 60, an additional pension, 
if he has a prior service certificate in full force and effect, which shall 
be equal to the annuity which would have been provided at age 60, 
but which shall not exceed an annuity allowable at age 60 by twice 
the contributions which he would have made during the period of 
prior service with which he is credited had the system been in opera¬ 
tion and had he contributed thereunder. 

b. Notwithstanding the provisions of subparagraphs 1, 2 and 3 
of paragraph a of this subdivision, a state policeman who has com¬ 
pleted 20 years of service as a state policeman who retires after age 
52 but prior to age 56 shall receive: 

1. An annuity which shall be equal to the annuity that would 
have been payable had the member continued in service for four 
years without change in compensation; 

2. A pension which shall be equal to the annuity that he would 
have received had he contributed for four years without change in 
compensation; and 

3. An additional pension, if he has a prior service certificate in 
full force and effect, which shall be equal to the annuity which would 
have been provided at the age of retirement, but which shall not exceed 
an annuity allowable at the age of retirement plus four years by twice 
the contributions which he would have made during the period of 
prior service with which he is credited had the system been in opera¬ 
tion and had he contributed thereunder. In lieu of a determination 
of the actual compensation of a member that was received during 
such prior service, the board of control may use for the purpose of this 
article the compensation rate which, if it had progressed with the 
rates of salary increase shown in the tables as prescribed in subsection 
(n) of section 36-27-23, would have resulted in the same average salary 
of the member for the five years immediately preceding the date of 
establishment as the records show the member actually received. 

c. The annual service retirement pension payable to a member 
not employed as a state policeman retiring on or after October 1, 
1975, shall not be less than an amount which, when added to his 
annuity, is equal to the greater of the following two amounts: 

1. Two and one-eightieth percent of the member’s average final 
compensation multiplied by the number of years of his creditable 
service; or 
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2. If he became a member before October 1, 1965, $72.00 multi¬ 
plied by the number of years of his creditable service not in excess 
of 25 years. 

d. The annual service retirement pension payable to a member 
employed as a state policeman retiring on or after October 1, 1975, 
shall not be less than an amount which, when added to his annuity 
is equal to the greater of the following two amounts: 

1. Two and seven-eighths percent of the member's average final 
compensation multiplied by the number of years of his creditable 
service; or 

2. If he became a member before October 1, 1965, $86.40 multi¬ 
plied by a number of years of his creditable service not in excess 
of 25 years; provided, however, that if such member has completed 
20 years of creditable service as a state policeman and has not attained 
age 60 at the time of retirement, said pension shall be determined 
as provided in this subparagraph on the basis of the number of years 
of creditable service which he would have had if he had remained in 
service for four years, except that, in the case of those state policemen 
retiring at age 56 or after, the number of years in determining said 
pension shall not exceed the number of years of creditable service 
which he would have had if he had remained in service to age 60. 

e. Anything in this article to the contrary notwithstanding, 
in the application of the foregoing provisions of this subdivision to 
a member whose creditable service includes a period of service as 
a state policeman and a period of service in another employment 
classification, the benefit rates applicable to a member employed as a 
state policeman shall apply to all creditable service as a state police¬ 
man, and the benefit rates applicable to a member not employed as a 
state policeman shall apply to all creditable service, but in all other 
respects the pension under this subdivision shall be determined on the 
basis of the member’s employment classification at the time of his 
withdrawal from service. 

f. The annual service retirement pension payable to any state 
employee who had attained age 60 on or before October 1, 1945, who 
declined membership in the employees’ retirement system of Alabama 
in the manner prescribed in section 36-27-4 and who retires as a state 
employee after completing a minimum of 15 years’ service shall be 
$72.00 multiplied by the number of years of his service not in excess 
of 25 years. 

(b) (1) RETIREMENT OF DISABLED EMPLOYEES; ELI¬ 
GIBILITY FOR DISABILITY RETIREMENT BENEFITS. 

a. Upon application of a member in service or of his employer, 
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any member who has had 10 or more years of creditable service who 
becomes disabled may be retired on a disability retirement allowance 
by the board of control not less than 30 nor more than 90 days next 
following the date of filing of such application; provided, that the 
medical board, after a medical examination of such member, shall 
certify that such member is mentally or physically incapacitated for 
the further performance of duty, that such incapacity is likely to be 
permanent and that such member should be retired. 

b. Without regard to the number of years of creditable service, 
a member employed as a state policeman, who as a result of his 
employment, in line of duty and not as a result of his own misconduct, 
shall become permanently and totally disabled to the extent that he 
cannot perform his duties or duties of a less strenuous nature, as an 
employee of the state of Alabama or as an employee of an employer 
participating under the provisions of section 36-27-6, shall be retired 
on a disability retirement allowance, not less than 30 nor more than 
90 days next following the date of filing of such application, pro¬ 
vided that the medical board, after a medical examination of such 
member shall certify that such member is mentally or physically 
incapacitated for the further performance of duty, that such incapac¬ 
ity is likely to be permanent, and that such member should be retired. 

(2) AMOUNT OF DISABILITY RETIREMENT ALLOW¬ 
ANCE. 

a. Upon retirement for disability a member shall receive a ser¬ 
vice retirement allowance if he has attained age 60, or if any law or 
part of any law pertaining to retirement under the employees’ retire¬ 
ment system of Alabama provides for service retirement after the com¬ 
pletion of 30 years of creditable service without a reduction in the 
retirement allowance and the member has completed 30 years of 
creditable service, or, in the case of a state policeman, if he has 
attained age 52; otherwise, he shall receive a disability retirement 
allowance which shall consist of: 

L An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his 
accumulated contributions at the time of his retirement; 

2. A pension which shall be equal to the pension that would 
have been payable under subparagraphs 2 and 3 of paragraph a of 
subdivision (2) of subsection (a) of this section upon service retirement 
at age 65 had the member continued in service to said age without 
change in compensation, reduced by one fourth of one percent for each 
month of retirement prior to age 60, up to a maximum reduction of 
25 percent. 

b. The annual disability retirement pension payable to a mem¬ 
ber not employed as a state policeman retiring on or after October 1, 
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1975, shall not be less than an amount which when added to his 
annuity is equal to the greatest of the following two amounts: 

1. Two and one-eightieth percent of the member’s average final 
compensation multiplied by the number of years of creditable service, 
reduced by one fourth of one percent for each month by which his 
date of retirement precedes his sixtieth birthday up to a maximum 
reduction of 25 percent; or 

2. If he became a member before October 1, 1965, $54.00 multi¬ 
plied by the number of years of his creditable service not in excess of 
25 years; or 

3. If any law or part of any law pertaining to retirement under 
the employees’ retirement system of Alabama provides for service 
retirement after the completion of 30 years of creditable service with¬ 
out a reduction in the retirement allowance, two and one-eightieth 
percent of the member’s average final compensation multiplied by the 
number of years of creditable service reduced by three percent for 
each year less than 30 years creditable service up to a maximum of 
25 percent. 

c. The annual disability retirement pension payable to a mem¬ 
ber employed as a state policeman retiring on or after October 1, 
1975, shall not be less than an amount which when added to his 
annuity is equal to the greater of the following two amounts: 

1. Two and five thirty-seconds percent of the member’s average 
final compensation multiplied by the number of years of his credit¬ 
able service; or 

2. If he became a member before October 1, 1965, $64.80 multi¬ 
plied by the number of years of his creditable service not in excess of 
25 years. 

d. Anything in this chapter to the contrary notwithstanding 
in the application of the provisions of this subdivision to a member 
whose creditable service includes a period of service as a state police¬ 
man and a period of service in another employment classification 
the benefit rates applicable to a member employed as a state police¬ 
man shall apply to all creditable service as a state policeman, and the 
benefit rates applicable to a member not employed as a state police¬ 
man shall apply to all other creditable service, but in all other 
respects the pension under this subdivision shall be determined on 
the basis of the member’s employment classification at the time of his 
withdrawal from service. 

(3) REEXAMINATION OF BENEFICIARIES RETIRED 
ON ACCOUNT OF DISABILITY - Once each year during the first 
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five years following the retirement of a member on a disability retire¬ 
ment allowance and once every three-year period thereafter, the board 
of control may, and upon his application shall, require any disability 
beneficiary who has not yet attained age 60 to undergo a medical 
examination, such examination to be made at the place of residence 
of such beneficiary or other place mutually agreed upon by a physician 
or physicians of or designated by the medical board. Should any 
disability beneficiary who has not yet attained age 60 refuse to submit 
to such medical examination, his allowance may be discontinued 
until his withdrawal of such refusal, and, should his refusal continue 
for one year, all his rights in and to his pension may be revoked 
by the board of control; provided, that these requirements relative 
to the medical examination shall not apply in the case of a state police¬ 
man retired for disability and who has attained age 52. Should the 
medical board report and certify to the board of control that a dis¬ 
ability beneficiary is engaged in or is able to engage in a gainful 
occupation paying more than the difference between his retirement 
allowance and his average final compensation and should the board 
of control concur in such report, then the amount of his pension shall 
be reduced to an amount which, together with his annuity and the 
amount earnable by him shall equal the amount of his average final 
compensation. Should his earning capacity be later changed, the 
amount of his pension may be further modified; provided, that the 
new pension shall not exceed the amount of the pension originally 
granted nor an amount which, when added to the amount earnable 
by the beneficiary, together with this annuity exceeds the amount of 
his average final compensation. 

(c) (1) DISPOSITION OF CONTRIBUTIONS AND ALLOW¬ 
ANCES UPON DEATH, ETC., OF MEMBER - Should a member 
cease to be an employee except by death or by retirement under the 
provision of this article, the contributions standing to the credit 
of his individual account in the annuity savings fund shall be paid to 
him upon demand and, in addition to such payment, there shall be 
paid five tenths of the interest accumulations standing to the credit 
of his individual account if he shall have not less than three but 
less than 16 years of membership service, six tenths of such interest 
accumulations if he shall have not less than 16 but less than 21 years 
of membership service, seven tenths of such interest accumulations 
if he shall have not less than 21 but less than 26 years of membership 
service and eight tenths of such interest accumulations if he shall have 
not less than 26 years of membership service. 

(2) In the case of the death of a member eligible for service 
retirement pursuant to subsection (a) of this section, an allowance 
shall be paid to the surviving spouse in an amount that would have 
been payable if the member had retired immediately prior to his death 
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and had elected option 3, as set forth in subsection (d) of this section; 

(3) In case of the death of a member not eligible for service 
retirement, after completion of 25 years of creditable service, an 
allowance shall be paid to the surviving spouse in an amount that 
would have been payable if the member had retired for disability 
immediately prior to his death and had elected option 3 as set forth 
in subsection (d) of this section or, if the surviving spouse desires, 
he may choose to receive the accumulated contributions of the mem¬ 
ber in lieu of the allowance provided under option 3 plus an amount 
equal to the accumulated contributions of the member not to exceed 
$5,000.00; 

(4) Upon the death of a member on account of whom no survivor 
allowance is payable under subdivisions (2) or (3) of this subsection, 
the accumulated contributions of the member plus an amount equal 
to the accumulated contributions not to exceed $5,000.00 shall be paid 
to his estate or to such person as he shall have nominated by written 
designation duly executed and filed with the board of control. 

(d) Optional allowances. — With the provision that the election 
of an option shall be effective on the effective date of retirement, 
any member may elect prior to retirement to receive, in lieu of his 
retirement allowance payable throughout life, the actuarial equiva¬ 
lent, at that time, of his retirement allowance in a reduced retirement 
allowance payable throughout life with the provisions that: 

(1) Option 1. — If he dies before he has received in annuity 
payments the present value of his annuity as it was at the time of 
his retirement, the balance shall be paid to his legal representatives or 
to such person as he shall nominate by written designation duly 
acknowledged and filed with the board of control; 

(2) Option 2. — Upon his death, his reduced retirement allow¬ 
ance shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to such person 
as he shall nominate by written designation duly acknowledged and 
filed with the board of control at the time of his retirement; 

(3) Option 3. — Upon his death, one half of his reduced allowance 
shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to such person 
as he shall nominate by written designation duly acknowledged and 
filed with the board of control at the time of his retirement; or 

(4) Option 4. — Some other benefit or benefits shall be paid 
either to the member or to such person or persons as he shall nom¬ 
inate; provided, that such other benefits, together with the reduced 
retirement allowance, shall be certified by the actuary to be of equiva¬ 
lent actuarial value to his retirement allowance and shall be approved 
by the board of control. 
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(e) (1) EFFECT OF RETURN TO ACTIVE SERVICE. - 
Should any beneficiary be restored to active service from service 
retirement or from disability retirement on or after attainment of age 
52, his retirement allowance shall be suspended until he again with¬ 
draws from service and he shall not again become a member of the 
retirement system nor shall he make contributions; except, that 
should such beneficiary who has been restored to active service con¬ 
tinue in service for a period of five or more years from the date of his 
reentry into active service, he may request the board of control to 
allow him to again become a member of the retirement system. The 
board of control may grant the request for restoration to membership; 
provided, that such beneficiary whose retirement allowance has been 
suspended shall repay to the system all moneys received by him as 
benefits during any periods subsequent to the date of his reentry into 
active service and shall make a contribution equal to the amount he 
would have contributed had he been a member during the period of 
his restoration to active service on a suspended allowance basis to¬ 
gether with the interest which would have been credited to the con¬ 
tributions on account of such period of restoration up to the date 
such contribution is made. 

(2) Should any beneficiary on disability retirement be restored 
to active service before reaching age 52, he shall again become a 
member of the retirement system and shall make contributions. 

(f) (1) REDETERMINATION, ETC., OF CERTAIN ALLOW¬ 
ANCES, — All retirement allowance payments due on or after October 
1, 1975, to members who retired prior to said date shall be redeter¬ 
mined as if the provisions of this section in effect on October 1, 1975, 
were in effect at the time the member retired. Anything in this article 
to the contrary notwithstanding, the annual retirement allowance of 
any member not employed as a state policeman who retired on or 
before January 1, 1956, shall not be less than $79.20 multiplied by the 
number of years of his creditable service not in excess of 30 years in 
the case of service retirement or $59.40 multiplied by the number of 
years of his creditable service not in excess of 30 years in the case 
of disability retirement. Any increase provided in the retirement 
allowance payment under this subdivision for a member who retired 
under the provisions of any optional benefit elected pursuant to 
subsection (d) of this section shall accrue only to the retired member, 
and no person designated to receive any payments after the death 
of a retired member under the provisions of any such optional benefit 
shall receive any increase in such payments under this subdivision. 
Notwithstanding, any member who retired prior to October 1, 1975, 
and who chose either option 2 or option 3 may elect to receive a 
reduced allowance and to stipulate that the actuarial equivalent of the 
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increase in his retirement allowance, which became effective on said 
date, be ascribed to his designated beneficiary; provided, that such 
member shall clearly express this intention by filing a written applica¬ 
tion to said effect with the secretary-treasurer of the employees’ 
retirement system of Alabama prior to October 1, 1976. 

(2) Any person who, prior to October 1, 1963, was in receipt of 
a benefit pursuant to Act No. 376, approved November 6,1959, but was 
not a member of the system at the time of retirement shall be 
entitled to receive an annual retirement allowance from the system, 
effective October 1, 1971, as follows: 

a. If such person was retired on or before January 1, 1956, an 
amount equal to $79.20 multiplied by the number of years of his 
creditable service not in excess of 30 years. 

b. If such person was retired after January 1, 1956, an amount 
equal to $72.00 multiplied by the number of years of his creditable 
service not in excess of 25 years. 

(3) Prior to October 31,1975, any beneficiary may elect to leave 
on deposit with the system all or a specified part of any increase 
in his monthly retirement allowance payments arising in accordance 
with subdivisions (1) or (2) of this subsection over the monthly allow¬ 
ance which he was receiving prior to October 1, 1975. The portion of 
each monthly payment left in the system in accordance with such 
election shall be credited, together with regular interest thereon, to 
the individual account of such beneficiary. Upon the death of such 
beneficiary the total amount standing to his credit, including regular 
interest to the date of death, shall be paid in a lump sum to his 
legal representatives or to such person as he shall have nominated 
by written designation duly acknowledged and filed with the board 
of control. 

Section 2. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 

Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

AN ACT 

TO AMEND TITLE 16, SECTION 27, SUB-SECTION 4, OF THE CODE OF 
ALABAMA, 1975 SO AS TO LOWER THE NUMBER OF TRAINING SESSION 
HOURS REQUIRED FOR RENEWAL OF SCHOOL BUS DRIVER LICENSES 
FROM SIX HOURS TO FOUR HOURS. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Alabama: 

Section 1 . Title 16, Section 27, Sub-Section 4, of the Code of 
Alabama, 1975 shall be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

“Regulations made pursuant to an order of the board of education 
requiring and providing for special training and licensing of drivers 
of vehicles used to transport pupils to and from school shall require 
an applicant for a school bus driver’s license to be the holder of a 
currently valid driver’s license and to complete a minimum of 12 
clock-hours of approved instruction in school bus driving and to pass 
satisfactorily a written examination and also a driving performance 
test. The written examination shall be designed by the state superin¬ 
tendent of education with the cooperation of the state director of 
public safety and may be given to the applicant either by an employee 
of the state department of education or a state trooper or other 
representative of the state department of public safety as the state 
superintendent of education and the director of public safety agree; 
but the driving performance test shall be given by a state trooper or 
other representative of the state department of public safety. The plan 
for the performance test shall, however, be submitted to and approved 
by the state superintendent of education before the performance test 
is given. If the applicant for a school bus driver’s license satisfactorily 
passes the test, the testing officer shall report this fact to the state 
superintendent of education and shall send a copy of such report 
to the local superintendent of education of the county or city where 
the applicant desires a job as a school bus driver. 

Upon receipt of the testing officer’s report of an applicant having 
satisfactorily passed the examinations, the state superintendent of 
education shall issue a special school bus driver’s license. Such license 
shall be valid for one year from the date of its issuance and may be 
renewed annually for an additional year if the applicant attends a four 
clock-hour training session for school bus drivers conducted in such 
manner as the state superintendent of education prescribes. Such rules 
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may also provide for the issuance of temporary permits or licenses 
for school bus drivers who have had a minimum of four clock-hours 
of instruction conducted by representatives of a local board of educa¬ 
tion. Holders of such temporary licenses shall only be employed for 
the purpose of filling vacancies which develop between scheduled 
training periods, and such temporary licenses shall be valid for a 
maximum of six months only.” 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable in nature, 
and any paragraph, sub-paragraph, section, sub-section, or sentence, 
phrase or word which may be found by a Court of competent juris¬ 
diction to be unconstitutional shall not affect the remainder not so 
declared, it being the express intent of the Legislature to adopt this 
Act, regardless of whether or not portion or portions thereof shall be 
declared unconstitutional.

“Section 11-10-6. 

(a) The governing bodies of the counties in this state are hereby 
authorized, for and on behalf of their respective counties, to make 
temporary loans in anticipation of the receipt of payments from the 
United States under the State and Local Fiscal Assistance Act of 
1972 (31 U.S.C. Section 1221 et seq.) and to issue certificates evidencing 
such loans and to pledge a sufficient amount of said anticipated 
receipts to secure the repayment of such loan or loans. 
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(b) Such loans shall not be for a sum greater than the amount of 
such anticipated receipts less interest from the time of such loan until 
the time of the anticipated receipt of such funds. 

(c) All certificates issued under the authority of this section and 
all interest thereon shall be exempt from taxation.” 

Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To establish and fix minimum salaries of the tax assessors, tax collectors, revenue 
commissioners, license commissioners or other persons charged with assessing and col¬ 
lecting ad valorem taxes in the various counties of this State; to abolish the fee 
system of compensation of such officials presently on a fee system; to provide for the 
method of payment of the salaries herein established; to provide for the personnel 
and other expenses necessary to the operation of such officials’ offices; to provide 
that employees of the officials herein converted from a fee to a salary basis of compen¬ 
sation may continue their employment provided such employment commenced prior 
to passage of the Alabama Ethics Act; to provide for the payment of the fees, com¬ 
missions and allowances paid to such officials presently on a fee system to be paid 
into the treasury from which their salaries are paid; to repeal all laws in conflict; 
and to establish the effective date of this Act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . This Legislature recognizes the necessity of an eq¬ 
uitable, fair, and efficiently administered ad valorem tax program to 
the revenue producing functions of government, both state and local, 
and it further recognizes that since the implementation of state-wide 
reappraisal of property and the equalization of ad valorem taxes in 
this State, the complexity and burden on the officials charged with 
assessing and collecting such taxes has greatly increased. Likewise, 
great disparity has developed among the various counties of this State 
in both the adequacy of compensation of such officials and the distri¬ 
bution of the cost of administering the ad valorem tax program 
among the various agencies and funds receiving such taxes. Therefore, 
in order to secure the services of competent officials in all counties 
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of this State to administer the ad valorem tax program and to fairly 
distribute the burden of funding the costs of such program, it is the 
intent of this Act to establish an equitable, minimum basis of compen¬ 
sation of such officials and distribution of the costs of administering 
such program. 

Section 2. On and after the effective date of this Act and upon 
approval by the county governing body of a resolution of authori¬ 
zation, the tax assessors, tax collectors, revenue commissioners, license 
commissioners, or other persons charged with assessing and collecting 
ad valorem taxes in the various counties of this State, shall be com¬ 
pensated by an annual salary, each of such officials to receive as a 
minimum, except as hereinafter provided, an annual salary in the 
amount specified by the following schedule:

Provided, however, that in all counties wherein an elected Assistant 
Tax Assessor or Assistant Tax Collector has been or may hereafter 
be established by law to function separate and apart from the office 
of tax assessor or tax collector in such counties, the salary for such 
elected assistant officials shall be ninety (90%) percent of the salary 
established herein for the tax assessor or tax collector in such counties. 
The salary for such officials in each of the various counties of this 
State shall be determined according to the above specified schedule 
based upon the 1980 Federal Decennial Census. The salaries, as above 
determined, shall be paid on a pro-rata basis out of the monies col¬ 
lected each tax year into the general fund of each respective county 
of the State, and thereafter paid from said fund to such officials in 
equal installments. The pro rata share of the officials’ salaries to be 
paid by each fund or agency receiving ad valorem taxes, shall be 
determined in each county by computing the percentage that the total 
collections for each fund or agency bears to the total collections 
of ad valorem taxes. With respect to municipalities, the pro-rata 
share of the officials’ salaries provided for in this Act shall be paid 
in lieu of any fees or commissions presently paid by any municipalities 
for assessment and collection of ad valorem taxes. The pro-rata share 
of salaries each fund or agency shall pay during the first year after 
implementation of this Act shall be based upon the collections made 
during the tax year next preceding the effective date of this Act. 
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Section 3. Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 2 hereof, 
all such officials who are presently compensated by salaries which 
are higher than the salaries specified in the foregoing schedule shall 
continue to be compensated at their present salaries, subject to any 
other provisions of this Act, until subsequently changed by passage of 
legislation affecting their respective counties. The term salary as 
respects such officials for purposes of this Section, shall include the 
total compensation presently received by such officials on a salary 
basis of compensation, whether designated as salary or expense allow¬ 
ance or otherwise, provided such compensation is paid directly to such 
officials. Any official presently compensated on a salary basis whose 
total compensation as defined in this Section equals or exceeds the 
minimum salary prescribed in Section 2 hereof, shall be deemed to 
satisfy the minimum salary mandated by this Act. 

Section 4. All officials who are being converted from a fee 
basis to a salary basis by this Act, whose net personal income from 
fees, commissions, allowances or other compensation for the tax year 
next preceding the effective date of this Act are higher than the 
salaries specified in the foregoing schedule, shall be placed on a salary 
equal to their net personal income for such year. Such salary for 
said officials being converted from a fee basis to a salary basis shall 
continue, subject to the other provisions of this Act, for as long as 
said officials continuously remain in office, and upon vacation of their 
office for whatever cause the salary of their successor shall be deter¬ 
mined according to the schedule set forth in Section 2 hereof, unless 
otherwise provided by the passage of local legislation affecting any of 
such counties. The net personal income of such officials during the 
tax year next preceding the effective date of this Act shall be certified 
by said officials to the governing body of their respective counties, 
and such net personal income must be verified by the Office of 
Examiners of Public Accounts. The term “net personal income” as 
used herein shall mean the total fees, commissions, allowances, and 
other compensation for the tax year next preceding the effective date 
of this Act less the total amount paid by such official in said tax 
year for the operation of his or her office, including salaries of any 
employees in such office paid by such official. 

Section 5. The governing bodies of each of the counties of this 
State shall provide the tax assessor, tax collector, revenue commis¬ 
sioner, license commissioner or such other official charged with assess¬ 
ing and collecting ad valorem taxes with such office personnel, clerks 
and deputies, and such quarters, books, stationery, furniture, equip¬ 
ment and other such conveniences and supplies as may be necessary 
for the proper and efficient conduct of such offices. The compensation 
of any personnel so provided shall be fixed by said governing body 
and shall be paid in equal installments out of the general fund of the 
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county. Notwithstanding the Alabama Ethics Act, any employees 
working in such officies prior to the passage of such Act may be con¬ 
tinued as employees in such offices by the county governing body. 
All employees in such offices in counties which operate a merit system 
for county employees shall automatically become participants in such 
system. 

Section 6. All fees, commissions, allowances or other compensa¬ 
tion heretofore collected by or paid to officials on a fee basis of 
compensation shall hereafter be paid into the general fund of their 
respective counties. 

Section 7. Any fees, commissions, allowances or other compen¬ 
sation due to officials who are converted from a fee basis to a salary 
basis hereunder, which have been fully earned but remain unpaid 
on the effective date of this Act, shall be paid to such officials in the 
same manner as such fees, commissions, allowances or other compen¬ 
sation was paid to them prior to the effective date of this Act. 

Section 8. All laws, general or local, which are in conflict with 
this Act are hereby repealed, to the extent of such conflict. All laws 
providing expense allowances to officials covered by this Act who are 
presently compensated by salary are hereby repealed. 

Section 9. This Act is severable. If any part of this Act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part or parts which remain. 

Section 10. This Act shall be effective on October 1 imme¬ 
diately following the adoption and ratification of a constitutional 
amendment authorizing the implementation of this Act, or on the 
first day of the next term of office of the officials affected herein, 
which ever first occurs.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 36-29-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the state 
employees’ health insurance plan, so as to extend eligibility for coverage to employees 
who are employed full-time by the State of Alabama. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Section 36-29-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975 is 
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hereby amended to read as follows: 

“ § 36-29-1. 

“When used in this chapter, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings, respectively, unless the context clearly indicates 
otherwise: 

“(1) EMPLOYEE. A person who works full-time for the State 
of Alabama or for a county health department and who received his 
full compensation on a monthly basis through means of a state 
warrant drawn upon the state treasury or by check drawn by the 
treasurer of the Alabama State docks’ department or by check drawn 
by the treasurer of the Alabama state agency for surplus property 
other than those employees covered by the federal Railroad Retire¬ 
ment Act. Such term shall also include those persons who shall retire 
from the service of the State of Alabama after September 2, 1965, 
and who, at the time of such retirement, met the criteria set out in 
this chapter and who, following such retirement, draw a monthly 
benefit from the employees’ retirement system of Alabama; provided 
that full-time employees of the county health department in all coun¬ 
ties having populations of not less than 300,000 nor more than 500,000 
shall also be included in the definition of employee for the purpose 
of this chapter, and the health department of any such county is 
hereby authorized to pay the employer’s share of any contributions 
to the retirement fund; provided further, that any district attorney 
or full-time employees in the district attorney’s office, of any judicial 
circuit shall be included in the definition of employee for the purpose 
of this chapter, and the respective judicial circuits are hereby au¬

“(2) Agreements with lessees amending existing leases so as to 
authorize lessees to pool or unitize the leases, the lands or minerals 
covered thereby or any part thereof with other leases, lands or mineral 
estates or parts thereof, and to add to or change any other provisions 
thereof in order to make such existing lease(s) similar on those points 
with the lease form then being used by the commissioner of conser¬ 
vation in making leases of similar state-owned property, EXCEPT 
THAT no such change or addition may be made which changes the 
number of years stated as the primary term, or the lease bonuses, 
delay rentals, royalties, or any other compensation to be paid under 
the terms of such existing leases. 

“All pooling or unitization agreements or agreements amending 
existing leases or any part thereof executed under the provisions of 
this section by the commissioner of conservation and natural resources 
must be approved in writing by the governor.

physician, rendered by duly qualified psychiatrists and psychologists of this State 
notwithstanding any provisions of the policies or contracts to the contrary. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . (a) Whenever any group, or blanket hospital or 

medical expense insurance policy or hospital or medical service con¬ 
tract issued for delivery in this State provides for the reimbursement 
of health or health related services which includes mental health 
services, and such services are within the lawful scope of practice of 
a duly qualified psychiatrist or psychologist, the insured or other 
person entitled to benefits under such policy or contract shall be 
entitled to reimbursement for outpatient services, and inpatient 
services if requested by the attending physician, performed by a duly 
qualified psychiatrist or psychologist notwithstanding any provisions 
of the policy or contract to the contrary. 

(b) For purposes of this Act, a duly qualified psychologist means, 
one who is duly licensed or certified at the doctorate level in the 
State by the licensing board for psychologists of the State where 
the service is rendered, has had at least two years post-doctoral, 
clinical experience in a recognized health setting or has met the 
standards of the National Register of Health Service Providers in 
Psychology which require two years post-doctoral, clinical experience. 

Section 2. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to mandate 
or require an insurance company to include mental health services 
in a policy or contract which does not include such services, nor 
shall it be construed to expand the scope or nature of benefits pro¬ 
vided when mental health services are included in a policy or contract. 

Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any 
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section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act 
be held to be unconstitutional, or invalid, such holding shall not affect 
any other section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of 
this Act. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of law which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 5. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming law and shall apply to policies or contracts covered by 
the Act delivered or issued for delivery in this State on and after 
such effective date and to group and blanket policies and contracts 
issued prior to the effective date on the next anniversary or renewal 
date or the expiration of the applicable collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment, if any, whichever date is the later.

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REPORT OF THE 

STATE JUDICIAL COMPENSATION 
COMMISSION TO THE 1982 SESSION 
OF THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE 

The Judicial Compensation Commission hereby files its report 
with the 1982 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature. 

The Commission notes that State appellate and trial judges re¬ 
ceived no salary adjustment in the 1981 regular session of the legisla¬ 
ture through either the report of this commission or by legislative 
act. 


In considering the recommendations for state judicial compensa¬ 
tion, this commission concluded that the circuit judges of this state 
should be compensated at an amount equal to the annual salary paid 
to United States District judges and that our appellate judges should 
receive compensation commensurate with the judges of the United 
States Courts of Appeals. Presently, these federal judges are paid over 
$20,000 more per annum than comparable state judges. The judges 
of our state courts come from the same rank and file of the legal 
profession as do federal judges. They try the same serious cases; they 
are just as competent; and their caseloads are double their counter¬ 
parts in the federal system. 

This commission, however, is cognizant of the practical realities 
regarding salary ranges in state government. In an attempt to recog¬ 
nize the realities of the present, we offer to the Legislature a recom¬ 
mendation which we feel is entirely realistic. 

We particularly note that the compensation of many state of¬ 
ficials exceeds what we recommend for our state’s appellate, circuit 
and district judges, and therefore we clearly do not regard our recom¬ 
mendations as excessive. They are, at best, an improvement and will, 
hopefully, be sufficient to retain, and in the future attract competent 
and dedicated persons to the task of making decisions which affect 
the life, liberty and property of the citizens of our state. 

Accordingly, it is recommended to the Legislature that the 
annual salary and expense allowance to be paid from the State Trea¬ 
sury for appellate, circuit, and district judges of this state be fixed 
as follows: 


Supreme Court of Alabama 

Chief Justice. $58,500.00 

Associate Justices. $58,000.00 

Court of Criminal Appeals and 
Court of Civil Appeals 

Presiding Judge.$57,500.00 
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Associate Judges. $57,000.00 

Circuit Court Judges. $48,000.00 

District Court Judges . $38,400.00 (80% of Circuit 

judges’ pay)

Rule 38(b) is corrected by deleting the number (1) at the begin¬ 
ning of the second paragraph so that the two paragraphs of said sec¬ 
tion (b) are unnumbered and changing the word “less” to “more” in 
the second paragraph so that Rule 38(b) reads as follows: 

(b) Demand. Any party may demand a trial by jury of any 
issue triable of right by a jury by serving upon the other parties a 
demand therefor in writing at any time after the commencement of 
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the action and not later than 30 days after the service of the last 
pleading directed to such issue. Such demand may be indorsed upon 
a pleading of the party, and such demand shall be deemed to be a 
demand for a struck jury. 

In all actions in the circuit court brought by appeal or certiorari 
from any judgment of an inferior court, the party filing the notice 
of appeal or action for writ of certiorari may demand a trial by jury 
of any issue, triable of right by a jury, by serving upon the other 
parties a demand therefor in writing not later than 10 days after filing 
said notice or petition; and any other party may demand a trial by 
jury of any issue triable of right by a jury by, not more than 10 days 
after he has been served with such notice of appeal or petition for 
writ of certiorari, serving upon the remaining parties a demand there¬ 
for in writing.

If no report of the 
evidence or proceedings at a hearing or trial was made, or if a tran¬ 
script is unavailable, the appellant may prepare a statement of the 
evidence or proceedings from the best available means, including his 
recollection. The statement shall be served within 49 days (seven 
weeks) after notice of appeal on the appellee, who may serve objec¬ 
tions or propose amendments thereto within seven days (one week) 
after service. Thereupon the statement and any objections or proposed 
amendments shall be submitted to the trial court for settlement and 
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approval and as settled and approved shall be filed with and included 
by the clerk of the trial court in the record on appeal. 

Rule 18(g) is corrected to read as follows: 

(g) Briefs and argument. The appellant or moving party in the 
federal court shall file and serve upon its adversary its brief on the 
question certified within 28 days (four weeks) after the filing of said 
certificate in the supreme court. The appellee or responding party in 
the federal court shall file and serve upon its adversary its brief within 
21 days (three weeks) after the receipt of the appellant’s or moving 
party’s brief and a reply brief may be filed within 14 days (two weeks) 
thereafter. 

The first sentence in the Committee Comments to Rule 48 is 
corrected by changing the word “effects” to “affects” so that the sen¬ 
tence shall read as follows: 

“It is the spirit of Rule 48 that noncompliance of a mere technical 
nature, e.g., size of paper, margins, etc., will not be used as the basis 
of contempt citations, but only a willful failure to comply with a 
substantive requirement of the rules which affects materially the 
orderly process of the appeal.” 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that the second paragraph of 
Form 5, Alabama Rules of Appellate Procedure, be corrected to read 
as follows: 

“I certify that a copy of this certificate is this date being served 
on the clerk of the trial court and counsel for each of the parties, 
along with a copy of the index (with copies of transcript as ordered).” 

These corrections shall become effective immediately.

RULE 4. APPEAL AS OF RIGHT - WHEN TAKEN 

(b) Appeals in Criminal Cases. 

(1) Circuit Court. In a criminal case a notice of appeal by the 
defendant shall be filed with the clerk of the trial court within 42 
days (6 weeks) after pronouncement of the sentence, provided that 
the notice of appeal may be oral, as provided in Rule 3(a) (2). A notice 
of appeal filed after the announcement of a decision or order, but 
before pronouncement of the sentence, shall be treated as having been 
filed after pronouncement of the sentence and on the day thereof. 
If a motion in arrest of judgment, motion for a new trial, or motion 
for judgment of acquittal has been filed within 30 days from 
pronouncement of the sentence, an appeal may be taken within 42 
days (6 weeks) after the denial or overruling of the motion. A motion 
in arrest of judgment, motion for new trial, or motion for judgment 
of acquittal filed before pronouncement of the sentence shall be 
treated as having been filed immediately after pronouncement of the 
sentence and on the day thereof. When notice of appeal is made or 
filed before the timely filing of a motion in arrest of judgment, motion

IT IS ORDERED that the order of this Court dated January 

4.1982, with reference to the Temporary Rules of Criminal Procedure 
be amended to read as follows: 

WHEREAS, on further consideration of the Temporary Rules 
of Criminal Procedure, the Court deems it advisable: 

(1) to revoke Rule 12, adopted on March 6,1981, and suspended 
on April 8,1981: 

(2) to adopt Rule 12, and thereby set out the procedure on 
motions for judgment of acquittal, pending the adoption of permanent 
rules of criminal procedure; and 

(3) to revoke Rule 13, adopted on November 2, 1981, and to 
adopt a rule that sets out more fully the procedure on post-trial 
motions pending the adoption of permanent rules of criminal proce¬ 
dure. 

IT IS, THEREFORE, CONSIDERED AND ORDERED that: 

I. Rule 12, adopted by the Court on March 6,1981, is revoked. 

II. Rule 12, hereby adopted by the Court and effective March 

1.1982, reads: 

TEMPORARY RULE 12. MOTION FOR JUDGMENT OF 
ACQUITTAL 
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Temporary Rule 12.1 Nature and Form of the Motion. 

(a) Nature of the Motion. The court on motion of the defend¬ 
ant stating the grounds therefor, or on its own motion, shall direct 
the entry of a judgment of acquittal as to any charged offense, or 
as to any lesser included offense, for which the evidence is insufficient 
to support a finding of guilty beyond a reasonable doubt. 

(b) Form of the Motion. Motions for judgment of acquittal 
may be made either in writing or orally upon the record and shall 
be argued outside the hearing of the jury; except that motions pursu¬ 
ant to Temporary Rule 12.3 shall be in writing. 

COMMENT 

A motion under this rule for judgment of acquittal subsumes the 
motion for directed verdict, the motion for affirmative charge, and 
the demurrer to the evidence, which are abolished by this rule. Rule 
29(a), Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure, has likewise abolished the 
motion for directed verdict in criminal cases and substituted for it 
the motion for judgment of acquittal. 

A motion for judgment of acquittal tests the sufficiency of the 
evidence to support a conviction. For the double jeopardy implications 
of a judgment of acquittal, see Burks v. United States, 437 U.S. 1 
(1978), and Hudson v. Louisiana,_U.S_(1981). 

The languge in Temporary Rule 12.1(a) stating that “The court 
... shall direct the entry of a judgment of acquittal as to ... any lesser 
included offense” applies, for example, where a defendant is charged 
with murder. If, at the close of the state’s evidence, the judge deter¬ 
mines that the highest offense the state has proved is criminally negli¬ 
gent homicide, the judge may enter a judgment of acquittal as to 
murder and manslaughter. After such a judgment the jury can decide 
only the question of guilt of criminally negligent homicide. 

Temporary Rule 12.2 Motion for Judgment of Acquittal Before 
Submission of Case to Factfinder. 

(a) Time for Making Motion. The defendant may make a 
motion for judgment of acquittal either at the close of the state’s 
evidence, or at the close of all the evidence. 

(b) Decision on Motion. If the motion for judgment of acquit¬ 
tal is made after the close of the state’s evidence, the court shall rule 
on the motion before calling on the defendant to present his evidence. 
If the motion is made at the close of all the evidence in a jury case, 
the court shall rule on it before permitting argument or charging the 
jury; if it is not ruled on at that time, it is deemed denied. In a non¬ 
jury case, if the motion is not ruled on prior to the submission of 
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the case for decision, the motion is deemed denied. 

(c) Effect of Motion. A defendant who moves for judgment of 
acquittal at the close of the state’s evidence may offer evidence in 
the event the motion is not granted, without having reserved the right 
to do so, and to the same extent as if no such motion had been made. 
The making of a motion for judgment of acquittal is not a waiver 
of trial by jury. An order granting a motion for judgment of acquittal 
is effective without the assent of the jury. 

COMMENT 

The motion for judgment of acquittal provided for by Temporary 
Rule 12.2 (the motion made before submission of the case) is the 
criminal law equivalent of the motion for directed verdict provided 
for by Rule 50(a), Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. A motion made 
under Temporary Rule 12.2 may be made either at the close of the 
state’s evidence or at the close of all the evidence. Section (b) antici¬ 
pates that a motion for judgment of acquittal made at the close of 
the state’s evidence will be ruled on before the defendant presents 
his evidence; that in a jury case a motion made at the close of all 
the evidence will be ruled on before arguments are made or charges 
are given; and that in a non-jury case a motion made at the close 
of all the evidence will be ruled on before the case is submitted to 
the judge for decision. A motion not so ruled on is deemed denied. 
Thus, no motion for judgment of acquittal made pursuant to Tempo¬ 
rary Rule 12.2 will be considered “pending” after the submission of 
the case to the factfinder. At any time during the trial, however, the 
judge would have authority on his own motion to grant a judgment 
of acquittal. In light of the judge’s authority to grant the judpnent 
of acquittal at any time, acting on his own motion, and the privilege 
of the defendant under Temporary Rule 12.3 to make a new motion 
after the return of a verdict or the entry of a judgment of conviction, 
there is little reason to require the court to reserve decision on the 
motion. 

Temporary Rule 12.3 Motion for Judgment of Acquittal After 
Verdict or Judgment of Conviction. 

(a) Generally. After a verdict or the entry of a judgment of 
conviction the defendant may move for a judgment of acquittal, or 
the court on its own motion may grant a judgment of acquittal. It 
shall not be necessary to the making of the motion after a verdict 
or judgment of conviction that a similar motion have been made prior 
to the submission of the case to the factfinder. 

(b) Time for Making Motion. 

(1) In General. After the return of a verdict or after a judg- 
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ment of conviction, but no later than thirty (30) days after the 
pronouncement of sentence, a defendant may move to have the judg¬ 
ment of conviction and any sentence thereon, or in the case of a jury 
trial the verdict and any judgment of conviction and any sentence 
thereon, set aside and to have a judgment of acquittal entered; or 
if following a jury trial a verdict was not returned, the defendant, 
within ten (10) days after the jury has been discharged (or before the 
start of a new trial in the event a new trial begins within the ten 
(10) days), may move for judgment of acquittal. 

(2) District and Municipal Courts. In the district and munici¬ 
pal courts the thirty (30) day period is reduced to fourteen (14) days. 

(c) Joinder with Other Motions. A motion for judgment of 
acquittal may be made in addition to a motion for new trial under 
Temporary Rule 13(a) or a motion in arrest of judgment under 
Temporary Rule 13(b), or may be joined with either of those motions 
as an alternative prayer for relief within the same motion. 

(d) Finding of Not Guilty by Reason of Insanity. A defendant 
who has been found not guilty by reason of insanity may file a motion 
for judgment of acquittal under this Temporary Rule 12.3. 

(e) Presentation to Judge Not Required. In order to perfect 
the filing of a motion for judgment of acquittal under this Temporary 
Rule 12.3, it is not necessary for the motion to be presented to the 
judge; nor is it required, in order to perfect its filing, that the motion 
be set for a date certain. 

(f) Denial by Operation of Law. 

(1) In General. No motion for judgment of acquittal under 
this Temporary Rule 12.3 shall remain pending in the trial court for 
more than sixty (60) days after the pronouncement of sentence, except 
as provided in this section. A failure by the trial court to rule on such 
a motion within the sixty (60) days allowed by this section shall con¬ 
stitute a denial of the motion as of the sixtieth day. Provided, however, 
that with the express consent of the district attorney and the defen¬ 
dant or his attorney, which consent shall appear in the record, the 
motion may be carried past the sixtieth day to a date certain; if not 
ruled upon by the trial court as of the date to which the motion is 
continued, the motion is deemed denied as of that date, unless it has 
been continued again as provided in this section. The motion may 
be continued from time to time as provided in this section. 

(2) District and Municipal Courts. In district and municipal 
courts the sixty (60) day period is reduced to fourteen (14) days. 

(g) Tolling of Period for Appeal from District or Municipal 
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Courts. The timely filing of a motion for judgment of acquittal after 
a judgment of conviction in the district or municipal court shall toll 
the running of the time for appeal, until the motion is denied. 

COMMENT 

Temporary Rule 12.3 provides a means of granting a delayed 
judgment of acquittal. It does not alter the following principle of law 
as expressed in Tooson v. State, 56 Ala. App. 613, at 615, 324 So. 2d 
327, at 329, cert, denied, 295 Ala. 426, 324 So. 2d 333 (1975): 

“In considering the question as to whether the trial court cor¬ 
rectly overruled the motion to exclude, we can only consider the 
evidence which was before the trial court at the time the motion to 
exclude was made.” (Citations omitted.) 

This rule provides that a defendant may make a motion for judgment 
of acquittal after the jury has returned a verdict, or after a judgment 
of conviction is entered, without having made such a motion under 
Temporary Rule 12.2 before submission of the case to the factfinder. 
Compare Rule 50(b), Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, which allows 
a motion for judgment notwithstanding the verdict only if a motion 
for directed verdict has been made at the proper time. 

Section (b) allows the motion to be made at any time from the 
time a verdict is returned or a judgment of conviction is entered until 
thirty (30) days following the sentencing (fourteen (14) days in district 
or municipal court). If in a jury trial the jury is discharged without 
having returned a verdict, the defendant has ten (10) days in which 
to file the motion, or a shorter time if a new trial begins within the 
ten (10) days. The time periods, including the reduced period in dis¬ 
trict and municipal court, are consistent with the time limits allowed 
for motions filed pursuant to Temporary Rule 13. 

Section (c), while allowing a motion for judgment of acquittal 
to be filed as a separate motion, contemplates that the usual proce¬ 
dure will be to join in one motion the motion for judgment of acquittal, 
based on insufficiency of the evidence, and the motion for new trial, 
based on the grounds; nevertheless, it will permit the filing of separate 
motions. 

Section (d), in allowing a motion for judgment of acquittal to 
be filed by a defendant found not guilty by reason of insanity, recog¬ 
nizes that while the finding is one of no guilt, it nevertheless may 
have adverse consequences for the defendant. See Code 1975, §15-16- 
40, et seq. 

Section (e) is comparable to Temporary Rule 13(c), dealing with 
motions for new trial and motions in arrest of judgment. 
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Section (f) is comparable to Temporary Rule 13(d) and (e), and 
is based on Rule 59.1, Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. 

Section (g) is comparable to a provision of Temporary Rule 13(e). 
Rule 4(b), Alabama Rules of Appellate Procedure, provides that in 
circuit court cases the filing of a post-sentence motion for judgment 
of acquittal will toll the running of the time for appeal. Section (g) 
provides a tolling provision for such a motion in the district or munici¬ 
pal court made after a judgment of conviction. 

III. Rule 13, adopted by the Court on November 2, 1981, is 
revoked. 

IV. Rule 13, Temporary Rules of Criminal Procedure, hereby 
adopted by the Court and effective March 1,1982, reads as follows: 

TEMPORARY RULE 13. POST-TRIAL MOTIONS. 

(a) Motion for New Trial. 

(1) Power of the Court. When the defendant has been sen¬ 
tenced by the court, the court on motion of the defendant may order 
a new trial. 

(2) Timeliness. A motion for a new trial must be filed no later 
than thirty (30) days after sentence is pronounced. 

(3) Grounds. The court may grant a new trial: 

(i) For the reason that the verdict is contrary to law or to the 
weight of the evidence; or 

(ii) If for any other reason the defendant has not received a fair 
and impartial trial. 

(b) Motion in Arrest of Judgment. The court on motion of a 
defendant or on its own motion shall arrest judgment if the charging 
instrument does not charge an offense, or if the court was without 
jurisdiction of the offense charged. The motion in arrest of judgment 
shall be filed within thirty (30) days after sentence is pronounced. 
The court may act on its own motion in arresting judgment only 
during the period in which a motion in arrest of judgment would be 
timely. 

(c) Presentation to Judge Not Required. In order to perfect 
the filing of a motion in arrest of judgment or a motion for new trial, 
it is not necessary for the motion to be presented to the judge; nor 
is it required, in order to perfect its filing, that the motion be set for 
a date certain. 

(d) Denial by Operation of Law. No motion for new trial or 
motion in arrest of judgment shall remain pending in the trial court 
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for more than sixty (60) days, except as provided in this section. A 
failure by the trial court to rule on such a motion within the sixty 
(60) days allowed by this section shall constitute a denial of the 
motion as of the sixtieth day. Provided, however, that with the express 
consent of the district attorney and the defendant or his attorney, 
which consent shall appear in the record, the motion may be carried 
past the sixtieth day to a date certain; if not ruled upon by the trial 
court as of the date to which the motion is continued, the motion 
is deemed denied as of that date, unless it has been continued again 
as provided in this section. The motion may be continued from time 
to time as provided in this section. 

(e) District and Municipal Courts. This rule shall be applica¬ 
ble in the district and municipal courts, except that in those courts 
the thirty (30) day periods in sections (a) and (b) are reduced to 
fourteen (14) days, and the sixty (60) day period in section (d) is 
reduced to fourteen (14) days. The timely filing of a post-trial motion 
pursuant to this rule shall toll the running of the time for appeal, 
until the motion is denied. 


COMMENT 

Section (a) is intended to be broad enough to cover any situation 
where justice demands that a new trial be granted. It is not intended 
to change the existing common law rules forming the basis for grant¬ 
ing of a new trial. Thus, this rule makes no change in the grounds 
for granting a new trial, and prior Alabama decisions must be con¬ 
sulted to determine when a motion under this rule should be granted. 
Cf. Code of Alabama 1975, §15-17-5, and Rule 59, Alabama Rules of 
Civil Procedure, and the comments thereto.

RULE 20 

RECORD OF PROCEEDINGS 

(A) A complete record of all testimony shall be kept by sten¬ 
ographic reporting, by mechanical or electronic device, or by some 
combination thereof. Exhibits and other tangible evidence shall be 
preserved by the party offering the same unless otherwise directed 
by the court. The record shall be preserved until the time for taking 
an appeal has expired.

WHEREAS, the proposed amendment has been duly submitted 
and considered by the Court, 

IT IS, THEREFORE, ORDERED that Rule 28, Alabama Rules 
of Juvenile Procedure be, and it is hereby, amended to read as follows: 

RULE 28 

Appeals 

(A) In cases arising out of the jurisdiction of the juvenile court 
over minors and adults, appeal from a final order, judgment or decree 
of the juvenile court shall be to the appropriate appellate court: 

(1) If an adequate record or stipulation of facts is available and 
the right to a jury trial has been granted to or waived by all parties 
entitled thereto, or 

(2) If the parties stipulate that only questions of law are in¬ 
volved and the juvenile court certifies the questions. 

(B) In all other cases arising out of the jurisdiction of the juve¬ 
nile court over minors and adults, appeal from a final order, judgment 
or decree of the juvenile court shall be to the circuit court which shall 
try the case de novo and shall proceed to render such judgment as 
is otherwise provided for by law in such cases. 

(C) In cases arising out of the jurisdiction of the juvenile court 
over a child, appeal from a final order, judgment or decree shall be: 

(1) To the Court of Criminal Appeals in proceedings in which 
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a child is alleged to be delinquent and in proceedings involving an 
order transferring a child to the adult court for criminal prosecution; 
or, 

(2) To the Court of Civil Appeals in the following cases: 

(a) Proceedings in which a child is alleged to be in need of super¬ 
vision; 

(b) Proceedings in which a child is alleged to be dependent; 

(c) Proceedings to determine custody or to appoint a legal 
custodian when the child is otherwise before the juvenile court; 

(d) Proceedings involving the removal of the disabilities of 
nonage; 

(e) Proceedings for the commitment of a mentally ill or men¬ 
tally retarded child; 

(f) Proceedings under the Interstate Compact on Juveniles; and 

(g) Proceedings in which it is alleged that a child’s rights are 
improperly denied or infringed by public school officials. 

(3) Written notice of appeal shall be filed within 14 days after 
the entry of the order, judgment or decree. 

This amendment shall become effective on March 1,1982.

ORDER 

WHEREAS, the Standing Committee on Alabama Rules of Civil 
Procedure recommended to the Court that proposed revisions of Rules 
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4, 34, 37, 54, and 82, and Form 51, Appendix I, Alabama Rules of Civil 
Procedure, be adopted by the Court, and 

WHEREAS, members of the State Bar of Alabama were notified 
in the October 1981 issue of The Alabama Lawyer, the official organ 
of the Alabama State Bar, and also in the September 24, 1981, issue 
of the Southern Reporter, of the proposed revisions and that any 
comments concerning the proposed revisions should be filed with the 
Clerk of the Court not later than November 2,1981, and 

WHEREAS, copies of the proposed revisions were furnished to 
the Administrative Office of Courts so that the judges and clerks of 
the Unified Judicial System might be notified of the proposed revi¬ 
sions, and 

WHEREAS, the Court has duly considered the proposed revi¬ 
sions and the comments made thereto. 

IT IS, THEREFORE, ORDERED as follows: 

1. Rule 4(f), Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, is amended to 
read: 

(f) Multiple Defendants; Incomplete Service. When there are 
multiple defendants and the summons or other document to be served 
and complaint has been served on one or more, but not all, of the 
defendants, the plaintiff may proceed to trial and judgment as to the 
defendant or defendants on whom process has been served and if the 
judgment as to defendants who have been served is final in all other 
respects, it shall be a final judgment. After the entry of judgment, 
if plaintiff is able to obtain service on a defendant not previously 
served, the court shall hear and determine the matter as to such 
defendant in the same manner as if such defendant had been originally 
brought into court, but such defendant shall be allowed the benefit 
of any payment or satisfaction which may have been made on the 
judgment previously entered in said action. 

COMMITTEE COMMENTS 
TO AMENDMENT TO RULE 4(f) 

Rule 4(f) is amended so as to harmonize its provisions with those 
portions of Rule 54(b) which withhold finality to judgments against 
fewer than all parties. Thus, in the event of a judgment against all 
defendants who have been served, the judgment shall be deemed final 
notwithstanding the provisions of Rule 54(b). See Ford Motor Credit 
Co. v. Carmichael, 383 So. 2d 539 (Ala. 1980) for a contrary result 
under Rules 4 and 54 prior to the proposal of this revision. 

2. Rule 34, Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, is amended to 
read: 
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RULE 34 

PRODUCTION OF DOCUMENTS AND THINGS AND 
ENTRY UPON LAND FOR INSPECTION AND 
OTHER PURPOSES 

(a) Scope. Any party may serve on any other party a request 
and on any person not a party a subpoena (1) to produce and permit 
the party making the request, or someone acting on his behalf, to 
inspect and copy, any designated documents (including writings, 
drawings, graphs, charts, photographs, phono-records, and other data 
compilations from which information can be obtained, translated, if 
necessary, by the respondent through detection devices into reasona¬ 
bly usable form), or to inspect and copy, test, or sample any tangible 
things which constitute or contain matters within the scope of Rule 
26(b) and which are in the possession, custody or control of the person 
upon whom the request or subpoena is served; or (2) to permit entry 
upon designated land or other property in the possession or control 
of the person upon whom the request or subpoena is served for the 
purpose of inspection and measuring, surveying, photographing, test¬ 
ing, or sampling the property or any designated object or operation 
thereon, within the scope of Rule 26(b). 

(b) Procedure. 

(1) Request to a Party. 

(A) The Request. The request may, without leave of court, be 
served upon the plaintiff after the commencement of the action and 
upon any other party with or after service of the summons and com¬ 
plaint upon that party. The request shall set forth the items to be 
inspected either by individual item or by category, and describe each 
item and category with reasonable particularity. The request shall 
specify a reasonable time, place, and manner of making the inspection 
and performing the related acts. 

(B) The Response. A party upon whom a request is served 
shall serve a written response within thirty (30) days after the service 
of the request, except that a defendant may serve a response within 
forty-five (45) days after service of the summons and complaint upon 
that defendant. The court may allow a shorter or longer time. The 
response shall state, with respect to each item or category, that the 
inspection and related activities will be permitted as requested, unless 
the request is objected to, in which event the reasons for an objection 
shall be stated. If objection is made to part of an item or category, 
the part shall be specified. The party submitting the request may 
move for an order under Rule 37(a) with respect to any objection to 
or the failure to respond to the request or any part thereof, or any 
failure to permit inspection as requested. 
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(2) Subpoena to a Person Not a Party. 

(A) Notice. A party who desires to obtain production of docu¬ 
ments or things or permission to enter upon land or other property 
from a person not a party shall serve a notice to every other party 
of the intent to serve a subpoena upon the expiration of fifteen (15) 
days from the service of the notice and the proposed subpoena shall 
be attached to the notice. The court may allow a shorter or longer 
time. Such notice may be served without leave of court upon the 
expiration of forty-five (45) days after service of the summons and 
complaint or other mode of service under Rule 4 - Rule 4.4 upon any 
defendant, except that leave is not required within the forty-five day 
period if a defendant has previously sought discovery. Any person or 
party may serve an objection to the issuance of the subpoena within 
ten (10) days of the service of said notice and in such event the 
subpoena shall not issue. The party serving the notice may move for 
an order under Rule 37(a) with respect to such objection. If no objec¬ 
tion is timely served, the clerk shall cause the subpoena to be issued 
upon the expiration of fifteen (15) days from the service of the notice 
or upon the expiration of such other time as may have been allowed 
by the court. 

(B) Subpoena. The subpoena shall be directed to a person at 
a stated address and, if the name of the person is not known, the 
subpoena shall give a general description sufficient to identify the 
person or the particular class or group to which the person belongs. 
The subpoena shall set forth the items to be inspected either by indi¬ 
vidual item or by category, and describe each item and category with 
reasonable particularity. The subpoena shall specify a reasonable time 
no less than fifteen (15) days after service unless the court orders 
otherwise, and the manner of making the inspection and performing 
the related acts. Such activities with reference to documents or tangi¬ 
ble things shall take place where the documents or tangible things 
are regularly kept or at some other reasonable place designated by 
the recipient. The subpoena may give the recipient an option to deliver 
or mail legible copies of documents or things to the party serving the 
subpoena, but the recipient may condition the preparation of copies 
on the payment in advance of the reasonable cost of making such 
copies. Any other party shall have the right to be present at the time 
of compliance with the subpoena. The subpoena shall advise the 
recipient of the right to object at any time prior to the date set forth 
in the subpoena for compliance therewith. Such objection shall be 
communicated in writing to the party serving the subpoena. The party 
serving the subpoena may move for an order under Rule 37(a) with 
respect to any objection to or the failure to comply with a subpoena 
or any part thereof. 
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(C) Availability of Copies. If the party serving the subpoena 
obtains copies of documents or things, he shall make available a du¬ 
plicate of such copies at the request of any other party upon the 
payment of the reasonable cost of making such copies. 

(dc) District Court Rule. Rule 34 applies in the district courts 
in those instances where production and inspections are permitted by 
Rule 26(dc). 

COMMITTEE COMMENTS 
TO RULE 34 AS AMENDED 

There had developed a pattern for abuse of Rule 34 with regard 
to production from non-parties in some circuits. Specifically, the Rule 
5 mandate for service of a copy of a subpoena directed to a non-party 
on all other parties to the litigation was being disregarded. The Advi¬ 
sory Committee initially gave thought to revision of Rule 34 which 
would make stronger reference to the obligation to serve a copy of 
the request upon persons not parties upon all other parties to the 
litigation. At about the time the Committee was involved in its study 
of Rule 34, the Supreme Court of Florida promulgated some new rules 
governing production of documents and things without deposition. See 
The Florida Bar, 391 So. 2d 165 (Fla. 1980). Borrowing some aspects 
of that Florida rule, the Committee came forward with the proposed 
revision of Rule 34(b). There was no intent upon the part of the 
Committee to make any revision with reference to the present practice 
for production of documents from parties. The modification deals with 
the subpoena to a non-party. In that regard, the procedure contem¬ 
plates the service of a notice of intent to obtain production followed 
by the subsequent issuance of a subpoena to the non-party after the 
time for objections to the notice of intent has run. The time limits 
within which the machinery must function are, in the long run, 
shorter than had previously existed under old Rule 34(b) and, in all 
events, are subject to even further reduction in a proper case in the 
discretion of the Court. 

Disregard of the obligation to serve copies of pleadings, motions 
and other papers on all parties as required by Rule 5 is a clear abuse 
of these rules. Counsel should give careful attention to compliance 
so that, in the context of production of documents from non-parties, 
each other party to the lawsuit will know when such discovery is being 
sought and will have a clear idea of the timetable for response to such 
discovery. It is suggested that failure to give such notice to other 
parties could form the basis for disallowance of the admissibility of 
any documents subpoenaed from a non-party in disregard of the obli¬ 
gation to give notice to other parties to the litigation. 

The revision of Rule 34 has necessitated an amendment to Rule 
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37(a)(2) and comments in connection with that amendment are set 
forth at Rule 37. 

3. Rule 37(a)(2), Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, is amended 
to read: 

(2) Motion. If a deponent fails to answer a question pro¬ 
pounded or submitted under Rules 30 or 31, or a corporation or other 
entity fails to make a designation under Rule 30(b)(6) or 31(a), or 
a party fails to answer an interrogatory submitted under Rule 33, or 
if a party, in response to a request for production or inspection sub¬ 
mitted under Rule 30(b)(5), or if a party in a response to a request 
for production or inspection submitted under Rule 34, fails to respond 
that production or inspection will be permitted as requested or fails 
to produce or permit inspection as requested, or if a person objects 
to or fails to comply with a subpoena under Rule 34(b)(2)(B), in whole 
or in part, the discovering party may move for an order compelling 
an answer, or designation, or an order compelling production or in¬ 
spection in accordance with the request or subpoena. If a person or 
a party objects to the notice of a proposed subpoena under Rule 
34(b)(2)(A), the discovering party may move for an order compelling 
issuance of the subpoena. When taking a deposition on oral examina¬ 
tion, the proponent of the question may complete or adjourn the 
examination before he applies for an order. 

If the court denies the motion in whole or in part, it may make 
such protective order as it would have been empowered to make on 
a motion made pursuant to Rule 26(c). 

COMMITTEE COMMENTS 
TO RULE 37 AS AMENDED 

Rule 37(a)(2) referred to the practice under Rule 34 and, with 
the amendment of Rule 34, it is necessary to make certain changes 
in Rule 37. While the procedure is set forth under Rule 37(a)(2) for 
the filing of a motion which would lead to a court order requiring 
production from a non-party and thereby justify a citation of con¬ 
tempt of court for non-compliance, the disregard of the subpoena itself 
could form the basis for the issuance of an order to show cause why 
a contempt citation ought not to issue. The use of the motion practice 
might be preferable in instances where non-compliance is most likely 
attributable to confusion on the part of the non-party and the invoca¬ 
tion of the contempt power of the court would appear to be beyond 
the necessities of the case. 

4. Rule 54(b), Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, is amended 
to read: 

(b) Judgment Upon Multiple Claims or Involving Multiple Par- 
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ties. When more than one claim for relief is presented in an action, 
whether as a claim, counterclaim, cross-claim, or third-party claim, 
or when multiple parties are involved, the court may direct the entry 
of a final judgment as to one or more but fewer than all of the claims 
or parties only upon an express determination that there is no just 
reason for delay and upon an express direction for the entry of judg¬ 
ment. Except where judgment is entered as to defendants who have 
been served pursuant to Rule 4(f), in the absence of such determi¬ 
nation and direction, any order or other form of decision, however 
designated, which adjudicates fewer than all the claims or the rights 
and liabilities of fewer than all the parties shall not terminate the 
action as to any of the claims or parties, and the order or other form 
of decision is subject to revision at any time before the entry of judg¬ 
ment adjudicating all the claims and the rights and liabilities of all 
the parties. 

COMMITTEE COMMENTS 
TO AMENDMENT TO RULE 54(b) 

Subdivision (b) is amended so as to harmonize it with the provi- 
sions of Rule 4(f) dealing with judgment against one or more defend¬ 
ants where other defendants have not yet been served with process 
Thus, a judgment which disposes of fewer than all the parties is final 
where the parties as to whom there has been no judgment have not 
yet been served with process. See Ford Motor Credit Co. v. Carmi¬ 
chael, 383 So. 2d 539 (Ala. 1980) for a contrary result under Rules 4 
and 54 prior to the proposal of this revision. 

5. Rule 82(d), Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, is amended 
to read: 

(d) Improper Venue 

(1) As of the Commencement of the Action. When an action 
is commenced laying venue in the wrong county, the court, on timely 
motion of any defendant, shall transfer the action to the court in 
which the action might have been properly filed and the case shall 
proceed as though originally filed therein. 

(2) After Commencement of the Action. 

(A) Voluntary Dismissal. When a defendant whose presence 
made venue proper as to the entire action at the time of the 
commencement of the action is subsequently dismissed on notice or 
motion of the plaintiff, the court, on motion of less than all remaining 
defendants, in its discretion, may, and on motion of all remaining 
defendants, shall transfer the action to a court in which the action 
might have been properly filed had it been initially brought against 
the remaining defendants alone; provided, however, in the event that 
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a pro tanto settlement between the plaintiff and a defendant is the 
basis for the dismissal of that defendant, the action shall not be trans¬ 
ferred unless the court, in its discretion, has determined that the 
primary purpose of the pro tanto settlement was an attempt to defeat 
the right to transfer that would have otherwise existed had there been 
a dismissal of that defendant without such settlement. 

(B) Involuntary Dismissal. When a defendant whose presence 
made venue proper as to the entire action at the time of the 
commencement of the action is subsequently dismissed on motion of 
that defendant, and such dismissal has been made a final 
judgment as to that defendant pursuant to Rule 54(b), the court, 
on motion of less than all remaining defendants, may, in its 
discretion, and, on motion of all remaining defendants, shall transfer 
the action to a court in which the action might have been properly 
filed had it been initially brought against the remaining defendants 
alone, provided that any such motion is served prior to 
commencement of trial and after said order of dismissal has become 
final by appeal or expiration of time for appeal. 

(C) Timeliness of Motion. 

(i) Voluntary Dismissal. A motion to transfer after voluntary 
dismissal of a party shall be served as soon as practicable if the action 
has been set for trial within less than thirty days of the dismissal or 
if the trial of the action has commenced and, in all other instances, 
within 30 days of the dismissal. 

(ii) Involuntary Dismissal. A motion to transfer after invol¬ 
untary dismissal of a party shall be served in all events prior to the 
commencement of trial and as soon as practicable if the action has 
been set for trial within less than thirty days of the finality by appeal 
or expiration of the time for appeal of the order of dismissal and, in 
all other instances, within 30 days of the finality, as aforesaid, of the 
order of dismissal. 

(iii) Waiver. A defense of improper venue under this rule is 
waived if not served within the time limits of subsections (d)(2)(C)(i)- 
(ii) of this rule. 

(3) Procedure on Transfer. In the event the venue of the action 
is or has become improper and venue is appropriate in more than one 
other court, a defendant sued alone or multiple defendants, by unani¬ 
mous agreement, shall have the right to select such other court to 
which the action shall be transferred and, where there are multiple 
defendants who are unable to agree upon a transferee court, the court 
may transfer the action to any such other court. Transfer of the action 
and notice thereof shall be in accord with Sec. 6-3-22, Code of Alabama 
(1975). 
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COMMITTEE COMMENTS 
TO RULE 82 

The revision of Rule 82(d) arises from dissatisfaction with the 
rules’ failure to treat the problem of transfer of venue except in the 
context of defective venue as of the commencement of the action. The 
Committee has concluded that it lacks any authority to make a 
recommendation which would lead to a change in the venue laws as 
they relate to the proper forum in which to commence an action. The 
Committee further has substantial reservations about its involvement 
in a proposal to create a transfer of venue simply for convenience of 
parties and witnesses. However, the Committee did see a legitimate 
avenue of needed reform in connection with provision for transfers 
of venue in a context where venue was appropriate at the time of 
the commencement of the action, but subsequent developments have 
caused the party whose presence made venue appropriate to be dis¬ 
missed from the proceeding. It is within that narrow area that the 
revision to Rule 82 functions. 

The rule is drawn so as to permit transfer in the event the plaintiff 
entered into a voluntary dismissal of the defendant or defendants 
whose presence made venue proper in the court in which the action 
was filed. Such transfer could occur at any time, even during trial, 
except when the dismissal is a part of a bona fide pro tanto settlement. 

The revision also contemplates the transfer of the action when 
there has been an involuntary dismissal of the defendant whose pre¬ 
sence made venue appropriate as of the commencement of the action. 
However, such transfer cannot occur unless the order of dismissal has 
become final either by appeal or the expiration of the time for the 
taking of an appeal. Consequently, the granting of a motion for 
directed verdict during trial would not give rise to the basis for a 
transfer under Rule 82(d)(2)(B). 

The revision treats the procedure for selection of the forum to 
which an action should be transferred. The transferree forum should 
be one in which the venue is appropriate. If the defendants are unable 
to agree unanimously on an appropriate transferee forum, then the 
court, in its discretion, may make a designation of the transferee court 
in which venue is appropriate. Note that it is not necessary in a 
transfer after a dismissal of the defendant whose presence made venue 
appropriate as of the commencement of the action, for all defendants 
to join in the motion. The court may, in its discretion, transfer the 
action even over the objection of some of the defendants. 

So as to eliminate any potential for abuse by reason of undue 
delay in seeking a transfer which becomes available under Rule 
82(d)(2), certain time limits in which action must be taken are pre- 
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scribed by Rule 82(d)(2)(C). Where the basis for transfer arises from 
a voluntary dismissal by the plaintiff, Rule 82(d)(2)(A), a thirty-day 
time limit applies unless the trial of the case is less than thirty days 
away or the trial of a case has in fact commenced and, in those con¬ 
texts, the motion must be made as soon as practicable. Where the 
basis for transfer becomes available upon an involuntary dismissal, 
Rule 82(d)(2)(B), a thirty-day time limit applies from the date that 
the right to transfer becomes available unless the trial of the case 
is less than thirty days away and, in that context, the motion must 
be made as soon as practicable. Rule 82(d)(2)(B) requires that such 
motion must be served prior to the commencement of trial and, con¬ 
sequently, a motion to transfer which is served after that point 
cannot, by the express terms of the foregoing provision of Rule 
82(d)(2)(B), be treated as having been filed “as soon as practicable.” 
Thus, should the requisite time for finality of an involuntary dismissal 
fall subsequent to the date upon which the case is set for trial, a 
motion to transfer would be unavailable.

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court deems it is proper to further 
amend Rules 2, 26(b) and 39(b) of the Alabama Rules of Appellate 
Procedure, 

IT IS, THEREFORE, ORDERED as follows: 

(1) That Rule 2(b), Alabama Rules of Appellate Procedure, be 
amended to read as follows: 

(b) Suspension of Rules. In the interest of expediting decision, 
or for other good cause shown, an appellate court may suspend the 
requirements or provisions of any of these rules in a particular case 
on application of a party or on its own motion and may order proceed¬ 
ings in accordance with its direction; provided, however, an appellate 
court may not extend the time for taking an appeal, as provided in 
Rule 4(a) (1); and the supreme court may not extend the time for 
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filing a petition for certiorari to the courts of appeals as provided in 
Rule 39(b); provided, however, that the supreme court may extend 
the time for filing a petition for certiorari in a criminal case in which 
the death penalty was imposed as punishment. 

(2) That Rule 26(b), Alabama Rules of Appellate Procedure, be 
amended to read as follows: 

(b) Enlargement of Time. The court for good cause shown 
may, upon motion, enlarge the time prescribed by these rules or by 
its order for doing any act, or may permit an act to be done after 
the expiration of such time; but the court may not enlarge the time 
for filing a notice of appeal, or a petition for permission to appeal; 
and the supreme court may not enlarge the time for filing a petition 
for certiorari to the courts of appeals; except in death cases. 

(3) That Rule 39(b), Alabama Rules of Appellate Procedure, be 
amended to read as follows: 

(b) Time. The petition for certiorari, with an accompanying 
brief, shall be filed with the clerk of the supreme court, pursuant to 
Rule 25(a), within 14 days (2 weeks) after the decision of the court 
of appeals on the application for rehearing. 

These amendments shall become effective on July 15,1981. 

Torbert, CJ., Maddox, Faulkner, Jones, Shores, Embry, Beatty 
and Adams, JJ., concur.

ORDER 

WHEREAS, on further consideration of the Temporary Rules 
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of Criminal Procedure, the Court deems it advisable: 

(1) to revoke Rule 12, adopted on March 6,1981, and suspended 
on April 8,1981, 

(2) to adopt Rule 12, and thereby set out the procedure on 
motions for judgment of acquittal, pending the adoption of permanent 
rules of criminal procedure; and 

(3) to amend Rule 13, adopted on November 2, 1981, and 
thereby set out more fully the procedure on post-trial motions pend¬ 
ing the adoption of permanent rules of criminal procedure, 

IT IS, THEREFORE, CONSIDERED AND ORDERED: 

I. Rule 12, adopted by the Court on March 6,1981, is revoked. 

II. Rule 12, hereby adopted by the Court and effective March 
1,1982, reads: 

TEMPORARY RULE 12. MOTION FOR JUDGMENT OF 
ACQUITTAL 

Temporary Rule 12.1 Nature and Form of the Motion. 

(a) Nature of the Motion. The court on motion of the defend¬ 
ant stating the grounds therefor, or on its own motion, shall direct 
the entry of a judgment of acquittal as to any charged offense, or 
as to any lesser included offense, for which the evidence is insufficient 
to support a finding of guilty beyond a reasonable doubt. 

(b) Form of the Motion. Motions for judgment of acquittal 
may be made either in writing or orally upon the record and shall 
be argued outside the hearing of the jury; except that motions pursu¬ 
ant to Temporary Rule 12.3 shall be in writing. 

COMMENT 

A motion under this rule for judgment of acquittal subsumes the 
motion for directed verdict, the motion for affirmative charge, and 
the demurrer to the evidence, which are abolished by this rule. Rule 
29(a), Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure, has likewise abolished the 
motion for directed verdict in criminal cases and substituted for it 
the motion for judgment of acquittal. 

A motion for judgment of acquittal tests the sufficiency of the 
evidence to support a conviction. For the double jeopardy implications 
of a judgment of acquittal, see Burks v. United States, 437 U.S. 1 
(1978), and Hudson v. Louisiana,_U.S_(1981). 

The language in Temporary Rule 12.1(a) stating that “The 
court... shall direct the entry of a judgment of acquittal as to ... any 
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lesser included offense” applies, for example, where a defendant is 
charged with murder. If, at the close of the state’s evidence, the judge 
determines that the highest offense the state has proved is criminally 
negligent homicide, the judge may enter a judgment of acquittal as 
to murder and manslaughter. After such a judgment the jury can 
decide only the question of guilt of criminally negligent homicide. 

Temporary Rule 12.2 Motion for Judgment of Acquittal Before 
Submission of Case to Factfinder. 

(a) Time for Making Motion. The defendant may make a 
motion for judgment of acquittal either at the close of the state’s 
evidence, or at the close of all the evidence. 

(b) Decision on Motion. If the motion for judgment of acquit¬ 
tal is made after the close of the state’s evidence, the court shall rule 
on the motion before calling on the defendant to present his evidence. 
If the motion is made at the close of all the evidence in a jury case, 
the court shall rule on it before permitting argument or charging the 
jury; if it is not ruled on at that time, it is deemed denied. In a non¬ 
jury case, if the motion is not ruled on prior to the submission of the 
case for decision, the motion is deemed denied. 

(c) Effect of Motion. A defendant who moves for judgment of 
acquittal at the close of the state’s evidence may offer evidence in 
the event the motion is not granted, without having reserved the right 
to do so, and to the same extent as if no such motion had been made. 
The making of a motion for judgment of acquittal is not a waiver 
of trial by jury. An order granting a motion for judgment of acquittal 
is effective without the assent of the jury. 

COMMENT 

The motion for judgment of acquittal provided for by Temporary 
Rule 12.2 (the motion made before submission of the case) is the 
criminal law equivalent of the motion for directed verdict provided 
for by Rule 50(a), Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. A motion made 
under Temporary Rule 12.2 may be made either at the close of the 
state’s evidence or at the close of all the evidence. Section (b) antici¬ 
pates that a motion for judgment of acquittal made at the close of 
the state’s evidence will be ruled on before the defendant presents 
his evidence; that in a jury case a motion made at the close of all 
the evidence will be ruled on before arguments are made or charges 
are given; and that in a non-jury case a motion made at the close of 
all the evidence will be ruled on before the case is submitted to the 
judge for decision. A motion not so ruled on is deemed denied. Thus, 
no motion for judgment of acquittal made pursuant to Temporary 
Rule 12.2 will be considered “pending” after the submission of the 
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case to the factfinder. At any time during the trial, however, the judge 
would have authority on his own motion to grant a judgment of 
acquittal. In light of the judge's authority to grant the judgment of 
acquittal at any time, acting on his own motion, and the privilege 
of the defendant under Temporary Rule 12.3 to make a new motion 
after the return of a verdict or the entry of a judgment of conviction, 
there is little reason to require the court to reserve decision on the 
motion. 

Temporary Rule 12.3 Motion for Judgment of Acquittal After 
Verdict or Judgment of Conviction. 

(a) Generally. After a verdict or the entry of a judgment of 
conviction the defendant may move for a judgment of acquittal, or 
the court on its own motion may grant a judgment of acquittal. It 
shall not be necessary to the making of the motion after a verdict 
or judgment of conviction that a similar motion have been made prior 
to the submission of the case to the factfinder. 

(b) Time for Making Motion. 

(1) In General. After the return of a verdict or after a judg¬ 
ment of conviction, but no later than thirty (30) days after the 
pronouncement of sentence, a defendant may move to have the judg¬ 
ment of conviction and any sentence thereon, or in the case of a jury 
trial the verdict and any judgment of conviction and any sentence 
thereon, set aside and to have a judgment of acquittal entered; or 
if following a jury trial a verdict was not returned, the defendant, 
within ten (10) days after the jury has been discharged (or before the 
start of a new trial in the event a new trial begins within the ten 
(10) days), may move for judgment of acquittal. 

(2) District and Municipal Courts. In the district and munici¬ 
pal courts the thirty (30) day period is reduced to fourteen (14) days. 

(c) Joinder with Other Motions. A motion for judgment of 
acquittal may be made in addition to a motion for new trial under 
Temporary Rule 13(a) or a motion in arrest of judgment under 
Temporary Rule 13(b), or may be joined with either of those motions 
as an alternative prayer for relief within the same motion. 

(d) Finding of Not Guilty by Reason of Insanity. A defendant 
who has been found not guilty by reason of insanity may file a motion 
for judgment of acquittal under this Temporary Rule 12.3. 

(e) Presentation to Judge Not Required. In order to perfect 
the filing of a motion for judgment of acquittal under this Temporary 
Rule 12.3, it is not necessary for the motion to be presented to the 
judge; nor it is required, in order to perfect its filing, that the motion 
be set for a date certain. 
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(f) Denial by Operation of Law. 

(1) In General. No motion for judgment of acquittal under this 
Temporary Rule 12.3 shall remain pending in the trial court for more 
than sixty (60) days after the pronouncement of sentence, except as 
provided in this section. A failure by the trial court to rule on such 
a motion within the sixty (60) days allowed by this section shall 
constitute a denial of the motion as of the sixtieth day. Provided, 
however, that with the express consent of the district attorney and 
the defendant or his attorney, which consent shall appear in the 
record, the motion may be carried past the sixtieth day to a date 
certain; if not ruled upon by the trial court as of the date to which 
the motion is continued, the motion is deemed denied as of that 
date, unless it has been continued again as provided in this section. 
The motion may be continued from time to time as provided in this 
section. 

(2) District and Municipal Courts. In district and municipal 
courts the sixty (60) day period is reduced to fourteen (14) days. 

(g) Tolling of Period for Appeal from District or Municipal 
Courts. The timely filing of a motion for judgment of acquittal after 
a judgment of conviction in the district or municipal court shall toll 
the running of the time for appeal, until the motion is denied. 

COMMENT 

Temporary Rule 12.3 provides a means of granting a delayed 
judgment of acquittal. It does not alter the following principle of law 
as expressed in Tooson v. State, 56 Ala. App. 613, at 615, 324 So. 2d 
327, at 329, cert, denied, 295 Ala. 426, 324 So. 2d 333 (1975): 

“In considering the question as to whether the trial court cor¬ 
rectly overruled the motion to exclude, we can only consider the 
evidence which was before the trial court at the time the motion to 
exclude was made. (Citations omitted.)” 

This rule provides that a defendant may make a motion for judgment 
of acquittal after the jury has returned a verdict, or after a judgment 
of conviction is entered, without having made such a motion under 
Temporary Rule 12.2 before submission of the case to the factfinder. 
Compare Rule 50(b), Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure, which allows 
a motion for judgment notwithstanding the verdict only if a motion 
for directed verdict has been made at the proper time. 

Section (b) allows the motion to be made at any time from the 
time a verdict is returned or a judgment of conviction is entered until 
thirty (30) days following the sentencing (fourteen (14) days in district 
or municipal court). If in a jury trial the jury is discharged without 
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having returned a verdict, the defendant has ten (10) days in which 
to file the motion, or a shorter time if a new trial begins within the 
ten (10) days. The time periods, including the reduced period in dis¬ 
trict and municipal court, are consistent with the time limits allowed 
for motions filed pursuant to Temporary Rule 13. 

Section (c), while allowing a motion for judgment of acquittal 
to be filed as a separate motion, contemplates that the usual proce¬ 
dure will be to join in one motion the motion for judgment of acquit¬ 
tal, based on insufficiency of the evidence, and the motion for new 
trial, based on other grounds; nevertheless, it will permit the filing 
of separate motions. 

Section (d), in allowing a motion for judgment of acquittal to 
be filed by a defendant found not guilty by reason of insanity, recog¬ 
nizes that while the finding is one of no guilt, it nevertheless may 
have adverse consequences for the defendant. See Code 1975, 
§15-16-40, et seq. 

Section (e) is comparable to Temporary Rule 13(c), dealing with 
motions for new trial and motions in arrest of judgment. 

Section (f) is comparable to Temporary Rule 13(d) and (e), and 
is based on Rule 59.1, Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure. 

Section (g) is comparable to a provision of Temporary Rule 13(e). 
Rule 4(b), Alabama Rules of Appellate Procedure, provides that in 
circuit court cases the filing of a post-sentence motion for judgment 
of acquittal will toll the running of the time for appeal. Section (g) 
provides a tolling provision for such a motion in the district or munici¬ 
pal court made after a judgment of conviction. 

III. Rule 13, adopted by the Court on November 2, 1981, and 
hereby amended, the amendment to be effective March 1,1982, reads: 

TEMPORARY RULE 13. POST-TRIAL MOTIONS. 

(a) Motion for New Trial. 

(1) Power of the Court. When the defendant has been sen¬ 
tenced by the court, the court on motion of the defendant may order 
a new trial. 

(2) Timeliness. A motion for a new trial must be filed no later 
than thirty (30) days after sentence is pronounced. 

(3) Grounds. The court may grant a new trial: 

(i) For the reason that the verdict is contrary to law or to the 
weight of the evidence; or 
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(ii) If for any other reason the defendant has not received a fair 
and impartial trial. 

(b) Motion in Arrest of Judgment. The court on motion of a 
defendant or on its own motion shall arrest judgment if the charging 
instrument does not charge an offense, or if the court was without 
jurisdiction of the offense charged. The motion in arrest of judgment 
shall be filed within thirty (30) days after sentence is pronounced. 
The court may act on its own motion in arresting judgment only 
during the period in which a motion in arrest of judgment would be 
timely. 

(c) Presentation to Judge Not Required. In order to perfect 
the filing of a motion in arrest of judgment or a motion for new trial, 
it is not necessary for the motion to be presented to the judge; nor 
is it required, in order to perfect its filing, that the motion be set for 
a date certain. 

(d) Denial by Operation of Law. No motion for new trial or 
motion in arrest of judgment shall remain pending in the trial court 
for more than sixty (60) days, except as provided in this section. A 
failure by the trial court to rule on such a motion within the sixty 
(60) days allowed by this section shall constitute a denial of the 
motion as of the sixtieth day. Provided, however, that with the express 
consent of the district attorney and the defendant or his attorney, 
which consent shall appear in the record, the motion may be carried 
past the sixtieth day to a date certain; if not ruled upon by the trial 
court as of the date to which the motion is continued, the motion 
is deemed denied as of that date, unless it has been continued again 
as provided in this section. The motion may be continued from time 
to time as provided in this section. 

(e) District and Municipal Courts. This rule shall be applica¬ 
ble in the district and municipal courts, except that in those courts 
the thirty (30) day periods in sections (a) and (b) are reduced to 
fourteen (14) days, and the sixty (60) day period in section (d) is 
reduced to fourteen (14) days. The timely filing of a post-trial motion 
pursuant to this rule shall toll the running of the time for appeal, 
until the motion is denied. 


COMMENT 

Section (a) is intended to be broad enough to cover any situation 
where justice demands that a new trial be granted. It is not intended 
to change the existing common law rules forming the basis for grant¬ 
ing of a new trial. Thus, this rule makes no change in the grounds 
for granting a new trial, and prior Alabama decisions must be con¬ 
sulted to determine when a motion under this rule should be granted. 
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Cf. Code of Alabama 1975, §15-17-5, and Rule 59, Alabama Rules of 
Civil Procedure, and the comments thereto. 

All Justices concur.

This table summarizes only the broad, general provisions of state laws 
setting maximum legal and contract rates of interest, and it does not sum¬ 
marize rates fixed for special types of loans, such as installment loans and 
loans under the small loan laws. 


The parties to a transaction may agree on a specific rate of interest. 
The maximum rates that may be agreed upon is usually fixed by law. This is 
the “contract rate.” 


If a specific rate is not agreed upon, then the maximum rate that may 
be taken is the “legal rate,” fixed by law in all states. 

Interest in excess of the rate permitted by law is usurious. All states 
provide penalties for taking such interest. 

Many state statutes provide that the defense of usury is not available 
to a corporation.
